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ADDRESS. 


GENTLEMEN OF THE Crty Counc: 

Iv assuming the responsibilities of office to which 
we have been elected by our fellow-citizens, let it 
be our aim to perform the duties in such a manner 
as to render the administration worthy of a free and 
intelligent people. 

The trying position of our country at this moment 
causes the heart of every patriot to throb with anxious 
solicitude in regard to the final result. A few weeks 
ago we were rejoicing that abundant harvests had 
filled to overflowing the granaries of the West, and 
that the vast cotton fields of the South had produced 
a large crop of the great commercial staple of the 
world; the demand for the means of transporting 
these great products gave new life and vigor to our 
railroad and shipping interests; commerce and manu- 
factures revived, and business prospects were most 
encouraging. 

Under these influences, peace and plenty, prosperity 
and happiness, appeared to be spread broadcast over 
the length and breadth of our favored land; our 
hearts were animated with fervent hope im the 


present, and confidence in the future. But how 


mutable are all human calculations! While the eyes 
of the civilized world were turned upon us with 
admiration at the success of our government and 
the stability of our institutions; and while we were 
surrounded with so many inestimable blessings, and 
such briliant prospects, the storm of: human passion 
has suddenly burst upon us, hurling the elements of 
discord and disunion with such force and power as 
to shake the whole fabric of the States and threaten 
dissolution. 

Under these circumstances, while I deem it my 
duty, in conformity with the custom of my _ prede- 
cessors, and the requirements of the City Charter, 
to imvite your attention to a consideration of the 
general affairs of our municipality, | have no doubt 
that your judgment will accord with my own in for- 
bearing, at this time, to present or recommend any 
new projects involving public expenditure, and the 
consequent taxation of our citizens. The necessary 
machinery of government must be kept in motion; 
and the works and measures connected with the 
public wants and improvements, already in progress, 
should be prosecuted with diligence and prudence. 

In the administration of the affairs of the city, it 
is of the highest importance that every subject should 
receive the most careful consideration, and stand or 
fall upon its own merits. But to delay investigation, 


from time to time, through the indifference or neg- 


lect of committees, or to procrastinate the consum- 
mation of a public measure or a private claim, after 
it has been duly considered, and its expediency 
decided upon, is a course which, however honored 
by precedent in legislative bodies, I trust will be repu- 
diated by the members of the City Council of Boston. 
Let your legislation be characterized by all the safe- 
guards which prudence and judgment require; but, 
allow me to remind you, that prompt action is as 
essential in public as in private business. By adopt- 
ing this course, many of the public improvements 
may be made with greater economy,—the claims 
of our citizens may frequently be adjusted on more 
favorable terms,—and the city avoid much of the 
litigation which is now too common in our courts. 
In the accomplishment of these desirable results, you 
may rely upon my cordial and earnest co-operation. 
With these preliminary remarks, I will now pro- 
ceed to a concise review of those subjects of primary 
importance which deserve the special attention of 
the City Council. The annual reports of the several 
departments will soon be ready for your examination, 
and you will thus be in possession of the best means 
of information in regard to the various branches of 
the public service. These reports, which are usually 
prepared with a care highly creditable to our city, 
and to the officers, preclude the necessity of presenting 
any detailed statement in regard to the departments 


at this time. 


FINANCES. 


It is with no ordinary pride that I refer to the 
financial condition of our city; passing, as it has, 
through every commercial and financial panic with 
unchallenged credit, — always prepared to meet every 
liability at maturity, and frequently ready and desir- 
ous to anticipate payment,—the management of its 
pecuniary affairs reflects the highest credit upon the 
fidelity, itegrity, and capacity of the Auditor and 
Treasurer of the city. 

This high position is due, in a great degree, to 
a Sinking Fund for the payment of the City Debt. 
This Fund is derived, first, from all balances of 
money remaining in the Treasury at the end of any 
financial year; second, from the sales of any land or 
estates belonging to, or acquired by, the city; and, 
third, from an annual tax of not less than three 
per cent. on the amount of the principal of the City 
Debt. By judiciously dividing the City Debt through 
a series of successive years, this Sinking Fund has 
been sufficient to meet, at maturity, all the liabilities 
of the city, for water, and other great improvements, 
without any renewal or reissue of bonds. More than 
a million of dollars of the City and Water Debt was 
paid from this Fund during the last year, and a balance 
of nearly half a million remained for future liabilities. 
It is true that the City Debt has increased; but it 


is much less than our citizens generally suppose, as 
the absolute merease for the last ten years is not 
more than $600,000. The apparent increase being 
in consequence of the city paying over three millions 
of the Water Debt, for which the Water Works owe 
the city as it would any other party. The city, 
therefore, own this amount in the capital stock of 
the Water Works, which, although it does not pay 
a dividend in money, in its benefits to the citizens, 
and by increasing the value of property, is indirectly 
a most profitable investment. 

The following is a brief statement of the City Debt, 
January 1, 1861.

but will add as an appendix for your information. 


S Din Babs: 


The raising of the grades of Dover and ‘Tremont 


streets, is now nearly completed, although the pav- 
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ing cannot be done at present; and a few more 
buildings will require to be raised in the spring, to 
conform to the present grade on Dover Street. The 
work has progressed satisfactorily under the direction 
of the Committee on Paving, and the buildings have 
been successfully elevated by the contractors. The 
appropriations for this improvement are presumed to 
be sufficient to meet all demands. 

The widening of North Street, which has recently 
been consummated, will not exceed the contemplated 
cost, and, I have reason to believe, will eventually 
prove to have been a judicious investment of the 
public funds. 

The extension of Albany Street, from Dover to 
Malden streets, has not been forwarded with that 
promptness or diligence which the abutters, who con- 
tributed liberally to the object, had reason to expect. 
Two years have already elapsed since the city ac- 
cepted the proposition of the owners of the land, and 
one year has passed away since the contract and the 
appropriation were made to construct the street, which 
was to have been “commenced within one month, if 
the weather was suitable.” But, up to this time, the 
work has been mainly neglected, and scarcely any 
progress has been made, which is a source of great 
dissatisfaction to those persons, the profitable use of 
whose property has thus been kept in abeyance, and 
who relied upon the good faith of the city to have 


the street completed within a reasonable time. 
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The work is under the charge of the Committee 
on Paving, who, I trust, will see that it is prosecuted 
without further delay. 

The building of the sea-wall, and fillmg up of 
North Charles Street, are in progress. 

Surveys, plans, and estimates have been made in 
reference to a contemplated widening of Washington 
and ‘Tremont streets, the reports on which will be 
presented in a short time, when you can judge of the 
expediency of proceeding to accomplish one or both of 
these improvements. 

All the appropriations for the several streets herein 
mentioned, except Washington and Tremont, have 


been made, and are deemed sufficient. 


EAST * BOSTON FERRIES. 


The subject of the rates of toll on the Kast Boston 
Ferries has occupied considerable attention during 
the past year, and some action has been taken by 
the City Council with a view to a settlement of the 
question. The peculiar relation which these ferries 
have to Ward Two, as a kind of highway between 
that ward and the city proper, is one worthy of your 
earnest consideration; and I would respectfully 
recommend to your attention the able report on the 


subject which has been printed by our predecessors,”

and also express my anxious desire for an early adjust- 
ment of the question, upon such a basis as will be 
just to the citizens of the ward and to the proprietors 


of the Ferries.

‘No large expenditures have been required for the 
Water Works during the last year. Two lines of 
pipes have been raised on Tremont Street, and one 
lme on Dover Street, in consequence of the raising 
of the grades of those streets. 

The entire works are in good condition, and, as 
the income is annually increasing, there is reason to 
believe that, ere long, it will not only be sufficient 
to pay the interest on the whole Water Debt, and 
the general expenses, but also a portion of the prin- 


cipal of the debt.

The amount of lands sold by the city, during the 
year 1860, is 175,852 square feet, and the amount 
received is $131,249.73, which has been placed to the 
credit of the Committee on the Reduction of the City 
Debt. 

The salable lands belonging to the city are under 
the care and management of the Board of Land 
Commissioners ; and there are now, on the South Bay 
Territory and the southerly section of the city proper, 
2,309,651 square feet. There are also 158,720 square 
feet of land south of Dover Street, reserved for City 
purposes, principally for the erection of School 
Houses. 

At South Boston, the city owns, besides the land 
occupied by the Public Institutions, 1,025,687 square 
feet of salable land; and on the Back Bay, 44,800 
square feet of land, which was received from the 


Commonwealth in exchange for a portion of the 


Public Garden.

The fillimg up of this territory, which has been a 
ereat source of expense and trouble to the City 
Government, for a number of years, is now happily 
drawing to a close. The final contract for its 


completion, for a specific sum, was made in August, 
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1859, and by September next the work will, un- 
doubtedly, be finished according to the contract. 
Some of the land on this territory has been recently 
sold at prices which will permit the erection of a class 
of houses, of small size and reasonable rent, which are 


much needed at this time. 


BACK! BAY Ee Bis ee 


Every measure that has a tendency to enlarge the 
bounds of our city in proportion to its increase of 
business and population, is a necessary element im 
promoting its welfare and prosperity. It is therefore 
a gratifying circumstance, that the large area of the 
Back Bay is to be graded and made taxable property 
within the limits of Boston, without the great expense 
which has heretofore characterized similar under- 
takings by the City Government. The Common- 
wealth and the Water Power Company fill up their 
own territory, grade the streets, and sell the land, and 
thus act as trustees to develop and give value to this 
large area for the real and permanent benefit of the 
City of Boston. The sales of the Commonwealth 
lands have been highly remunerative, and the taxable 
property has greatly increased in that territory. 

Both the Commonwealth and the Water Power 
Company have exhibited commendable foresight in 
the high grade of their streets, all of them being 


about two feet higher than Tremont Street above 
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Dover Street, and from three to six feet above the 
coping of the Dry Dock at Charlestown. The advan- 
tage of this high grade is, that the drainage is more 
perfect, and the territory is rendered more desirable 
for building purposes. It is, however, a source of 
regret that, m the laying out of the wide and 
extended avenues, with their trees and walks, and 
spacious streets, with which this territory abounds, 
the health and comfort of the residents could not have 
been increased, and the landscape view from our 
Common have been relieved, by having some of this 
space devoted to water instead of land, which would 
have added a feature of great beauty and effect. 
The City Engineer, under the direction of a special 
Committee of the Board of Aldermen, and the Com- 
mittee on Sewers, has been engaged for some time 
past, in preparing a plan for the direction and grade 
of the streets on the Back Bay, and he has also been 
gauging the discharge of the water from the sewers 
into both the Back Bay and South Bay, for the 
purpose of developing some plan of sewerage which it 
will be necessary to have adopted during the present 
year, to keep pace with the anticipated growth of 
the city in those directions, and to prevent serious 
difficulties occurring from the waste weirs in some of 


the sewers of the southern wards. *

The improvement of the Public Garden has been 
prosecuted with much energy during the past year. 
The whole amount expended previous to May 1, 1860, 
was $11,506.60, at which time an appropriation of 
$25,000 was made by the City Council; $800 was also 
received for rent of a portion of the grounds, all 
of which was expended in grading and gardening 
by the middle of July, when another appropriation 
was made of $25,000, which the Committee presumed 
would be sufficient for the year 1860; but the granite 
edge-stone and other work around the pond so soon 
exhausted the funds, that a further appropriation of 
$50,000 was made towards the close of the year, but 
too late in the season for the Committee to make 
much use of it. ‘ 

The total amount expended, for work and materials, 
on the Garden, since May 1, 1860, has been about 
$55,000, leaving for the present year about $46,000. 
If the work proceeds as rapidly as is anticipated, 
the Garden will be finished during the present year, 
except a new fence around it, and the bridge over the 
pond. These last two objects can be accomplished 
within the same time if the City Council consider 


it expedient.

As the Annual Report of the School Committee 
will soon be laid before you, and also be distributed 
to the citizens, I shall refrain from any extended 
remarks upon the present educational condition of our 
Public Schools, and simply express my conviction that, 
under the cherishing care of the City Council, and 
the devoted supervision of the School Committee, they 
are now, as they ever have been, the peculiar pride of 
Boston. 

The rapid increase in the expenditures for our 
schools within the last few years, is, however, a 
subject of grave concern, the expenditures and 
appropriations for the current financial year being 
$626,341.79, or more than one fourth of the entire 
tax assessed upon the citizens. In view of the 
number of new school houses which have been 
recently erected to meet the demands occasioned by 
the growth of our city, I am not aware that any 
reduction in these expenditures could have been 
judiciously made; but an average annual increase of 
nearly a hundred thousand dollars during the last 
three years, is a subject which I respectfully commend 
to your attention, and that of the School Com- 


mittee. 


PUBLIC, LIBRARY. 


Next to the elevating influences of our Public 
Schools, are those derived from the Public Library. 
As free to all classes of our community as the 
schools are to our children, relaxation, amusement, 
and intellectual culture, are in this noble institution 
most happily blended. 

Receiving its first effective impulse from the gen- 
erous contribution of my esteemed and honored 
predecessor in the office of Mayor, — Hon. Joun P. 
Biaetow,—in 1850, it has grown to its present 
magnificent extent and proportions. Established in 
a building worthy of the liberal expenditure of the 
city, and of the judgment and taste of its commis- 
sioners and trustees; with its alcoves and shelves 
filled with the rarest and choicest literature of 
almost all nations and all ages, as well as_ that 
adapted to the most popular reading, — characterized 
by the efficiency and universal courtesy of all its 
officers and assistants,—the Public Library is not 
only a proud monument to the intellectual character 
of this our Athens, but to the munificence of those 
public benefactors, who, by their donations, have so 
largely contributed to its success and usefulness. 
May it long continue to be the object of interest 
to our citizens, and receive the generous support of 
the City Government.

The extension of the official term of the members 
of the City Government for a longer period than a 
single year has been frequently agitated, and some 
preliminary action has already been taken by the 
City Council to bring the subject before the present 
Legislature. 

The advantages of always retainmg a majority of 
experienced members, who understand the routine, 
and can carry forward the public business from one 
year to the next, are more obvious as the city 
increases in population, wealth, and extent. 

The County Commissioners of all the counties in 
the State, except Suffolk, where the duties are per- 
formed by the Board of Aldermen of Boston, are 
chosen for three years. The propriety of this is 
obvious, when we consider the important duties they 
are called upon to discharge, and how impossible it is 
to calculate the pecuniary loss to the City Treasury 
which has occurred in consequence of the annual 
elections failing to return to the Board of Aldermen 
members who alone possessed a knowledge of the 
proposed contracts and settlements in regard to the 
streets, and claims for damages. 

Satisfied, as I am, from my own experience, of the 
importance of a change, it will afford me pleasure to 


co-operate with you in obtaming such amendments to 


4, 
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the City Charter as you may deem expedient, and 


which may be necessary to accomplish the object.

The retailing of intoxicating liquors exists to such 
an extent in our city, as to be a source of great 
anxiety and regret, and the comparatively few cases 
in which the law is executed in our courts, shows con- 
clusively that, in its present form, it is obnoxious to 


public opinion and the good sense of the community. 


Boston, as a law-abiding city, has an enviable repu- 
tation; but when prohiitory laws are made,— when 
judicious legislation can only successfully regulate, — the 
attempt to execute them so often fails as virtually to 
render their enforcement abortive, and to encourage 
resistance. 

In recommending your application to the Legisla- 
ture for a modification of the existing law, by which 
the sale may be regulated by a license from the 
municipal authorities, | do so from a sincere desire to 
promote the cause of temperance, and increase respect 
for law and order. That a license law for the city 
may be properly asked of the Legislature, is plain 
from the fact that the principle is practically recog- 
nized by the State in the licensing of State Liquor 
Agents, an arrangement which, however well adapted 


to the rural towns in the Commonwealth, in our 


cities the effect is to furnish mere depots for sup- 
plying agents in other places. That our City Gov- 
ernment, the Police, and the Courts, are demoralized 
to a greater or less extent by the law, in its present 
form, is so manifest to a large portion of our citizens, 
that I shall be gratified to co-operate with you in the 
endeavor to obtain such a modification of the law as 
will permit a legal regulation of the liquor traffic in 


our city. 


Gr NE Ac basis, 


The importance of having suitable accommodations 


for all the city officers in one building, 


is generally 
admitted by every one who has had any experience 
in the City Government. Aside from the general 
inconvenience of having the offices located in various 
places, the expense of rents, altering, fitting up and 
furnishing the rooms, which are rarely eligible or 
adapted to the purpose, is much greater than is 
generally supposed; and I have reason to believe 
that the amount thus expended is more than the 
interest on the sum which would be required to 
build a City Hall with ample room for all the vari- 
ous offices, and more convenient halls for the meet- 
ings of the City Council. 

Plans and estimates for an enlargement were sub- 
mitted to the last City Council, but the alteration of 


the present building to such an extent, as is proposed 
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in these plans, is,in my opinion, of doubtful expedi- 
ency. For if the circumstances will authorize the ex- 
penditure of a hundred thousand dollars to enlarge 
and alter the old building, they will warrant the small 
additional expense for the erection of a new one. For 
we know from experience that while the final cost of a 
new structure will generally bear some approximation 
to the estimate, the expense of extensive alterations 
of an old building is usually beyond all definite caleu- 
lation. 

The expediency of a new City Hall has been the 
subject of various reports and plans for several years 
past, and in commending the subject to your consider- 
ation, I trust that if any definite action is deemed 


advisable, it may be taken at an early day. 


Ge eH. O Sue ue ee 


The establishment of a City Hospital, independent 
of our pauper institutions, for the care and medical 
treatment of the stranger and those persons residing 
in the city who only require relief during temporary 
sickness, has been long considered the “one thing 
needful” to complete the bright circle of Boston 
charities and benevolence. 

It was my pleasant duty, as a member of the 
Committee, in 1857, to investigate and report upon 


this subject, and a suitable building was purchased 


by the city at that time. An act was also obtained 
authorizing the city to establish such an institution, 
and place it under the supervision of a special board 
of trustees; but during its passage a restriction was 
introduced into the bill which prevented either 
the building or location from being used for this 
purpose. 

It is therefore most gratifymg to my own feel- 
ings, and I believe to those of a large majority of 
our citizens, that the establishing of a City Hospital 
is now placed beyond a reasonable doubt. An eligi- 
ble portion of the public land on the South Bay 
Territory has been recently set apart by the City 
Government, and already has a fund been commenced 
by the bequest of Mr. Elisha Goodnow, of South 
Boston, who died in 1851. By his will, the city 
have now come into possession of real estate to the 
amount of about twenty-five thousand dollars, which 
is devised for the perpetual maintenance of a hospital 
for the sick, and the support of free beds therein. 

Another donation of ten thousand dollars has also 
been offered to the city, on certain conditions, for 
the same object. The establishment of this hospital 
will relieve the city of considerable expense now 
incurred by the Overseers of the Poor, who are 
under the necessity of providing medical attendance 
for many cases of temporary illness, for which they 


have no adequate provision or accommodation. 
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The buildings, for an institution of this kind, 
should be plain and substantial, and the size pro- 
portioned to the population and wants of the com- 
munity. The plan should permit the erection of 
such an edifice as may be immediately needed, and 
allow of future additions as time and circumstances 
may require. This course will render the first cost 
reasonable, and reduce the expenses of conducting 
it. 1 commend the subject to your favor, and trust 
you will take such action in regard to it as you 


may judge proper. 


COUNTY AEP ALES: 


The relative position of the City of Boston to the 
County of Suffolk is of a very peculiar nature, and 
for several years past the subject of a readjustment 
between the cities and towns composing the county 
has been agitated without arriving at any definite 
result. During the last year, however, a joint special 
Committee was appointed, by the City Council, to 
confer with the authorities of Chelsea, North Chelsea, 
and Winthrop, with a view to a more equitable 
arrangement of the county expenses. 

The investigations of this Committee were con- 
clusive upon the point, that, under the existing law, 
Boston was paying from her treasury a considerable 
portion of the expenses of the county, in relation 
to courts and highways, which should justly be 
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defrayed by Chelsea, North Chelsea, and Winthrop. 
One of the most important items of expense was 
the laying out and maintaining highways; a power 
vested in the County Commissioners of Middlesex, 
but the cost of which was payable from our City 
Treasury. The injustice of this provision has been 
acknowledged by the authorities of the other munici- 
palities, and it affords me pleasure to state that, by 
mutual consent, an application has been made to the 
Legislature for a modification of the contract and 
obligations, by which, in future, the City of Boston 
will not be liable for the constructing or maintaining 
of any other streets or highways in the county, 
except those within her own limits. 

Arrangements for a readjustment of other matters 
may hereafter be deemed expedient, but the time 
necessary for a proper investigation, and other c1- 
cumstances, prevented the Committee from recom- 
mending any further action, except that in relation 
to highways. 

The want of proper accommodations for the courts 
has been for several years a serious cause of com- 
plaint. By the action of the late City Council, an 
order was passed for the extension of the Court 
House in a southerly direction, for the purpose of 
affording some relief; but the location of highways 
on all sides of the building is a source of great 


annoyance to the courts, the only remedy for which 
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is a change of location. As this would involve a 
larger expenditure than would be deemed advisable 
at this time, the proposed extension may be justified 
on the ground that it is the best course which can 
be adopted under all the circumstances. As the 
question appears to have been settled, and the 
appropriation made by our predecessors, no further 


action is required by the present City Council. 


I have thus endeavored to lay before you a brief 
general view of the present condition and future 
prospects of the various public works now in prog- 
ress, and such other information in regard to those 
subjects connected with the prosperity and well- 
being of our city as appeared to be necessary at 
this time. I have undoubtedly omitted to notice 
many subjects which are of equal importance, and 
are as deserving of your consideration, and I shall 
therefore avail myself of the privilege, conferred by 
the City Charter, to make to the City Council such 
special communications, from time to time, in rela- 


tion to the public business, as circumstances may 
render expedient. 


Gentlemen of the City Council: In closing my 
official address to you, on this occasion, permit me 
to remind you of the peculiar circumstances under 
which we have here, individually, taken a solemn 


oath to support the Constitution of the United 
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States. In obedience to this, let every act, either 
in our public or private capacity, show our loyalty 
and allegiance to that sacred covenant; and in this 
hour of trial, let us remember and rejoice that all 
things are in the care of that same beneficent Being 
whose hand guided our pilgrim fathers to these 
shores, and sustamed our revolutionary fathers in 
their struggle for independence,— to establish, for 
his Own wise purposes, a nation, which, for intelli- 
gence, education, and the general elevation of the 
people, has no peer in ancient or in modern ‘times. 

Relying, then, upon His omnipotence for aid to 
preserve our country inviolate, let us, as citizens of 
this great Republic, do all that we can, with honor, 
to restore harmony in our federal relations ; and by 
conciliatory measures, even at the hazard of miscon- 
struction as to our motives, show that we have the 
moral courage to do right, and sacrifice all personal 
feelings to bind, more firmly, the fraternal bonds of 
this glorious heritage of our fathers. 

The history and fame of Boston is intertwined 
with the first and most ardent struggles for liberty 
and union; and it may be that her voice would be 
listened to in the Councils of the State, and that 
her firm and unwavering stand in favor of the 
Union as it is, would tend to avert a catastrophe 
which would be deplored, not only in our own 


generation, but in all future ages. 
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The decided expression of devotion to the Union 
evinced by our fellow-citizens at the recent municipal 
election, I believe will warrant any official action, 
on our part, which will aid in giving tone to public 
sentiment in our own State, or strengthen the hands 
of those noble men who are striving among their 
fellow-citizens, in other States and on the floor of 
Congress, to temperately but firmly uphold the 
true principles on which the Constitution and the 
Union may be sustained and preserved. If, theve- 
fore, in your wisdom, it shall be deemed advisable 
for the City Council of Boston, in behalf of the 
citizens, to make an appeal to the Legislature of 
the Commonwealth, or to take any other action in 
regard to the present condition of the country, it 
will not only receive my most hearty concurrence, 
but I shall esteem it as the highest honor conferred 
by my official position, to be your aid and associate 


in so laudable an object.

The Mayor shall nominate annually to the Board of 
Aldermen for their confirmation, a Chief of Police, one 
or more Deputy Chiefs of Police, eight Captains of 
Police, sixteen Lieutenants of Police, and as many Ser- 
geants of Police as the service may require; all of 
which officers shall take rank and precedence in the 
order in which they are named, and whose duties, 
except as herein provided, shall be defined and deter- 
mined by the Board of Aldermen, subject to the 
approval of the Mayor. [Passed, February 18, 1859.]

An OrpINANCE concerning the duties of the Super- 
intendent of Common Sewers. 


Be it Ordained, Ce. 

The Superintendent of Common Sewers shall annu- 
ally, in the month of January, make a report to the 
City Council, in which there shall be a general history 
and review of the business of his department for the 
preceding year, and a detailed statement of the length, 
size, and locality of each sewer or drain constructed or 
repaired, and of the expenditures of his department, 
specifying the objects of such expenditures during the 
preceding year. He shall also make such suggestions 
and recommendations to the City Council in regard to 
all matters pertaining to his department, as he may 
deem to be useful and interesting to the City Council, 
or calculated to promote the interest of the City in his 
department of its service.

An ORDINANCE concerning Contracts and Expenditures. 


Be tt Ordained, ce. 

Whenever any Committee or Board is authorized to 
make any contract, by the City Council, or either 
branch thereof, or to expend any moneys appropriated 
by the City Council, or either branch thereof, for any 
purpose, and the estimates for such contract shall 
exceed in amount the appropriation specifically made 
for the object thereof; or the sum specifically appro- 
priated for any purpose shall have been expended by 
them, and for either reason a further appropriation is 
necessary for the accomplishment of the undertaking, 
such Committee or Board shall report to the City Coun- 
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cil, or the branch thereof from which their authority is 
derived, the fact of such deficiency of the appropriation, 
with a detailed statement of the cause or causes there- 
of, and an estimate of the amount necessary to be added 
to such appropriation; and the Committee or Board 
shall not conclude such contract, or make further 
expenditure in the premises, until they shall be author- 
ized so to do by the City Council or the branch there- 
of from which their authority is derived. [| Passed, 
March 19, 1859. ] 


An ORDINANCE in relation to Faneuil Hall Market. 
Be ut Ordained, ce. 


Section 1. The Mayor and Aldermen shall annually, 
in the month of January or February, appoint a Super- 
intendent of Faneuil Hall Market, who shall be remov- 
able at their pleasure, and shall receive such compensa- 
tion for his services as the City Council shall annually 
direct. 

Sect. 2. The Superintendent of Faneuil Hall Mar- 
ket shall, whenever authorized by the Board of Alder- 
men, employ one or more deputies, who shall be ap- 
proved by the Mayor, and who shall have power and 
authority to assist the Superintendent in the execution 
of his office, and on any occasion, when said Super- 
intendent is not present, to officiate for him in his stead, 
and to perform his duties; but no deputy shall remain 
in office longer than durimg the approbation of the 
Mayor; and the said Superintendent shall be responsi- 
ble for the conduct of each of his deputies, and such 
deputies shall receive such compensation for their ser- 
vices as the City Council shall annually direct. The

Mayor and Aldermen may invest the Superintendent 
and his deputies with police powers. 

Sect. 3. The Superintendent of Faneuil Hall Market 
and his deputies, shall, under the control of the Board 
of, Aldermen, have the care and superintendence of 
said market; and it shall be their duty to preserve 
order in said market; to execute and carry into effect 
all the regulations, orders, and ordinances, which may 
be duly made and established from time to time by the 
City Council, or the Board of Aldermen, for the due 
regulation of the same; and to keep open at all hours © 
of every market day, after the hour of eight o’clock, 
A.M, the south part of South Market Street through 
the entire length of said street, to the width of thirty- 
five feet from the outside limits of the sidewalk of said 
South Market Street. This space shall be kept open 
and unobstructed for the passage of vehicles; and it 
shall be the duty of the Superintendent and his depu- 
ties to enter and prosecute complaints for any violations 
of said regulations, orders, and ordinances. 

Secr. 4. The limits of Faneuil Hall Market shall 
include the lower floor, porches, and cellars of the build- 
ing called Faneuil Hall Market, and the streets on each 
side thereof, called North Market Street and South 
Market Street, except the northerly sidewalk of North 
Market Street, and the southerly sidewalk of South 
Market Street; and shall also include all those parts of 
Commercial Street, together with the basement story 
and cellars undtr Faneuil Hall, and Faneuil Hall Square, 
which le between the inner lines of said sidewalks 
extended easterly and westerly across said street. 

Sect. 5. The said Superintendent and his deputies, 
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under the direction of the Board of Aldermen, shall 
have the control of all carts, wagons, sleighs, and other 
vehicles and carriages, within the limits of Faneuil Hall 
Market, and may assign stands within the limits of the 
said market for the sale of provisions and other articles; 
and no person shall occupy any stand other than such 
as may be assigned him. 

Sror. 6. The said Superintendent and his deputies 
shall have power and authority to remove from place 
to place within the limits (if the owners or possessors 
thereof neglect or refuse after request so to remove 
them, or if the owner or possessor be absent therefrom), 
all such carts, wagons, sleighs, vehicles, and carriages, 
with their contents remaining therein, and all horses 
and other beasts, as shall be ranged or formed in any 
other manner than as directed by said Superintendent 
or either of his deputies; and the owner or person hav- 
ing charge of any cart, wagon, sleigh, other vehicles 
or carriages, or any box, barrel, cask, crate, basket, pack- 
age, tub, or other vessel, whether empty or not, occupy- 
ing any place within the limits of said market, shall, 
when directed by said Superintendent or either of his 
deputies, remove the same with their contents, or cause 
the same with their contents to be removed without 
delay, to such place within the limits of the said mar- 
ket as the said Superintendent or either of his deputies 
may direct; and in case of neglect or refusal so to do 
by such owner or possessor, or the absence of them, so 
that the direction to remove cannot be given by said 
Superintendent or either of his deputies and imme- 
diately complied with, the owner or possessor thereof 
shall be lable for the penalty hereinafter mentioned for 
violation of this ordinance. 
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Sxor. 7. All horses and other beasts shall be taken 
from the carts, wagons, sleighs, and other vehicles hay- 
ing provisions or articles of any kind for sale therein, 
and which shall stand within the limits aforesaid; and 
the same shall be conducted to a stable, or otherwise 
removed from said limits, by the owner or driver hay- 
ing charge of the same; and it shall be lawful for the 
said Superintendent or either of his deputies, whenever 
he or either of them shall find any cart, wagon, sleigh, 
vehicle, or other carriage, or any ox, horse, or other 
beast standing or being within the said limits, aban- 
doned and left unprotected, or found within the limits of 
the market on any part of the Lord’s day or evening, 
to cause such cart, wagon, sleigh, vehicle, or other 
carriage, with its contents therein, and such ox, horse, 
or other beast, to be conducted to some stable or other 
suitable place ; and the owner or person having the care 
or keeping thereof shall be liable to pay before the re- 
delivery thereof to him, the entire cost and expense of 
the removal and keeping thereof during the time it 
shall be in said stable, or other suitable place, together 
with such further sum of money to the City, not 
exceeding two dollars, for the trouble arising in that 
behalf, as the said Superintendent or either of his depu- 
ties shall demand, the same to be paid to and accounted 
for by said Superintendent or his deputies to said City. 

secr. 8. All the butter brought within the limits of 
said market for sale, shall be sold by weight; and if it 
1s in lumps, each lump shall contain one or more even 
or integral pounds, half or quarter pounds, weight ; 
and the Superintendent and his deputies shall have 
power and authority to take and weigh all butter in 
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lumps so exposed for sale in said market, and if found 
deficient in weight, to destroy the form of said lumps. 

Sect. 9. If any person shall, within the limits of said 
market, sell, or offer to sell, or exhibit for sale, any 
article which shall be deficient in the weight or measure 
for which he sells the same, or offers or exhibits the 
same for sale, or shall practise any fraudulent dealing 
within said limits, and shall be convicted thereof, or 
shall be convicted of any breach of this ordinance, or 
either of the offences enumerated in it, he shall be 
liable for the penalty hereinafter mentioned for a vio- 
lation of this ordinance. 

Sect. 10. The several stalls in said market shall be — 
leased to the respective occupants by written leases, the 
conditions of which shall be prescribed by the Board of 
Aldermen ; and the rent thereof, together with the rent 
of the cellars under said stalls, shall be paid to the said 
Superintendent of the market, or to such person as the 
Board of Aldermen shall appoimt, and at such times 
as the Board of Aldermen shall determine; and such 
lessees shall not underlet the same, or any part of said 
stalls or cellars, nor permit the same or any part there- 
of, to be occupied by any other person without the 
assent of the Board of Aldermen, under the penalty of 
forfeiting the right to their respective cellars, stalls, and 
leases. 

Sror. 11. The said lessees shall not throw, or permit 
to be thrown, or to remain within the precincts of their 
respective stalls, any offal, animal substance, scrapings, 
or any kind of dirt, filth, useless or offensive matter, but 
shall forthwith remove the same, or cause the same to 
be deposited in some tight vessel, to be approved of by 
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the said Superintendent or either of his deputies, and to 
be removed by said lessees as the said Superintendent 
or either of his deputies shall direct. 

Sect. 12. No person shall throw or sweep any offal, 
animal or vegetable substance, scrapings or sweepings, 
damaged salt or pickle, or foul water from the stalls or 
cellars into the passageways, or on the sidewalks, or 
into the streets adjoming said market-house, at any 
time during the day or night. Nor shall any person 
within the limits of said market sell, or offer to sell, or 
expose for sale, or have in his possession, any meat, 
fish, bread, vegetables, tallow, skins, pelts, poultry, or 
other articles which, in the opinion of said Superin- 
tendent, or either of his deputies, shall be diseased, 
corrupted, tamted, or unwholesome: but such person 
shall, when directed by said Superintendent, or either 
of his deputies, forthwith remove all such articles from 
said limits to such suitable place as the said Superin- 
tendent, or either of his deputies, shall order; and if 
such person shall refuse or neglect to comply with such 
direction, or if the owner or person having charge of 
such articles be absent for more than one hour’s time, 
the said Superintendent, or either of his deputies, shall 
forthwith remove the same, or cause the same to be 
removed from said limits to such suitable place as 
aforesaid, at the expense of such person; and if, in the 
judgment of said Superintendent, or either of his depu- 
ties, it shall be necessary for the public health, it shall 
be their duty to destroy the same; and if any person 
shall hinder, obstruct, or molest said Superintendent, or 
any of his deputies, in the premises, he shall forfeit 


and pay a sum not exceeding twenty dollars for each 
offence. 
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sect. 15. When the lessee of any stall, or occupant 
of any cellar in said market-house, shall, from any 
cause whatever, vacate the same, or shall receive notice 
from the Board of Aldermen to vacate the same, or 
shall neglect or refuse to ‘pay his rent for the space of 
twenty-four hours, or shall neglect or refuse to comply 
with any regulations established for the good order 
and cleanliness of the said market-house, and _ its 
entries, passageways, sidewalks, and the streets adjoin- 
ing said house, the stall or stalls and cellar of such 
lessee shall thereupon revert to the City, and be at the 
disposal of the Board of Aldermen. 

Secor. 14. No poultry shall be allowed to be sold or 
offered for sale in said market, until the same shall be 
properly dressed, by removing the heads, crops, entrails, 
and feathers. 

Sect. 15. No person shall, within the limits of 
Faneuil Hall Market, play at any game, or lie down, or 
sleep, or behave in a disorderly, noisy, or riotous man- 
ner, or scuffle, or throw any missile or thing whatso- 
ever; nor shall any person, within the limits of said 
market, smoke, or have in his possession any lighted 
pipe or cigar; nor shall any idle or disorderly person, 
itinerant peddler, or transient person, making disturb- 
ance or noise, be allowed to frequent or tarry within 
the limits of said market, after being forbidden so to 
do by the Superintendent or his deputy; and every 
person offending against the provisions of this section 
shall be liable to the penalties, for each offence, pre- 
scribed in the seventh section of this ordinance. 

Sect. 16.. No horse or other beast, and no cart, 


wagon, sleigh, or other vehicle, shall be permitted to 
6 
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stand within the limits of said market on any part of 
the Lord’s day or evening, nor shall any person con- 
tinue to do any business within the limits of said 
market on any week day after the hour prescribed for 
closing the market (except on the evenings immedi- 
ately preceding Thanksgiving and Christmas days) ; 
nor on any evening after the closing of the market- 
house; and if any person shall place or leave any 
wagon, cart, sleigh, or other vehicle, box, barrel, crate, 
cask, or other vessel, empty or otherwise, within the 
limits of said market on any part of the Lord’s day or 
evening, or any week day after the said hour for 
closing the market, except on the evenings immedi- 
ately preceding Thanksgiving and Christmas days, or 
on any evening after the closing of the market-house, 
he shall forfeit a penalty not exceeding twenty dollars; 
and the said Superintendent, or either of his deputies, 
may cause the same to be removed, in the manner pro- 
vided in the fifth or sixth sections of this ordinance, or 
either of them. 

Sect. 17. Lessees of stalls and occupants of stands 
shall not incumber the main passageway or cross pas- 
sages within the said market-house, nor the. passage- 
ways outside of said house in front of the doorways 
and leading into the middle of the streets, nor any of 
the avenues leading to and from the said market, with 
any casks, barrels, meat, or other articles or incum- 
brances. 

Sect. 18. No person shall be allowed to occupy a 
street stand within the limits of the said market, unless 
for the sole purpose of selling fresh provisions or 
perishable produce, the product of the farm of the 
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person offering them for sale, or of some farm within 
ten miles of the residence of such person; or offering 
the same for sale at wholesale, on commission, for, or as 
agent for,some person or persons not residing or having 
a usual place of business within eight miles of said 
market ; and meats shall be sold at wholesale only by 
the person who slaughtered the animals of which the 
‘same was a part. 

Sect. 19. Any person occupying a street stand within 
the limits of the said market, for the sale of fresh pro- 
visions and perishable produce, between the hours of 
ten o’clock in the forenoon and four o’clock in the 
afternoon, and between the hour of closing the said 
market at night and the morning of the next day, 
unless permitted so to do by the Superintendent or his 
deputy, shall be liable to the penalty hereiafter men- 
tioned for a violation of this ordinance. 

Sect. 20. Every person offending against any of the 
provisions of this ordinance shall forfeit and pay a sum 
not less than two dollars nor more than fifty dollars for 
each offence, to be recovered on complaint before the 
Police Court of the City of Boston. 

Sect. 21. The said Superintendent shall pay over all 
moneys by him received to the City Treasurer, and 
shall make a quarterly report to the Board of Alder- 
men of all sums so received and paid over. 

Sect. 22. An ordinance providing for the appointment 
of a Superintendent of Faneuil Hall Market, passed 
October 14, 1833, and all other ordinances inconsistent 
herewith, are hereby repealed ; provided, however, that 
the passage of this ordinance shall not affect any act 
done or any right accruing or accrued, or established, 
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or any suit or proceeding had or commenced in any 
civil case, nor any offence committed, nor any penalty 
or forfeiture incurred, nor any suit or prosecution 
pending for any offence committed, or for the re- 
covery of any penalty or forfeiture’ incurred under 
any of said ordinances hereby repealed; and all per- 
sons who hold any office under said ordinance shall 
continue to hold the same according to the tenor 
thereof; and no ordinance which has heretofore been 
repealed, shall be revived by the repeal before men- 
tioned. [ Passed, June 3, 1859.] 


An ORpDINANCE in relation to the Public Health. 
Be ut Ordained, ce. 


Sections 44, 48, and 51 of an “Ordinance relating to 
the Public Health,” passed August 20, 1850, and Dee. 
28, 1854, and contained in the City Ordinances, page 
261, are hereby amended to read as follows: — 


section 44. The said Registrar shall provide one or 
more funeral cars, for purposes connected with his de- 
partment. He shall have the care and custody of the 
same, and shall cause them to be kept clean and in 
good repair, and shall permit no person to use them 
except funeral undertakers appointed by the Mayor 
and Aldermen, as provided in the following section. 
Funeral undertakers may use their own cars, which 
shall be subject to the following regulations, viz: Said 
cars to be first approved by the Board of Aldermen, 
numbered, and registered in the office of the City Ree- 
istrar, in a book kept for that purpose, and a license 
fee of one dollar paid thereon in the month of May, 
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annually, which sum shall be paid into the city treas- 
ury. No subsequent alteration in the form or general 
appearance of such cars shall be made without the per- 
mission of the Board of Aldermen. 

sect. 48. No conductor on any railroad, no master 
of any steamboat, or other vessel, no hack-driver, or 
other person, shall remove, or cause to be removed, 
from the city, any dead body, unless such body shall 
be accompanied by a license from the City Registrar. 

Sect. Ol. For services rendered in accordance with 
the provisions of this ordinance, undertakers shall be 
entitled to receive the following fees, and no more, 
namely: For digging a grave eight feet deep, and 
covering the same, two dollars and fifty cents; for dig- 
ging a grave six feet six inches deep, one dollar and 
fifty cents; for digging a grave five feet deep, one dol- 
lar and twenty-five cents; and for one four feet deep, 
one dollar; and when the ground shall be frozen, the 
charge for digging graves may be augmented at the 
discretion of the City Registrar. For opening and 
closing a tomb, seventy-five cents. For placing a 
corpse in a coffin, when requested, and removing the 
same down stairs, one dollar. For carrying a corpse 
from the house to the car, and from the car to the 
grave, tomb, or vault, and placing the same therein, in- 
cluding the use of car and the assistance of funeral 
porters, four dollars and fifty cents; and when the in- 
terment takes place out of the city, thirty-five cents in 
addition for each mile the car may be sent shall be 
allowed; and for each horse more than one used in the 
car, there may be an additional charge of seventy-five 
cents. For the burial of children under ten years of 
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age, to wit: For digging a grave three and a half 
feet deep, seventy-five cents ; for services at the house, 
one dollar; for carrying the corpse to the carriage, and 
from the carriage to the place of deposit, one dollar ; 
and for the use of a pall, twenty-five cents. And when 
a corpse shall be carried into a church for a funeral 
service, the undertaker may make an additional charge 
of two dollars. For lighting a cemetery, one dollar. 
In cases of disinterrmg and removing bodies from 
graves or tombs, the fees to be charged therefor shall 
be in accordance with the amount and the nature of 
the services rendered. No undertaker shall .remove 
from the city any corpse, until he shall present his bill, 
for the services rendered in the execution of this ordi- 
nance, to the City Registrar for his approval; and no 
bill for the interment of any corpse in the city, shall be 
presented for payment, before it shall be approved by 
the City Registrar. [ Passed, June 18, 1859.] 


An Orprnance concerning the Inspection of Milk. 
Be wt Ordained, &e. 

Seotion 1. The Mayor and Aldermen shall, upon 
the passage of this ordinance, and thereafterwards 
annually, on the first Monday of January, or within 
sixty days thereafter, and whenever the office shall be 
vacant, appoint an Inspector of Milk, who shall be 
removable at the pleasure of the Mayor, be sworn to 
the faithful performance of his duty, receive such com- 
pensation for his services, in addition to the fines and 
forfeitures which he shall collect, as the City Council 
shall determine, and hold his office until another shall — 
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_be appointed in his place, unless sooner removed as 


aforesaid. 

sect. 2. It shall be the duty of the said Inspector 
to give notice of his appoimtment in the newspapers 
selected for the City’s advertising, and to request 
therein all persons selling milk within the city, to con- 


_ form to all the requirements of the law and of this 


ordinance; and to invite all persons knowing of viola- 


_ tions of the law relating to the sale of milk, to report 
the same to him; to prosecute before the proper 
_ tribunal, all such violations as shall come to his knowl- 


_ edge, and to keep proper books of account and record 
_ of all matters pertaining to his office, which said books 


shall always be open to the inspection of the Mayor 


and each of the Aldermen, and shall be transmitted to 
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_ his successor in office. [ Passed, June 22, 1859. ]

’ Be t Ordained, ce. 


That the eighth section of the ordinance relating to 
the Public Health, it being section one of the ordinance 
passed April 6, 1857, be and it is hereby amended to

Section 8. Whenever any vault, privy, or drain 
shall become offensive or obstructed, the same shall be 
cleansed and made free, and the owner, agent, occupant, 
or other person having charge of the land in which any 
vault or drain may be situated, the state or condition 
of which shall be in violation of the provisions of this 
ordinance, shall remove, cleanse, alter, amend, or repair 
the same, within such reasonable time after notice in 
writing to that effect, given by the Superintendent of 
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Health or his assistant, as shall be expressed in such 
notice. In case of neglect or refusal so to do, the 
Superintendent of Health may, with the advice and 
consent of the Committee on Internal Health, cause 
the same to be removed, altered, amended, or repaired, 
as he may deem expedient, at the expense of the 
owner, agent, occupant, or other person, as aforesaid, 
and such owner, occupant, or other person shall also 
be liable to such penalties as are prescribed by law or 
ordinance. [Passed July 1, 1859.]

When water is required for purposes which 
are not specified i the foregoing tariff, the rate shall be 
fixed by the Cochituate Water Board. | 

Sect. 19. Whenever two or more dwelling-houses, 
or other estates, are valued together, for the assessment 
of taxes, it shall be the duty of the Water Registrar, 
under the direction of the Cochituate Water Board, to 
make a separate valuation of the same; and whenever 
a portion only of any estate is justly chargeable for 
any water rate, it shall be the duty of the Water Reg- 
istrar to make a proper valuation of the said portion ; 
and the Water Rates hereinbefore provided shall apply 
to such valuations respectively. 

Sect. 20. The Cochituate Water Board shall have 
power to ascertain by meters the quantity of water used 
in any case; and the proprietors, or persons having 


| 
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charge of the Hotels, Taverns, and Boarding Houses men- 
tioned in the fourth section of this ordinance, shall also 
have power to place within their premises, at their own 
expense, a sufficient water meter, to be approved by the 
Water Registrar, for the purpose of measuring the 
quantity of water by them respectively used. And 
when in any case the quantity used shall be ascer- 
tained and measured in manner before mentioned, the 
Cochituate Water Board may establish a water rate 
therefor, instead of the specific rate hereinbefore 
established. Provided, however, that the said rates 
shall in no case be less than that hereinbefore directed 
to be charged to brewers, distillers, and other business 
requiring a large supply, for uses not specified under 
specific regulations. And provided further, that in all 
cases where the consumption of water ts ascertained and com- 
puted by meters, the Water Registrar shall render bills quar- 
lerly, and such bills shall be pad within ten days thereafter.* 

Secor. 21. The Cochituate Water Board shall have 
power to establish such regulations as they may deem 
expedient, for the construction of water-closets hereafter ; 
and the water shall not be supplied to any building, 
unless the said water-closets shall be made conformable 
to the said regulations. 

Sect. 22. No charge shall be made for the right to 
insert a pipe of not more than one inch in diameter, at 
the expense of the water-taker, and to be used only in 
case of fire. 

Sect. 25. All ordinances and parts of ordinances 
inconsistent with this are hereby repealed.

An Orpinance concerning the Public Institutions. 
Be tt Ordained, ce. 


Section 1. The ninth section of the ordinance con- 
cerning the Public Institutions, passed August 25, 
1857, is hereby amended to read as follows : — 


Section 9. The said Board shall make a report 
quarterly to the City Council of their expenditures 
for each of the said institutions, and annually, at the 
close of the year, they shall make a report in print, 
embracing a statement of the expenditures and condi- 
tion of each institution, with the number of its inmates, 
the number of admissions thereto, discharges therefrom, 
and deaths and births therein during the year, and such 
other information pertaining to the said institutions as 


they shall deem to be of public interest. [ Passed, 
December 16, 1859.] 


An Orp1Nance in addition to an Ordinance, entitled “An 
Ordinance in Addition to an Ordinance in relation 
to the weighing and marking of Lighters and other 
Vessels employed in the transportation of certain 
articles,” passed Feb. 18, 1857. 

Be it Ordained, Ce. 


Secrron 1. There shall be chosen annually, in the 
month of March or April, by concurrent vote of the 
two branches of the City Council, one weigher and 
inspector in chief of Lighters and other vessels 
employed in the transportation of stones, oravel, sand, 


° 
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and other ballast, and three assistant weighers and 
inspectors, who shall severally hold their offices for one 
year, and until others are chosen in their places, and 
shall severally be removable at the pleasure of the City 
Council. They shall also be severally sworn to perform 
faithfully the duties of their office. 

Szcr. 2. It shall be the duty of the weigher and 
inspector in chief to remain in the office, now required 
to be kept by the weighers and inspectors, during such 
hours of every business day as the weighers and in- 
spectors are now required to keep their office open; to 
receive all orders for the services of weighers and 
inspectors; to depute the assistant weighers and in- 
spectors to perform such services; to keep true and 
full accounts of the official transactions of the weighers 
and inspectors, and of all money received and expended 
by them by virtue of their office, and to report the 
same quarterly to the City Council in January, April, 
July, and October. 

Sect. 3. It shall be the duty of the assistant weighers 
and inspectors to perform, under the general direction 
of the weigher and inspector in chief, all such services 
as weighers and inspectors of ballast and vessels are 
required to perform by the laws of the Commonwealth 
and the ordinances of the city. They shall also each 
day account for and pay over to the weigher and 
inspector in chief all fees received by them for their 
services as weighers and inspectors; and such fees, 
after deducting the necessary expenses of the office 
therefrom, shall be divided each week equally between 
the weigher and inspector in chief and the three assist- 
ant weighers and inspectors. 
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sect. 4. The weigher and inspector in chief shall 
give bond to the City of Boston in the sum of one 
thousand dollars, with sureties to be approved by the 
Mayor and Aldermen, conditioned for the faithful 
performance of the duties of his office, and for the 
accounting for all money received by him by virtue 
thereof. 

SecT. 0. Section one of the ordinance relative to 
weighers and inspectors of Lighters, &c. printed on the 
fiftieth page of the “ Laws and Ordinances,” published 
by order of the City Council in 1856, and the provi- 
sions of any ordinance inconsistent herewith, are hereby 
repealed. 

sect. 6. This ordinance shall take effect on and 
after its passage. [ Passed, March 28, 1860.] 


An OrDINANCE in addition to an Ordinance concerning 
the Public Institutions. 
Let Ordained, &e. 

Section 1. The Board of Directors for Public Insti- 
tutions are hereby authorized and empowered to estab- 
lish, in connection with the House of Industry, a Girls’ 
Reformatory School, and to provide accommodations 
for, and to make all needful and proper regulations 
concerning the same, subject to the approval of the 
City Council. [ Passed, May 19, 1860.] 


An Orpinance establishing a Fire Department, and 
providing for Preventing and Extinguishing Fires. 
Be ut Ordained, ce. 


SECTION L The Fire Department shall consist of a 
Chief Engineer, nine other Engineers, and of as many 
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Enginemen, Hosemen, and Hook and Ladder men, to 
be divided into companies, as the number of engines 
and the number and quantity of other fire apparatus, 
belonging to the City, shall from time to time require. 


BOARD OF ENGINEERS. 


Srcr. 2. There shall be chosen annually, by the City 
Council, in the month of January or February, a Chief 
Engineer, nine other engineers, one at least from each 
Fire District, and a Secretary to the Board of Engineers, 
who shall receive certificates of appointment, of the 
form heretofore used; shall hold their offices for one 
year, and until others are chosen in their places; and 
who shall receive such salaries as the City Council shall 
from time to time determine. The engineers, other 
than the Chief Engineer, shall rank according to 
seniority of service; and all questions relative to the 
respective rank of such engineers shall be determined 
by the Board of Aldermen. 

Sect. 8. The City Council may, by a concurrent 
vote, at any time remove from office the Chief Engi- 
neer, any of the other engineers, or the Secretary to 
the Board of Engineers. 

Secor. 4. The Secretary to the Board of Engineers 
shall perform the ordinary duty of Clerk to the Board, 
and such other duties as the Chief Engineer may from 
time to time direct; and also such other duties as the 
Board of Engineers, by their rules and orders, to be 
approved by the Board of Aldermen, may from time to 
time determine. He shall keep an account of the 
appropriations made by the City Council for the use of 
the Fire Department, and of the expenditures on 
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account of the same, and shall compare his account 
monthly with the Auditor’s books, and see that the 
expenditures of the Fire Department do not at any 
time exceed the amount of the appropriations at their 
disposal. He shall also keep a separate account of the 
expenses of each steam-engine, hand-engine, hose-car- 
riage, and hook and ladder carriage, and shall present 
to the City Council, in the Annual Report of the Chief 
Engineer, full and detailed statements thereof. 

Sect. 0. The engineers so chosen shall, immediately 
after their election, meet and organize themselves into 
a Board of Engineers. They shall, at such times as 
they may by their by-laws determine, hold such meet- 
ing as may be necessary for the prompt transaction of 
all business coming before them, at which the Chief 
Engineer, or, in his absence, the senior engineer 
present, shall preside. A majority of the whole Board 
of Engineers shall be necessary to constitute a quorum; 
they may make such rules and orders for their govern- 
ment, as a Board of Engineers, as they may see fit, 
subject to the approval of the Board of Aldermen. 
They shall be responsible for the discipline, good order, 
and proper conduct of the whole Department, both 
officers and men, and for the care of all houses, engines, 
hose-carriages, and other furniture and apparatus 
thereto belonging. They shall have the superin- 
tendence and control of all the engine and other 
houses used for the purposes of the Fire Department, 
and of all furniture and apparatus: thereto belonging, 
and of the engines and all other fire apparatus belong- 
ing to the City, and over the officers and members of 
the several companies attached to the Fire Department, 
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and over all persons present at fires; and they may 
make such rules and regulations for the better govern- 
ment, discipline, and good order of the Department, 
and for the extinguishment of fires, as they may from 
time to time think expedient, the same not being 
repugnant to the laws of this Commonwealth, or to 
any ordinance of the City, and being subject to the 
approbation of the Board of Aldermen. The Assistant 
Engineers shall report their absences from fires to the 
Chief Engineer, with the reasons therefor, who shall 
keep a record of the same, and once every three 
months, and oftener if required, make a report thereof, 
stating all the facts to the City Council. In the 
absence of the Chief Engineer, the Secretary shall make 
said record and report. 

sect. 6. It shall be the duty of said engineers, 
whenever a fire shall break out in the city, immediately 
to repair to the place of such fire, and to carry with 
them a suitable staff or badge of their office; to take 
proper measures that the several engines and other 
apparatus be arranged in the most advantageous situa- 
tions, and duly worked for the speedy and effectual 
extinguishment of the fire; to require and compel 
assistance from all persons, as well members of the Fire 
Department as others, in extinguishing the fire, remov- 
ing furniture, goods, or other merchandise from any 
building on fire, or in danger thereof, and to appoint 
guards to secure the same; and also in pulling down 
or demolishing any house or building if occasion require, 
and further to suppress all tumults and disorders. It 
shall also be their duty to cause order to be preserved 
in going to, working at, or returning from fires, and at 
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all other times when companies attached to the depart- 
ment are on duty. 

Sect. 7. Whenever any fire occurs in either of the 
adjoining towns, it shall be the duty of only such and 
so many of said engineers to repair to such towns, as 
shall have been previously designated for such purpose 
by the chief engineer. 

Sect. 8. The Chief Engineer shall have the sole com- 
mand at fires, over all the other engineers, all members 
of the Fire Department, and all other persons who may 
be present at fires, and shall direct all proper measures 
for the extinguishment of fires, protection of property, 
preservation of order, and observance of the laws, 
ordinances, and regulations respecting fires; and it 
shall be the duty of said Chief Engineer to examine 
into the condition of the engines and all other fire 
apparatus, and of the engine and other houses belong- 
ing to the city and used for the purposes of the Fire 
Department, and of the companies attached to the said 
department, as often as circumstances may render it 
expedient, or whenever directed so to do by the Board 
of Aldermen, or by the Committee of the Board of 
Aldermen on the Fire Department. Whenever the 
engines or other fire apparatus, engine or other houses 
used by the Fire Department, require alterations, addi- 
tions, or repairs, the Chief Engineer, under the direction 
of the Board of Aldermen or of the Committee on the 
Fire Department, shall cause the same to be made. It 
shall also be the duty of the Chief Engineer to receive 
and transmit to the Board of Aldermen all returns of 
officers, members, and fire apparatus, made by the 
respective companies, as hereinafter prescribed, and all 
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other communications relating to the affairs of the Fire 
Department; to keep fair and exact rolls of the repec- 
tive companies, specifying the time of admission and 
discharge, and the age of each member. He shall also 
critically examine all the bills and accounts against the 
Fire Department, and certify, in writing, to the correct- 
ness of each item thereof before sending them to the 
Auditor’s office for payment. He shall annually, in the 
month of January, and oftener if thereto requested, 
report to the City Council an account, to be prepared by 
the Secretary of the Board of Engineers as hereinbefore 
provided, of the condition of the engine-houses, engines, 
fire apparatus, and other property under his charge; of 
the income and expenditures of the Fire Department for 
the whole of the previous year, specifying particularly 
the expenditure on each steam-engine, hand-engine, 
hose-carriage, and hook and ladder carriage, as required 
in section 4, together with the names of the officers and 
members of the various companies; the number and 
location of the fire-alarm stations; the number of fires, 
and causes thereof, as near as can be ascertained; the 
number and description of the buildings destroyed or 
injured, together with the names of the owners or 
occupants ; the amount of insurance, if any; all acci- 
dents by fire which may happen within the city, with 
such other information or suggestions as may in his 
opinion be of general use; the same to be published 
as the City Council may direct. 

Srcr. 9. In case of the absence of the Chief Engi- 
neer, the engineer next in rank who may be present 
shall execute the duties of his office, with full powers. 

Secr. 10. It shall be the duty of the Chief Engineer, 

) 
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and of the other engineers, to report to the Board of 
Aldermen the name of every person, not a member of 
either of said companies, who shall, contrary to law, 
refuse or neglect to obey any orders of any engineer, 
given at any fire. | 

Sect. 11. Whenever it shall be adjudged at any fire, 
by any three or more of the engineers, of whom the 
Chief Engineer, if present, shall be one, to be necessary, 
in order to prevent the further spreading of the fire, 
to pull down or otherwise demolish any building, the 
same may be done by their joint order. 

Sect. 12. It shall be the duty of the chief and 
other engineers to inquire for and examine into all 
shops and other places where shavings or other such 
combustible materials may be collected and deposited, 
and at all times to be vigilant in taking care of the 
removal of the same, whenever in the opinion of any 
two of them, the same may endanger the security of 
the city from fires, and to direct the tenant or occupant 
of said shops or other places to remove the same; and, 
In case of such tenant’s or occupant’s neglect or refusal 
so to do, to cause the same to be removed at the ex- 
pense of such tenant or occupant, who shall, in addition, 
be hable to a penalty not exceeding twenty dollars for 
such neglect or refusal; and any person who shall 
obstruct the engineers, or any of them, in carrying out 
the provisions of this section, shall also be liable to a 
penalty not exceeding twenty dollars. It shall also be 
the duty of said engineers to take cognizance of, and 
to cause prosecution to be instituted in all cases of 
infraction of the laws relative to the erection of wooden 
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buildings, or of any other laws or ordinances for the 
prevention of fire within the limits of the city. 

Sect. 13. The power of making and establishing 
rules and regulations for the transportation and keeping 
of gunpowder within the city of Boston, and of grant- 
ing licenses for the keeping and sale thereof in the 
city, according to the provisions of an act entitled, “ An 
Act further regulating the storage, safe-keeping, and 
transportation of gunpowder in the city of Boston,” 
and of any other act or acts on the same subject, shall 
be exercised and performed by the chief and other 
engineers, and the power and duty of seizing any gun- 
powder kept or being within the city or harbor thereof, 
contrary to the provisions of the said act or acts, shall 
be exercised and performed by the said engineers or 
any of them; and in case of any seizure being made 
by any engineer other than the chief, he shall forthwith 
report to the Chief Engineer, who shall cause said gun- 
powder to be libelled and prosecuted in the manner 
_ prescribed in the said acts; and all the other powers 
and duties granted and enjomed in and by the said act 
or acts shall be performed by the said chief or one of 
the other engineers. 

Sect. 14. All moneys received for fines, forfeitures, 
and penalties arising under this ordinance and the laws 
of this commonwealth, regulating the storage and trans- 
portation of gunpowder, the erection of buildings 
within the city of Boston, and the prevention and 
extinguishment of fire, unless by such laws otherwise 
specially provided, shall be paid into the treasury of the 
city, to be applied in such way as is provided in the 
acts of this commonwealth. 
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OFFICERS AND MEMBERS OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


sect. 15. No person under twenty-one years of age 
shall be a member of the Fire Department; nor shall 
any person be a member who is not a citizen of the 
United States, and a legal voter in the city of Baston. 

Sect. 16. Every member and every officer of the 
Fire Department shall sign the following statement, to 
be deposited with the Board of Engineers. “I, A B, 
having been appointed a member of the Boston Fire 
Department, hereby signify my agreement to abide by 
all the ordinances of the City Council, and the rules and 
regulations of the Board of Aldermen and the Board of 
Engineers relating thereto.” And any officer or mem- 
ber who shall neglect or refuse to sign the same, shall 
not be entitled to any compensation whatsoever. __ 

Sect. 17. Any officer or other member may be 
removed or dismissed from the Fire Department by a 
vote of the Chief Engineer and two thirds of the assis- 
tant engineers, and said vote shall be final, unless, in 
the case of officers, the same shall be reversed by the 
Board of Aldermen within fourteen days after it shall 
have passed; and the Board of Aldermen may at any 
time discharge any or all of the officers or members of 
any steam engine, hand-engine, hose or hook and ladder 
company. 

Sect. 18. In all cases of removal from office by the 
engineers, the name of the party removed, with a state- 
ment of the reasons therefor, shall be entered on their 
records, and a copy of the same shall be transmitted 


to the Board of Aldermen before their next regular 
meeting. 
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sect. 19. No officer who may have been dismissed or 
removed from the Fire Department, shall be reinstated 
therein, unless by a vote of the Chief Engineer and two 
thirds of the assistant engineers, and, in such case, said 
vote shall not take effect until confirmed by the Board 
of Aldermen. 

sect. 20. There shall be paid to each member of the 
Department such sum as the City Council may, from 
time to time, determine; and in case of the temporary 
absence of any member from the city, or inability to 
perform his duties, in consequence of sickness, he shall 
provide a substitute, whose name he shall return to the 
foreman of the company for approval; failing in which 
he shall be subject to all deductions which may accrue 
for his absence. 

Sect. 21. The members of the several companies 
shall not assemble in the houses intrusted to their care, 
except as herem prescribed, and for taking the engine or 
other apparatus on an alarm of fire, and of returning 
the same to the house, and taking the necessary care 
of said apparatus after its return. 

Sect. 22. Any officer or member of the Fire Depart- 
ment who shall wilfully neglect or refuse to perform his 
duty, or shall be guilty of disorderly conduct or dis- 
obedience to his superiors in office, shall for such offence 
be dismissed from the Department; and any officer or 
member who shall offend against any ordinance of the 
city relating to the Fire Department, shall, in addition to 
the liability of dismission, be liable to a penalty of not 
less than two, nor more than twenty dollars, for each 
offence. 

Secr. 23. Every person who shall have served 
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according to law in the Fire Department for seven suc- 
cessive years, shall be entitled to receive a certificate 
thereof, signed by the Mayor of said city; and all per- 
sons who shall receive said certificate as aforesaid shall 
be entitled to wear the badge of the Department, and 
to do duty therein, when desired so to do by the Board 
of Aldermen, under such organization and management 
as they may determine. 


HAND—ENGINE, HOSE, AND HOOK AND LADDER COMPANIES. 


Sxcr. 24. As many engine, hose, and hook and lad- | 
der companies shall from time to time be formed by the 
Board of Aldermen as they shall deem expedient, and 
each hand-engine, hose, ahd hook and ladder company 
shall consist of as many men as shall be appointed by 
the Mayor with the advice and consent of the Board of 
Aldermen. 

Sect. 25. The term of service for the members of 
hand-engine, hose, and hook and ladder companies, shall 
continue for periods of six months each. And every 
officer or member who shall not serve the whole of said 
period of six months, except in cases of sickness, death, 
or removal from the city, or who shall be removed 
therefrom for cause, shall forfeit any and all compen- 
sation that would otherwise have been due to him at 
the time when such service ceased, or such removal 
took place. 

Sect. 26. Kvery hand-engine, hose, and hook and 
ladder company shall have a foreman, an assistant fore- 
man, and clerk, who shall be nominated annually in the 
month of January, or whenever a vacancy occurs, by 
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the members of the several companies, and a return of 
the same made to the Board of Engineers; and in case 
of rejection by them, their names shall be returned to 
the company, who shall select another person for 
approval; but if approved by the Board of Engineers, 
their names shall be sent to the Board of Aldermen for 
approval or rejection, and in case of rejection, another 
person shall be nominated as aforesaid before the next 
regular meeting of the Board of Aldermen; and these 
officers, when approved, shall receive certificates of 
appointment, signed by the Mayor, and shall hold their 
places until removed, or others are appointed in their 
stead. If upon the rejection by the Board of Engineers 
of any person nominated and returned as aforesaid, a 
suitable person is not nominated and returned, the 
Board of Engineers shall themselves send to the Board 
of Aldermen for their approval or rejection, the name of 
a fit person for the place. 

Srcor. 27. It shall be the duty of the foremen to see 
that the several hand-engines and apparatus committed 
to their care, and the several buildings in which the 
same are deposited, and all things in or belonging to 
the same, are kept neat, clean, and in order for imme- 
diate use ; it shall also be their duty to preserve order 
and discipline at-all times in their respective companies, 
and require and enforce a strict compliance with the 
city ordinances, the rules and regulations of the Depart- 
ment, and the orders of the engineers. They shall also 
keep or cause to be kept by the clerks of their respec- 
tive companies, fair and exact rolls, specifying the time 
of admission, discharge, and age of each member, and 
accounts of all city property intrusted to the care of 
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the several members, and of all absences and tardiness 
among the same, in a book provided for that purpose 
by the city, which rolls or record-books are always to 
be subject to the order of the Board of Engineers and 
the Board of Aldermen. 'They shall also make or cause 
to be made to the Chief Engineer, true and accurate 
returns of all the members, with their ages, and the 
apparatus intrusted to their care, whenever called upon 
so to do. 

Sect. 28. It shall be the duty of the officers and 
members of the several hand-engines, hose, and hook 
and ladder companies, whenever a fire shall break out 
in the city, to repair forthwith to their respective 
engines, hose, hook and ladder carriages, and other 
apparatus, and to convey them in as orderly a manner 
as may be, according to the directions of the Board of 
Engineers, and exert themselves in the most orderly 
manner possible, in working and managing the said 
engines, hose, hooks and ladders, and other apparatus ; 
and in performing any duty that they may be called 
upon to do, by any engineer; and upon permission of 
the chief or other engineer, shall in an orderly and 
quiet manner return said engines, hose, hook and 
ladder carriages, and other apparatus, to their respec- 
tive places of deposit. Provided, that in the absence of 
all the engineers such direction and permission may be 
given by their respective foremen. 

Sect. 29. Every hand-engine company shall have 
two or more suction hosemen; every hand-engine and 
hose company shall have three or more leading hose- 
‘men; and every hook and ladder company shall have 
three or more each of axemen and rakemen, to be ap- 
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pointed by the foreman of such company, subject to 


_ the approval of the Board of Engineers, and they shall 


hold their places for six months, unless sooner removed 
by the said board. For the purpose of discharge and 
removal, suction and leading hosemen shall be regarded 
as members, and not as officers. 

Sect. 30. Every hand-engine, hose, and hook and 
ladder company shall have a steward, who shall be 
nominated by a vote of the company to the Board of 
Engineers, and if approved by them, shall hold his 
office until removed, either by resignation or by the 
Board of Engineers, for causes specified. It shall be his 
duty to keep clean the house, the engine, hose, or other 
apparatus which may belong to the company, to clear 
the snow in winter from the sidewalk connected with 
the house, and generally to see that the engine and 
apparatus are ready for immediate use. 


STEAM FIRE ENGINES. 


Sect. 31. Every steam fire engine company shall 
have an engineer, fireman, and driver, who shall be per- 
manently employed, and who shall at all times be in or 
about the house; and six hosemen, whose term of ser- 
vice shall continue for periods of six months each; all 


of whom shall be appointed by the Mayor, with the 


advice and consent of the Board of Aldermen. ‘The 
number of hosemen may be increased from time to 
time, as the Board of Aldermen may determine. One of 
the hosemen, to be so designated by the Board of 
Engineers, shall be known as foreman. 

Secr. 32. The engineer shall have the sole care of 
the engine-house, under the direction of the Board of 

10 
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Engineers, and all the property therein belonging to 
the city. He shall be held personally responsible for 
the care and good order of the engine, and see that it 
is at all times in condition for immediate use. He shall 
be accountable for the proper performance of all duties 
required of the fireman and driver, and in case of any 
neglect on their part, shall report the same to the Chief 
Engineer. ‘The fireman shall be under the immediate 
direction of the engineer, and shall perform all duties 
that may be required of him on the engine and in the 
house, including cleaning the hose, and such other 
duties as are required of the stewards of hand-engine 
and hose companies, as provided in Section 30. The 
driver shall be under the immediate direction of the 
engineer, and shall take care of and properly groom 
the horses belonging to the engine, shall keep the stable 
at all times neat and tidy, shall assist the fireman in the 
performance of his duties, as steward, and perform such 
other duties as may be required of him by the 
engineer. 

Scr. 83, The foreman shall at fires direct the plac- 
ing of the engine at a suitable place to obtain a supply 
of water, have charge of the suction and leading hose, 
and perform the duties required of the clerk of a hose 
company, and receive the same pay as the foreman of a 
hose company. ‘The hosemen shall, under direction of 
the foreman, perform such duties as are required of 
suction and leading hosemen of hand-engine companies. 


GENERAL PROVISIONS. 


SECT. 3d. Whenever any person shall have received 
his certificate of appointment. to any office under this 
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ordinance, he shall thereby be immediately invested 
with all the authority conferred, and subject to all the 
duties imposed by the laws, the city ordinances, and the 
rules and regulations of the Fire Department, until dis- 
charged therefrom, either by death or resignation, or by 
order of the Board of Aldermen, or the Board of Engi- 
neers, as heremafter provided for; and the vacancy 
occasioned by his discharge shall be filled as soon as 
may be, in the manner herein prescribed. 

sect. 35. The engineers and members of the several 
companies regularly appointed shall, when on duty, 
wear such badges, or insignia, as the Board of Aldermen 
shall from time to time direct, to be furnished at the 
expense of the city, and no other person or persons 
shall be permitted to wear the same, except under such 
restrictions and regulations as the Board of Aldermen 
may direct. 

Sect. 56. No uniform, except such badges and in- 
slgnia as are prescribed from time to time by the Board 
of Aldermen, shall be worn upon any occasion, as fire- 
men, by either officers or men belonging to the Depart- 
ment. 

Sect. 87. No company shall have power to appoint 
or discharge any officer or member. 

Srct. 38. No company shall leave the city, in case 
of fire in the neighboring cities and towns, except by 
the express order of the Chief Engineer, or one of the 
assistant engineers; and no company shall leave the 
city on an excursion. 

Sect. 39. No associations or organized societies or 
clubs of firemen, as such, shall be allowed in the Depart- 
ment, except by the express permission of the City 
Council. 
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Secor. 40. No company shall be allowed to impose 
fines upon its members; but it shall be the duty of the 
clerk of each company to enter in the roll-book pro- 
vided by the city, all absence and tardiness of each 
officer and member of said company; and to make a 
monthly return of the same to the Board of Engineers. 
And for every absence or tardiness, except in case of 
sickness, there shall be deducted from the pay of such 
officer or member the sum of twenty-five cents, which 
amount so deducted shall be paid over at the end of 
each quarter to the treasurer of the company to which 
such member shall belong, to meet the incidental ex- 
penses of the company. And if any officer or member 
shall have been absent or tardy at more than one third 
of the fires, or alarms of fires, if more than five, except 
in case of sickness, during the month, such absence or 
tardiness shall be considered good cause for his dis- 
charge from the Department. 


DUTIES OF POLICE IN REGARD TO FIRES. 


Snor. 41. Immediately upon an alarm or discovery 
of fire, 1t shall be the duty of the members of the Police 
Department to communicate the fact to the central sta- 
tion by means of the signal-boxes in the district in 


which the fire may be, in accordance with the rules. 


and regulations in regard to fire alarms. And it shall 
be the duty of the policemen in the night-time, imme- 
diately upon an alarm of fire being given or sounded 
upon the bells connected with the fire-alarm apparatus, 
to give further notice thereof within their respective 
districts by springing their rattles, crying “ fire,” [and 
in Kast Boston by ringing a bell,] and mentioning the 
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district and box of the district in which the fire exists. 
And if any policeman shall neglect so to do, he shall 
forfeit and pay a fine of two dollars for every offence. 
Seor. 42. It shall be the duty of such of the police 
officers of the city as may be selected for that service, 
to repair with their staves, or such other badges of 
_ office as the Board of Aldermen shall direct, on the alarm 
of fire, immediately to the place where the fire may be, 
and there to use their best skill and power, under the 
direction of the engineers, for the preservation of the 
public peace, and the prevention of theft and destruc- 
tion of property, and the removal of all suspected per- 
sons. 


FIRE ALARMS. 


Sect. 43. In the month of January in each year 
there shall be appointed a Joint Committee of the City 
Council, to be called the Committee on Fire Alarms, to 
consist of two aldermen and three members of the 
Common Council. 

Sect. 44. The said committee shall have the care 
and management of the rooms, apparatus, and machin- 
ery connected with the system of telegraphic fire 
alarms, and shall also have the power to appoint, upon 
the nomination of the supermtendent of fire alarms, 
suitable persons to assist in the management of said 
system of fire alarms, and to establish the compensa- 
tion of the same, unless the same shall be specially 
provided by the City Council; and the said committee 
shall have power to determine the persons to whom 
shall be intrusted the keys of the signal-boxes con- 
nected with said system of fire alarms, and, generally, 
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shall have charge of said apparatus, and control over 
the management of the same, subject to any special 
order of the City Council. 

Sect. 45. There shall be annually appointed by the 
City Council, in the month of January or February, a 
suitable person to be Superintendent of fire alarms, who 
shall have charge of the system of telegraphic fire 
alarms, under the direction of the committee on fire 
alarms, and see that the same is kept in good repair 
and in working condition, and be considered respon- 
sible for the same. ‘The said Superintendent shall hold 
his office until a successor is elected, shall be at all 
times removable by the City Council, and shall receive 
such compensation as the City Council shall determine. 

Sect. 46. Alarms of fire shall be given by means of 
the system of telegraphic fire alarms, in accordance 
with the rules and directions established by the Joint 
Special Committee on Fire Alarms, in the year 1853, and 
amended May 12,1855, which are hereby declared to 
be the rules for giving alarms of fire within the city 
of Boston. 

Sect. 47. The Joint Committee on Fire Alarms shall 
have power from time to time to alter or change said 
rules and directions, and the same shall be binding 
upon all persons after said rules and directions, as 
altered, shall be placed on file in the office of the 
engineers of the Fire Department, and with the City 
Clerk. And the same shall then be published in the 
same manner as ordinances of the City are published ; 
but the City Council shall at all times have power to 
alter, amend, or annul the same. 
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sect. 48. No person shall open any of the signal- 
boxes connected with the telegraphic fire alarms, for 
the purpose of giving a false alarm, or interfere in any 
way with said boxes, by breaking, cutting, injuring, or 
defacing the same, or turn the cranks therein, except 
in case of fire, or tamper or meddle with said boxes, or 
any part thereof. 

Sect. 49. Any person who shall be guilty of a 
breach of any of the provisions of this ordinance, shall 
forfeit and pay a fine of not less than two dollars, nor 
more than fifty dollars for each offence. 

Sgct. 50. The Chief Engineer and other engineers 
now in Office shall continue to hold their offices respec- 
tively according to the provisions of this ordinance. 
The first election of Secretary to the Board of Engi- 
neers shall be had in the month of May or June of the 
present year, and afterwards he shall be chosen as pro- 
vided in Section 2 of this ordinance. The person so 
elected secretary shall hold his office subject to the 
provisions of this ordinance. 

Sect. 51. All the provisions of the “ ordinance of 
the city” relating to the Fire Department, as published 
in the Laws and Ordinances of 1856, pages 175 to 178, 
- contained in sections 1 to 48 inclusive ; “An ordinance 
in addition to ‘an ordinance in relation to the fire 
department, passed Dec. 26, 1856) passed August 
25, 1856 ;” “an ordinance in relation to the fire 
department, passed Feb. 12, 1850,’ and all parts of 
ordinances inconsistent herewith are hereby repealed. 

Secor. 52. This ordinance shall take effect from and 
after its passage. [ Passed, June 8, 1860. | 
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An OrpINANCE in addition to an ordinance concerning 
the assessment and collection of Taxes. 


Be tt Ordained, Ke. 


Section 1. It shall be the duty of the Secretary of 
the Board of Assessors to certify the number of days 
that the per diem assessors and the assistant assessors 
have severally devoted to the service of the city. And 
the said per diem assessors and assistant assessors shall 
severally receive pay only for such number of days’ 
service as shall have been so certified by the said secre- 
tary. 

sect. 2. This ordinance shall take effect on and after 
its passage. [ Passed, June 20, 1860.] 


An OrpINANCE in relation to the bonds of City Officers. 
Be wt Ordained, ke. 


section 1. The several officers named below shall 
give bond to the City of Boston, with sufficient sure- 
ties, as follows, to wit: 

The Auditor of Accounts in the penal sum of five 
thousand dollars; the Chief of Police, five thousand 
dollars; the City Clerk, five thousand dollars ; the City 
Registrar, five thousand dollars; the City Treasurer, 
one hundred thousand dollars ; the Harbor Master, two 
thousand dollars; the Weigher and Inspector in Chief 
of Lighters, &c., one thousand dollars: the Superintend- 
ent of Faneuil Hall Market, ten thousand dollars; the 
Superintendent of Health, ten thousand dollars; the 
Superintendent of Public Buildings, five thousand dol- 
lars ; the Superintendent of Public Lands, five thousand 
dollars; the Superintendent of Sewers, two thousand 
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dollars; the Superintendent of Streets, five thousand 
dollars; the Water Registrar, five thousand dollars. 

The sureties on the bond of the City Treasurer shall 
be severally liable only for the sum for which in the 
bond they agree to hold themselves liable ; the sureties 
on the other bonds shall be jointly and severally liable 
for the whole penalty of the bond. 

Sect. 2. The form and conditions of the bond given 
by each officer shall correspond with and be applicable 
to the duties to be performed by such officer; shall be 
such as the City Solicitor shall approve ; and the sure- 
ties on each bond, and the bond itself, shall be approved 
by the Board of Aldermen. The bond of each of said 
officers hereafter elected, except the City Clerk, shall 
be executed, approved, and delivered before the officer 
enters upon the duties of his office. In case of the 
decease or insolvency of any of the sureties on the 
bond of any of said officers, given as aforesaid, the 
officer who has given such bond shall immediately give 
a new bond, with sufficient sureties, as hereinbefore 
provided ; and if such officer shall fail to give such new 
bond within a reasonable time after notice to do so, it 
shall be a sufficient cause for removal from office. 

Sect. 8. In the bond of any of the said officers whose 
duty requires him in behalf of the city to make con- 
tracts, or purchases, or sales, there shall be a condition 
inserted in substance as follows: “That he will not, 
directly or indirectly, for himself, or others, or by 
others in trust for him or on his account, have any 
interest or concern in any contract, or agreement, or 
purchase, or sale, made by him in behalf of the city.” 

Sect. 4. Each year in the month of June there shall 

gl 
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be appointed a Joint Committee, consisting of two | 
members of the Board of Aldermen, and three of the 
“Common Council, whose duty it shall be to examine 
the bonds of the aforesaid officers, and report upon the 
sufficiency of the same ; and im case any bond is found 
insufficient, and a new sufficient bond is not given and 
approved, in accordance with the provisions of this 
ordinance, within thirty days after notice from said 
Cominittee, the City Council, upon the facts being 
reported to them, may declare such bond insufficient ; 
and if the officer who has given such bond so found to 
be insufficient, and who has failed to give the new bond 
required, is elected by the City Council, they’ may 
remove him from his office, and proceed to fill the 
vacancy. 

Sect. 0. It shall be the duty of the City Clerk to 
provide from time to time suitable blanks for the bonds 
of the said officers, and to furnish the same free of 
charge to the said officers, when requested. 

sect. 6. The City Treasurer shall have the custody 
of the bond of the Auditor of Accounts; all the other 
bonds shall be kept in the custody of the Auditor of 
Accounts. 

sgcr. 7. The ordinance of January 2, 1858, in rela- 
tion to the bonds of city officers, and all ordinances or 
parts of ordinances, inconsistent herewith, are hereby 
repealed. | 

Sect. 8. This ordinance shall take effect on and after 
its passage; and all the officers mentioned in the first 
section of this ordinance shall thereupon give the bonds 
required hereby. [Passed, July 17, 1860.] 


RULES AND ORDERS 


OF THE 


BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 


section 1. The Mayor, and in his absence, the Chair- 
man of the Board, shall take the chair at the hour to 
which the Board shall have adjourned, and shall call 
the members to order, and, a quorum being present, 
shall cause the minutes of the preceding regular meet- 
ing to be read; and in the absence of the Mayor and 
Chairman, the senior member present shall preside as 
chairman pro tempore. 

Sect. 2. He shall preserve decorum and order; may 
speak to points of order in preference to other mem- 
bers; and shall decide all questions of order, subject to 
an appeal to the Board, by motion regularly seconded ; 
and no other business shall be in order till the question 
on the appeal shall have been decided. 

Sect. 8. He shall declare all votes, but if any mem- 
ber rises to doubt a vote, he shall cause a return of the 
members voting in the affirmative, and in the negative, 
without debate on the question. 

Sect. 4. He may read sitting, but shall rise to state 
a motion or put a question to the Board. 
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Sect. 5. When the Mayor shall desire to vacate the } 
chair, he shall call the Chairman of the Board to take 
it, and in his absence, the senior member present. 
When the Chairman of the Board or the Chairman pro 
tempore shall desire to vacate the chair, he may call any 
member to it, but such substitution shall not continue 
beyond an adjournment. 

Sect. 6. On all questions and motions whatsoever, 
the Chair shall take the sense of the Board by yeas 
and nays, provided any member shall so require. And 
every Ordinance, Resolution, or Order (except Orders 
of Notice, Papers from the Common Council, Orders of 
Inquiry, and Orders relating to the Departments of In- 
ternal and External Health), after beg read, shall be 
laid on the table before its consideration by the Board ; 
and no such Ordinance, Resolution or Order (except as 
above) shall be considered at the same meeting at which 
it is offered, except by special vote. 

Sect. 7. The Chair shall propound all questions in 
the order in which they are moved, unless the subse- 
quent motion shall be previous in its nature, except 
that in the naming sums and fixing times, the largest 
sum and longest time shall be put first. 

sect. 8. After a motion is stated or read by the 
Chair, it shall be deemed to be in possession of the 
Board, and shall be disposed of by vote, but the mover 
may withdraw it at any time before a decision or 
amendment, 

Sect. 9. When a question is under debate, the Chair 
shall receive no motion, but to adjourn, to lay on the 
table, to postpone toa day certain, to commit, to amend, 
or to postpone indefinitely ; which several motions shall 
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have precedence in the order in which they stand ar- 
ranged ; and a motion to strike out the enacting clause 
of an Ordinance shall be equivalent to a motion to post- 
pone indefinitely. 

sect. 10. The Chair shall consider a motion to 
adjourn as always in order, except on an immediate 
repetition ; and that motion, and the motion to lay on 
the table, or to take up from the table, shall be decided 
without debate. 

Sect. 11. When a vote has passed, it shall be in 
order for any member to move a reconsideration there- 
of, at the same or the succeeding regular meeting, but 
not afterward ; and when a motion for reconsideration 
is decided, that vote shall not be reconsidered. 

sror. 12. Every member when about to speak shall 
rise and respectfully address the Chair; shall con- 
fine himself to the EEO under aguas and avoid 
personalities. 

Sect. 13. No member speaking shall be interrupted 
by another, but by rising fe a call to order, or for ex- 
planation. 

Sect. 14. No member shall be permitted to vote, or 
serve on any Committee, on any question where his 
private right is immediately concerned, distinct from 
the public interest. 

Sect. 15. Every member, who shall be present when 
a question is put, where he is not excluded by interest, 
shall give his vote, unless the Board, for special reasons, 
shall excuse him ; application to be so excused, on any 
question, must be made before the Board 1s divided, or 
before the calling of the yeas and nays, and such appli- 
cation shall be accompanied by a brief statement of the 
reasons, and'shall be decided without debate. 
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Sxor. 16. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, } 


if the Chair shall so direct. 
Secr. 17. Any member may require the division of 
a question, when the sense will admit of it. A motion 


to strike out and insert, shall be deemed indivisible ; | 
but a motion to strike out, being lost, shall not preclude — 


amendment, or a motion to strike out and insert. 

Sect. 18. No motion or proposition of a subject dif- 
ferent from that under consideration, shall be admitted 
under color of amendment. 

Sect. 19. Motions and reports may be committed or 
recommitted, at the pleasure of the Board. 

sect. 20. When a vote is doubted, the members for 
and against the question, when called on by the Chair, 
shall rise and stand till they are counted. 

Seer. 21. All questions relating to priority of busi- 
ness to be acted upon, shall be decided without debate. 

Sxcr. 22, When a motion is made to refer any sub- 
ject, and different Committees are proposed, the ques- 
tion shall be taken in the following order : — 


Ist. To a Standing Committee of the Board ; 
2d. To a Select Committee of the Board ; 

dd. To a Joint Standing Committee ; 

4th. To a Joint Select Committee. 


sect. 23. The following Standing Committees of 
the Board, to consist of three members each, shall be 
appointed by the Mayor : — 

Committee on Armories and Military Affairs—Bridges 
—Cemeteries—Common and Public Squares — County 
Accounts—Fire Department—Faneuil Hall (to be com- 
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posed of the Committee on Public Buildings on the 
part of this Board) — External Health — Internal 
Health — Lamps, Bells, and Clocks — Laying Out and 
Widening Streets— Licenses — Jail — Market — Paving 
and Repairs of Streets — Police — Sewers and Drains— 
Steam Engines and Furnaces. All other Committees, 
unless otherwise provided for, or specially directed by 
the Board, shall be appointed by the Chair. 

snot. 24. At every regular meeting of the Board 

the order of business shall be as follows :— 


1. Communications from His Honor the Mayor. 
2. Presentation of petitions, memorials, and remon-

4. Reports of City Officers. 
5. Reports of Committees. 
6. Motions, orders, and resolutions. 


And the above order of business shall not be departed 
from, but by the votes of a majority of the members 
of the Board present. 

Sect. 25. Each Committee elected on the part of 
this Board shall organize at its first meeting by the 
choice of a Chairman, and shall report the same to this 
Board, and in all cases where the Chair appoints a 
Committee, unless otherwise provided for, the member 
first named shall be Chairman, and in his absence the 
member next in order, who shall be present, shall be 
Chairman pro tempore. 

Srct. 26. Committees of the Board, to whom any 
matter is specially referred, may be required to report 
within four weeks, or ask for further time. 
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Sor. 27. No Standing or Special Committee of the 
Board of Aldermen shall have power to make any 
expenditure from the appropriations provided by the 
City Council to an amount exceeding jive hundred dollars 
(except where otherwise provided in the ordinances 
of the city, or by express vote of the Board), unless 
authority for such expenditure be first had and obtained 
from the Mayor and Aldermen. 

sect. 28. The foregoing rules shall not be altered, 
amended, suspended, or repealed at any time, except 
by the vote of two thirds of the members of the Board 
present at the time.

And the following committees shall be appointed,

A committee on Public Lands, to consist of three 
Aldermen and five members of the Common Council. 

A committee on Public Buildings, to consist of three 
Aldermen and five members of the Common Council. 

A committee on Publhe Instruction, to consist of three

A committee on the 7Zreasury Department, to consist 
of two Aldermen and three members of the Common 
Council. 

A committee on the Assessors’ Department, to consist 
of two Aldermen and three members of the Common 
Council. 

A committee on the Harbor, to consist of two Alder- 
men and three members of the Common Council. 

A committee on Printing, to consist of one Alderman 
and two members of the Common Council. 

A committee on Public Library, to consist of three 
Aldermen and five members of the Common Council. 

A committee on Ordinances, to consist of three Alder- 
men and five members of the Common Council. 

A committee on Telegraphic Fire Alarms, to consist 
of two Aldermen and three members of the Common 
Council. 

A committee on Cluwms, to consist of three Aldermen 
and five members of the Common Council, who shall 
have full power and authority to investigate all claims 
against the city, and to take any measures for the 
defence of such claims that they may deem expedient, 
and also under the advice of the Mayor to adjust and 
settle all claims not exceeding the sum of $500. 

The members of the Board of Aldermen and of the 
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~Common Council, who shall constitute the Joint Stand- 
ing Committees, shall be chosen or appointed by their 


respective Boards. 


The Mayor, the President of the Common Council, 
and the Chairman of the Committee on Finance on the 
part of the Common Council, shall, according to the 
Ordinance, constitute the Committee on the Reduction 
of the City Debt. 

The member of the Board of Aldermen first named 
on every Joint Committee, of which the Mayor is not 
a member, shall be its Chairman; and in case of his 
resignation or inability, the other members of the 
same Board, in the order in which they are named, and 
after them the member of the Common Council first in 
order, shall call meetings of the Committee and act as 
Chairman. 

Sect. 2. In every case of disagreement between the 
two branches of the City Council, if either Board shall 
request a conference, and appoint a Committee of Con- 
ference, and the other Board shall also appoint a Com- 
mittee to confer, such Committee shall at a convenient 
hour, to be agreed upon by their Chairmen, meet and 
state to each other, verbally or in writing, as either 
shall choose, the reasons of their respective Boards for 
and against the matter in controversy, confer freely 
thereon, and report to their respective branches. 

Sect. 3. When either Board shall not concur in 
any action of the other, notice of such non-concur- 
rence shall be given by written message. 

Sect. 4. Either Board may propose to the other 
for its concurrence, a time to which both Boards shall 
adjourn, 
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Scr. 5. All By-Laws passed by the City Council, 
shall be termed “ Ordinances,” and the enacting style 
shall be: Be it ordained by the Aldermen and Com- 
mon Council of the City of Boston in City Council 
assembled. 

Sect. 6. In all votes, when either or both branches 
of the City Council express anything by way of com- 
mand, the form of expression shall be “ Ordered ;” and 
whenever either or both branches express opions, prin- 
ciples, facts, or purposes, the form shall be, “ Resolved.” 

sect. 7. In the present and every future financial 
year, the specific appropriations for the several objects 
enumerated in the general appropriation bill shall be 
deemed and taken to be the maximum amount to be 
expended by the several Committees having the charge 
thereof for the entire financial year, and shall be ex- 
pended with a proper regard thereto; and after the 
annual order of appropriations shall have been passed, 
no subsequent expenditures shall be authorized for any 
object, unless provision for the same shall be made by 
special transfer from some of the appropriations con- 
tamed in such annual order, or by expressly creating 
therefor a City Debt, in which latter case the order 
shall not be passed, unless two thirds of the whole 
number of each branch of the City Council shall vote 
in the affirmative, by vote taken by yea and nay. 
And no Joint Standing or Special Committee shall have 
power to make any expenditure from the appropria- 
tions provided by the City Council, to an amount ex- 
ceeding three hundred dollars (except where otherwise 
ordered in the Joint Rules or Ordinances of the City), 


unless authority for such expenditure be first had and 
obtamed from the City Council. 
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Srot. 8. In all contracts or expenditures to be made 
under the authority of the City Council, whenever the 
estimates shall exceed the appropriations specially 
made therefor, or whenever any Committee shall have 
expended the sum specially appropriated for their use, 
in the order of appropriation for the year, and in 
either case shall require a further sum,— it shall be the 
duty of such Committee having such matter in charge, 
to submit the fact to the City Council for mstructions, 
accompanied with a detailed statement in print, of the 
cause or causes which have created the necessity for 
such application, and the object for which the same is 
needed. And no contract shall be made, or expendi- 
ture authorized in either case, unless by a specific vote 
of the City Council first making the necessary pro- 
vision for the payment resulting therefrom ;* and no 
debt shall be created, or transfer from one special appro- 
priation to another be made, until such report or state- 
ment shall have been submitted to the City Council, by 
the Committee requiring the same. 

Sect. 9. Jomt Standing Committees shall cause 
records to be kept of their proceedings in books pro- 
vided by the City for that purpose. No Committee 
shall act by separate consultations ; and no report shall 
be received unless agreed to in Committee actually 
assembled. | 

Sect. 10. It shall be the duty of every Joint Com- 
mittee, to whom any subject may be specially referred, 


* Committees not only have not the right to make expenditures for any purpose 
beyond the amount which has been previously appropriated for it; but they have not the 
right to expend the appropriation, or any part of it, even, unless that right is first con- 
ferred upon them by the body from which they are appointed.

which cases said bills shall be paid from the appropria- 
tion to which they are incident. 


RULES AND ORDERS 


OF THE 


COMMON COUNCIL. 


Duties and Powers of the President. 


Section 1. The President shall take the chair precisely 
at the hour to which the Council shall have adjourned ; 
shall call the members to order; and on the appear- 
ance of a quorum, he shall cause the minutes of the 
preceding meeting to be read, and proceed to business. 

Sect. 2, He shall preserve decorum and order; may 
speak to points of order in preference to other mem- 
bers; and shall decide all questions of order, subject to 
an appeal to the Council, by motion regularly seconded; 
and no other business shall be in order till the question 
on the appeal shall have been decided. 

Sect. 3. He shall declare all votes, but if any mem- 
ber rises to doubt a vote, the President shall cause a 
return of the members voting in the affirmative, and 
in the negative, without further debate on the ques- 
tion. 

sgct. 4. He shall rise to address the Council, or to 
put a question, but may read sitting. 

Sect. 5. In all cases the President may vote. 
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Sect. 6. When the Council shall determine to go — 
into a Committee of the Whole, the President shall — 
appoint the member who shall take the chair. The 
President may at any other time call any member to 
the chair, but said substitution shall not continue 
beyond an adjournment. 

Sect. 7. On all questions and motions whatsoever, 
the President shall take the sense of the Council by 
yeas and nays, provided one fifth of the members 
present shall-so require. 

Secr. 8. The President shall propound all questions 
in the order in which they are moved, unless the sub- 
sequent motion shall be previous in its nature, except 
that in the naming sums and fixing times, the largest 
sum and longest time shall be put first. 

Sect. 9. After a motion is stated or read by the 
President it shall be deemed to be in possession of the 
Council, and shall be disposed of by vote, but the 
mover may withdraw it at any time before a decision 
or amendment. . 

sect. 10. When a question is under debate, the 
President shall receive no motion, but to adjourn, to 
lay on the table, for the previous question, to postpone 
to a day certain, to commit, to amend, or to postpone 
indefinitely ; which several motions shall have prece- 
dence in the order in which they stand arranged; and 
a motion to strike out the enacting clause of an Ordi- 
nance shall be equivalent to a motion to postpone 
indefinitely. 

Sect. 11. The President shall consider a motion to 
adjourn as always in order; and that motion, and the 
motion to lay on the table, or to take up from the table, 
shall be decided without debate. 
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sect. 12. He shall put the previous question in the 
following form : “Shall the main question be now put ?” and 
all debate upon the main question shall be suspended 
until the previous question shall be decided. After the 
adoption of the previous question, the sense of the 
Council shall forthwith be taken upon amendments 
reported by a committee, upon all pending amendments, 
and then upon the main question. 

Sxor. 13. On the previous question, no member shall 
speak more than once without leave ; and all incidental 
questions of order, arising after a motion is made for 
the previous question, shall be decided without debate, 
except on an appeal; and on such an appeal, no mem- 
ber shall be allowed to speak more than once without 
leave of the Council. 

sect. 14. Whentwo or more members happen to 
rise at once, the President shall name the member who 
is first to speak. 

Srct. 15. All Committees shall be appointed and 
announced by the President, unless otherwise provided 
for, or especially directed by the Council. 


fights, Duties, and Decorum of Members. 


Sect. 16. In the absence of the President, the senior 
member present shall call the Council to order, and 
preside until a President pro tempore shall be chosen by 
ballot; and if an election is not effected on the first 
trial, on a second ballot a plurality of votes shall elect. 

Seor. 17. Every member when about to speak, shall 
rise and respectfully address the President ; shall con- 
fine himself to the question under debate, and ayoid

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personalities ; and shall sit down when he has finished. 
No member shall speak out of his place, without leave 
of the President. | 

Sect. 18. No member speaking shall be interrupted 
by another, but by rising to call to order, or for expla- 
nation. 

Szcr. 19. No member shall speak more than twice 
on one question, without first obtaming leave of the 
Council ; nor more than once, until the other members, 
who have not spoken, shall speak, if they desire it. 

Sect. 20. When a vote has passed, it shall be in 
order for any member who voted in the majority, to 
move a reconsideration thereof, at the same or the 
succeeding meeting, but not afterwards; and when a 
motion for reconsideration is decided, that vote shall 
not be reconsidered. 

sect. 21. No member shall be obliged to be on 
more than two Committees at the same time, nor Chair- 
man of more than one. 

Sect. 22. No member shall, be permitted to stand 
up to the interruption of another, while any member 
is speaking ; or to pass unnecessarily between the Presi- 
dent and the person speaking. 

Sect. 23. When any member shall be guilty of a 
breach of either of the rules and orders of the Council, 
he may, on motion, be required by the Council to make 
satisfaction therefor; and in such a case, he shall not 
be allowed to vote or speak, except by way of excuse, 
till he has done so. 

Sect. 24. No member shall be permitted to vote or 
serve on any Committee, on any question where his 


private right is immediately concerned, distinct from 
the public interest. 
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Sect. 25. Hvery member who shall be present when 
a question is put, where he is not excluded by interest, 
shall give his vote, unless the Council, for special 
reasons, shall excuse him; application to be so excused, 
on any question, must be made before the Council is 
divided, or before the calling of the yeas and nays, and 
such application shall be accompanied by a brief state- 
ment of the reasons, and shall be decided without 
debate. 

Sect. 26. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, 
if the President shall so direct. 

Secor. 27. Any member may require the division of 
a question, when the sense will admit of it. A motion 
to strike out and insert shall be deemed indivisible ; 
but a motion to strike out, being lost, shall not preclude 
amendment or a motion to strike out and insert. 

sect. 28. No motion or proposition, of a subject 
different from that under consideration, shall be admit- 
ted under color of amendment. 

sect. 29. Motions and reports may be committed or 
recommitted at the pleasure of the Council. 

sgor. 30. At every regular meeting of the Council, 
the order of business shall be as follows : — 


1. Papers from the Board of Aldermen. — 

2. Unfinished business of preceding meetings. 

3. Communications and Reports from City Officers, 
Presentation of Petitions, Remonstrances, and Memo- 
rials. 

4. Reports of Committees. 

5. Motions, Orders, or Resolutions. 


And the above order shall not be departed from but

Council present. 

Sror. 31. When a vote is doubted, the members for 
and against the question, when called on by the Presi- 
dent, shall rise and stand till they are counted. 

Snot, 32. All questions relating to priority of busi- 
ness to be acted upon, shall be decided without debate. 

Secr. 33. When a motion is made to refer any sub- 
ject, and different Committees are proposed, the ques- 
tion shall be taken in the following order : — 


A Standing Committee of the Council ; 
A Select Committee of the Council ; 

A Joint Standing Committee ; 

A Joint Select Committee. 


Sect. 34. The seats of the members of the Council 
shall be numbered, and shall be determined, in the 
presence of the Council, by drawing the names of mem- 
bers, and the numbers of the seats, simultaneously ; 
and each member shall be entitled for the year to the 
seat bearing the number so drawn against his name ; 
and shall not change it except by permission of the 
President. 

Sect. 35. No member shall call another member by 
his name in debate, but may allude to him by any 
intelligible and respectful designation. 

Sect. 86. If the reading of any paper is called for, 
and any member objects thereto, it shall be decided by 
the Council. 

sect. 57. No rule or order of the Council shall be 
dispensed with, altered or repealed, unless two thirds of 
the members present consent thereto. 
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Petitions, Memorials, ce. 


Sect. 58. All papers addressed to the Council shall 
be presented by the President, or a member in his 
place, and shall be read by the President, Clerk, or such 
other person as the President may request; and shall 
be taken up in the order in which they are presented, 
except when the Council shall otherwise determine. 


Powers and Duties of Comiittees, ce. 


Srot. 39. The rules of proceeding in the Council 
shall be observed in Committee of the Whole, so far as 
they are applicable, excepting the rule limiting the 
times of speaking; but no member shall speak twice 
upon any question, until every member choosing to 
speak has spoken. A motion to rise, report progress, 
and ask leave to sit again, shall be first in order, and 
shall be decided without debate. 

Sect. 40. A Standing Committee on Elections and 
Returns, and a Standing Committee on Streets, shall be 
appointed at the commencement of the municipal year, 
and shall consist of five members each. 

Srcr. 41. No Committee shall sit during the sessions 
of the Council, without special leave. 

Secor. 42. All Committees of the Council, chosen by 
ballot, or consisting of one or more from each ward, 
shall be notified of their first meeting by the Clerk, by 
the direction of the President; they shall organize at 
their first meeting, by the choice of a Chairman, and 
shall report the same to the Council; and members on 
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the part of the Council, of Joint Committees chosen, as 
aforesaid, shall choose a Chairman at their first meeting, 
and report to the Council in ike manner. 

In all cases where the President appoints a com- 
mittee, unless otherwise provided for, the member first 
named shall be Chairman, and in his absence, the mem- 
ber next in order, who shall be present, shall be Chair- 
man pro tenpore. | 

Sect. 43. All Select Committees of the Council shall 
consist of three members, unless otherwise ordered. 

Srctr. 44. No Report of any Committee shall be 
entitled to be received, unless agreed to in Committee 
assembled. 

Snot. 45. No meeting of any Committee shall be 
called upon less notice than twenty-four hours. 

Sect. 46. It shall be the duty of all Standing Com- 
mittees to keep a record of their doings, in books pro- 
vided by the City for that purpose. 

Sect. 47. Committees of the Council, to whom any 
matter is specially referred, may be required to report 
within four weeks, or ask for further time. 


Ordinances, Orders, ce. 


sect. 48. All Ordinances, Orders, and Resolutions 
shall have two several readings, before they are finally 
passed; and no Ordinance, Order, or Resolution, im- 
posing penalties, or authorizing the expenditure of 
money, whether the same may have been appropriated 
or not,—and no Order or Resolution authorizing a loan, 
shall have more than one reading on the same day ; 
provided, however, that nothing herein contained shall 
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prevent the passage of an order at any meeting of the 
Council, to authorize the printing of any document 
relating to the affairs of the City. 


Elections, ce. 


sect. 49. In all elections by ballot on the part of 
the Council, the number of blanks and ballots for inel- 
igible persons shall be reported, but shall not be counted 
in the returns. 

sect. 50. All salaried officers shall be voted for by 
written ballots. 


Duties of Clerk, Ge. 


Secor. 51. The Clerk shall keep minutes of the votes 
and proceedings of the Council, enter thereon such 
orders and resolutions as are adopted, by their title or 
otherwise, —— shall notice Reports, Petitions, Memorials, 
and other papers which are presented, and shall enter 
all accepted Reports of Select Committees of the 
Council, at length, in a separate journal, to be kept for 
that purpose, and provided with an index, — shall draw 
up all messages to the Board of Aldermen, and send 
them by the Messenger, and shall attend the meetings 
of Committees of the Council, and make their records 
when required. 

Secr. 52. The members of the Council shall not 
leave their places on adjournment, until the President 
shall declare the Council adjourned.

Dover STREET Brince. Ebenezer C. Leman, Superintendent. 
Salary, $700, and the use of house on bridge. [Chosen by 
concurrent vote. | 


By an act of March 6, 1804, Messrs. William Tudor, Gard- 
iner Greene, Jonathan Mason, and Harrison Gray Otis, were 
constituted proprietors of the “Boston South Bridge;” and 
they were authorized to construct a bridge from the south- 
westerly portion of Boston to Dorchester Neck. 

The bridge was immediately constructed, being 1,551 feet 
in length, at a cost of $56,000. The proprietors were e sthor- 
ized to collect tolls from passengers crossing said bridge, and 
were required to pay five cents per ton to each loaded vessel 
of above 20 tons passing the draw of said bridge, until the 
expiration of seventy years from its opening. On the first of 
October, 1805, the bridge was opened for public travel; on 
which occasion there was a general celebration, and the 
bridge was the scene of a military display and sham fight. 

But by the act of June 23, 1831, the proprietors were 
authorized to sell said bridge to the City of Boston, and 
accordingly, by a vote of the City Council, passed Oct. 20, 
1831, the sum of $2,500 was ordered to be paid for said 
bridge, and for 28,967 feet of flats.* 

The bridge then having been repaired at a further expense 
of $3,500, was made a public highway by the City. 

In 1858, the bridge was again thoroughly rebuilt and 
repaired by the City, at an expense of $60,000. Its present 
name was adopted by the City Council in 1857.

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FepERAL Street Bripce. Christopher Plunkett, Superinten- 
dent. Salary, $1,200, and the use of the shop on bridge, 
and a horse, at the City’s expense, to open and close the 
draw. [Chosen by concurrent vote. | 


At a general meeting of citizens, in March, 1824, called by 
virtue of a petition from the inhabitants of South Boston, a 
vote was passed (2,487 in the affirmative, and 779 in the neg- 
ative) requesting the City Government to petition for liberty 
to build a new bridge to South Boston, to remedy the very 
great inconvenience of the circuit over the South Bridge into 
the city. Accordingly, an act was passed, February, 1825, 
under great opposition, authorizing the Czty of Boston to build 
a new bridge from Sea or South Street to South Boston. 
But the City Council deemed it inexpedient to undertake this 
project in its corporate capacity, and the bridge was not then 
built. : 

By the act of March 4, 1826, Nathaniel Whittemore, Noah 
Brooks, Cyrus Alger, William Wright, and others, were consti- 
tuted a corporation, by the name of the Boston Free Bridge 
Corporation, to construct a bridge from the termini above 
mentioned; and by said act, the City was authorized to build 
said bridge, provided the City Council should determine with- 
in three months so to do. But the City Council having voted 
that it was inexpedient to undertake the project, the original 
proprietors undertook the work, the City having determined, 
in February, 1827, to accept the bridge, when completed, on 
certain terms and conditions. In June, 1828, the proprietors 
offered the bridge to the City. Whereupon all the old oppo- 
sition to the project revived, and a great difference of opinion 
prevailed in the City Council, as to the expediency of accept- 
ing the bridge. But after submitting the matters in dispute 
to the arbitration of Loammi Baldwin, Samuel Hubbard, and 
Willard Phillips, on the seventh of October, 1528, it was 
determined that “the public convenience required that the 
City should forthwith accept said bridge, and in consequence 
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of its unfinished state, that the corporation should pay to the 
City $1,607, and deliver to it certain enumerated deeds; ” 
which was done, and one of the most exciting and perplexing — 
controversies in the history of our municipal government was — 
brought to a close. 

The bridge was then completed by the City (it having cost 
the proprietors, up to this period, about $28,000); and in 
1857, was thoroughly rebuilt and widened at an expense of 
$13,000. Its present name was adopted by the City Council 
in 1857. 


CHELSEA STREET Bripce. Kdward T. Stowers, Superinten- 
dent. Salary, $200. [Chosen by concurrent vote.] — 


By an act of the Legislature, passed March 28, 1834, Benj. 
T. Reed, Amos Binney, John Henshaw, and others, were incor- 
porated as proprietors of the Chelsea Free Bridge; and they 
were authorized to construct a bridge across Chelsea Creek, 
from Noddle’s Island to Shurtleff’s farm in Chelsea; said 
bridge to be a free bridge, and to be twenty-five feet wide. 

The bridge was opened for public travel in October, 1834. 
It was six hundred and ninety feet in length, and cost $8,- 
227.76. 

In 1835, the proprietors of the bridge conveyed the prop- 
erty to the trustees of the Ferry Company; and in 1848, 
the bridge was rebuilt at a cost, to the Ferry Company, of 
$4,678.15. 

By an act of the Legislature, passed April 17, 1849, the 
Mayor and Aldermen of Boston were authorized to lay out a 
highway over so much of the Chelsea Free Bridge, and the 
tide waters thereat, as are within the City of Boston. Ac- 
cordingly, on the sixth day of May, 1850, the portion of the 
bridge lying in this city was laid out as a public highway. 

The portion of the bridge and road in the town of Chelsea 
having been permitted to get out of order, and said town 
having declined to repair the same, alleging that it would be 
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of no benefit to that town, the City of Boston, by an order 
of the City Council, approved June 27, 1855, paid to the town 
of Chelsea $8,473, on condition that said town would give a 
bond to the City of Boston to keep its portion of the road 
and bridge in good order and repair for the future; which 
bond was given to the City, July 12, 1855, in the penal sum 
of $10,000; and said bridge is now a public highway, which 


| the two cities of Chelsea and Boston are bound to keep in 


re 


repair. The name of this bridge was changed to Chelsea 
Street Bridge, May 11, 1857. 


MERIDIAN STREET Brince. Abner Knight, Superintendent. 
Salary, $400. [Chosen by concurrent vote.] 
By an act of the Legislature of Massachusetts, passed May 
15, 1855, Henry D. Gardiner, Morrill Cole, Watson G. Mayo, 


and others, were incorporated as proprietors of the East 
_ Boston Free Bridge; and were authorized to construct a 


bridge across Chelsea Creek, from Condor Strect, in Hast 


_ Boston, to Pearl Street, in Chelsea, said bridge to be not less 


than forty feet wide, to be free from tolls, and to be con- 
structed within five years. This franchise subsequently 
became the property of the Kast Boston Company. 

‘By an order of the City Council, passed Oct. 11, 1855, the 
City agreed to pay to the East Boston Company, for said 
bridge, when finished, and delivered in perfect order, the sum 
of $40,000; and a joint special committee was appointed, 
Oct. 24, 1855, to see that the Hast Boston Company con- 
structed said bridge in a proper manner, etc. But the City 
Solicitor having decided that the City of Boston must first 
be duly authorized by law to purchase said bridge, the trans- 
fer of the property was not then made. But by an act, 
passed April 14, 1856, the City was authorized to purchase 
said bridge, and to construct suitable guards or piers to the 
same. The original act having contained no provision for 
the construction of such piers, the City paid $15,000 for the 


ye 
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erection of the same. And in the month of December, 1856, | 
the bridge having been completed, the sum of $40,000, origi- i 
nally voted, was paid to the East Boston Company therefor, 
by vote of Dec. 5, 1856. But the expenses of the construc- | 
tion of said bridge being $1,000 more than the amount paid — 
therefor, said additional sum was raised by subscription, and 
the property was then delivered to the City. Said bridge is 
1,515 feet long. Its name was changed to Meridian Street 
Bridge, May 11, 1857. 


CHELSEA Point Bripcr. By an act of the Legislature of 
Massachusetts, passed April 1, 1835, Joseph Burrill, Joseph 
Belcher, and John W. Tewksbury, were incorporated as pro- 
prietors of Chelsea Point Bridge, and were authorized to 
build a bridge, not less than twenty feet wide, across the 
Creck between the westerly side of Pulling Point, in Chelsea, 
and the easterly side of Belle Isle, in Boston, said bridge to 
be built within three years, and to be free of tolls. It is 570 
feet in length, and was built at a cost of $1,100, and was 
open for travel in the fall of 1839. 

By an act passed March 24, 18438, the proprietors of said 
bridge were authorized to collect certain tolls therein set 
forth, for passage over said bridge, said privilege to continue 
for ten years from April 1, 1843. In said rates it was 
provided that “all scholars, while going to and from school, 
shall be permitted to pass free of toll.” 

By an act passed April 17, 1849, the City of Boston was 
authorized to purchase the Chelsea Point Bridge, and to lay 
out a highway over the same. Accordingly, the Mayor and 
Aldermen of Boston, on the first day of July, 1850, laid out 
so much of said bridge as lies within the limits of Boston, as 
a public highway, and on the 16th of December, 1850, they 
ordered that the sum of $75 be paid to the former proprie- 
tors of said bridge for said portion of said bridge. As there 
is no draw to this bridge, no superintendent is necessary 
‘therefor. 
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Mount WASHINGTON AVENUE Bripce. George H. Davis, 
Superintendent. Salary, $1,300. [Chosen by concurrent 
vote. | 


By an act passed April 28, 1853, Benjamin T. Reed, Dem- 
ing Jarves, Eben Jones, and others, were incorporated as the 
Mount Washington Avenue Corporation, and were authorized 
to construct a bridge, not exceeding 70 feet in width, from 
some point between Foundry and Wales’s wharves, across 
Fore Point Channel to the harbor line, at South Boston, as 
established in 1840. 

Said Corporation was also authorized to take land and lay 
out a street not exceeding 70 feet in width, from Sea Street to 
the westerly head of the bridge aforesaid. 

Said Corporation was also authorized to construct a sold 
avenue, not exceeding eighty feet in width, from the easterly 
termination of the said bridge, over the flats of the shore 
owners, in a line parallel with West Broadway to some point 
in I Street, continued, and thence easterly to the uplands 
owned by the City. 

The City of Boston, by vote of the Mayor and Aldermen, 
was authorized to take and hold all the rights and powers 
granted under this act; and the act was to be void unless said 

bridge, street, and avenue were completed within three years 
from its passage. 

Upon application by the Mount Washington Avenue Corpo- 
ration to the City, for aid to build the bridge, on the 15th of 
December, 1853, a resolve passed the City Council, declaring 
it to be expedient for the Mayor and Aldermen to lay out a 
street from Sea Street to the proposed bridge, whenever the 
Mount Washington Avenue Corporation will construct said 
bridge, or give bonds that said bridge shall be constructed 
pursuant to their charter. 

Upon a further application by the Mount Washington Ave- 
nue Corporation that the City would take measures to open 
the said street from Sea Street to the end of the bridge, on 

16 
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the westerly side of Fore Point Channel, the City Council, on 
the 29th of December, 1853, passed an order that the Mayor 
be authorized to execute an agreement with the Mount Wash- 
ington Avenue Corporation, that the City will lay out and 
open a new street on the westerly side of Fore Point Chan- 
nel, to connect said proposed bridge with Sea Street, when 
the said bridge und avenue shall have been completed, or when 
the said bridge shall have been completed, and said Corpora- 
tion shall have given security, satisfactory to the Mayor and 
Aldermen, that the said avenue shall be completed,—provided 
the amount to be paid by the City shall not exceed $60,000. 

On petition of the Mount Washington Avenue Corporation 
for further action, under the authority above granted, the 
Mayor was authorized, on the 4th of August, 1854, to con- 
tract with the Mount Washington Avenue Corporation, that 
the said Corporation shall construct, within three years, the 
avenue from Granite Street to I Street, and transfer all their 
right, title, and interest in the same, to the City; and that 
the City shall have authority, under said corporate power, to 
construct the bridge, avenue, and street, by such parties as they 
may select for the purpose; and on the same day orders were 
passed for the Mayor to execute a contract with the Boston 
Wharf Company to build the street, bridge, and avenue described 
in the charter of the Mount Washington Avenue Corporation, 
within one year, for the sum of $60,000,—the said Company to 
release Granite Street to the City, and to allow the City 
rights of drainage into the sea. 

The bridge and street having been completed were accepted 
by the Board of Aldermen, April 30,1855. But the avenue 
from Granite Street to I Street being still unfinished, the 
Mount Washington Avenue Corporation was authorized, May 
21, 1855, to complete the same within three years. And said 
Corporation was authorized to transfer to the City of Boston 
such parts of their avenue, street, and bridge as have been, or 
may from time to time hereafter be constructed, and before the 
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completion of the whole avenue, as the Board of Aldermen may 
by vote accept. Accordingly, on the 30th of May, 1855, a 
vote was passed to pay the Boston Wharf Company $60,000 
for the bridge, avenue, and Granite Street, as constructed by 


said Corporation. But the avenue from Granite Street to I 


Street remains unfinished to this day.

from each operator. No operator is permitted to slee 
during his watch, unless expressly relieved by some one else, 
and by consent of the Superintendent. | 

Each operator is accountable to the Superintendent for any 
omissions or mistakes that may occur at the Central Office 
during his hours of duty. 

An accurate account is kept of the time of giving each 
alarm, and of the District and Station from which it origi- 
nates, and all other necessary information. 

The City is divided into seven Alarm Districts. Hach Dis- 
trict is subdivided into Stations, at each of which is a Signal 
Box. There are now fifty-two Signal Boxes or Stations, the 
number in a District varying from six to twelve. 

Alarms are transmitted to the Central Office, from the 
Signal Stations or Boxes, by turning a crank in the Box. 
The Police Officers and one other person resident near each 
Box, have keys to the Boxes. 

Alarms are usually given in less than a minute from the 
time the crank is turned in any Box. 


DIRECTIONS TO THOSE WHO HOLD SIGNAL KEYS. 


1. If a fire is discovered in your vicinity, go to the 
nearest box in the District. 

2. Turn the crank twenty-five times, rather slowly at first, 
then quite fast at last. If convenient, wait at the Box so as 
to direct the firemen where to go. 

3. If you hear no reply at the Box, or on the bells, turn 
again. If still no reply, go to another Box in the District. ] 

4. 'The Police, upon hearing the bells, will spring their } 
rattles and call the number of the District and Station. 

The alarm will be given from the Central Station by strik- 
ing the number of the District on the bells, and tapping the § 
number of the Station in the Boxes. 
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CAUTIONS. 


1. Be sure that your Box is locked before leaving it. 

2. Never open the Box or touch the apparatus, except in 
case of fire. 

3. Never let the key go out of your possession, unless 
called for by the City Authorities.

LAWS. 


Section 1. All vessels in the upper harbor are to anchor 
according to the directions of the Harbor Master. 

Sect. 2. All vessels in the upper harbor, not intended to 
be hauled into some wharf immediately, must anchor below 
the range of India Wharf, and the easterly point of Hast 
Boston, either on the north or south side of the channel, 
designated by the following marks, viz: on the south by the 
tall steeple in Hanover Street, in range with the Granite 
block on Long Wharf; and on the north by Long Island 
Light, in range with the half moon battery on Governor’s 
Island. 

Sect. 3. The master, commander, or owners of vessels, 
shall, as soon as practicable, after having hauled to the end 
of any wharf that extends to the channel in said harbor, 
cause her lower yards to be cock-billed, and her top-sail yard 
to be braced fore and aft, and her jib-boom to be rigged in, 
and the yards and jib-boom shall be kept so arranged, while 
such vessel lies at the end of the wharf, as aforesaid, and 
until she is preparing immediately to leave her berth. 

Sect. 4. All vessels found lying in the stream, not 
anchored according to the regulations, and not having a 
sufficient crew to move them, will be moved by the Harbor 
Master at the vessel’s expense. 

Sect. 5. No person shall throw or deposit in-said harbor, 
or any part thereof, any stones, gravel, ballast, cinders, ashes, 
dirt, mud, or other substances, which may, in any respect, 
tend to injure the navigation thereof, 


em ee 
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Seor. 6. No warp or line shall be passed across the mouth 
of any slip, for the purpose of hauling any vessel by the said 
slip before the vessel shall be within one hundred feet of said 
slip, if the owners or occupants thereof object, unless the 
Harbor Master may think it necessary. 

Sect. 7. All vessels at anchor in the harbor of Boston 


shall keep an anchor watch at all times, and shall keep a clear 


and distinct light suspended at least six feet above the deck, 
during the night; and whenever the provisions of this section 
shall be violated on board any vessel, the master or owners 
shall be liable to a penalty of not more than twenty dollars, 
to be recovered in the. manner provided in the act to which 
this is in addition, and shall be held liable to pay all damages 
that may be occasioned by such violence. 

Under no circumstances whatever are vessels permitted to 
anchor in the track of the ferry boats, or in Fore Point Chan- 
nel. [Stat. 1847, ch. 234.] 


An Act in addition to.an Act to establish Regulations concerning 


the Harbor of Boston. 


SecTION 1. The Harbor Master shall have authority to 
regulate the anchorage of all vessels in the upper harbor of 
Boston, and, when necessary, to order the removal of such 
vessels, and to cause the same to be removed in obedience to 
such order, at the expense of the master or owners thereof; 
and if any person shall obstruct said Harbor Master in the 
performance of any of his duties, as prescribed by this act, or 
by the act to which this is in addition, or shall neglect or 
refuse to obey any lawful order made by said Harbor Master, 
he shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding fifty dollars for 
each offence. [Stat. 1848, ch. 314.] 


HARBOR COMMISSION. 


At the suggestion of His Honor, Frederic W. Lincoln, Jr., 
Mayor of the City, in 1859, the City Council, ordered a scien- 
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tific survey of Boston Harbor to be made, and, in accordance 
with the unanimous vote of the City Council, Prof. A. D. 
BacueE, of the U. S. Coast Survey, Gen. Josepn G. Totten, of 
the U.S. Corps of Engineers, and Commander Onarues H. 
Davis, of the U. S. Navy, were specially detailed by the U.S. 
Government as a Commission to make the proposed survey 
of said Harbor. The results of these surveys will be found in 
City Doc. 97, for 1860, and City Doe. 12, for 1861.

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Although the need of a public library had been for a con- 
siderable time felt and acknowledged, and a small number 
of volumes of a’miscellaneous character had been sent to the 
City Hall with a view to the future formation of such an in- 
stitution, nothing definite in relation thereto was done until 
the fifth of August, 1850, when Hon. Joun P. BicELow, then 
Mayor of the City, contributed the sum of one thousand dol- 
lars for the purpose of establishing the Public Library. This 
donation, being the first money that was given for the object, 
was received joyfully and funded by the City Council; and the 
Committee on the Library were directed “to proceed with 
as little delay as possible to carry into effect the establish- 
ment of a Free Public Library.” , 

JosHuA Bates, Esq., of London, whose early life was passed 
in Boston, having offered to this city the munificent sum of 
fifty thousand dollars towards the purchase of books for the ~ 
Public Library of the city, if the city would erect a suitable 
building for that purpose,—on the 24th of February, 1853, | 
an order was passed by the City Council, authorizing the Com- 
mittee on the Library, in conference with the Board of Trus- 
tees, to purchase a suitable site for the erection of a building 
which should be fully adapted for the purpose of the Library, 
including Mr. Bates’s donation. Accordingly, said Committee 
purchased 23,384 feet of land on Boylston Street, opposite 
the Common, upon which an elegant and commodious edifice 
has been erected, at a cost to the city, for land and building, 
amounting to about $365,000. . 

This building was finished and delivered into the custody 
of the City Council, and by the City Council was transmitted 
to the care of the Trustees of the Public Library, with 
appropriate ceremonies, on January 1, 1858. 

Besides the above-mentioned donations in money, the sum 
of ten thousand dollars was subsequently given by Hon. Jona- 
THAN PHILLIPS, who, by his will, bequeathed an additional sum 
of twenty thousand dollars for the maintenance of the Library. 
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Another sum of ten thousand dollars was bequeathed hy the 
late Hon. Asporr Lawrence. All of these sums have been 
funded by the City Council, and the annual proceeds are 
expended for the purchase of books of permanent value. 

The sum of one thousand dollars was given by the late 
SamMuEL APPLETON, Hsq., and the same amount by Mrs. SALLY 
I. K. Saeparp, for the purpose of procuring books for the 
immediate use of the public. 

Very valuable donations of books have also been made by 
the late Rev. Turopore Parker, the heirs of Hon. NaTHaNIBL 
Bowpircu, GrorGe TicKknor, and others. 

The Library is open every day, with the exception of Sun- 
days and the legal holidays, for the delivery of books for home 
use, from 10 a. Mm. to 8 o'clock, P. M.; and the Iteading Looms 
connected therewith are open from 9 a.m. to 10 o’clock, P.M. ;

By virtue of an Ordinance which passed the City Council 
of Boston, March 5, 1856, all City Officers required by the 
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City Ordinances to be elected or appointed by the concur- 
rent vote of the City Council, or to be appointed by the 
Mayor, by and with the advice and consent of the Board of 
Aldermen, excepting those officers the time of whose election 
or appointment is otherwise prescribed by the statutes of the 
Commonwealth; also, excepting the Treasurer, Auditor, and 
Assessors, shall be elected or appointed, as the case may be, on the 
first Monday of January im each year, or within sixty days 
thereafter.

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HORSE RAILROADS. 


RULES AND REGULATIONS 
To be observed on the several Street Railroads in the City of 


Boston, where Cars are drawn by Horses. 
[Passed June 27, 1857, and amended January 18, 1859.] 


In the exercise of the rightful power reserved to this Board 
in the several and respective charters of the Metropolitan, 
Cambridge, Dorchester Avenue, Middlesex, and Broadway 
Railroads, it is 

Ordered, That the following rules shall be observed by the 
officers, agents, and servants of the aforesaid corporations, in 
the mode of using the rails of their respective roads in the 
streets of Boston; and the same rules shall be applied to all 
other railroads which may hereafter be located in the streets 
of Boston. 

First. — No car shall be drawn at a greater speed, in the 
city proper, in any street north of Dover Street and the 
Federal Street Bridge, than five miles an hour, nor in any 
other street in the city, at a greater speed than seven miles. 
an hour. 

Second. — While the cars are turning the corners from one 
street to another, the horses shall not be driven faster than a 
walk. 

Third. — Cars driven in the same direction shall not ap- 
proach each other within a distance of three hundred feet, 
except in case of accident, when it may be necessary to con- 
nect two cars together, and also, except at stations. 

Fourth. — Cars running in different directions shall not be 
allowed tu stop abreast each other, except at stations. 

Fifth. — No car shall be allowed to stop on a cross-walk, 
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nor in front of an intersecting street, except to avoid colli- 
sions, or to prevent danger to persons in the street. 

Sixth. — When the conductor of any car is required to stop 
at the intersection of two streets to receive or land passen- 
gers, the car shall he stopped so as to leave the rear platform 
slightly over the farther crossing. 

Seventh. — The conductors and drivers of each car shall 
keep a vigilant watch for all teams, carriages, persons on foot, 
and especially children, either on the track or moving in the 
direction of the track; and on the first appearance of danger 
to such teams, carriages, persons, or children, or other ob- 
struction, the car shall be stopped in the shortest time and 
space possible. 

Eivghth. — The conductors shall not allow ladies or children 
to enter or leave the cars while in motion. Other passengers 
may be allowed to enter the cars and depart therefrom, while 
the cars are at a full stop or nearly stopped. 

Ninth. — Conductors shall announce to the passengers the 
names of the squares and principal streets as the car reaches 
them. 

Tenth. — Whenever there shall occur a fall of snow of suf- 
ficient depth to allow vehicles to pass over the same on run- 
ners, no snow-plough shall be allowed to pass over the 
several tracks of the Street or Horse Railroad Corporations, 
within the limits of the City of Boston, nor shall the respec- 
tive corporations cause or allow snow to be removed from 
their several tracks without consent being first obtained of 
the Superintendent of Streets, with the approbation of the 
Committee on Paving. The consent for the removal of the 
snow for the opening of the tracks being refused, the several 
corporations are authorized to use a sufficient number of 
sleighs to convey passengers requiring a transit over their 
respective roads, day by day, until the cars can be used on 
the tracks. 

Eleventh. — The several corporations shall not sprinkle salt 
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or any article of a decomposing nature on their tracks or 
rails, or cause or allow the same to be done by any of their 
agents, for the purpose of melting the snow; or wash, or 
cause to be washed by any of their agents, the said tracks and 
rails with brine or pickle, for a like purpose, unless a permit 
is granted by the Superintendent of Streets, allowing the 
same to be done, and said permit shall only be granted when 
the use of said articles will not be detrimental to vehicles on 
runners crossing the tracks and rails. 

Tweljth.— The several corporations shall place and keep 
placed, a printed copy of all the rules and regulations of the 
Board of Aldermen, in a conspicuous position in each car run 
upon their respective roads. 


HORSE RAILROAD TAX. 


City or Boston. — In Board of Aldermen, Jan. 2, 1861. 


Resolved, That in all cases of new locations of Horse Rail- 
roads hereafter to be made by this Board in any streets or 
ways, whether such locations be of new roads, or the ex- 
tension of roads already in operation, or rights to use 
tracks in common with any other corporation or corpora- 
tions, the same shall be made upon the condition that the 
corporation owning the road so located, or using it either 
solely or in common with any other. corporation or corpora- 
tions, shall pay into the Treasury of the City a reasonable 
sum for each car which shall be run on said company’s road, 
or any part thereof, within this City ; such sum to be paid 
by semiannual instalments on the first of January, and first 
of July in each year, and said condition shall be inserted in 
the terms of each location when the same shall be made. 
[Approved by the Mayor, Jan. 5, 1861.] 
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LOCATIONS. 


The following Horse Railroad Locations comprise all which 
have been granted from time to time by the Board of Aldermen, 
and which have been accepted and operated by the several cor- 
porations. 


METROPOLITAN RAILROAD. 


The tracks of the Metropolitan Railroad shall be located 
as follows: but on the express condition to the location, that 
said railroad company shall, at all times after the rails are 
laid down, keep in good order and complete repair, at their own 
expense, that portion of all streets through which the said 
rails are or may be laid, lying between the rails, and also that 
portion of the street lying outside of the rails and adjacent 
thereto, extending one foot and a half from and outside of 
each rail throughout the whole length of said road in the 
streets of the City of Boston. 

Two tracks in Washington Street, from the boundary line be- 
tween the cities of Boston and Roxbury to Dover Street. 

Two tracks in Tremont Street, fromthe boundary line between 
Boston and Roxbury to the Boston and Worcester Railroad 
Bridge crossing. 

One track in Tremont Street, from the Boston and Worces- 
ter Railroad Bridge crossing to Boylston Street. 


Two tracks in Tremont Street, from Boylston Street to a 
point opposite the Granary Burying Ground. 

One track in Shawmut Avenue, from the boundary line be- 
tween Boston and Roxbury to Dover Street. 

One track in Springfield Street, from Washington Bireee to 
Tremont Street. 

One track in Waltham Street, from Washington Street to 
Tremont Street. 

One track in Dover Street, from Washington Street to 
Tremont Street. [Passed Aug. 7, 1855.] 
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Second Location. 


In addition to the right already granted to the Metropolitan 
Railroad Company, to lay down tracks in several streets of 
the City of Boston, the said Company shall have the right to 
lay down a single track through Washington Street, from Dover 
Street to Boylston Street, thence through Boylston Street to 
Tremont Street. 

The said single track to be laid down in the centre of the 
roadways of said Washington and Boylston streets; and 
the distance between the edge-stones and the rail on each 
side shall not be less than nine feet, except at the curve at 
Tremont Street. ; 

The right to lay down this additional track is under the 
proviso, that said Metropolitan Railroad Company agree to 
comply with the express conditions contained in the order of 
location passed by the Board of Aldermen, August 6, 1855, in 
relation to keeping in good order the portion of the streets 
lying between the rails and that portion of the street 
lying outside of the rails and adjacent thereunto, extending 
one foot and a half from and outside of each rail; also, that 
the whole work of laying down the tracks granted by this 
order, and by the order of August 7, 1855, be done under the 
direction, and to the satisfaction of the Committee on Paving 
and the Superintendent of Streets. The form of rail to be 
used to be satisfactory to the Committee on Paving, and the 
Superintendent of Streets, and to be approved by them. 
[Passed Aug. T, 1856.] 


Third Location. 

In addition to the rights heretofore granted to the Metro- 
politan Railroad Company to lay down tracks in several of 
the streets of the City of Boston, the said Company shall 
have the right to lay down a single track in Tremont Street, 
from its present terminus in said street, to and across the 
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open space, southerly of Scollay’s Building, to the junction 
of Court Street and Cornhill; in Cornhill to Washington 
Street; and in Washington Street from Cornhill to its present 
track, located at the junction of Boylston and Washington 
streets. The said single track to be laid down in the centre 
of the cartway or roadway of the streets above mentioned. 

The right to lay down this additional track is under the 
express proviso and condition to the location, that said Metro- 
politan Railroad Company shall at all times, after the rails 
are laid down, keep in good order and complete repair, the whole 
of the roadway or cartway of the streets in which the track 
is located by this order, at their own expense, and to the 
satisfaction of the Superintendent of Streets; and whenever 
the Board of Aldermen shall from time to time determine 
and order that any portion of the said streets, through and 
in which the track is located, by the terms and under authority 
of this order, shall be repaved, with what they shall deem to 
be the best of stone material, the whole expense of such pav- 
ing shall be paid by the Metropolitan Railroad Company, the 
work to be done by the Superintendent of Streets, under the 
authority of the Board of Aldermen. 

This location is granted under the further express proviso 
and condition, that the Board of Aldermen reserve the right 
to permit the Middlesex Railroad Company, and any other 
Horse Railroad Company, to run cars over the track so 
located by authority of this order, for such compensation to 
be paid to the Metropolitan Railroad Company, and upon such 
terms and conditions, as the Board of Aldermen for the time 
being shall prescribe. Also, under the further express proviso 
and condition, that the whole work of laying down the track 
granted by this order, shall be done under the direction and 
to the satisfaction of the Committee on Paving and the 
Superintendent of Streets. 

Also, under the further express proviso and condition, that 
the said Metropolitan Railroad Company shall run the cars 
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over the track granted by this additional location, down 
Tremont Street to Cornhill, down Cornhill to Washington 
Street, and up Washington Street to Boylston Street; that is 
to say, the cars shall come in and pass down Tremont Street 
and Cornhill, and go out over Washington Street. 

Also under the further express proviso and condition, that in 
the construction of said track, granite blocks of such size as 
the Superintendent of Streets shall direct, shall be laid down 
inside and outside of each rail. 

Also, under the further express proviso and condition, that no 
higher rate of fare shall be charged in the Neck line, and 
Tremont Street line, within the limits of the City of Boston, 
than four cents for each passenger. 

Also, under the further express proviso and condition, that 
the form of rail to be used shall be satisfactory to the Com- 
mittee on Paving and the Superintendent of Streets, and shall 
be approved by them. Also, that the work of laying down 
the tracks granted under the authority of this order, shall not 
be commenced before the first day of April, 1860. 

Also, on condition that the said Railroad Company shall, 
when they file their acceptance of this location with the City 
Clerk, pay into the City Treasury the sum of four thousand 
dollars towards the widening of Washington Street, near 
Milk Street. 

Also, under the further proviso and condition, that the said 
Metropolitan Railroad Company shall run no omnibuses 
whatever in Washington or Tremont Street, after the cars 
shall commence running over the track granted in this 
location. 

Also, under the further express proviso and condition, that 
the said Metropolitan Railroad Company shall accept this 
order of location, and agree to its several provisions and 
conditions within ten days of the date of its passage ; 
otherwise it shall be null and void. 


The roadway or cartway, mentioned in this order, is 
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include the whole space between the edge-stone supporting 
the sidewalks on either side. [Passed December 31, 1859. 
Accepted by the Metropolitan R. R. Co., January 4, 1860.] 

The Metropolitan Railroad Company is authorized to con- 
struct and maintain a turnout, seventy feet in length on a 
straight line in Washington Street, between Northampton 
Street and Camden Street, on the westerly side of the tracks 
now laid down upon said Washington Street, and used by 
said Company. The said turnout is to commence to leave 
the outer rail of the westerly track opposite the corner-stone 
of the sidewalk on the southerly side of Northampton Street, 
and connect with the outer rail of the westerly track ata 
point distant one hundred feet from the corner-stone on the 
nortthrly side of Camden Street. The said turnout to be 
not exceeding seventy feet in length on a straight line. The 
right to lay down this turnout is under the express proviso that 
said Metropolitan Railroad Company agree to comply with 
the conditions contained in the order of a location passed by 
the Board of Aldermen, August 6, 1855, in relation to keep- 
ing in good order the portion of the street lying between the 
rails, and that portion of the street lying outside of the rails 
and adjacent thereto, and extending one foot and a half from 
and outside the outer rail of the said turnout; also, that the 
whole work of laying down said turnout be done under the 
direction and to the satisfaction of the Superintendent of 
Streets; and to be completed on or before the 1st of May, 
1859. Also, under the further provision that the said Metro- 
politan Railroad Company shall start a car from the said 
turnout on Washington Street, between Northampton and 
Camden streets; and also from the terminus on Tremont 
Street, near the Tremont House, as follows : — 


From April to November, — each day. 
Every 10 minutes from 64 o’clock, 4. M. to 7 A. M.

The first time of starting, as above provided, to be from 
the turnout on Washington Street, near Northampton Street. 
And that said Metropolitan Railroad Company shall sell 
Twenty-Five (25) tickets for one dollar, which tickets shall 
be good for a passage in the cars running from the terminus 
on Tremont Street, near the Tremont House, to and from the 
turnout on Washington Street between Northampton and 
Camden streets; also in the Tremont Street line of cars to 
and from Camden Street, and the terminus on Tremont 
Street, near the Tremont House; also, under the further pro- 
vision that whenever the said Metropolitan Railroad Company 
shall refuse to sell Twenty-Five tickets (25) for one dollar, 
to be used as above described, the Board of Aldermen may 
order the Metropolitan Railroad Company to take up the 
turnout granted by this order, and put the street in complete 
repair. If said Metropolitan Railroad Company shall refuse 
to comply with said order, then the Superintendent of Streets 
is directed to cause the same to be removed at the expense 
of said Metropolitan Railroad Company. 

The acceptance of this order of location of this turnout by 
said Metropolitan Railroad Company, shall be filed in writing 


with the City Clerk before the turnout shall have been laid 
down.

CAMBRIDGE RAILROAD. 


Commencing at the intersection of the West Boston Bridge 
with Cambridge Street, thence with a double track through 
Cambridge Street from the bridge to Chambers Street [thence 
with a single track through Chambers Street to Green Street and 
Green Street to Bowdoin Square],* across Bowdoin Square to 
Cambridge Street, thence down Cambridge Street to Chambers 
Street, with suitable turnouts in Bowdoin Square. 

In the streets where the double track is laid, the outer rail 
of each track shall be not less than nine feet six inches distant 
from the curb-stone; and where a single track is laid, the 
outer rail shall be not less than twelve feet and three inches 
from the opposite curbstone, excepting the necessary curves 
at the corners of the street. 

The gauge of the tracks shall be four feet eight and a half 
inches in width; the rails of the same size and pattern as 
those now in use on the Third Avenue Railroad, in New York 
city. The method of construction to be similar to that 
adopted on the railroads in the city of New York, and the 
whole work to be done subject to the directions and to the 
Satisfaction of the Board of Mayor and Aldermen and the 
Superintendent of Streets. [Passed Dec. 4, 1854.]

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Second Location. 


In addition to the rights heretofore granted to the Cam- 
bridge Railroad Company to lay down tracks in the streets 
of the City of Boston, the said Cambridge Railroad Company 
shall have the right to lay down a single track in the centre 
of Leveret Street from Cragie’s Bridge, so called, to Minot 
Street; a single track in the centre of Minot Street from 
Leveret Street to Lowell Street; a single track in the centre 
of Brighton Street from Leveret Street to Lowell Street; 
two tracks in the centre of Lowell Street; [two tracks across 
Causeway Street from Lowell Street to Merrimac Street; two 
tracks in the centre of Merrimac Street from Causeway Street to 
Chardon Street;]* a single track in the centre of Chardon 
Street to the northerly corner of Hawkins Street, with a 
turnout in said Chardon Street not exceeding two hundred 
feet in length northerly of said northerly corner of Hawkins 
Street. 

Also, an additional track in Cambridge Street from Cham- 
bers Street to the southeasterly corner of corner of Ridge- 
way Lane, there to form a connection with the track now laid 
down upon said street.

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Also, under the further express proviso and condition, that all 
the cars now or which shall hereafter be run by the said Cam- — 
bridge Railroad Company, or the Union Railway Company, 
the lessees of said Cambridge Railroad Company, to and from 
the City of Boston and East Cambridge, together with the 
“North Avenue” and “ Porter’s Hotel” and West Cambridge 
Cars, including also all cars now or which shall hereafter be 
run through Cambridge Street, in Cambridge, to and from the 
City of Boston, shall be run to and from the City of Boston 
only over the tracks granted under the authority of this order 
of location in Leveret, Minot, Brighton, Lowell, Causeway, 
Merrimac, and Chardon streets, and not over the Hancock 
Free Bridge (formerly known as the West Boston Bridge), 
and through Cambridge Street in the City of Boston over the 
tracks granted under the authority of an order of location, — 
dated December 4, 1854.

In addition to the rights heretofore granted to the Cam- 
bridge Railroad Company to lay down tracks in several of 
the streets of the City of Boston, the said Cambridge Rail- 
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road Company shall have the right to lay down two tracks 
in the centre of Causeway Street from Lowell Street to Port- 
land Street; a single track in the centre of Portland Street 
from Causeway Street to Merrimac Street; a single track in 
the centre of Lancaster Street from Causeway Street to Mer- 
rimac Street; a single track in the centre of Merrimac Street 
from Lancaster Street to Chardon Street. 

The right to lay down these additional tracks is under the 
express proviso and condition, that the Board of Aldermen 
reserve the right to permit any other horse railroad company 
to run cars over the tracks located by authority of this order, 
for such compensation, to be paid to the Cambridge Railroad 
Company, and upon such terms and conditions as the Board 
of Aldermen for the time being shall determine and prescribe. 
Also, that the Board of Aldermen for the time being shall 
have the right at all times to regulate which way the cars 
shall pass over the tracks authorized to be located by the 
terms of this order and that of July 25, 1860.

Also, under the further express proviso and condition, that 
said Cambridge Railroad Company agree that the provisions 
and conditions contained in the order of location for the 
Cambridge Railroad of July 25, 1860, in relation to keeping 
at all times the whole of the roadway or cartway in complete 
repair and the repaving of it, the running of the cars from 
certain parts of Cambridge, etc., the manner in which the

MIDDLESEX RAILROAD. 


Commencing at Warren Bridge, and running thence across 
Causeway Street to Beverly Street; thence upon and as near 
the centre of said Beverly Street as may be, to Charlestown 
Street, and upon the centre of said Charlestown Street, to a 
point where the northerly line of Haverhill Street, extended 
easterly, would intersect the line of said track; thence turn- 
ing back upon said Charlestown Street and upon the centre of 
said street to Causeway Street; thence upon said street and 
in the centre of the same to Charles River Bridge, — the 
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same to be with a single track only, except upon that portion » 
of Charlestown Street between Beverly Street and Hay- 
market Square: the gauge of said track not to exceed four 
feet and eleven inches; the rails to be of the same size and 
pattern as are used on the Third Avenue Railroad in the city 
of New York; the method of construction to be similar to 
that on the railroads in the city of New York, the work to 
be done to the satisfaction of the Superintendent of Streets 
and of the Committee on Paving. [Passed Sept. 18, 1855.] 

By an order passed September 27, 1856, the Middlesex 
Railroad Company were authorized to lay down the “ Dor- 
chester Avenue Rail,’”’ instead of the rail mentioned in, the 
order above. 


Second Location. 


Commencing at the termination of the track, as already 
located and laid down in Charlestown Street, and running 
there with a double track across Haymarket Square, between 
the Boston and Maine Railroad depot and the “Fountain 
Enclosed,” to a point on the line with the edge-stone on 
the northerly side of Merrimac Street, there to terminate. 
The distance between the edge-stone and the outer rail on 
each side shall not be less than nine feet, except at the 
* Fountain Enclosed.” 

The exact location of the two tracks shall be approved by 
the Committee on Paving and the Superintendent of Streets, 
to whose satisfaction the whole work of laying down the 
tracks shall be done.

the right to lay down a single track from its present terminus 


in Haymarket Square across Merrimac to Sudbury Street, 
and in Sudbury Street from Merrimac Street to Court Street; 
in Court Street from Sudbury Street to Tremont Row; in 
Tremont Row to the open space lying southerly of Scollay’s 
Building, so called; thence, on the track of the Metropolitan 
Railroad, in the space southerly of Scollay’s Building, and in 
Cornhill; thence in Washington Street from Cornhill to Dock 
Square; in Dock Square to Union Street; in Union Street 
to Haymarket Square; in Haymarket Square to connect with 
the track already laid down in said Square nearly opposite 
Cross Street. 

The said single track to be laid down in the centre of the 
cartway or roadway of the streets above mentioned, with the 
exception of that in Tremont Row, which shall be laid down 
on the easterly side thereof. The right to lay down this ad- 
ditional track is under the express proviso and condition to the 
location, that said Middlesex Railroad Company shall, at all 
times after the rails are laid down, keep in good order and 
complete repair the whole of the roadway or cartway of the 
streets in which the track is located by this order, at their 
Own expense, and to the satisfaction of the Superintendent of 
Streets; and whenever the Board of Aldermen shall from 
time to time determine and order that any portion of the 
said streets, through and in which the track is located by the 
terms and under authority of this order, shall be repaved 
with what they shall deem to be the best of stone material, 
the whole expense thereof shall be paid by the said Middle- 
sex Railroad Company, — the work to be done by the Super- 
intendent of Streets, under the authority of the Board of 
Aldermen. 
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Also, under the further express proviso and condition, that 
the said Middlesex Railroad Company shall — whenever the 
City of Boston shall have caused to be widened Union Street, 
on the westerly side between Friend Street and Marsh Lane, 
and Sudbury Street, between Hawkins Street and Alden 
Street, and all obstructions removed from the line of widen- 
ing —pay into the City Treasury the sum of Ten Thousand 
Dollars, on their acceptance of this location as a contribution 
towards said widening and the removal of the buildings pro- 
jecting over the line of widening; such widening to be made 
and said buildings to be removed at such time or times here- 
after as the Board of Aldermen shall determine. | 

Also, under the further express proviso and condition, that the 
whole work of laying down the track, granted by this order, 
shall be done under the direction, and to the satisfaction 
of the Committee on Paving and the Superintendent of 
Streets. 

The form of rail shall be satisfactory to the Committee 
on Paving and the Superintendent of Streets, and shall be 
approved by them. 

Also, under the further express proviso and condition, that 
the said Middlesex Railroad Company shall accept this order 
of location, and agree to its several provisions and con- 
ditions within ten days of the date of its passage, otherwise 
it shall be null and void. 

Also, under the further express proviso and condition, that the 
Board of Aldermen reserve the right to permit the Suffolk 
Railroad Company, and any other Horse Railroad Company, 
to run cars over the track so located by authority of this 
order.

Middlesex Railroad Company shall run no omnibuses within 
the limits of this city. 

It is further provided, that in laying down the rails, granite 
blocks of such size as the Superintendent of Streets shall 
direct, shall be laid down inside and outside of each rail.

DORCHESTER AVENUE RAILROAD. 


Commencing on Dorchester Avenue, at the dividing line 
between the town of Dorchester and the City of Boston, 
and running upon or near the centre of said avenue to the 
North Free Bridge, thence upon and over the centre of said 
bridge to Sea Street, thence upon or over the centre of Sea 
Street to Broad Street, thence upon or near the centre of 
Broad Street to a point near the junction of Broad Street and 
State Street; said track to be a single one throughout said 
route, with two turnouts, one on Broad Street near the foot 
of Summer Street, and one on Dorchester Avenue; said turn- 
outs not to exceed 100 feet each in length. 

The gauge of said track not to exceed more than four 
feet and eleven inches in width;— the rails to be of the 
same size and pattern as are used on the third Avenue Rail- 
road in the city of New York;—the method of construc- 
tion to be similar to that adopted on the railroads in New 
York;— the work to be done to the satisfaction of the 
Superintendent of Streets and the Committee on Bridges. 
[Passed Dec. 30, 1854.] 

By an order passed August 19, 1856, the Dorchester Avenue 
Railroad Company were authorized to construct two additional 
turnouts, or side tracks, not more than one hundred and 
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twenty-five feet each in length, one at the end of their road 
in Broad Street , and the other in Dorchester Avenue in South 
Boston, near Washington Village, and seven hundred feet 
north of Dexter Street. 

By an order passed August 19, 1856, the Dorchester 
Avenue Railroad Company were authorized to lay their 
track in Dorchester Avenue, south of Foundry Street, at a 
distance from the centre of the street to the centre of the track, 
not exceeding four feet. 

By an order passed August 8, 1857, the Dorchester Avenue 
Railroad Company were authorized to construct a turnout in 
Dorchester Avenue, opposite the car-house. 


Second Location. 


The Dorchester Railway Company is authorized to con- 
struct and maintain a turnout, not exceeding 175 feet in 
length, at such a point on Broad Street, between Pearl and 
State Streets, as the Committee on Paving and the Superin- 
tendent of Streets shall decide. 

The turnout is granted under the proviso and condition that 
granite blocks, of such size as the Superintendent of Streets 
shall direct, shall be laid inside and outside of the rails, and 
that the whole roadway or cartway of the street, in length 
occupied by the said turnout, shall be kept in good order and 
complete repair by said Dorchester Railway Company. 

And it is further ordered that the said Dorchester Railway 
Company, in addition to the location already granted, is here- 
by authorized to locate and construct a single track, from 
their present track in Dorchester Avenue, over Dorchester 
Street (formerly Boston Street) to the dividing line between 
the City of Boston and the Town of Dorchester. And this 
additional location is granted under the express proviso and 
condition to the location, that the said Dorchester Railway 
Company shall pay the cost of filling up the portion of the 
said Dorchester Street, occupied by their track, which will be 
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required to bring said street to the grade which has been 
adopted. Further, that the track shall be laid in such portion 
of the street as the Committee on Paving and the Superin- 
tendent of Streets shall determine, and that the form of rail 
shall also be determined and approved by them. 

And further, that the mode and manner of keeping in 
repair the space within the said track, and two feet outside 
of each rail, shall be decided upon by the Committee on 
Paving and the Superintendent of Streets. 

And under the further express proviso and condition to this 
location, that the said Dorchester Railway Company, or its 
lessees, shall not run any omnibuses within the limits of 
this city. 

And under the further express proviso and condition to this 
location that the work of laying down the turnout and the 
track granted under the authority of this order shall not 
be commenced before the first day of April, 1860. Also, 
that the said Dorchester Railway Company shall accept this 
order of location and agree to its several provisions and 
conditions within ten days of the date of its passage, other- 
wise it shall be null and void. [Passed December 30, 1859. 
Accepted by Dorchester Railway Company, January 4, 1860.] 


Third Location. 


The Dorchester Railway Company shall have the right to 
lay down an additional track in Dorchester A:cnue, from 
Dorchester Street to Broadway, there to connect with the 
track of the Broadway Railroad Company now laid down in 
said avenue. 

The right to lay down this additional track is under the express 
proviso and condition, that the track now down in said avenue 
shall be so changed, that when the two tracks are laid down 
they shall occupy such portions of the roadway as the Com- 
mittee on Paving and the Superintendent of Streets shall 
determine. 
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Also, under the further express proviso and condition, that 
when the track now down in said avenue is changed, and the 
new track (authorized by this order of location) is laid down, 
granite blocks, of such size as the Superintendent of Streets 
shall direct, shall be placed on the outside and inside of each 
rail, and the roadway between the bridge over the track 
of the Boston and New York Central Railroad and Dorches- 
ter Street shall be paved inside of all the rails, and at least, 
three fect outside of the outer rail on either side, in addition 
to the granite blocks, with round or cobble stones. 

Also, under the further express prcviso and condition, that 
whenever the Board of Aldermen shall determine and order 
that the whole of said cartway or roadway lying between 
the bridge over the Boston and New York Central Railroad 
and Dorchester Street to be paved with stone material, said 
Dorchester Railway Company shall do the same at their ex- 
pense, to the satisfaction of the Superintendent of Streets, 
and under his direction, who shall act under the authority of the 
Board of Aldermen in causing said Dorchester Railway Com- 
pany to pave the said roadway. 

Also, under the further express proviso and condition, that 
said Dorchester Railway Company shall, after the rails 
are laid down, keep in good order and complete repair the 
whole of the cartway or roadway which is paved, also that 
portion that is unpaved, and lying between the bridge over 
the Boston and New York and Central Railroad and Dorches- 
ter Street which vehicles pass over, —that is to say, the 
gravelled surface outside of either outside rail. 

Also, under the further express proviso and condition, that when- 
ever the Board of Aldermen shall from time to time deter- 
mine and order that any portion of said Dorchester Avenue, 
through and in which the additional track is located by the 
terms and under the authority of this order, shall be repaved 
with what they shall deem to be the best of stone material ; 
the whole expense of such paving shall be paid by the said 
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Dorchester Railroad Company, the work to be done by the 
Superintendent of Streets, under the authority of the Board 
of Aldermen. 

Also, under the further express proviso and condition, that the 
whole work of laying down the track granted under authority 
of this order, shall be done under the direction, and to the 
satisfaction, of the Committee on Paving and Superintendent 
of Streets, and that the form of rail shall be satisfactory to 
them and receive their approval. 

Also, under the further express proviso and condition, that the 
said Dorchester Railway Company shall accept this order of 
location, and agree to its several provisions and conditions, 
within fifteen days after the date of its passage, and file said 
acceptance and agreement in writing with the City Clerk, 
otherwise it shall be null and void.

MOUNT WASHINGTON AVENUE RAILROAD.* 


Commencing with a single track at the Worcester Rail- 
road Freight Depot, on the southerly side of Kneeland Street, 
thence continuing on the said southerly side of Kneeland 
Street to Sea Street, thence across Sea Street, thence upon 
and over said avenue with a double track to the foot of I 
Street, South Boston. 

The gauge of said track to be four feet eight and one half 
inches, and where a single track is laid the outer rail shail 
not be less than twelve feet and three inches from the 
Opposite curb-stone; the rails shall be of the same size and 
pattern as those used on the Third Avenue Railroad, in New 
York; the method of construction to be similar to that 
adopted on the railroads in New York; and the work to be 
done to the satisfaction of the Superintendent of Streets. 

And provided, also, that, at any time after the expiration of

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one year from the opening for use of said railroad, the tracks 
of said road may be removed by the Board of Aldermen of 
said city, if, in their opinion, the public convenience shall 
require it. [Passed Dec. 30, 1854.] 


BROADWAY RAILROAD. 


The tracks of the Broadway Railroad are located as fol- 
lows; but on the express condition to the location, that said 
railroad company shall at all times, after the rails are laid 
down, keep in good order and complete repair, at their own 
expense, that portion of all the streets through which the said 
rails are or may be laid, lying between the rails, and also 
that portion of the street lying outside of the rails and adja- 
cent thereto, extending one foot and a half from and outside 
of each rail throughout the whole length of said railroad, in 
the streets of the City of Boston. 

The repairing to be done at all times to the satisfaction of 
the Superintendent of Streets. 

One track in the centre of Fourth Street, from the junction 
of Fourth Street with P Street to K Street. 

One track in the centre of K Street, from Fourth Street to 
Broadway. 

Two tracks in the centre of Broadway, from K Street to 
the track of the Dorchester Avenue Railroad, in Dorchester 
Avenue. 

One track in Dorchester Avenue, from Broadway to the 
Federal Street Bridge, alongside of the track of the Dorches- 
ter Avenue Railroad. 

A turnout in Federal Street, to connect with the track of 
the Dorchester Avenue Railroad, commencing at the south- 


erly side of Lehigh Street, so called, and terminating a distance 
of one hundred feet therefrom. | 
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One track in the centre of Kneeland Street, from Federal 
Street to South Street. 

One track in the centre of South Street, from Knee- 
land Street to Summer Street. 

One track in Summer Street, from South Street to the track 
of the Dorchester Avenue Railroad, in Federal Street. 

One track in the centre of Summer Street, from South 
Street to a point terminating at a distance of thirty feet from 
the edge-stone in front of the New South Church, with a suit- 
able turnout not exceeding one hundred feet in length con- 
nected therewith, and extending to the same distance from 
the said edge-stone of the New South Church ;—which turnout 
shall be located in such position as the Committee on Paving 
and the Superintendent of Streets shall direct. 

The stations to be as follows:—One at the junction of 
Broadway and Dorchester Street; one at the stable in Broad- 
way, between H and I streets; one at the junction of P and 
Fourth Streets, with a suitable turnout at each station. The 
length of the turnouts at the respective stations to be deter- 
mined by the Committee on Paving and the Superintendent 
of Streets, but in no instance to exceed two hundred feet in 
length. 

The location of the turnout above specified in Federal 
Street, between the Federal Street Bridge and Kneeland 
Street, is granted upon the express condition that it shall not 
be laid down until the assent is given in writing by the Dor- 
chester Avenue Railroad Company, and said assent filed with 
the City Clerk, that the track of the said Dorchester Avenue 
Railroad in Federal Street shall be so changed as that, when 
the additional track for the turnout of the Broadway Railroad 
Company shall have been laid down in said Federal Street, 
the two tracks of the two companies shall occupy the centre 
of said street, and the distance from the outer rail of each 


track to the edge-stone of the sidewalk shall not be less than 
nine feet. 
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The location of the tracks, as above described, is granted 
with the further express condition that the whole work of 
laying down the said tracks shall be done under the direction 
and to the satisfaction of the Superintendent of Streets. 

The form of rail to be used to be satisfactory to the Com- 
mittee on Paving and the Superintendent of Streets, and to 
be approved by them. 

The location of the tracks, as above described, in Kneeland, 
South, and Summer streets, is granted with the further express 
condition that the said*track shall not be used by any other 
horse railroad corporation without an express vote of the 
Board of Aldermen. [Passed March 24, 1858.] 

By an order passed August 3, 1858, leave was granted to 
the Broadway Railroad Company to connect their track with 
the track of the Dorchester Avenue Railroad on Federal Street, 
by laying near the foot of Summer Street two tracks, one cury- 
ing to the right and the other curving to the left, of such 
length, and laid in such manner, as the Superintendent of 
Streets shall direct. 

By an order passed Noy. 22, 1859, leave was granted to 
the Broadway Railroad Company to construct a ¢wrnout on 
Fourth Street, near M Street. 


Second Location. 


In addition to the location already granted to the Broad- 
way Railroad Company to lay down tracks in several of the — 
streets of the City of Boston, the said company shall have the 
right to lay down a single and independent track across the 
Federal Street Bridge; thence in Federal Street to Kneeland 
Street, there to connect with the present track of said Broad- 
way Railroad Company; in Beach Street from Federal Street 
to Harrison Avenue; in Harrison Avenue from Beach to 
Essex Street; in Essex Street from Harrison Avenue to 
Washington Street, there to connect with the track of the 
Metropolitan Railroad Company. Permission is hereby 
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granted to said Broadway Railroad Company to run cars 
over the track of the Metropolitan Railroad in Tremont 
Street from West Street to the space in front of Scollay’s 
Building, thence to Cornhill; in Cornhill and in Washington 
Street from Cornhill to Essex Street, with the right to con- 
nect with the Dorchester Railway Company’s track in Federal 
Street at Beach Street. 

The location of the single and independent track across the 
Federal Street Bridge, and in Federal Street from the said 
Bridge to Kneeland Street, is granted under the express proviso 
and condition to the location, that it shall not be laid down 
until the assent is given in writing by the Dorchester Railway 
Company, and said assent filed with the City Clerk, that the 
track of the said Dorchester Railway Company, now located 
in said part of Federal Street, shall be so changed that, when 
the two tracks are laid down, they shall occupy the centre of 
the cartway or roadway, so that the distance shall be the 
same from the outer rail of each track to the edge-stone of 
the sidewalk on either side. 

Also, under the further express proviso and condition, that 
said Broadway Railroad Company shall, after the rails are 
laid down, keep in good order and complete repair the whole 
of the roadway or cartway of the said Federal Street Bridge 
and Federal Street, and the streets in which an independent 
location is granted by this order (viz: Beach Street, Harrison 
Avenue, and Essex Street), at their own expense, and to the 
satisfaction of the Superintendent of Streets; and whenever 
the Board of Aldermen shall, from time to time, determine 
and order that any portion of the said streets through and in 
which the track is located, by the terms and under authority 
of this order, shall be repaved with what they shall deem to 
be the best of stone material; the whole expense of such 
paving shall be paid by the said Broadway Railroad Company ; 
the work to be done by the Superintendent of Streets, under 
the authority of the Board of Aldermen. 
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Also, under the further express proviso and condition, that, in 
the construction of the said track, granite blocks, of such 
size as the Superintendent of Streets shall direct, shall be 
laid down inside and outside of each rail. 

Also, under the further express proviso and condition, that the 
whole work of laying down the track granted by this order 
shall be done under the direction and to the satisfaction of — 
the Committee on Paving and Superintendent of Streets. 

Also, that the form of rail to be used shall be satisfactory 
to the Committee on Paving and the Superintendent of — 
Streets, and shall be approved by them. Also, that the work 
of laying down the tracks granted under the authority of this 
order shall not be commenced before the first day of April, 
1860. Also, that said Broadway Railroad Company shall 
run no omnibuses in the city proper. 

Also, under the further express proviso and condition, that 
the said Broadway Railroad Company shall accept this order 
of location, and agree to its several provisions and conditions, 
within twenty days of the date of its passage, otherwise it 
shall be null and void. 

Also, under the further express proviso and condition, that 
the compensation to be paid by the Broadway Railroad Com- 
pany to the Metropolitan Railroad Company, for running 
their cars over the track built by said Metropolitan Railroad 
Company, shall be such as the Board of Aldermen for the 
time being shall prescribe, if the two Corporations do not 
mutually agree upon the terms. 

The roadway or cartway mentioned in this order is to in- 
clude the whole space between the edge-stones supporting 
the sidewalks on either side. [Passed December 31, 1859. 
Accepted by Broadway Railroad Company, January 13, 1860.) 


SUFFOLK RAILROAD. 


The Suffolk Railroad Company shall have the right to lay 
down a single track in several streets of the City of Boston, 
as follows: Commencing at or near the People’s Ferry Com- 
pany slip; thence over the avenue leading to Commercial 
Street; thence northerly in said Commercial Street to 
Hanover Street; thence in Hanover Street to Court Street; 
thence on the track of the Middlesex Railroad Company in 
Court Street and Tremont Row, to the open space lying 
southerly of Scollay’s Building, so called; thence on the 
track of the Metropolitan Railroad Company in said 
Open space, and in Cornhill to Washington Street; thence 
on the track of said Middlesex Railroad Company in Wash- 
ington Street, also in Dock Square and in Union Street; 
thence from Union Street to North Street; thence in North 
Street to North Square; thence in North Square to Moon 
Street; thence in Moon Street to Fleet Street; thence 
easterly in said Fleet Street to Commercial Street; thence 
in said Commercial Street to the avenue leading to the 
People’s Ferry, with a right to lay down a track in Hastern 
Avenue, so called, to the East Boston Ferry Company’s slip; 
also with the right to lay down a branch track in so much of 
that part of Hanover Street lying east of Commercial Street 
to a point at or near the Chelsea Ferry Company’s slip, as 
is dedicated as a public street. The location hereby granted 
is with the express provision and condition that the rails shall 
be laid at such distances from the edge-stones in the afore- 
named streets as the Committee on Paving and Superin- 
tendent of Streets shall designate, and shall be approved by 
them. It is further ordered, that said Suffolk Railroad Com- 
pany shall have a right to lay down a single track in several 
of the streets of that part of the City of Boston called Hast 
Boston, viz: Commencing at or near the slip of the Hast 
Boston Ferry Company in Lewis Street; thence in said 
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Lewis Street to Maverick Square; thence in the southeast- 
erly side of said Square to Chelsea Street; thence in said 
Chelsea Street to Chelsea Street Bridge. Again commenc- 
ing with a single track at or near the People’s Ferry Com- 
pany slip; thence in the Avenue leading from said slip to 
Sumner Street; thence in said Sumner Street to Belmont 
Square. Again commencing on Maverick Square and uniting 
with the track on Sumner Street; thence in the northwest- 
erly side of said Square to Meridian Street; thence, with a 
double track, in said Meridian Street to the north end of Chel- 
sea New Bridge, so called, with the right to construct suitable 
turnouts on Belmont Square, Central Square, and Maverick 
Square. Also, with the right to lay down a single track in 
Saratoga Street, uniting with the tracks in Meridian Street. 
This location of the Suffolk Railroad is granted under the 
express proviso and condition that the said Suffolk Railroad 
Company shall, at all times after the rails are laid down, keep 
in good order and complete repair, at their own expense, that 
portion of all streets through which the said rails may be 
laid in that part of the City of Boston called East Boston, 
and the avenues leading from the People’s and East Boston 
Ferry Companies’ slips to Commercial Street, lying within 
the rails, and also that part of the street lying outside of the 
rails and adjacent thereto, extending one foot and a half 
from and outside of each rail. Also, that said Suffolk Rail- 
road Company shall at all times after the rails are laid down, 
keep m good order and complete repair the whole of the road- 
way or cartway of the streets in which the track is located 
by this order in the City proper, viz: in Hanover, North, 
Moon, and Fleet streets; also twenty-five feet of the road- 
way or cartway of Commercial Street and North Square, at 
their own expense, and to the satisfaction of the Superin- 
tendent of Streets: and whenever the Board of Aldermen 
shall from time to time determine and order, that any portion 
of the said streets through and in which the track is located 
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by the terms of and under the authority of this order, shall 
be repaved with what they shall deem to be the best of stone 


‘material, the whole expense thereof shall be paid by the said 


Suffolk Railroad Company; the work to be done by the 
Superintendent of Streets, under the authority of the Board 
of Aldermen. 

Also, under the further express proviso and condition, that 
the whole work of laying down the track granted by this 
order shall be done under the direction and to the satisfac- 
tion of the Superintendent of Streets. Also, that the form 
of rail to be laid down shall be satisfactory to the Committee 
on Paving and the Superintendent of Streets, and shall be 
approved by them. Also, that in laying down the rails 
granite blocks, of such size as the Superintendent of Streets 
shall direct, shall be laid down inside and outside of each 
rail. Also, that the work of laying down the track granted 
under authority of this order, shall not be commenced before 
the first of April, 1860. 

Also, under the further express proviso and condition, that 
the compensation to be paid by the said Suffolk Railroad 
Company to the Metropolitan Railroad Company and the 


' Middlesex Railroad Company, for running their cars over the 


tracks built by said Metropolitan and Middlesex Railroad 
Companies, shall be such as the Board of Aldermen for the 
time being shall prescribe, if the said corporations do not 
themselves mutually agree upon the terms. 

Also, under the further express proviso and condition, that the 
Board of Aldermen reserve the right to allow any other horse 
railroad company to run cars over the track, the location of 
which is granted by this order. 

Also, under the further express proviso and condition, that 
the said Suffolk Railroad Company shall accept this order of 
location, and agree to its several provisions and conditions 
within sixty days after its passage, otherwise it shall be null 
and void. 
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The roadway or cartway mentioned in this order is to 
include the whole space between the edge-stones supporting 
the sidewalks on either side of the streets. 

[Passed Dec. 31,1859. Accepted by the Suffolk R. R. Co. 
Jun. T, 1860.] 


Second Location. 


In addition to the right heretofore granted to the Suffolk 
Railroad Company to lay down tracks in several of the 
streets of the City of Boston, the said Company shall have 
the right to lay down a single track in Court Street from 
_ Hanover Street to a point westerly of the westerly corner of 
Brattle Street, there to connect with the track of the Middle- 
sex Railroad, said point of connection to be determined by 
the Committee on Paving and the Superintendent of Streets. 
Also in that part of the City called East Boston, a single 
track in Orleans Street from Sumner Street to Webster 
Street, in Webster Street from Orleans Street to its junction 
with Sumner Street. The right to lay down these additional 
tracks is granted under the same express conditions and pro- 
visions as contained in the order of location of the Suffolk 
Railroad Company passed Dee. 31, 1859. 

This order of location shall be null and void without the 
same is accepted by the said Suffolk Railroad Company within 
ten days of the date of its passage, and notice to that effect 
officially communicated in writing to the City Clerk. [Passed 
June 25, 1860. Accepted by Suffolk R. R. Co. June 26, 1860. } 


Third Location. 


In addition to the right heretofore eranted to the Suffolk 
Railroad Company to lay down tracks in several of the 
streets of the City of Boston, the said company shall have 
the further right to lay down single tracks with the necessary 
curves and turnouts, with permission to run their cars over 
the tracks of the Metropolitan, Middlesex, and Cambridge 
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railroads in certain streets as hereinafter provided, as fol- 
lows :— 

Commencing in Washington Street, at or near the corner 
of Boylston Street, with a curve track to connect the track of 
the Metropolitan Railroad, in Washington Street, with their 
tracks on Boylston Street; thence in Boylston and Tremont 
Streets, with permission to enter upon and use the tracks of 
the said Metropolitan Railroad in said streets to the open 
space southerly of Scollay’s Building. 

Again, commencing at the corner of Union and Hanover 
streets, there connecting the track of the Suffolk Railroad, now 
down on said Hanover Street, by a curve track with the track 
of the Middlesex Railroad in Union Street, thence upon the 
tracks of the said Middlesex Railroad in Union Street and 
Haymarket Square; thence across the Middlesex Railroad 
tracks by a single track to Haverhill Street; thence by a 
single track in the centre of Haverhill Strect to Causeway 
Street; thence westerly, by a single track in the centre of 
Causeway Street to Portland Street; thence in Portland 
Street upon the tracks of the Cambridge Railroad Company, 
so far as they now are or hereafter may be constructed by 
said Cambridge Railroad Company, and if not constructed by 
that Company, then upon a single track to be built by the 
said Suffolk Railroad Company; thence by a single track 
across Merrimac Street to Portland Street; thence by a 
single track in the centre of Portland Street to Sudbury 
Street, there to connect with the track of the Middlesex Rail- 
road; thence in Sudbury Street and Court Street, and in 
Tremont Row upon the tracks of the Middlesex Railroad to 
the open space in front of Scollay’s Building, thence in Corn- 
hill and in Washington Street on the tracks of the Metropoli- 
tan Railroad to Boylston Street. 

Again, commencing at the corner of North and Union 
Streets, there connecting the track of the said Suffolk Rail- 
road by a curve track with the track of the Middlesex Rail- 


road in Union Street, with the right to run cars over the same 
through Union Street to Hanover Street, thence across Hano- 
ver Street to the track of the Middlesex Railroad to Union 
Street. 

The right to lay down these additional tracks in Haverhill, 
Causeway, and Portland streets, is granted under the express 
proviso and condition that the said Suffolk Railroad Company 
shall make a correct return to the Board of Aldermen of the 
number of cars used upon the tracks of the said Suffolk Rail- 
road Company, and run and owned by them, and shall pay 
into the City Treasury for each successive six months ending 
with the months of December and June in each year, the sum 
of one dollar for each car run over the tracks of said Suffolk 
Railroad, within ten days from the day said return was due, 
provided, that said sum may be at any time increased, or 
decreased by the Board of Aldermen, whenever it may see 
fit; and provided further, that said Company shall acquire no 
right not otherwise granted to it by the payment of said sum. 

Also, under the further express proviso and condition, that the 
Board of Aldermen reserve the right to permit any other 
horse or strect railroad company to run cars over the new 
tracks, authorized to be constructed by authority of this 
order, and also to regulate the number of cars which may be 
run to and from the depots on Causeway Street by this or 
any other company, and it is expressly provided, that the 
Metropolitan Railroad Company may run such number of 
cars to and from the said depots over the track granted by 
authority of this order as the Board of Aldermen shall from 
time to time prescribe, not exceeding one half of the whole 
number; upon the express condition, however, and not otherwise, 
that the said Metropolitan Railroad Company shall give their 
assent in writing, which said assent shall be filed with the 
City Clerk, that the Suffolk Railroad Company may run their 
cars over the tracks of the said Metropolitan Railroad Com-

pany in Washington, Boylston, and Tremont streets, as pro- 
vided in this order.* 

Also, under the further express proviso and condition, that 
at the time of laying down of the tracks in Causeway Street, 
the portion of the said street through which the tracks are 
laid shall be wholly repaved with same material which now 
forms the pavement, now down on said street, by said Suffolk 
Railroad Company. 

Also, under the further express proviso and condition, that 
said Suffolk Railroad Company shall, at all times after the 
rails are laid down, keep in good order and complete repair, the 
whole of the roadway or cartway of that portion of the 
streets in which the tracks are located by this order, at their 
own expense, and to the satisfaction of the Superintendent of 
Streets; and whenever the Board of Aldermen shall, from 
time to time determine and order that any of that portion of 
the said streets through and in which the tracks are located, 
by the terms and under the authority of this order, shall be 
repaved with what they shall deem to be the best of stone 
material, the whole expense of such paving shall be paid by 
the said Suffolk Railroad Company, the work to be done by 
the Superintendent of Streets, under the authority of the 
Board of Aldermen. 

Also, under the further express proviso and condition, that the 
whole work of laying down the tracks granted under the 
authority of this order of location, shall be done under the 
direction and to the satisfaction of the Committee on Paving 
and the Superintendent of Streets, and that the form of rail 
shall be satisfactory to the Committee on Paving and the 
Superintendent of Streets, and shall be approved by them. 
Also, that the repaving of that portion of Causeway Street, 
specified in this order, shall be at such “crown” as the 
Superintendent of Streets shall determine, and the said work 
to be done under his supervision and direction. 

Also, under the further express proviso and condition, that in

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the construction of the said tracks, granite blocks of such 
dimensions as the Superintendent of Streets shall direct, shall 
be laid down inside and outside of each rail. | 

Also, under the further express proviso and condition, that the 
right to enter upon and run cars over the tracks of the 
Metropolitan, Middlesex, and Cambridge Railroad Companies 
under authority of this order, shall be upon the condition that 
said Suffolk Railroad Company shall pay to said Metropolitan, 
Middlesex, and Cambridge Railroad companies such compen- 
sation for the use of their several tracks as may be agreed 
upon by the respective companies, and in case of disagree- 
ment, the compensation to be thus paid shall be determined 
by the Board of Aldermen for the time being. 

Also, under the further express proviso and condition, that 
said Suffolk Railroad Company shall run no cars over the 
tracks of the Metropolitan Railroad Company in Boylston or 
Tremont streets, to wit, in Boylston Street from Washington 
to Tremont Street,—in Tremont Street from Boylston to 
Bromfield Street without the assent of said Metropolitan 
Railroad Company. 

Also, under the further express proviso and condition, that 
the single tracks authorized to be located by authority of 
this order, shall be laid down on or before June 1, 1861, 
otherwise the right so granted shall cease and be of no 
effect. 

Also, under the further express proviso and condition, to the 
location granted under the authority of this order, that said 
Suffolk Railroad Company shall accept this said order of 
location and agree to comply with its several provisions and 
conditions in writing within twenty days of the date of its 
passage, and file said acceptance and agreement with the City 
Clerk, otherwise it shall be null and void. The roadway or 
cartway mentioned in this order, is to include the whole space 
between the edge-stones supporting the sidewalks on both 
sides of the street. » [Passed Jan. 5, 1861. Accepted by Suf- 
folk Feailroad Company, Jan. 12, 1861.)

PRELIMINARY REMARKS. 


MAYORS. 


The asterisk denotes the deceased. 

The Junior of Theodore Lyman omitted in 1839. 

The election of Mayor for 1845 was more warmly con- 
tested than in any former year. There were not less than 
eight several ballotings by the citizens. At the eighth trial, 
on the twenty-first of February, Thomas A. Davis was 
elected. 

In the mean time, from January to February 27, 1845, 
William Parker, one of the Aldermen, having been elected 
Chairman of the Board of Aldermen, performed the duties 
of Mayor. | 

On the sixth of October, Thomas A. Davis being in 
declining health, resigned the office of Mayor, which resig- 
nation, however, was not accepted by the City Council; and 
on the twenty-second of November he died, being the first 
Mayor who has died in office since the organization of the 
City Government in 1822. 

On the eleventh of December, Josiah Quincy, Jr. was 
elected Mayor by the City Council, for the unexpired term 
of 1845. 

Benson Leavitt, one of the Board of Aldermen, acted as 
Chairman of the Board in the interval between the death of 
Mr. Davis and the election of Mr. Quincy. 

In 1851, Benjamin Seaver, having already been elected an 
Alderman of the city for 1852, was afterwards chosen Mayor 
for said year. 

At the commencement of the ensuing municipal year, 
1852, he resigned as an Alderman, and accepted the office 
of Mayor.

The election of Mayor for 1854 was continued through 
three ballotings, from December 12, 1853, to January 9, 1854. 
In the mean time, the duties of Mayor were performed by 
Benjamin L. Allen, Chairman of the Board of Aldermen. j 


ALDERMEN. 

Nathaniel P. Russell, Daniel Baxter, Joseph H. Dorr, re- 
elected; and Thomas B. Wales and Redford Webster, elected 
1825, declined. 

George Blake, re-elected for 1826, declined. 

John Stevens, elected for 1832, died prior to the or- 
ganization. 

James Savage, elected for 1834, declined. 

In 1845, William Parker resigned. 

In 1848, George E. Head resigned, and was afterwards 
chosen one of the principal Assessors. 

In 1853, Lyman Perry, Esq., who had been duly elected an 
Alderman, died before his qualification. 

In 1856, Levi B. Meriam, Esq. died while in office. 

In 1858, Rufus B. Bradford resigned, and was afterwards 
appointed Measurer of Grain. 

In 1859, Timothy A. Sumner, Esq. resigned on account of 
illness, and soon afterwards died. 

At the municipal election in 1852, nine Aldermen had a 
majority of ballots; but in accordance with the statute, 
the eight who had the highest number of votes were de- 
clared elected. 

The Municipal Government for 1855 was the first one that 
was organized under the new or revised City Charter, which 
provided for the annual election of twelve Aldermen.

William Bowes Bradford, Ward 3, elected 1822, did not 
qualify himself, declining to be sworn. there being then no 
provision for affirmation, except for Quakers. 


Lucius Manlius Sargent, Ward 6, elected for 1827, 
declined. 
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Henry D. Gray and Isaac Harris, Ward 1; Eleazer 
Howard, Ward 2, and Joseph H. Thayer, Ward 9, elected 
for 1828; also, Holmes Hinckley, Ward 11, for 1845, de- 
clined prior to the organization. 

Samuel Thaxter, Ward 6, elected for 1830, declined. 

William Foster, Ward 6, elected for 1831, declined. 

John Boles, Ward 3, re-elected for 1838, declined. 

The Junior of George Morey, omitted 1829. 

Asa Adams, Ward 3, took the intermediate name of Perry, 
1830. 

The Junior of Joshua Seaver, Ward 6, omitted 1833. 

The Junior of Henry Fowle, Ward 2, omitted 1837. 

The Junior of Francis Brinley, Ward 10, omitted 1838. 

The Junior of Ezra Lincoln omitted 1851. 

Kizra Forristall, Ward 6, resigned in May, 1853, and was 
elected Superintendent of Health. 

Daniel J. Coburn, Ward 5, resigned in April, 1855, and 
was thereafter appointed Chief of Police. 

There have been seven successfully contested elections. 

The first, February 22, 1830, vacated the seat of a mem- 
ber from Ward 6, on the ground that “closing the poll 
before the hour at which the voters were notified it would be 
closed, was a violation of the rights of the voters.” 

The second, May 7, 1835, vacated the seats of the members 
of Ward 3, who were returned as having been elected at an 
adjourned meeting, December 11, 1834, on the ground of 
irregular proceeding, to render the whole number of votes 
certain by taking the highest number of votes for candidates 
on each opposing ticket; adjournment of the meeting by the 
sole authority of the Warden, and other irregularities, at the 
annual election, December 8. 

The third case, March 7, 1839, vacated the seats of three 
members of Ward 12, on the ground that a number of illegal 
voters, sufficient to affect the choice, voted at the polls. 

The fourth, February 9, 1843, vacated the seats of three 
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members from Ward 1, returned as elected at the adjourned 
meeting, December 14, on the ground that four votes for non- 
resident candidates (after having been first thrown out by 
the ward officers)* were counted at the annual election, 
December 12, thereby preventing the choice of two other 
candidates, who, by excluding the said four votes, were 
by the decision of the Council declared elected, leaving one 
vacancy. 

The fifth, February 27, 1851, vacated the seats of two 
members from Ward 3, on the ground that they were chosen 
at an adjourned meeting, which was illegally held. At the 
subsequent trial the same members were again returned to 
the Common Council. 

The sixth, January 20, 1853, vacated the seats of three 
members from Ward 3, on the ground that they were chosen 
at an adjourned meeting, which was illegally held. 

The seventh, in accordance with the Report of the Commiitee 
on Elections, vacated the seats of three members from Ward 
11, on the ground that the Mayor and Aldermen had no right 
to issue warrants for election of members of the Common 
Council, after the annual election, and before the organiza- 
tion of the Government elect. But inasmuch as the elections 
in question were conducted bona fide and no other informality 
was apparent, and as this custom of supplementary elections 
had been in vogue for twenty years, the members thus elected 
were by the votes of the Common Council declared entitled 
to their seats. The passage of the Plurality Law of 1854 
will remedy most of these cases for the future.

In compliance with the provisions of the fifth section 
of the Ordinance concerning Streets, the Superinten- 
dent of Streets has the honor to submit to the City 
Council his annual report of the expenditures of the 
Paving Department, during the year 1860, which 
period embraces a part of each of the financial years 
1859-60 and 1860-61,— the financial year of the 
City commencing May Ist of each year. 

The amount originally appropriated for the financial 
year 1860-61, was $195,000, to which there has since 
been added the sum of $10,000, for the repaving of 
North Street where it has been widened, making the 
total amount of the paving appropriation for the 
present financial year $205,000. 

The amount expended during the part of the finan- 
cial year 1859-60, from January 1 to May 1, 1860, was 
$20,249 11.

The amount of bills for constructing sidewalks, & 
(including bill against Metropolitan Railroad Co. of 
| $3,427 92, for paving on Washington Street), lodg ! 
with the City Treasury during the year 1860, for co 
lection, was $7,870 57. The amount paid into th P 
city treasury during the same period, and credited | 
having been paid in by the Paving Department, was 
$8,871 86. Of this amount, $5,271 26 was paid | 
during the present financial year since May 1, 1860. 

Having given in detail the operations of the Pavit 
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Department during the municipal year 1860, as pro- 
vided for by the annual appropriation, I proceed to 
allude to operations connected with the Department 
which have been carried on by special loans. 


RAISING THE GRADE OF DOVER AND TREMONT STREETS. 


In June last, in accordance with an agreement en- 
tered into with the abutters on Dover Street for the 
- settlement of all future claims which they might have 
on the City for damages, the work of raising the grade 

_ thereof was commenced under authority of an order of 
the Board of Aldermen, and the supervision of the 
Committee on Paving, the City Council having author- 
wed the borrowing of $100,000 for the purpose. The 
grade established by the Board of Aldermen as agreed 
upon with the abutters was to start from a point at the 
junction of Dover Street and Shawmut Avenue, in an 
ascending line to a point about 62 feet above the level 
of Tremont and Dover streets, at their junction, as it 
then was. The grade of Shawmut Avenue at Dover 
Street is now at 12 feet, and at the corner of Dover 
and Tremont streets, as it now is, at 16 feet above 
mean low-water mark. 

The agreement between the abutters on Dover 
Street and the City was, that the City should raise the 
grade of said street, and carry up the walls and foun- 
dations of the houses and outbuildings, and do all the 
mason work requisite to finish the same, the abutters 
agreeing to do all the carpenter’s work. 

It was also decided by the Board of Aldermen to 
raise the grade of Tremont Street at its junction with 
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Dover Street, extending to Milford Street southerly 
and to the Boston and Worcester Railroad Bridge 
northerly; and an agreement was likewise entered 
into between the abutters on said street, by which their 
houses and buildings were raised to the new grade — 
upon the same terms as those were on Doyer — 
Street. Tremont Street, under an order of the Board 
of Aldermen, the means having been provided by a 
special loan, was also widened to 80 feet between 
the Boston and Worcester Railroad Bridge and Dover 
Street. To accomplish this, a block of six brick 
houses at the foot of Dover Street, on the westerly 
side, was set back ten feet, and then raised 8 feet 9 
inches. 

Owing to a disagreement between a few of the 
abutters and the Committee on Paving, a block of 
twelve houses on Dover Street, between Shawmut 
Avenue and Emerald Street, on the northerly side, was 
not raised, and the whole improvement has not been 
carried out, but will require action on the part of the 
Board of Aldermen this year for its completion. The 
houses of the remaining abutters on Dover Street, and 
of those on Tremont Street, were successfully raised by 
Messrs. Brown & Blair, the well-known building-raisers 
and movers, with whom the Committee on Paving made 
the contract, and the filling in of the yards and the cellars 
under the buildings, and the grading of the streets com- 
pleted in the latter part of December. On Dover Street 
52 brick houses were raised from 2 feet 10 inches to 7 
feet 8 inches, — an average of 5 feet 2 inches. On Eme- 
rald Street, and on Shawmut Avenue, one brick house 
each, at the same average height. On Tremont Street, 
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13 brick houses were raised from 6 feet to 8 feet 9 inches, 
—an average of 7 feet 73 inches; and 19 wooden build- 
‘Ings raised from 4 feet to 8 feet,—an average of 6 
feet. In all, 67 brick houses were raised from 2 feet 10 
inches to 8 feet 9 inches; average per house, nearly 5 
feet 8inches. Total, 86 buildings of brick and wood, 
raised on both streets from 2 feet 10 inches to 8 feet 9 
inches; average per building, 5 feet 9 inches. After 
the Board of Aldermen had decided that the grade of 
both Dover Street and Tremont Street should be raised, 
the Cochituate Water Board determined and ordered 
that the two great main pipes, and the service pipe in 
Tremont Street, and the main pipe through which the 
supply for South Boston runs, and the service pipe in 
Dover Street, should all be raised. This was a great 
undertaking, and was accomplished with marked suc- 
cess, and with as little delay as could be expected, but 
necessarily caused delay in the fillmg. The main part 
of the fillmg was done after the Ist of November, and 
it was completed before the 25th of December. Both 
streets are now graded so as to receive the pavement. 
In Dover Street the edgestones were set. The number 
of cubic squares of gravel and earth filling, principally 
hill gravel, put into both streets and the cellars and 
yards, was 4,306, equal to 36,448 cubic yards. This 
whole work of raising the houses and the water pipes, 
and the filling in of the streets, &&, was accomplished 
in six months. 

In adjusting matters between the City and the abut- 
ters, the City purchased, through the power vested in 
the Committee on Paving, the houses Nos. 2, 8, 17, 53, 

and 63, Dover Street ; and through the Jomt Committee 
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on Paving and Streets, five of the six houses in f 
brick block on Tremont Street. The house No. 6 
Dover Street, was sold under authority of an order 6 
the City Council, the buyer to do the carpenter's work, | 
as if he had been original owner thereof. The other 
four houses on Dover Street have been finished, except 
some papering and painting, at the cost of the City. 
The interiors of the five houses on Tremont Street are 
now in the process of finish; and by the terms of the 
order of the Board of Aldermen, the houses on both streets 
are to be sold after the paving of the streets has been 
completed, which will be done the coming spring, as 
soon as the weather will allow. The rails of the Metro- 
politan Railroad Company were taken up from the 
portions of Dover and Tremont streets alluded to, and 
temporarily placed in Harrison Avenue, East Dover, 
and Essex streets; and, by the terms of an order of the 
last Board of Aldara to there remain until Moy 
1861, as a temporary location. 

To defray the cost of the Dover Street improvement 
a special loan of $100,000 was provided by the City 
Council. Of this amount there had been expended, up 
to January 1, 1861, $82,789 51; and bills amounting to 
$1,456 96, have been approved and allowed by the 
Committee on Paving of last year. Total expenditures 
$84,246 47. The paving of the street, and the raising 
of the block of twelve houses, will be required this year 
to complete this improvement. One house has been 
sold, and four remain to be sold of the five houses pur 
chased by the City. 

The filling in and paving of Tremont Street was 
provided for in the Annual Paving Appropriation, and 
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the amount expended for the filling, and the materials 

now on hand for paving, amount to $11,264 81. The 

settlement of the grade damages, and the widening of 

the said street, were provided for by special loans of 
$68,000; of which amount there had been expended, 
to January 1, 1861, $62,004 68, and orders of the 
Board of Aldermen, amounting to $1,075, remain un- 
paid. Total, $63,079 68. The bills for the carpenter’s 
work on the brick houses owned by the City will have 
| tg be met out of the balance of this appropriation. 


RAISING THE GRADE OF CHAPMAN STREET. 


The Board of Aldermen passed an order to complete 
the grading of Chapman Street, between Washington 
and Tremont streets, at a grade of 15 feet above mean 
low-water mark, in conformity with an agreement 
entered into between the abutters thereon and the City 
in 1852. This work was rendered necessary by the 
building of blocks of brick houses on both sides of 
Chapman Street, at its junction with Suffolk Street. 
- Three wooden and two brick houses were raised to the 
new grade, and the grading nearly completed from 
Washington to Middlesex Street. The grading of 
Chapman Street is in progress. 


WHAT WILL BE REQUIRED BY THE NEW GRADING. 


The new grading of Dover, Tremont, and Chapman 
streets, will involve the necessity, this year, of raising 
of all the houses on Middlesex, Emerald, Village, and 
Albion streets, between Dover and Chapman, and a 
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portion of those on Suffolk Street, on both sides 
Chapman Street, and the subject will undoubted 
receive the earliest attention of the Board of Alderm« 
of the present year, as it is one of much importance t 
a large number of citizens. | ; 


REPAVING OF WASHINGTON STREET. 


Washington Street has been repaved during the past 
season from Bedford Street to Dover Street, a distance — 
of 4,000 feet, with “Trap-rock blocks” from N@® 
folk Place to Dover Street. The repaving of that 
part of the roadway between Bedford and Boylston 
streets, was at the whole expense of the Metropolitar 
Railroad Company, under the location of a single track 
in said street, December 31,1859, and the cost 0 q 
all within the track and one and a half feet outside of 
the track on both sides, between Boylston Street ane 
Dover Street, has been assessed upon said Company 
for payment. This “'Trap-rock block” pavement vas 
thoroughly laid and with care, at a crown of three — 
inches, which required the lowering of the track of 
the Metropolitan Railroad. The track was lowered at 
the Company’s cost. N otwithstanding the evenness of 
surface of this pavement, and the small crown at which 
it is laid, vehicles are so driven that one wheel i 
guided by the rail and the other rolls over the same 
line, which will eventually cause a rut from the con- 
tinual steady wear in one place. . 


NEW IRON PAVEMENT. 


In the early part of December, by a vote of 
Committee on Paving, the Superintendent of Street: 
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was authorized to take up the granite block pavement 
on Congress Street between State Street and Congress 
Square, and allow the agent of a new iron pavement, 
Mr. A. 8. Mitchell, to lay down about two hundred 


| yards of “cellular iron pavement,” solely at the cost 
of the owners of the patent right, with the written 


agreement that it should remain down without said 


owners having any claim upon the City for its cost. 
The only cost to the City was that of removing the 


Granite blocks and filling up the road-bed with gravel 
to receive the pavement, and a lime and sand bed 
preparation. ‘The pavement consists of 14 inch square 
cast-iron blocks, 24 inches deep, of the formation of 
ribs and cells or vacant places, which were filled with 
gravel. The blocks were laid upon a bed of mixed 


lime and sand. The proprietors claim for the pave- 


ment that it is a perfect one, combining security of 
footing, smoothness of track, and durability. This 
piece of pavement has been laid down on one of the 
most travelled thoroughfares for all kinds of vehicles, 
and the coming year will give it a good test. 


HORSE RAILROADS. 


Last spring, under the locations granted by the 
Board of Aldermen of 1859, single railroad tracks were 
laid by the Metropolitan Railroad Company in Tremont 
Street, from Montgomery Place to Cornhill; in Cornhill; 


‘in Washington Street, from Cornhill to Boylston Street. 


By the Middlesex Railroad Company, in Sudbury 

Street ; in Court Street; in Tremont Row to Scollay’s 

Building ; in Washington Street, from Cornhill to Dock 

Square ; in Dock Square; in Union Street, from Dock 
3 
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Square to Haymarket Square. By the Suffolk Rail 
road Company, in Hanover Street; in Tremont Row; in 
North Street, from Union Street to North Square; in 
North Square; in Moon Street; in Fleet Street, from 
Moon Street to Commercial Street; in Commercial 
Street, from Fleet Street to the ferries and Hanover 
Street in the city proper; in Lewis, Sumner, Orleans, 
Webster, and Meridian streets, and Maverick Square, 
Kast Boston. These tracks were laid down upon the 
terms and conditions of the orders of location. 
Additional location was granted to the Cambridge 
Railroad Company last year, to lay down a single track 
in Leverett Street from Cragie’s Bridge to Minot Street; 
single tracks in Minot and Brighton streets, from 
Leverett to Lowell Street; double tracks in Lowell 
Street, and in Causeway Street from Lowell to Port 
land Street ; single tracks in Portland and Lancaster 
streets, from Causeway to Merrimac Street; a single 
track in Merrimac Street, from Lancaster to Chardon 
streets; a single track in Chardon Street, from Mer 
rimac Street to Hawkins Street. Also another track 
in Cambridge Street, from Chambers Street to a point 
opposite Dr. Lowell’s Church. The tracks were laid 
down last fall in Leverett, Minot, Brighton, and Lowell 
streets, and those authorized in the remaining streets 
will be constructed this spring. This additional loca- 
tion was granted under the provisions of keeping the 
whole of the roadway in complete repair, and repaved, 
when ordered, and that a tax of $30 per car shall be 
paid for each car run over the new location. 
Additional location was granted to the Dorchester 
Railway Company, authorizing said Company to lay 
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“down another track in Dorchester Avenue, from Broad- 
way to Dorchester Street, and a portion of it was laid, 

“and the work on the balance will be finished the 
| coming spring. This Company laid down last spring, 

| under authority of a location granted in 1859, a single 

track of small T rail from Dorchester Avenue on Dor- 

| chester Street, to the dividing line between the city 

_and Dorchester. 

_ Additional locations were granted at the close of the 
official term of the last Board of Aldermen, to the 
Metropolitan and Suffolk Railroad Companies, which 
if accepted, the Suffolk Railroad Company will lay 
down single tracks the coming spring in Haverhill 
Street, from Haymarket Square to Causeway Street ; 
in Causeway Street, from Haverhill Street to Portland 
Street; in Portland Street, from Merrimac Street to 
Sudbury Street. These locations were granted, with 
the right to run over the tracks of other Horse Rail- 
road Corporations upon certain conditions, for the pur- 
pose of enabling the public to pass to and from the 
several depots and the north and south part of the 
city and East Boston, with greater facility. The 
Metropolitan Railroad Company are authorized to lay 
down permanently tracks in Harrison Avenue, Dover 
Street, and Essex Street, upon condition, among others, 
of allowing the Suffolk Railroad Company to run their 
cars over the tracks of the Metropolitan Railroad in 

Washington Street to Boylston Street; in Boylston 
Street and in Tremont Street, from Boylston Street to 
Cornhill, and pay a tax of $25 per year on each car 
run. 

A resolution was adopted by the last Board of Alder- 
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men that, in all future locations of Horse Railroad 
tracks, provision shall be made for the payment of a 
tax upon each car run by the company to which @ 
location is granted. : 

I recommend to the attention of the Board of Alder 
men the consideration of the rules and regulations 
adopted by the Board of Aldermen for the government 
of Horse Railroads, as said rules provide no alternative 
if said Horse Railroad Corporations do not comply 
with said rules. Several of the rules should be altered, 
to meet the new exigencies which have arisen since 
their adoption. 

The number of miles of Horse Railroad single tracks 
already laid down in the streets of the city is 15,45, 
and the number of miles authorized, but not yet con- 
structed, is 35,5. 

Annexed to this report is a schedule of the property 
belonging to the Paving Department.

Gentlemen: In compliance with section fifty-seven of 
an ordinance relating to health, I have the honor to 
submit this, my Annual Report of the expenses of the 
Health Department during the year 1860, and the 
financial year 1860 and 1861 to January 1, 1861.

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A detailed account of the expenditures and receipts 
of this Department having been given, I would most 
respectfully call your attention to the following sub- 
jects : — 

SEWERAGE. 

The filling of Commonwealth or Back Bay lands is 
at the present time seriously affecting the southern 
portion of our city. Recent complaints are made that 
estates in Fayette and Marion streets are troubled 
| with a back flow of water to such an excess that the 
basements and foundations are receiving great injury 
therefrom, and a nuisance is being created which calls 
for immediate relief; but it is not within the province 
of this Department to afford the relief so much to be 
desired, owing to the position of the land in that 
locality. | 

There also exists a nuisance of long standing at the 
extreme southerly portion of the city, and located 
south of Northampton, between Washington Street on 
the west, and Roxbury line on the east. The sewer on 
Plymouth Street, or a continuation of Harrison Avenue 
southerly, was constructed last year, but the peculiar 
nature of the soil has rendered the same useless, and, 
until this shall have been made a permanency, there 
appears no visible means by which this nuisance can 
be abated. 

On Harrison Avenue, some five or six hundred feet 
southerly from Dover Street, a new sewer is required. 
Estates have suffered severely from the solid obstruc- 
tions which developed themselves upon opening the 
same during the last season, and the labors of the 
Superintendent of Sewers have only afforded tempo- 
rary relief. 
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South and East Boston will require an extension of 
sewerage the present year. A large number of build 
ings have been constructed during the past year, and 
the abutters require that only which will make them 
exempt from the too frequent complaints which arise 
where sewers are not constructed. 

A large number of streets in both of the above 
locations are deemed nuisances by the abutters, from 
the fact that waste water is thrown into the street; 
and for the want of sidewalks, several lots of land 
have been complained of as nuisances, the same 
having been created by surface water and other 
causes. 

I would recommend this subject for early legislation 
by those to whom the same shall be committed. 


TENEMENT BUILDINGS. . 


This subject has been alluded to in my reports for 
several years past, but at this time I do not deem it 
necessary to add to what has already been said, but 
would refer you to City Document No. 77, the quar 
terly report of City Physician, and whose views upon 
this subject I fully indorse. 


NUISANCES, 


There has been served during the past year 370 
legal Notices by this Department, upon parties to abate 
nuisances existing upon their premises ; 75 Orders im 
structing me to abate the nuisances complained of 
passed the Board, and, of this number, 22 have been 
executed, and the bills sent to Treasurer for collection.

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SMALLPOX HOSPITAL. 


This building is located on grounds formerly occu- 
pied by the Agricultural Fair, and situated below New 


Albany Street, and south of Brookline Street. 47 


patients were received there by permits from the City 


Physician; of this number 5 died, and the amount 


received thus far for medical attendance, board, and 
nursing, from those who agreed to pay the City, is 
$380 13, and bills to a considerable amount not yet 
paid. The amount of bill rendered the U. 8. Govern- 
ment, and not yet paid, $706. Should this building 
be continued for the same purpose, it will be neces- 
sary to make some improvements, as the convalescent 
and those daily received are confined to the main hall. 


NEW STABLE, NORTH GROVE STREET. 


This building was completed and occupied by the 
City July 1, 1860. It has been provided with every 
convenience, and sufficient room, by the erection of 
out buildings, to accommodate the business of this 
Department. 


SOUTH CITY STABLE. 


In former reports this subject has been enlarged 
upon, and the importance of new buildings for stable 
and mechanical purposes conceded by all. The present 
structure is wholly unfit for the purposes intended ; 
its leaky condition, and the decayed state of the frame 
work and sills, have been a source of great damage to 
the feed and stock contained therein; extensive re- 
pairs will be required in the spring, and this without 
accomplishing the object so much to be desired. 
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NORTH CHARLES STREET NUISANCE. 


The work of filling in this territory, situated between 
North Grove Street and the sea-wall west of Charles 
Street Bridge, has rapidly progressed during the past 
year. In the year 1859, 15,119 loads were deposited 
on this territory, and during the year 1860, 48,635 
loads. In addition to the above number there has 
been purchased 14,717 loads, which was required in 
the construction of a dam, for the purpose of keeping 
the flat land flowed. The whole number of loads 
deposited, since the commencement of work, is 78,873, 
and 63,352 loads during the year 1860. All the ashes 
collected north of Newton Street are deposited on this 
territory, as per contract with the City. To complete 
this work will be required the time of about two years. 


PRISONERS, PAUPERS, AND THE SICK. 


Three vehicles are run at the expense of this De 
partment, for the following purposes: Transporting 
paupers to the several depots, conveying prisoners 
from the several station houses to City Lock-up, and 
to and from the Jail from Court House, and conveying 
the sick to such points as shall be directed by the 
Board of Directors of Public Institutions. From two 
of the above the County and Police Departments are 
charged with the transportation, at 25 cents per head; 
the third is a wagon for conveying the sick, for whieh 
no charge is made.

Dr. Wilson declined to 
take any part in the hearing; but certain legal voters of 
Ward Twelve, through their counsel, presented to the Com- 
mittee their memorial in remonstrance against the claim of 
the petitioner, and were permitted to be heard. Both parties 
produced evidence of the facts and circumstances on which 
they relied, and, after very full examination, the points in 
controversy were elaborately argued by their respective 
counsel. 

It appeared by inspection of the Records of the City Clerk, 
which were offered in evidence, that, in the official count of 
the votes thrown for Aldermen at the late municipal election, 
on the tenth of December last, there were — 


For Elisha T. Wilson - - - - 7,434 


For Joseph F. Paul - - . . - 6,793 
For John F. Paul - : - - - 922 
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And if, as claimed or pretended, the votes for John F. al i 
should have been counted for Joseph F. Paul, he would have 
had 1,715 votes, and been elected. No votes for John RB 
Paul were returned except from Ward Twelve, or South 
Boston, and Joseph F. Paul, although the regularly nominated 
candidate of the Douglas Democrats, the party having by far 
the largest preponderance in that ward, received there but 
82 votes, while the other candidates on that ticket received, 
upon the average, about as many as were cast for John F, 
Paul. The 82 votes returned as all that were given in the 
Ward for Joseph F. Paul, there is reason to believe, though 
it was not in evidence, were on what was called the Union or 
Bell and Everett Ticket. 

Joseph F. Paul is a resident of Ward Eleven, and has been 
for several years an active member of the City Council, in 
the other branch. He is well known throughout the city as a 
successful housewright. The number of the aldermen and 
wards being the same, though these officers are by law 
chosen on a general ticket, it has been the usage, by courtesy, 
of the several political parties into which our citizens, for 
the time being, may be divided, to place upon their lists an 
inhabitant of each ward, leaving the selection of the particu- 
Jar candidate to the several Ward Conventions. Joseph F. 
Paul being so selected in Ward Eleven, by the Douglas 
Democrats, was adopted by their Central Ward and County 
Committee as one of their candidates, and his name in all the 
other wards was duly printed on the ballots distributed by 
their party at the polls, on the day of the election, and he 
received about the same number of votes as others on their 
ticket, which was generally successful by a large majority. 

The result of the election, as regarded Mr. Paul, was 
received by the public with surprise, and a general conviction 
that there must have been some mistake. The returns from 
Ward Twelve sufficiently explained how it had occurred. No 
doubt could exist for a moment, in any candid mind, that the 
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name of John F. Paul, on the Douglas tickets, must have been 


so printed by mistake or fraud. There was no such citizen 
of Boston as John F. Paul. No such name was on the 
Voting List, or in the Directory, as belonging to an in- 


_habitant of this city. There resided in Roxbury a per- 


son of that name, a baker, who, seven years ago, was a 
resident in this city, on Camden Street, but there was no 
reasonable ground for the belief that the voters of South 
Boston wished or intended to elect him a member of this 
Board, or indeed knew of his existence. There was also 
found in the Directory the name of J. Fletcher Paul, engaged 
in business on Pearl Strect, but residing, also, at Roxbury. It 
was out of all probability that he should have been the per- 
son for whom, as the citizen of Ward Eleven to be chosen 
Alderman, any considerable number of the inhabitants of 
Ward Twelve could have given their votes. 
The discussions in the newspapers and conversations 
among the citizens immediately after the election, satisfied 
the Warden and Clerk that there must have been an error 
in their count. The votes had been taken the evening after 
the election from the ward-room to the house of the Clerk, 
and were there carefully kept by him, and the following 
Saturday, in the evening, in the presence of the Warden 
and Inspectors, again counted. They found 310 votes for 
Joseph F. Paul, which had been, in the confusion of the 
election day, counted for John F. Paul; and they accord- 
ingly made out an amended return, giving 392 votes to Joseph 
FP. Paul, which the City Clerk did not feel at liberty to 
receive, as the law directs all such returns to be made within 
two days after the election, and duly sworn to, neither of 
which requirements had been complied with. Among the 
ballots thrown in Ward Twelve were the following: two 
Douglas Democratic tickets, printed from the same type, 
with a slight difference as to the heading, on which was the 
name of John F. Paul; the Regular Democratic Ticket, with 
that of Joseph F. Paul; the Horse Railroad Ticket, with 
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the same; the Union Ticket, with the same; and the “No | 
Railroad Monopoly” Ticket, with the name of J. F. Paul, 
The votes for J. I. Paul were about twenty-five in number, | 
and were counted for John F. Paul. The Douglas ticket was 
about straight for John F. Paul, it appearing in evidence that | 
very few had been scratched or altered. About three hun | 
dred was the number of Union tickets thrown. 

The next evidence presented was that of Joseph W. 
Howard, who was chairman of the Douglas meeting that 
made the ward nominations, and who had the charge of print- 
ing their ticket. He testified that he informed the printer 
he wished the Wightman ticket, and cut the list of candi- 
dates out from the Post. He directed that for the name of 
William Parkman, on that list, for Ward Eleven, that of Mr. 
Paul should be substituted, and instead of Eben Jackson's 
for Ward Twelve, that of Mr. S. R. Spinney. He knew 
Mr. Paul, the petitioner, and did not know any John F. Paul. 
Mr. Crosby, the printer, testified that it was his impression 
that Mr. Howard asked him if Mr. Paul’s name was John or 
Joseph. Hight thousand tickets, one half of them with an 
eagle as a part of the heading, were printed according to 
the order, and Mr. Howard saw a proof and said it was all 
right. It was in evidence that no other tickets but these 
were at the polls that day. with the name of John F. Paul. 

A paper was put in by the counsel for the petitioner, 
signed by twenty-seven names, stating that they believed that 
they voted for John F. Paul, intending to vote for Joseph F. 
Paul; but none of the persons signing the same appeared 
before the Committee. 

The remonstrants offered witnesses to prove that the mis- 
take was discovered early on the day of the election, and that 
many persons nevertheless voted the ticket with the express 
intention of defeating the petitioner. Three papers, signed 
by fifty-two different persons, and stating that they voted for 
John F. Paul, but never intended to vote for Joseph F. Paul, 


A 
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were presented to the Committee. Some of these witnesses 
testified that the mistake saved them from the necessity of 
scratching, as they should have done had the name been spelled 
correctly. There was proof of a feeling of ‘resentment 
against Mr. Paul for having contributed to the defeat of Mr. 
Richardson, the Douglas candidate for the Senate in the Fifth 
Senatorial District at the November election, but not that this 
feeling was very widely extended throughout the city. Indeed 
one of that party, who was nearly all the time that the polls 
were open distributing votes and who took an active part in the 
canvass, said he heard nothing whatever of any such feeling, 
and thought he should have known it hadit existed. Mr. Ken- 
drick, of Ward Eleven, testified that on the Saturday evening 
previous to the election, some persons at the Breckenridge 
head-quarters, proposed to get up a ticket with the name of 
John F. Paul, the baker, thereon, but he did not know if any- 
thing was done. 

The counsel for the remonstrants submitted a paper con- 
taining the following names of Paul in the Directory for the 
last seven years : —

The above is believed to be a correct and impartial sta 
ment of the evidence offered at the hearing. In determin 
how far it sustained the prayer of the petition, two questic 
were involved. The first, what rule has been, or should r 
be, established for our government; and secondly, if it b 
the rule that evidence may be admitted to explain a balle 
whether in this particular case the proof is sufficiently conch 
sive to give Mr. Paul his seat. vt 

The Committee are duly impressed with the importance — 
would we preserve the purity of the ballot-box, and upon th 
depends the success and value of our republican ee 
of determining all cases of controverted elections upon és 
lished principles. No dominant party should feel at liberty: 
swerve from these principles to effect a party purpose; 10 
any assembly, constituted by law to be the judges of th 
qualifications and elections of its members, permit any pé 
tiality or prejudice to affect their decision. This temptatie 
is more easily resisted if their action be controlled by estal

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mined upon its supposed merits. We have found amon 
the authorities no case like the present. A distinction | 
justly made between the rules, which should govern t 
returning and certifying officer, and the body who determi 
finally upon investigation of all the facts through its

Cushing, in his work on the “Law and Practice of Legi 
lative Assemblies,” Section 210, remarks: “The same ge 
eral rules by which courts of law are governed, in regard 
to the evidence in proceedings before them, prevail also i 
the investigation of cases of controverted elections; but, i 
asmuch as a legislative assembly, touching things apperta 
ing to its cognizance, is ‘as well a council of State al

| court of equity and discretion, as a court of law and justice,’ 
_ the legal rules of evidence are generally applied by election 
| committees, more by analogy and according to their spirit, 
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than with the technical strictness of the ordinary judicial 


tribunals.” 


If we accept this rule for our guidance, the principle which 


| would commend itself to good sense would be the intent of 


_ the voter. Intent is what determines, both in courts at law 


and equity, some of the most important concerns of life. 


_ Legacies to Charles have been decided to go to Samuel, where 


there was an evident mistake in drafting a will. The heirs 
of Daniel have been considered entitled to land, though 
Daniel’s patent therefor had been by error made to David. 
In these cases it was permitted to go behind sealed instru- 
ments to discover and determine the intent. Why is not this 
same latitude reasonable before other tribunals, in the case, 
for example, of acontested election? In making such inves- 
tigations, the body sits judicially, and moreover may lawfully 
adopt such principles for its decision as’ it considers right, 
without other responsibility than to public opinion. We 
know of no safer rule than an honest effort to determine the 
design of the voter where a question of identity arises like 
this. In many cases the propriety of such a test is obvious, 
as, for instance, where several persons of the same name 
are eligible, and it is only by evidence that the one intended 
can be determined. If we apply this rule to the question 
under consideration, can there be any doubt of the intention of 
the voters of Ward Twelve? It will not be denied that some 
small portion of those who voted the Douglas ticket meant 
to vote for all who were the regular nominees. They may 
have seen the name of Mr. Paul on it or not. Very few men 
are sufficiently good citizens to act as wisely as one of the 
Witnesses testified that he did,—take the ticket which he 
intended to vote home to his dwelling, and there study 
it out. 
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In casting their ballots for John F. Paul, this small port on 
of the voters, and possibly a large portion, meant that Paul | 
who had been selected by their nominating committee, whose 
pretentions and qualifications for the office had been cam | 
vassed by men whose judgment they respected. They did not 
intend to vote for a person who was not eligible, or for one | 
whose political tenets had not been pronounced, upon quia ) 
in harmony with their own. 

When the right of a legally returned candidate is conten 
the burden of proof is on the petitioner. If the petitioner 
proves that he was the person intended by the plurality of the 
voters, though there be an error in the name, the burden 
shifts to the other side to show that there was no de | 
sign. Suppose Joseph H. had been voted for, and no such 
person with that name existed in the elective precinct, while 
Joseph F. was the regularly nominated candidate, and gener- 
ally known, the remonstrants against the right of said Joseph 
F. to his seat, would be justly held to prove that there was 
no mistake. It must be remembered the law does not pre 
scribe that persons shall be voted for by their Christian 
and surnames. These are the usual marks of distinguishing 
one person from another, but there are other elements of 
identity vastly more important and essential, such as age, 
character, religious or political opinions, physical constitution 
and appearance, residence, employment, and family connee- 
tions, which constitute the particular individual far more 
than his name. Suppose, from some such an error, a man 
without character, education, or other fitness, should be chosen 
to a position controlling the well-being of a great city, should 
we be obliged, knowing the mistake, and that he was ob- 
viously unintended, indeed, never had been thought of by any 
one, to confirm his election ? 

It may be considered an objection to establishing the 
precedent, that an error in the given name may be cor- 
rected, that it opens the door too wide to fraud and political

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chicanery, and that the rule would be less objectionable 
which would suffer one never intended and wholly unfit, to 
take part in important public business. It should be remem- 


_bered, that those who constitute deliberate assemblies and 
| bodies, which by law are judges of their own elections, are 


men of honor, acting under oath, and who, honestly endeavor- 


ing to ascertain the particular individual for whom the votes 
| are cast at an election, are not very likely to be deceived. 
| Indeed, a community that would allow itself to be repre- 


sented by men so abandoned as to disregard in the perform- 
ance of this duty the plain and simple dictates of conscience 
and common sense, whatever the private or public tempta- 
tion, the party object or personal dislike, would not deserve 
the greatest of social blessings, a representative government. 

We have already stated, and we believe that it was 
admitted without reserve by the counsel, that no case 
precisely similar is found recorded. It is true that, in 
City Document 36, of 1859, the Committee on Elections of 
the Council state that, by well-settled law, the vote for 
Benj. Janes should be counted for Henry B. Janes, but 
cite no authority which supports their opinion. Cushing 
mentions an English case where John Maynard being elected, 
and Charles Maynard returned, the former was adjudged en- 
titled to his seat, but this, of course, was not a case of vote 
by ballot. The nearest analogy to the point in controversy 
is where a name is spelled erroneously, and the rule has 
been long established for the government of returning and 
certifying officers, and by committees on controverted elec- 
tions, that misspelling a name does not constitute such a 
misnomer as cannot be corrected, where the sound is nearly 
the same. | 

It seems very uniformly to have been the usage not to 
rely upon the evidence of the voters themselves as to their 
votes. The ballots of voters not qualified have been thrown 
out. Mass. Contested Elections, Weston, 144; Tyringham,

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266; Dighton, 175. But where it did not appear for 
whom such illegal voters voted, except from their ow, 
declaration, made after the meeting, and not under oath, 
the evidence is not sufficient. Ibid., Dresden, 201. In 
England, Pickwell on Elections, John Bell, John Harding, 
134, the Committee determined that, no voter should be| 
allowed to give evidence to substantiate his own vote, or 
to correct the poll, so far as his own vote was affected. 

Cushing, section 108, says: “After an elector has voted, he 
cannot add to or alter his vote, not even where he has by 
mistake voted differently from what he intended. Where two : 
persons exist in the same constituency, of the same name, 
equally eligible, and one of them has been designated as a 
candidate, the ballot, by a reasonable intendment, is supposed 
to be given for such candidate.” This of course requires that 
recourse be had to evidence. “ Where the name is misspelled 
so differently from the true name of the candidate for whom, 
if for any one, the voter probably intends it, as really to con- 
stitute a different name, though yet so similar as to render it 
probable that it was intended for such candidate, the only 
general rule seems to be to regard such name as the same or 
a different one, according to the conviction of the returning 
officer. Where the name is not only different, but unlike, no 
question can arise as to the intention, because it clearly 
amounts to a mistake on the part of the voter as to the name 
of the person for whom he intends to vote, which, as already 
stated, cannot be corrected.” This, it will be observed, is 
applicable rather to returning officers than to deliberative 
assemblies, which are by law the judges of the election and 
qualifications of their members. But even they must remem- 
ber that, were such errors in the return too readily admitted, 
as reasons for setting aside or affecting an election, they 
might be easily contrived beforehand, where the contest i8 
likely to be close, from party or more objectionable mo 
tives.

|| “Tn England, since the famous case of John Wilkes, in 1769, 

and in this country, both in Congress and in our own State, 
| votes for ineligible candidates are counted, and not consid- 
ered blanks. Mass. Controverted Elections, 498. If such 
_ yotes are to be counted, is it not safer to count them for the 
| person for whom, in the judgment of the Committee, they are 
| intended, than for one for whom they feel well assured they 
_ were not. 

There being no case precisely in point, or established 
tule to euide us by its analogies, — though it would be quite 
_ competent for us to determine the case now under considera- 

tion upon our own convictions as to the intent of the voters, 
—we should not forget that our decision may not be 
confined in operation to the present case, but become a 
precedent in this Board. While we should endeavor not to 
defeat the manifest will of the people where this has been 
sufficiently pronounced, we should discourage any want of 
proper care in the performance of so important a duty as 
an election to responsible public employment. We should 
jealously guard the elective franchise against irregularity, 
uncertainty, or collusion. Returns made in good faith should 
not be disturbed upon light presumption, or evidence judged 
sufficient to explain a ballot which leaves unsatisfied any 
reasonable doubt. 

Though it is our unanimous opinion, therefore, that where 
mistakes occur in the middle name or in its initial, and 
the intent is obvious from proof or presumption sufficient 
to produce a reasonable conviction, such mistakes should 
be corrected, how far this principle may be safely extended, 
where the middle name or its initial and the surname are 
those of the petitioner for a seat, and the first or Christian 
hame is different, as in the case under consideration, there 
is a disagreement in the Committee, the majority prepon- 
derating against the propriety of recourse to evidence to 
determine the intent. 
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We have stated the facts and the most obvious: cons 
tions and arguments for and against the petition, in ¢ 
that each member of the Board may be enabled to de 
for himself as to the merits of the points at issue. If to 
official return of 6,871, we add the 922 given for John 
Paul, we shall have 17,793 votes for the petitioner, whi 
would elect him. If we add the 310 found to have be 
omitted by mistake to the official return, 6,871, he will hi 
7,181, and the petition must be dismissed. If to these 
add the votes for J. F. Paul, said to be about 25, his vo 
would be 17,206, still not enough to entitle him to a seai

The Cochituate Water Board respectfully submit to 
the City Council their Annual Report for the year 1860. 
In compliance, also, with the City Ordinances, they 
submit the Reports of the City Engineer, the Water 
Registrar, and the Clerk of this Board, all of which are 
worthy of attention from those who are interested to 
know the condition and workings of this department. 

It is believed that the works were never in a con- 
dition more safe and efficient than at the present 
time. 

The first important work of the year 1860 was the 
completion of the New Main, left over from 1859. 
This was finished entirely in May last; and so im- 
portant was the conclusion of this undertaking deemed 
to be by this Board, that a Special Report on the sub- 
ject was submitted to the City Council. It is not 
therefore deemed necessary to allude any further to 
that subject. 

Karly in the season the Board gave attention to the 
conditibn of the lake and its surroundings. It was 
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found that many of the original stakes marking t the 

angles of the five rods owned by the City around the | 
pond, had become decayed or been removed ; and it was | 
deemed advisable that new stone ones should be ob- 
tained and substituted for the old wooden ones, — and | 
this before the means of knowing their exact position 
should become obliterated. Mr. Knowlton was there- | 
fore instructed to obtain suitable split stones, and have 
one placed at every angle around the pond, thus mark 
ing’ the bounds of the City property in a permanent 
manner. ‘T'his order has been mainly executed. Some 
places where the land was soft and boggy have been 
left to be attended to when they could be approached 
better on the ice. The expense of this job has been 
thus far $200. 

The condition of the borders of Snake Brook has 
been long deemed unsatisfactory, both to the credit of 
the city and to the health of Cochituate Village. 
Kspecially since the raising of the dam, the water on 
its margin where it backs up for a long distance, has 
been so variable in depth, and the mud so alternately 
flooded and drained, that it seemed necessary to do 
something for its more creditable appearance, as well 
as for the health and comfort of the citizens. After 
mature consideration by the whole Board on the spot, 
it was deemed best to make only one job of it, and 
Mr. Knowlton was directed to fill in from the neigh- 
boring bank, so as to cover all the objectionable por- 
tions of the margin of the brook, and thus secure from 
all exhalations of a noxious character the whole neigh- 
borhood. This has been done, and the citizens appear 
to be highly pleased with the considerate and ‘liberal 
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policy of the City. The cost of this improvement has 


| been $2,701.54. 


The next important undertaking was the raising the 


pipes on Tremont Street. Operations were commenced 


on the 20th day of August, and the two lines of 30- 


inch pipes, between Castle and Waltham streets, have 


been successfully raised; also the 20-inch pipe on 
Dover Street, between Tremont and Emerald streets, 
and the Service Mains of Tremont and Dover streets. 
Two 36-inch, one 24-inch, and two 12-inch gtop-cocks 
have been renewed; and six hundred and thirty-six 
feet of 50-inch pipe have been taken out, and the same 
number of feet of 36-inch pipe laid in place of it. The 
36-inch line is now complete to the north line of Dover 
Street. 2,486 feet of 30-inch, 528 feet of 20-inch, 100 
feet of 12-inch, and 1,784 feet of 6-inch pipe, have been 
raised so as to conform to the new grade of Tremont 
and Dover streets. The Service Pipes have not all 
been renewed this fall, as the houses would not be 
occupied during the winter; they will be put in early 
in the spring. The work was carried on to a disad- 
vantage by so many parties being at work at the same 
time. 

There remain on hand stock and tools to the amount 
of $5,377. The importance of raising the remainder 
of the pipes out to the Gate Chamber, while we have 
everything in order for the purpose, is earnestly recom- 
mended to the incoming Board. The whole cost of 
the operation has been $17,398.26, thus far. 

In relation to this matter of raising the pipes, it 
must be apparent to every one that it is a work of 
great delicacy, requiring great skill, judgment, and 
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attention. It was successfully executed by Mr.§ ue ) 
wood, Superintendent of the Eastern Division, to the 
entire satisfaction of this Board. 7 

The late severe fire in Beacon Street developed the | 
total inadequacy of suitable means to meet such an | 
emergency. The pipe there laid was 6-inch diameter, | 
hydrants few and far between, and it was impossible | 
for the Steam Fire Engine to obtain a supply of water. 
It was deemed by this Board of the utmost importance | 
that no time should be lost in placing that valuable | 
portion of the city in as secure a position as possible — 
against the occurrence of a similar calamity. Imme- 
diate order was given to lay down 12-inch pipes in | 
place of 6, and 1,670 feet have been laid, and the con- 
tinuance of the same should have early attention in 
the spring. The cost of this extension has been 
$4,491.27, thus far. 

By reference to the Water Registrar’s Rernaan it will 
be seen that nine of the leading hotels have paid no 
water rents for the last year, and a part none for the 
last quarter of the year before. The amount thus 
assessed, and not paid, is $9,526.60. This has been 
assessed by meters, and payment is resisted on the 
ground of illegal assessment. The case is not yet 
decided, but it is much to be desired that it may be 
shortly. When this is paid, and one equal sum for this 
year, it will at once carry the receipts of the current 
year beyond the estimate of the Water Registrar. 


Lhe Consumption of Water. In the last Annual Report, 
the following language was indulged in: “It seems as 
if we might now fairly conelude that the individual 


ee 
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| consumption had come to its maximum, — the variation 
‘in three years not exceeding one gallon;” say 724 to 
| 73 gallons. But the present year is a fearful example 
of the fallacy of such calculating. By the Report of 
the Engineer, hereto annexed, it appears that the 
_ average daily consumption of water has been 17,238, 
000 gallons. By the census returns, it appears that 
the number of inhabitants is 177,902. This shows a 
consumption of 97 gallons for each individual; an 
amount believed to be without parallel in the civilized 
world. Of course there is nothing in the sales of the 
water that could lead to the expectation of such a 
monstrous increase ; and we must again resort to the 
old story of extravagant and inordinate waste. 

The past year has afforded the first opportunity ever 
enjoyed to test the capacity of the Lake. During the 
year, not a pint has been allowed to escape that could 
be retained. It has been impossible to fill the Lake to 
the height of the dam, so the whole has been drawn to 
the city. The fall of rain has been unusually large; say 
)53 inches; while the average of nine years has been 
487. The actual daily delivering of water has been 
17,238,000 gallons, and the water in the Lake, January 
I, this year, being ten inches higher than a year ago, 
would give an additional supply of about one half a 
million gallons daily, or about 17,700,000 gallons. It 
would seem to be a safe inference that, in years when 
we have 553 inches of rain, the maximum yield of the 
Lake will be 17,700,000 gallons, and no more. But as 
in the average of years only 48% inches fall, we can 
safely rely upon only a proportional diminished supply. 

In bringing this enormous quantity of water to the 
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city, the Board can but express the opinion that he! 
capacity of the aqueduct has been put to the sever ast, 
test that ought ever to be applied to it. To work it} 
under any increased head, must be attended with the} 
utmost hazard. | 

Two conclusions seem to this Board now to be 
reached, of a practical character. The jist is that the 
Lake can be relied on for no greater supply of water 
than has been drawn from it this year; and the second 
is that the aqueduct can convey no more water than it 
has done this year. 

These conclusions are of a nature to arrest public 
attention, and to induce inquiry what is to be done? 
What use shall we make of the present quantity, in 
view of the great difficulty and expense of increase? 
Every effort should be made to guard against waste. 
The people can economize in its use, for they have 
done so. When the break took place at Needham, the 
consumption was reduced near three fourths. | 

This Board was in hopes that some latitude might be 
indulged in in playing the public fountains and in 
supplying opportunity for skating. But nothing of 
these indulgences can be entertained. Any consider 
able quantity drawn for skating, must put in jeopardy 
the supply on Beacon Hill and all the high service, 
If at all, and under any circumstances, this object is to 
be thought of, it should be done with the greatest 
care not to interfere with the regular and necessary 
supply. 

When all the unnecessary uses of the water are 
stopped, then, in case of insufficient quantity, it would 
become the policy of the City to cut off, one after 
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| another, the classes of takers for mechanical purposes. 
It is to be hoped, however, that the time is not near at 
| hand when this will be necessary ; it 1s only alluded to 
‘as indicating what would undoubtedly become the 
policy of the City, at all times, im order to supply a 
full and needful quantity of pure water for domestic 
use. 

This state of facts would seem to settle all idea of 
annexing other municipalities to the City of Boston. 

Meters of Worthington’s construction continue to 
give entire satisfaction, and will be more extensively 
used. 

Details of hydrants, stop-cocks, and extension of the 
work will be found in the Report of the City Engineer, 
annexed. 

By reference to the Report of the Clerk of this 
Board, it will be seen that the expenditure for the 
year has been $146,504.55. Of this amount, $34,880.71 
was for the new main, $17,398.26 for raising pipes on 
Tremont and Dover streets, $4,491.27 for extending 
the 12-inch pipe on Beacon Street, and for extension 
of the work $59,120.98; leaving $30,413.33 as the 
expenses of the year.

CITY ENGINEER'S REPORT. 


OFFICE OF City ENGINEER, ‘ 
Boston, January, 1861. 


EBENEZER JOHNSON, Esq., Pres. of the Cochituate Water Bourd : 


Sir: The usual Annual Report of matters connected with 
the Water Works is herewith submitted. 


Lake Cochituate, §c. 


During the past year the borders of the Lake have been 
improved in part, by slope walls in places where the banks 
were in danger of being washed so much away as to approach 
very near to the five-rod line. 

Snake Brook has been much improved, partly by filling in 
some portions of it which contained stagnant water, the filling 
being obtained on its banks; and partly by clearing out the 
dirt which had accumulated in some parts of it. All the lands 
and structures about the Lake are in good condition. 


Raising the Dam at the Lake. 


During the past year Mr. Knowlton has kept a record, as 
hitherto, of the daily heights of water at the Lake. By con- 
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days the water stood at a level of only jive feet in the Lake, 
29 days it stood above five and less than six feet. 64 days 7 
stood above six and less than seven feet. 173 days above seven 
and less than eight fect. 42 days above eight and less than 
nine feet. o4 days over nine feet, and 7 days it has been up to. 
nine feet seven inches in the Lake. 4 

Until the latter part of 1859 when the dam and roads 
about the Lake had been raised two feet, the extreme depth 
of water which could be made available from the Lake by 
gravitation, was only eight feet. Two feet being then added 
would give us an available depth of ten feet when the Lake is 
full, provided we used no more water than originally expected. 
But as our increase of consumption has been largely over 
what was expected when the works were constructed, we 
must deduct the difference in depth required to keep up such 
a supply as we now require, which leaves but about six and a 
half feet of really available depth when the Lake is full. 
During the past year we have been benefited by the raising 
for the full period of 103 days. To this we may add a few 
days when the water was so nearly up to eight feet that we 
should have been compelled to waste the water from the Lake 
to avoid the danger of its breaking over the dams, had there 
been a sudden freshet. We have therefore been’ benefited 
nearly one third of the year, because the dam, roads, and 
gate-house were raised. The extra amount of water which 
we have been enabled to save on this account equals about 
1,500,000,000 gallons, which would have supplied the city 88 
days at the rate of 17,000,000 gallons per day. It is also 
equal to a depth of about seven feet over the entire surface 
of the Lake. 


Waste water, consumption of water, and capacity of the Lake. 


In my report for the year 1859, it was shown that during 
the early part of that year, and up to July the 8th, a large 
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amount of water was wasted from the Lake into Sudbury 
River. 

' From July 8, 1859, to January 1, 1861, there has not 
been any water wasted in that direction. All the water 
drawn from the Lake has been brought to the city. 

By reference to the table of consumption of water it will be 
seen that the amount used during the past year has averaged 
over 17,000,000 gallons daily, an average increase of more 
than 4,000,000 daily, over the amount used in 1859, and 
about twice as much as was brought to the city in 1853. 

Much of this additional increase of consumption is owing, 
no doubt, to the increased effective head on the pipes caused 
by the new 40-inch main. This new main was connected 
with the 30-inch main crossing the Common in the latter part 
of December, 1859. The consumption of water in that month 
was a little rising of 14,500,000 gallons daily. In January 
following, the amount used averaged nearly 18,000,000 gallons 


. daily,and in February nearly 19,000,000 gallons were used 


daily, it being in January over 3,000,000 gallons, and in Feb- 
ruary over 4,000,000 gallons more than had ever been used 


_ Mm any previous month since the introduction of the Cochitu- 


ate water. 

On the first of January, 1860, the water stood at the height 
of Tfeet 6 inches in the Lake. On the first of January, 1861, 
the water stood at the height of 8 feet 4 inches in the Lake, 


a depth of 10 inches gain, equal to 187,000,000 gallons over 


and above the total consumption in the year; equal toa daily 
average of about 500,000 gallons. Adding this to the daily 
average amount used, we have a trifle over 17,700,000 
gallons as a total daily amount afforded by the Lake during 
the past year. 

The average annual rain-fall at the Lake during the past 
nine years has been 48,74 inches. For the year 1860 the 
total rain-fall was 55,44; inches, at the Lake. For 1853 the 
total rain-fall was 55,88, inches. The rain-fall in 1855 and 
in 1860 being very nearly the same, and the amounts of water 
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afforded by the Lake in these two years being also very 
nearly the same. 

The commissioners of 1845, after a very careful series of 
observations, estimated that the daily average which the Lake 
would afford, was equal to 10,176,570 gallons per day, and 
this was the basis on which the works were built and the 
money expended for them. . 

By reference to the Report for 1856, pages 5 to 9 inclusiill 
of the appendix (the City Engineer’s Report), the amount of 
water used and wasted from the Lake will be seen. The con- 
clusion then arrived at was, that the Lake could be relied on 
to furnish an average daily supply of over 16,000,000 gallons 
of water by storing its waters one year with another. 

In the year 1853 the Lake afforded a daily average of 
17,217,417 gallons: one half of this amount only having been 
brought to the city. , 

In 1855 we used 10,346,300 gallons daily, and wasted an 
unknown amount directly from the Lake, having no use for it. 
In 1860, as previously shown, the daily use and reserve 
amounted to a little over 17,700,000 gallons. 

The original expectation was that 250,000 inhabitants 
would use 7,250,000 gallons daily. At this time 180,000 in- 
habitants actually use 17,238,000 gallons daily. At the last 
rate of consumption 250,000 inhabitants will use 24,000,000 
gallons of water daily, an increase of about 230 per cent. 
over what was supposed sufficient when the works were 
built. 

There will be occasional years when we shall have a still 
larger amount of water afforded by the Lake, and very proba- 
bly there will also be years when the amount will fall short 
of the past year’s supply. 

I do not consider it safe to rely on any more increase of 
supply to be obtained from the Lake, unless other large 
storing reservoirs are made in which to store the water it 
unusual wet seasons, or some other additional source is added 
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Conduit. 


During the past year, although the water has been kept 
running through the Conduit in unprecedented quantities, there 
has been no break in it, neither has it required any unusual 
‘repairs. ‘The banks over it have been strengthened in a few 
| places. It is now as strong as ever, but it will be extremely 
| dangerous to undertake to run more water through it than we 
| now do. 

The following table shows the different heights at which 
| the water has been running, and the number of days in each 
month at the different heights. 

The height of the Conduit is six feet four inches.

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It will be seen by this table that the Conduit has bee 
empty only four days during the year. It has been just fal} 
74 days, and for 287 days, being the remainder of the year 
with one day’s exception, it has been running with a head on 
it varying from eight inches to one foot eight inches. 

In 1859 the Conduit was empty 12 days. It was run less 
than fall 93 days; just full 145 days; 17 days with a head 
on it of four inches, and only 98 days with a head on it 
varying from eight inches to one foot eight inches; running 
in 1860, 190 days more than in 1859, with the large head 
upon it. 


Reservoirs. 


The stone wall outside of Brookline Reservoir has been 
repaired and pointed; the wooden fence has also been very 
generally repaired, and the whole otherwise put in complete 
order. 

All the reservoirs in the city remain in much the same 
condition as they have been the past few years. 


Pipes Laid and Raised. 


Karly in the spring work was resumed on the 40-inch main, 
and everything connected with that line was finished by the 
15th of May. 

It was connected with the 30-inch at the corner of Tremont 
and Boylston streets, —it having been previously connected 
with the 30-inch main crossing the Common, — thus forming 
a connection with the two original lines of 36 and 30-inch 
pipes from Brookline Reservoir through Tremont Street; 
doing away in a great measure with the liability of being 
entirely out of water in case of a break in either of the 
original mains. © a 

The two lines of 30-inch pipes in Tremont Street, between 
Waltham and Castle streets, and the 6-inch pipes, also the —

Aydrants. 


During the year fifty-two new hydrants have been est 
lished, as follows: Twenty-one in the City Proper, twer 
six in South Boston, and five in East Boston. Altoget

Ninety-two hydrants have been taken out and replaced 
by new or repaired ones. One hundred and twenty-three 
hydrant boxes have been renewed this year. There are some 
hydrants in the city that are connected directly with the 
stop-cocks, which cannot be used when the stop-cocks are 
shut, this being often the case when repairs are being made. 

It would be a great improvement to connect the hydrants 
directly with the main pipes, independently of the stop-cocks. 
One at the corner of Bedford and Washington streets has 
been changed in this way during the past year. Two im- 
portant hydrants have been taken out to make way for build- 
ings on Otis and Winthrop places. As a substitute, in part, for 
the loss of these two hydrants, a pipe has been laid, connect- 
ing the six-inch pipe in new Devonshire Street with the old 
fire reservoir in Franklin Street. This reservoir being kept 
full, in case of fire, the Steam Fire Engines would have the 
advantage of the water in it, in addition to the water ob- 
tained from the hydrants in Franklin Street. 

In case of fire, the Steam Fire Engines require a larger 
supply of water than the small hydrants can deliver for their 
use. 

In order to remedy this, and to keep up a sufficient supply 
for the Steam Fire Engines, larger hydrants should be put 
in. Pipes should also be laid to connect the main pipes with 
all the old brick reservoirs under the streets, so that the 


_ Teservoirs can be kept full, and whenever a fire occurs in 


9) 
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any locality where the hydrants cannot give the Steam Fire 
Engines a full supply, this difficulty would be remedied or 
partially so, by these Reservoirs. | 

The usual care has been taken with the hydrants. At the 
present time they are in good order for the winter, haying 
been packed with salt hay. 


Stop-cocks. 


The stop-cocks are in a good condition, with but three 
exceptions, one 16-inch on Milk Street, one 16-inch on Brooks 
Street, East Boston, and one 6-inch in Dover Street, that 
should be renewed in the spring. During the year all the 
stop-cocks have been cleaned and oiled; two 36-inch stop- 
cocks, one 24-inch, and three 12-inch have been renewed. 

Forty-eight new stop-cocks have been put in and covered 
by new boxes, and seventy stop-cock boxes have been 
renewed.

During the year there has been 1,085 cases where the 
water has been shut off; of these, 1,067 were for non-pay- 
ment of water rates, and 18 were for unnecessary waste of 


- water. 


The number of cases where the water has been turned on 
is 1,661; of these, 759 were cases which had been shut off 
for non-payment of rates; 11 were shut off for unnecessary 
waste, and 891 were turned on for the first time.

GENTLEMEN : 


In conformity with the requirements of the fifth sec- 
tion of the Ordinance on Police, I have the honor to 
present this my fifth Annual Report, comprising a 
synopsis of the labors of the Department for the year 
ending December 31, 1860, with a statement of its 
condition and organization. 

The Department consists of two hundred and ninety- 
seven men. There are one Deputy Chief of Police, the 
Clerk of Police, Assistant Clerk, and Special Officer. 
One officer is detailed as superintendent of carriages, 
and one as superintendent of trucks and wagons, giving 
out licenses, collecting excise, arranging stands, Cc. 
The above-named officers and the detective police are 
stationed at the Chief’s office. 

The superintendents of carriages and wagons are 
detailed for other duties on special occasions, military 
parades, civic and military processions, and public gath- 
erings, and are of great service to the public. 

Two police officers are stationed at the general cus- 
todium or lock-ups, and have the charge of the prison- 
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ers committed. There is a steward employed to take — 
care of the condition of the prison, and to cook for pris 
oners, and attend to other incidental duties. i 

Recent improvements in the general lock-ups will, in 
my judgment, render the services of more than one 
officer at the present rate of compensation unnecessary, — 
A steward may be employed at a somewhat higher 
amount than is paid the present steward, — say two 
dollars per day,— who, with one officer, can do the 
required duties. 

All the members of the Department should be 
selected with reference to the various duties they may 
be called upon to perform. 

To watch and ward, to keep the public peace, to pre- 
vent violations of the laws and ordinances of the city, are 
among the important duties required of the police offi- 

er; yet the prevention of crime is equally important, 
if not paramount; and the sagacity and skill to detect 
the criminal, that he may be brought to condign punish- 
ment, is the highest order of police attainment; not, — 
however, to be acquired by experience wholly,— it must 
be intuitive ; and being so possessed, may be strength- 
ened by experience and observation. ‘To be asuccessful 
detective requires coolness, tact, ingenuity, address, a — 
furtive mind, and a fixed determination of purpose, and — 
courage to overcome obstacles which constantly arise 
in the course of the detective. The detective force is 
employed wholly in detective duty. I recommend the ‘ 
increase of this branch of the Department. If the num- 
ber i is increased, and the sphere of their duties enlarged, © 1: 
the public will be benefited thereby. 

There are only five detectives at the present time. 
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The value of their services, in connection with the 
Chief and Deputy Chief, will appear in another part of 
this report, with a statement of the amount of property 
recovered by the officers attached to the Chief’s office. 

There are one captain and two lieutenants at each 
station, and two sergeants, except at the Harbor Sta- 
tion, which has no sergeants. In May last, I made a 
communication to the Mayor and Aldermen, suggest- 
ing a change in the Rules and Orders, abolishing the 
distinction between the night and day force, rendering 
all one body of men, performing an equal number of 
hours of duty, day and night; thus dividing the duty 
more equally, and doing away that feeling of jealousy 
which existed between the day and night men,— the 
day men being generally regarded as privileged and 
promoted above the night men. 

That communication was referred to the Committee 
on Police, who, after examining the workings of other 
police departments in other cities, and visiting some 
other cities for that purpose, reported in favor of abol- 
ishing the distinction before mentioned; and on the 
third day of November last an order was adopted by 
the Board of Aldermen, and approved by the Mayor, to 
that effect; and at the same time other rules and orders 
were also adopted, of very great importance, among 
Which is one requiring a medical examination as to the 
physical condition and fitness of applicants for appoint- 
ment to do patrolduty. Another rule provides that no 
applicant for patrol duty shall receive his first appoint- 
ment after he is forty years of age. The limit for appoint- 
ing the London Police is twenty-five years of age; in 
New York it is thirty-five years. The error with us has 
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been the appointing of men too far advanced in years, 
who, ifnot when first appointed, soon become too old for 
active duty; and often it occurs that they have become 
worn out and enfeebled in other vocations, and seek 
employment on the police as a last resort for impaired 
health and wasted energies. 

Young, healthy, vigorous, active, and ambitious men 
are wanted for the rank and file of the Department; 
and such only are fit for a proper and efficient dis- 
charge of its duties. 

The Captains have the immediate charge of the men 
who are detailed at their respective stations; and are 
required by the rules and orders of the Department to 
report all delinquencies or disobedience of orders to the 
Chief of Police. They are required each morning, at 
nine o’clock, to report to the Chief the condition of the 
district for the preceding twenty-four hours. 

The Captains are now required, by a recent rule, to 
attend personally to complaints in the Police Court 
each morning against persons committed from their 
respective stations. 

The Lieutenants are required to patrol their districts” 
a stipulated number of hours every night, to supervise 
the conduct of the men, and the condition of the dis 
trict. The Sergeants patrol, from six o’clock, p. m. until 
seven o’clock, a. mM. having also supervision of the men. 
They alternate the hours of patrol. 

They report every morning to their Captains as to the 
conduct of the men, and general state of the district. 
The force is so organized in its working that, with 
proper fidelity on the part of the officers and men, the 
public may well feel all the security against the acel 
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dents and casualties of city life which can reasonably 
be expected, and that protection of life and property 
which can reasonably be demanded of the Police. 


HARBOR POLICE. 


The importance of this branch of the force is daily 
increasing. This branch contains twenty-one officers 
and men, for patrolling streets and wharves adjacent, 
and for a Water Patrol. Two patrol boats, one em- 
ployed, properly manned, constantly reconnoitring the 
Harbor, docks, slips, etc. They have recovered a large 
amount of stolen property, which has been delivered 
to the owners. There is also in the service a large sail- 
boat, which may be, and often is, called into requisition 
in visiting the Harbor and Islands on special occasions. 

The Harbor force in warm weather visit the Islands 
on the Sabbath, and thereby prevent gambling, exces- 
sive drinking, fighting, and disorder, incident to these 
violations of the Sabbath. Tifty small boats have been 
recovered and restored to their owners, among the 
stolen property which has been recovered, the value 
of which is $2,197. 914 foreign vessels have been 
boarded and furnished with copies of the act for the 
protection of seamen and ship-owners. 2,190 boats 
have been challenged in the night time by the men of 
the patrol boats. Disturbances have been quelled on 
ship-board ; 50 persons have been rescued from drown- 
ing, and provided for at the station. More or less 
assistance has been rendered to captains, seamen, mer- 
chants, and others engaged in maritime-and commercial 
business, and others having business around the wharves 
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and in the Harbor. The necessity of a small increas 
of this force will no doubt be seen and recommende 
by my successor. N 

At each station a number of men are detailed ear 
day to attend to such special duty as may be required | 

No officer is allowed extra pay for special servic CS, 
unless the City charge for such services. , 

Officers are detailed to attend theatres and other 
places of resort and amusement: payment for such ser. 
vices is collected by the Chief of Police and paid imte 
the City Treasury. ' 

No bills are allowed for extra services performed for | 
the City on special occasions, unless the same are | 
approved by the Chief of Police, the Mayor, and Board 
of Aldermen. Witness-fees earned by officers in the i 
Police Court are paid into the City Treasury; the — 
amount being deducted from each monthly pay-roll. 

No officer is allowed to leave the city without per 
mission from the Mayor or Chief of Police. 7 

In cases of ordinary sickness, the officers receive full 
pay, not exceeding ten days, on a certificate of a Py. 
siclan being faeAiahed to the Chief of Police befor 
making up the monthly pay-roll. 5 

The officers at the lock-ups are required to be ‘ 
attendance day and night, relieving each other at 
night. 

I visit the general lock-ups each morning pel r 
going to my office, to look after the condition of the 
prisoners, and to ascertain their number, and if any 
thing can be done for relief of suffering in special cas af 

I have discharged 137 persons in cases in which th

More or less vagabonds are committed by the Police 
every day, and released to the directors of public insti- 
tutions, and are sent to the State almshouses, thus rid- 
ding the city of a worthless, miserable set of creatures, 
and relieving the Treasury of large expense. 326 of 
this class have been arrested and delivered to them 
during the year. 

These gentlemen, with a truly becoming devotion to 
the interests of the city, and a zeal creditable to them- 
selves, take much pains and give much valuable time 
to this service. 

As the Report of the Chief of Police is annually 
made to the succeeding Municipal Government of 
each year, it seemed necessary to state more fully the 
manner of the organization of the Department than it 
would be if otherwise made. The detail of the labor 
performed by the Police will appear in the following 
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There have been 18 officers discharged during the 
year: 10 suspended for causes justifying such action. 

Five members of the Department have died during 
the year. 

During the period of my administration many im- 
portant changes have been made in the discipline and 
other appointments of the Police. 

More full and perfect Records are kept; a yearly 
and quarterly Report-book is kept, im which each 
report is transcribed ; a Police Roll-book is kept, noting 
the date of appointments, suspensions, and discharges 
of officers, with the causes for which they are suspend- 
ed or discharged; Roll-boards, skilfully arranged, have

a 
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been provided, and are kept at each station, giving the — 
name of each man attached to it, and the number of 
the badge worn by him; a General Roll-board, contain- 
ing the names of all the officers and men of the Depart- 
ment, the station to which they belong, and the num- 
ber of badge, is kept at the Chief's office. 

The Badges have been numbered. 

New Rules and Regulations for the control of the 
Police have been adopted, and new rules of discipline 
established. The Police uniform has been introduced 
and adopted. In my first Annual Report, I had the 
honor to submit my views on the subject. 

In my second Annual Report, I again brought the 
subject to the attention of the City Council, and the 
Board of Aldermen referred the subject to the Standing 
Committee on Police, who reported a resolve recom- 
mending its adoption, and an order was passed for the 
Chief of Police to furnish the Mayor and Committee 
with a description of such uniform as he deemed 
expedient to be worn. His Honor the present Mayor 
was then Chairman of the Committee on Police ; with 
his characteristic zeal and determination to do the 
right action at the right time, he espoused the cause, 
and advocated the adoption of the Police uniform 
(against the threats and taunts of an incensed minority), 
and thus with the other members of the Committee, 
and other assenting members of the Board of Alder 
men, and the full co-operation and approval of His 
Honor, Mayor Lincoln, a measure was adopted which 
has promoted the discipline, elevated the character, 
and improved the general condition of the Depart 
ment more than any other matter connected with the 


Police since its organization. 


- 
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The Telegraph has been adopted. I had the honor 
to call the attention of the City Council to the impor- 
tance of this subject in my first and second Annual 
Report. It is of very great and almost indispensable 
importance. 

Five thousand five hundred important dispatches 
have been transmitted during the year. 

The Fire Police have been abolished, and the duties 
are performed by the regular force, with greater effi- 
ciency, and at a saving of some $2,000 per annum. 

Two new Station Houses have been built, and all the 
others remodelled and improved, except Stations No. 3 
and No. 4. <A proposition is now under consideration 
for building a new house in District Three, which is very 
much needed, or the old house, of which the City holds 
a lease for some six years or more, should be altered. 

The general Lock-ups have been completed and put 
in use during my term of office. 


I have thus enumerated some of the changes and 
improvements that have been made. 

The Department is in good condition. Little is 
wanted except strict discipline. It has at no time been 
better. Changes may be made of some of the men, 
and perhaps in some instances with imterest to the 
Department. No year has closed or commenced, since 
my connection with the Department, without some 
changes in members of the rank and file of the force 
having been made. 

I cannot but believe that the appointment of the 
Patrol Police during good behavior, removable at the 
pleasure of the Mayor, would be a wise and judicious 
measure. 
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DISCIPLINE. 


Whatever rules and regulations may be adopted, 
they will be of little practical use unless strictly com-_ 
plied with. To accomplish this, the co-operation of 
every officer in the Department is required. The 
higher the rank of the officer, the greater the obliga- 
tion for exemplary enforcement and compliance. 
There are many valuable officers who feel the impor 
tance of strict discipline, while others regard every 
attempt to enforce and maintain it as onerous and 
derogatory to the officers of every grade. Such men 
should seek vocations where no restraints are neces- 
sarily imposed. Such elements of character are incom- 
patible with Police service and with the proper organ- 
ization of a large force composed of men who are 
engaged in the same common service, and must of 
necessity be governed by the same rules. 

Kvery known act of intentional neglect or disregard 
of discipline should be treated as insubordination. } 

Prior to the consolidation of the Watch and Police, 
in 1855, the Police force comprised some sixty men 
only, all being under the special charge of the City 
Marshal, and were detailed at and from the Marshal's 
office. Adl orders were given directly by him, and of 
ae oy dereliction of duty came under his imme- 
diatg*observation. The Watch Department, then com- 
prgsing some three hundred or more men, were under 

arge of their own officers. The Watch Department 

as independent of the Police. The City Marshal had 
supervision of that small body of Police only. There 
are now, as has been stated, some three hundred men, 
subdivided into districts; all orders are transmitted to 


4 
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the Captains, and through them to the men. Hence 
the necessity and importance of strict discipline through- 
out each subordinate local branch of the Department. 

The office business has kept pace with the numeri- 
cal increase of the force, and the whole business of the 
Department has increased in the same ratio. 

Before entering in detail upon a statement of the 
labors of the Police for the past year, justice demands 
that I should bear testimony to the general fidelity of 
the present members of the force. There is the same 
difference in men who are appointed to do police duty, 
as in other vocations in life. Some men are always 
prompt and faithful in the service of their employers, 
ambitious to promote their interests, while others, with 
a careless indifference, disregard all considerations 
except salary. Many of our men are devoted to the 
best interests of the public, and labor with zeal to 
accomplish all in their power,—their devotion is worthy 
of all commendation, and they should be encouraged,— 
while others display indifference. In fact, ambition, 
with a proper degree of intelligence and fidelity, is an 
essential element in the character of an officer, while 
the want of it renders him unfit for the position.

The large number of persons of this class who have 
been discharged, is in consequence of the repeal of the 
law of arrest for simple drunkenness.

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_ Besides the large amount of property which has been 
recovered by the detectives, and other officers, at the 
Chief’s office, they have been out of the city to various 
parts of our own and other States 194 times, and have 
made some 200 arrests of criminals detected by them, 
with a large amount of incidental business of a varied 
character. 


ARRESTS. 


It will be seen under the appropriate head that the 
whole number of arrests has been 24,466, being an 
increase of 3,050 over last year. Of the number 
arrested, 20,258 were foreigners, and 4,215 Americans. 
Nonresidents, 4,745. The total number of arrests for 
drunkenness is 14,434. This being an increase over 
last year of 5,663. This fact standing unexplained 
would indicate an alarming increase of intemperance ; 
but the law imposing a fine for simple drunkenness 
having been repealed, large numbers are now arrested, 
and locked up, and kept until they become sober, when 
they are released. The officers make a much larger 
number of arrests for drunkenness now than formerly, 
when a fine of $3 and costs was imposed in every case 
proved. This was paid by perhaps the earnings of the 
wife and children; or, if by the means of the husband, 
the wife and children often suffered for food and other 
hecessaries. The officers in humanity often passed 
Over cases in which they would now make arrests, be- 
cause suffering and want do not follow as before. The 
‘number of cases of common drunkards has increased 
also. ‘he number of disturbances quelled, generally 
the result of intemperance, is some 1,100 more than 
last year. 
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The repeal of the law has a tendency to increase 
number of nonresidents who get drunk in the city. 

They know for simple drunkenness they cannot 
taken before the Police Court, where their names mig 
appear in the public papers, and they subjected to that 
disgrace and the penalty of fine and costs. It isa 
matter of boast that they can get drunk and not be 
punished for it. 

The object of the Legislature in repealing the law 
above referred to, was humane, and appears upon the 
face of it as a most salutary act. It has been in opera- 
tion only since June last, and the foregoing facts show 
the result in this city. Notwithstanding the suffering 
and hardships under the former law, it is, in my judg- 
ment, of very questionable expediency. 

From all the facts observable, it is apparent that 
there is more crime and more disturbances, than under 
the law punishing drunkards by fine. 


Mrvors. 


The increase of juvenile offenders is constant. The a 
number of minors arrested during the year is 4,170, in 
1859, 3,415, in 1857 only 2,750. It is sad and alarm- — 
ing to know that crime is so fearfully on the increase 
among those who, in a few years, are to take the places 
of those now on the stage of life, and to become the 
fathers, mothers, and citizens of the succeeding genera* 
tion. This calls for moral remedy, which the police 
have not the power to apply. | 

6,216 persons have been committed to the general — 
lock-ups under the Court House. :

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keeping noisy and disorderly houses ; 153 for keeping 
houses of ill-fame, and 215 for violating the liquor law, 
“nuisance law so called ;” of the latter, 181 indictments 
have been returned, and the parties have been tried 

-and sentenced, or have plead guilty and been sen- 
tenced, and some have been otherwise disposed of in 
such manner as the prosecuting officers and the courts 
deemed proper. 


Sunpay Law. 


All reasonable measures have been taken to prevent 
the violation of the Sunday Law, or the law for the 
preservation of “ the Lord’s Day.” 

166 complaints and arrests have been made for the 
violation of this law. The number of places kept 
open on the Sabbath in violation of the law have 
decreased, compared with former years. In 1852, 979 
places were kept open on the Sabbath im violation of 
law. The population being then more than 40,000 
less than at this time. | 

1,775 drunken persons have been assisted to their 
homes by the police. A large number (243) of sick, 
insane, and destitute persons have been taken care of 
and provided for by the action of the Police. 


BILLIARD SALOONS. 


There are 65 billiard saloons in the city, containing 
in the aggregate 186 tables. In these saloons bars are 
kept for the sale of intoxicating drinks. 

The game of billiards of itself is a very innocent 
and pleasing amusement; but when associated with 
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drinks. They may become dangerous places of resort 
for young men. Licenses for billiards should be — 
granted with careful discrimination. 

Bowling saloons, of which there are 20, containing 
76 alleys, are subject to the same remark. : 


THEATRES AND PLACES of AMUSEMENTS. 


The theatres and places of public amusements are — 
well conducted, and most of them furnish entertain- 
ments of such character that the most scrupulous — 
ascetic may witness the performances without either 
sacrifice of principle or violating conscience. 

Since the present law went into effect, regulating 
the holding of Coroner’s Inquests, I have given 39 
certificates to the different coroners to hold inquests. 


ButLpina. 


At the request of gentlemen connected with the 
press, | have prepared the following statement of the 
building improvements in the different sections of the 
city the past year. | 

From the reports of the Captains of the several 
Police Districts, it appears that there have been erected 
during the year, 997 buildings, of brick, stone, and 
wood, the estimated cost of which is $6,851,900, and 
are located as follows. 

On District One, there have been 97 buildings 
erected, 47 of which are of brick or stone, and 60 of 


wood, at an estimate cost of $230,800. 
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On District Two, there have been 31 buildings 
erected, at an estimated cost of $1,570,000. These 
are mostly designed for business purposes. Included 
among these buildings are two hotels, one having 
received an expensive addition to the original edifice, 
the other, with its adjoining buildings, being entirely 
new; the estimated cost of both being $320,000. 

On District Three, there have been erected 35 build- 
ings, two of which are wood, at an estimated cost of 
$694,600; among those are 28 first-class dwellings, 
also the city stable, and a public school-house ; the two 
latter having been erected at a cost of $50,000. 

On District Four, there have been 67 buildings 
erected, at an estimated cost of $849,300, 12 of which 
are wood; included in this number are 39 dwellings; 
also four stone blocks of buildings, costing over 
$200,000. 

On District Five, there have been 246 buildings 
erected at an estimated cost of over $2,000,000, 12 
of which are wood. Among these buildings are a large 
number of first-class dwellings, also a public school- 
house costing over $34,000, and two churches, the 
estimated cost of which is $125,000. 

On District Six, there have been 431 buildings 
erected for dwellings, and for mechanical and other 
purposes, at an estimated cost of $1,235,000. 

On District Seven there have been eighty-five 
buildings erected for dwellings and for mechanical pur- 
poses, at an estimated cost of $161,700. 

On District Eight there have been several store- 
houses, of wood, erected, at an estimated cost of 


$70,000.

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The foregoing statements, if taken with reasonable 
allowance for inaccuracy of estimates, show a large 
increase of taxable property in the city. i 

I have had the honor to hold the office of Chief 
of the Police for five years, it bemg now near the 
close of my fifth consecutive term. . 

I assumed its responsibilities and entered upon its 
duties with an almost insurmountable reluctance, 
having a full appreciation of the labors and trials ine- 
dent to a faithful, impartial, and honest discharge of its 
functions. And when the time arrives at which | 
shall retire from those duties, it will be with far 
greater cheerfulness and complacency than when I 
commenced its labors. Nor shall I retire without 
mingled feelings of gratitude and respect for those who 
have bestowed their renewed confidence from time to 
time in my appointments and confirmations, and t0 
such of my fellow-citizens as have given me their coum- 
tenance and support. 

The office is one which, in a proper and judicious — 
discharge of its duties, is encumbered with difficulties 
and trials which have no parallel in the range of publie 
offices under our government. 

Every act of omission, every commission of error, 
indiscretion, or neglect of duty of the police, is charged — 
upon the Chief. If anything is overdone, poorly done, 
or not done at all; any act affecting any rights of cith 
zens, or their comfort, or convenience, or that causes 
discomfort or inconvenience, it is laid at his door; as if 
he were and must be omnipresent and possessed of ail 
power. 

Honest intentions, a judicious, intelligent, and 4 
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conscientious discharge of duty, with the purest and 
highest motives that can control human action, with 
the most earnest desire to do right only, and as far as 
| possible to render unbiased justice to all under the cir- 
| cumstances attending each case, will not exempt the 
| incumbent from unjust criticism and sometimes re- 
proach. Nothing but the solace of an approving con- 
science and the self-approving hour which outweighs all 
counterbalance can compensate. To claim that I have 
not committed errors or mistakes, would be claiming to 
be more than human; for to err is human. But I 
shall retire with a consciousness of having honestly and 
faithfully regarded and discharged the duties of the 
office with which I have been so long honored, and 
of having been governed by those principles and 
motives which commend themselves to the conscience 
in the hour of retrospection. 
May the Police, the executive arm of the Municipal 
Government, never have its strength weakened by 
_ party influences and dissensions; and may its unity of 
action never be dissevered by elements of incompati- 
bility, or the alloy of party factions, but may it be per- 
petuated an arm of strength for the protection of the 
lives, liberty, and property of all our citizens, and for 
_ the promotion and continuance of the highest interest 
and best good and fair fame of our beloved city.

During the year 655 permits have been granted to 
open public streets, for the purpose of constructing and 
repairing drains. 47 elliptical iron curbs and covers 
have been placed over sewers, 26 of which were to re- 
place worn-out stone curbs. 121 oak covers have been 
put on to man-hole entrances to sewers. 


Drainage of “ Washington Village ;” formerly part of 
Dorchester. 

An important right of drainage into Dorchester Bay, 
at South Boston, has been purchased during the last 
year for the purpose of draining a portion of Washing- 
ton Village and the southerly slope of Telegraph Hill. 
The City possessed no right of drainage in this vicinity, 
and this purchase will enable it to construct sewers

during the coming year to meet the wants of the in-— 
habitants of a large district, who are, at present, with-— 
out any means of dramage whatever. ‘The fee of 
Vale Street (so called), 40 feet in width, commencing 
at Highland Street, and extending to the Commis 
sioners’ Line in Dorchester Bay, and the right of 
drainage through said street, was purchased for the 


sum of one thousand dollars.

East Boston, — Marginal Street and vicinity. 


Another right of drainage has been purchased in 
Kast Boston, through the Grand Junction Wharf to the 
sea, for the purpose of constructing sewers in Marginal 
Street and vicinity. Attempts have been made for five 
years past to purchase of different parties a right of 
drainage to the sea in the vicinity of Marginal Street, 
but not until this season were the Committee able to 
make a purchase. The above right of drainage was 
purchased of the Grand Junction: Railroad Company 
at a cost of $3,347 81. Another large item of expense 
in connection with this matter, was the necessity of con- 
structing a sewer from the water, across the premises 
of the Grand Junction Wharf Company, to Marginal 
Street, a distance of eight hundred and twenty-five feet, 
so as to make the right of drainage available. 


Sewer tr Kneeland Ntreet. 


In the year 1855 a sewer was constructed in Knee 
land Street, between Federal and Cove streets, with the 
intention of extending the same to Washington Street, 
but the work was discontinued at Cove Street in con- 
sequence of doubts of the ownership of the fee of

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certain portions of Kneeland Street in front of the 
depots. During the past year the sewer has been ex- 
tended to Washington Street, thus carrying out the 
original design. ‘This sewer has been needed for a 
number of years to carry off the storm water which 
accumulated in the sewers in Washington, Hhot, Knee- 
land, and other streets in the vicinity, and which, in 
heavy showers, frequently flowed the cellars of stores 
in those streets, to the great injury of the goods of the 
occupants. ) 


Back Bay Drainage. 


The attention of the Government has been fre- 
quently called to the subject of drainage of the Back 


_ Bay lands, with the territory in the vicinity, and the 


) 


necessity for some mode of remedying the difficulties 


- which now exist in Wards Eleven and Nine, and which 


| 


grow more complicated as the Bay is filled in by the 


Commonwealth and Boston Water Power Company. 
The matter was made the subject of a Report to the 
last City Council, and I have thought it proper to in- 
corporate the same in the present Report with some 
_ further remarks. 


| 
: 


There are three drainage districts bordering upon the 


_ Bay, and several sewers discharging therein, which must 
be affected by the improvements now going on in the 


Bay, and to which attention is now called for the con- 
sideration of some means by which the difficulties can 
be avoided. 

One of these drainage districts is comprised between 
the Worcester Railroad and Upton Street, and dis- 
charges its drainage into South Bay at Dover Street 

ae. 
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Bridge, and it is provided with a waste weir at Avenue 
A, through which is discharged the storm water ito 
Back Bay. 

Another of these districts is comprised between Up- 
ton and Springfield streets, and discharges its drainage 
through the main sewer in Dedham Street into South 
Bay : this is provided with a waste weir at the westerly 
end of Canton Street, through which the surplus storm ~ 
water is discharged into the Back Bay. 

The third drainage district includes the streets be- 
tween Church and Pleasant Street, and also part of 
Indiana Place and Tremont Street, discharging its 
drainage through the main sewer in Church Street, 
Public Garden, Beacon Street, and Otter Street, into 
Charles River. The storm water is discharged by 
means of a waste weir through Providence Street into 
Back Bay. 

The only sewers which drain into the Back Bay are 
included between the lower end of Boylston Street and 
the Worcester Railroad. These drain the streets below 
Church Street, between Boylston and Fayette streets. 
There is also one sewer which drains part of Tremont 
Street, Indiana Place, and the small streets and places 
between Pleasant Street and Indiana Place. 

All of the main sewers which discharge into the 
South Bay and Charles River are provided with gates 
placed near the outlets, which prevent the tide from 
flowing in, while the waste weirs serve to discharge 
into Back Bay the storm water that accumulates im 
the sewers during storms, and which is prevented from 
discharging at the proper outlets of the sewers by the 
high tide shutting the gates. These have a free dis 
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_ charge into the Back Bay, which is not affected by the 
tides, and, having a large surface, can be raised but a 
few inches during a long storm. 


These waste weirs are the only means at present by 
_ which the cellars, basements, and unfilled vacant lots 
of land of that part of the city are kept from being 
_ flowed, and they therefore must be maintained into the 
bay until some other method can be substituted. 

The rapid manner in which the bay is now being 

filled, with the prospect of its entire abandonment as a 
basin, causes an inquiry as to what is to be done with 
the waste weirs. 

In consequence of the filling by the Water Power 
Company, and the Commonwealth, the waste weir at 
the foot of Providence Street has been extended about 
1,000 feet. By the filling now going on at the westerly 
end of Canton Street and Avenue A,it has become 
necessary to extend the two waste weirs at these points 
about 500 feet each, and as the filling goes on it will 
be necessary to extend them still further. 

To continue the waste weirs they must necessarily 
have a basin to discharge into, having the same condi- 
tions as the Back Bay, namely: a basin which is not 
affected by the tides, of a very low elevation, and of 
sufficient capacity to receive the surplus storm water 
until the receding of the tide will permit its passing off 
to tide water. 

The present use of the Back Bay cannot be much 
longer maintained, and the waste weirs must therefore 
be abandoned. 

To discontinue the waste weirs must result in flowing 
the low vacant lots, cellars, and basements, at every 
storm, excepting when the tide is below their grade. 
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In consequence of the gates preventing the tide 
flowing into the sewers, and the waste weirs discharging | 
the storm water into the bay, the height of the water in 
the sewers has been kept very low, and in consequence 
many buildings have been erected with cellars under 
their basements. There are about 600 sub-cellars of 
this class south of Dover Street and west of Washing- 
ton Street. It is difficult to keep many of them from 
being flowed, and must be so hereafter, whatever means 
are adopted. They are at an unreasonable depth below 
the grade of the streets, and must eventually be aban- 
doned. 

The water in the Bay stands frequently within a few 
inches of the floors of cellars and basements, and has 
been above them in some instances, and as the process 
of filling goes on, the height will increase in conse- 
quence of the water surface of the Bay being con- 
tracted. 

But for the low grade of the streets and lots between 
Dover Street and the Worcester Railroad, and some of 
the sub-cellars south of Dover Street, the waste weirs 
could be discontinued and no injury be done. 

By an agreement between the Commonwealth, Water 
Power Company, and the City, a large main-sewer is 
to be constructed across Back Bay to discharge into 
Charles River. This sewer has been strongly recom 
mended as a remedy for any and all defects in the 
present system of drainage of the territory bordering 
upon the Bay. 

It is evident that it would not be expedient to con- 
nect the waste weirs with the proposed great sewer, for 
the waste weirs discharge at such a low grade (about 


- 


i 2 
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three feet above low-water mark) that they must enter 
at the bottom of this large sewer, and as this large 
sewer will be filled with storm water from the new 
territory, it will cause the same to flow back through 


the waste weirs into our own sewers, already over- 


charged, and therefore place the territory which is now 
relieved by the waste weirs, in a much worse condition 
than at present. The bottoms of some of the present 


| sewers which discharge into the Bay between Boylston 
Street and the Worcester Railroad being at such a very 
_ low grade, would be below or near the bottom of any 
_ sewer which may be hereafter built in the streets of 
_ the Water Power Company’s lands, and, if connected 
_ with such, must necessarily act as cesspools and _ reser- 


voirs for the drainage of sewers of a higher grade ; nor 
could they, if extended, afford proper drainage for the 
territory now drained by them, nor for the lands it is 


_ proposed to improve by the Water Power Company. 


It is clear, then, that no relief can be obtained from 


this large sewer to be constructed’ by the State, Water 


nc 


Power Company, and City, for the waste weirs or for 
any of the existing drains now discharging into the 
Bay. 

The City is obliged to construct a portion of this 
large sewer for which it has no use, nor can receive 
any benefit therefrom. 

In what manner the storm drainage which is now 
discharged through the waste weirs is to be disposed 
of, remains a question. 

At present there is some doubt as to what measures it 
is best to recommend, but it is important that the City 


Council should have a knowledge of the difficulties 


which surround the subject, that in proper time, when 
the matter shall be understood more fully, they may 
adopt some plan which will remove all obstacles in the 
way of perfect drainage for this part of the city. 

There seems to be but few remedies that can be con- 
sidered applicable to the case. 

One plan might be considered, of providing steam 
pumps and buildings, near the outlets of the sewers, to 
pump out the water which accumulates during the time 
the gates of the sewers are shut by the tide, and dis- 
charge the same outside of the gates. 

Another plan might be taken into consideration of 
constructing a covered basin of sufficient surface and 
capacity to receive the surplus drainage from the sewers 
during high water, and retaining it until the falling 
of the tide would admit of its flowing into tide water. 

If the waste weirs are discontinued, and no other ex- 
pedient is substituted, persons having sub-cellars at an 
unreasonable depth below the grade of the street, or 
below the top of the sewers, must submit to have them 
flowed occasionally, or provide hollow logs and plugs to 
their drains, as in case of store cellars in the vicinity of 
the wharves. 

The low grade of the streets between Dover Street 
and the Worcester Railroad would not make this last 
plan feasible for the drainage district of which it is 
a part. 3 

The system of drainage for this part of the city is 
defective in several points, but some of the defects were 
unavoidable, owing to the low grade of the territory 
and its former drainage into the Back Bay. 


| 
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The territory should have been placed at such a 
height as to cause no necessity for tide gates to the 
sewers or waste weirs, and the depth of' cellars should 
have been regulated by law. 

During the years 1858, 1859, 1860 there was ex- 
pended the sum of $4,351.56 in extending the waste 
weirs, and more must be expended in still further ex- 
tending them, as the filling in the Bay progresses, until 
some measures are adopted by the City Government 
that will admit of their being discontinued. 

There is a want of unity of plan, and various opin- 
ions exist between the parties in interest concerning 
the drainage of the Back Bay lands; and it seems 
proper that if the sewer, as proposed in the tripartite 
agreement between the Commonwealth, City, and 
Water Power Company, is not acceptable, and is not to 
be constructed soon, the act should be repealed and the 
subject placed in the hands of a Committee or Com- 
mission to devise and adopt some plan which would be 
efficient and satisfactory to all, and steps taken pre- 
paratory to executing the work; said Committee or 
Commission to be appointed from the three parties in 
interest. 

It is highly important that the subject should be con- 
sidered at an early day, that it may receive sufficient 
attention to allow a committee to digest a satisfactory 
plan, thus avoiding the adoption of any hastily formed 
plan, or construction of sewers to meet the immediate 
wants of a particular locality to the derangement of 
any plan for the drainage of the whole. 
~The Commonwealth, during the past year, has con- 
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structed, for its own immediate wants, a sewer in. 
Berkeley Street, extending from Charles River to near 
Boylston Street, which is without reference to, and 
independent of the plan of drainage proposed in the 
tripartite agreement. 

It is not as yet known that the Water Power Com- 
pany have decided on any plan of drainage for their 
lands; but it has been suggested that the drainage be 
discharged into South Bay by the construction of one 
or more main sewers across Ward Eleven. With 
respect to the last proposition, there is a number of 
serious objections. 

One objection is, that a great portion of Ward 
Eleven, at present, has no means of perfect drainage in- 
dependent of the waste weirs which discharge into Back 
Bay. The storm water from these waste weirs must 
be disposed of, and the drainage of the ward rendered 
efficient, before any project is considered which would 
bring into the ward a great amount of additional drain- 
age from other territory. There is no doubt that the 
construction of main sewers across the ward from the 
Water Power Company’s lands will be the means of 
flooding many cellars, and the cause of much complaint, 
affecting the value of real estate, and the reputation of 
the ward for health and character. 

Another good reason: South Bay, as a receiving 
basin for a great quantity of sewerage matter, is objec 
tionable. There is already a considerable discharge of 
sewerage matter into South Bay from Ward Eleven, 
Roxbury, and South Boston; and from the increase of 
the population in these parts, there is good cause of 


| 


| 
: 
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apprehension that such an amount of sewerage matter 
as must be discharged into the Bay, will finally estab- 


| lish a nuisance therein, which it will be difficult to 


eradicate. Therefore the construction of no sewers 
having their discharge into the Bay should be coun- 
tenanced, other than those which it is impossible to 
discharge elsewhere. 

In South Bay the water is shoal, the current slug- 
gish, and a great portion is bare flats at low water; 
hence the discharge of sewerage matter must be at- 
tended by the deposition upon the flats of large quan- 
tities of foul sediment. 

Charles River, on the contrary, is much more advan- 
tageous for the purpose of receiving the drainage mat- 
ter from the Back Bay lands, than is South Bay. 

It has a strong current, and greater depth of water ; 
hence the sediment from the sewers would not be liable 
to be deposited in close proximity to the city, but would 
be carried out to sea in a short space of time. Several 
large and important sewers which drain some of the 
most thickly populated portions of the city have their 
outlets in Charles River, and no cause of complaint 
exists. 

Another reason: Large main sewers could be con- 
structed across Back Bay at a much less expense, 
before the fillmg in of the streets across the Bay is 
completed, than across Ward Eleven. Before the filling 
is done, the sewers could be easily constructed on piles 
and filled in around as fast as completed ; whereas, if 
one or more main sewers are constructed across Ward 
Kleven into South Bay, it would require wide and deep 

3 
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excavations through several streets now in good con- 
dition. Past experience has proved that the construc 
tion of deep sewers across the newly made territory of 
South Bay, is very difficult and expensive. 

The City can derive no benefit from the construction 
of such sewers; but it would be an injury to the drain- 
age of the ward as it now exists.

GrnTLEMEN: At the time when we had the honor to 
receive your communication of January 24, of this 
year, transmitting an order of the City Government, 
in which the opinion of the Commissioners upon the 
probable effect on the harbor, of certain proposed 
changes in the Mystic Pond and River was asked for, 
we had under review our plan of OOo as for the 
Survey of Boston Harbor. 
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This plan embraced, among other things, a physical | 
investigation into the motion of the waters of Boston | 
Harbor and its tributaries. q 

‘We were about to submit to you our preliminary 
report, in which we had provided for a renewal, upon 
a more minute scale, of those tidal and current obser- 
vations which had formerly been made by the Coast 
Survey of the United States, principally for hydro- 
graphical purposes. 

Anticipating your concurrence in our proposed vlad 
of proceeding, we thought it most judicious, and we 
may even say, most respectful, to defer an explicit 
reply to the inquiry, until our examinations were 
completed. 

These examinations have since been made; the 
materials of a more minute and comprehensive report 
have been collected, and time has been allowed us for 
giving to the question more study and reflection. 

The subject is one of importance, and is entitled to 
mature consideration on many accounts, — not the 
least of which is, that our opinions may exercise an 
influence upon the future legislation concerning Boston 
Harbor, a matter of general interest to the nation. 

We shall arrange what we have to say in reply to 
your inquiry, under the following heads : — 


1. The examination of the Mystic Ponds, and of the 
River to its mouth. 

2. The results of this examination in their relation 
to the Estuary alone. 

3. The relation of the River and the Estuary, 
together with their affluents, to Boston Harbor. 
4 . General remarks. 


BOSTON HARBOR. 5 


| Examination or tue Mystic Ponps, AND OF THE RIVER 
To its Mourn. 


The examination of the Mystic Ponds and River was 
intended to be incidental to the more extensive physi- 
| eal inquiries instituted in the Harbor; and the instruc- 
tions given to Assistant Mitchell, regarding this project, 

directed occasional observations by detachments of his 
party, and the compilation of some general notes, which 

should enable us to judge of the value of Mystic River 
in the regimen of the channels of Boston Harbor. 
About the time that this work was to commence, the 
_ Mayor of the city of Charlestown, Hon. James Dana, 
directed C. L. Stevenson, Esq., a civil engineer of that 
city, to renew and extend some of the examinations 
undertaken a year since, regarding the propriety of 
using the waters of the Mystic Ponds for supplying 
the city. As the observations to be made by Mr. 
_ Stevenson were to be, in many respects, similar to those 
contemplated by Mr. Mitchell, an arrangement was 
' entered into between these gentlemen, by which they 
united their parties, and thus were enabled to extend 
their inquiries into many valuable details, which might 
otherwise have been neglected for the want of time 
and means. 

We shall now proceed to describe, briefly, the nature 
of the observations recorded, and the general conclu- 
sions to which they lead us. 

Seven principal poimts were chosen, at which sys- 
tematic observations of tides and currents were made 
im series of from twelve to twenty-four hours in dura- 
tion, and many of these pots were occupied simulta- 


‘ 
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neously, and the observations were frequently repeated, 
It was not deemed necessary to continue the observa- 
tions very long at any single station, since they could . 
if desirable, be referred to the Coast Survey tidal series, — 
at the Charlestown Dry Dock (which has been kept up — 
for many years), and be thus reduced, in a general way, — 
to their mean conditions. 

The stations referred to are “Upper Mystic Pond,” 
“Lower Mystic Pond,” “Weir Bridge,” (outlet of Lower 
Pond,) “Wood’s Mill,” “Herrmg Weir,’ “ Medford 
Bridge,’ and “Ten Hills.” (See Sketch marked A.) 
To these, in the discussion of the results, we have 
added several stations near the mouth of the river, 
occupied more especially for the harbor work. The 
approximate distances of these stations from Charles- 
town Dry Dock, measured along the channel, are given 
in Table No. 1; and in the same table, the depths and 
areas of sections will also be found. 

Diagrams A, and A, give the observations of tides 
at the points we have referred to; and B, the currents 
at the same and other pomts. These observations are 
represented in curves; the figures along the top of the 
diagrams indicating the hours of observation ; those on 
the side, the heights of the tide, or the velocities of the 
currents. The tides are plotted above a common datum 
line, or zero, which is 5.50 feet below the mean low 
water of Boston Harbor; the flood and ebb velocities — 
of the currents are plotted above and below a zero lime 
which marks slack water. In these Diagrams, the — 
observations are separated according to their dates; — 
and where several series of results are obtained at the — 
same station, it may be seen how variable the condi- 
tions are. 
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Diagrams A; and B, are attempted generalizations 
of the phenomena, intended to present comparative 
views of the results at different stations, freed from 
anomalous changes. The numerical results, which 
these two diagrams illustrate, may be found with other 
data, in Tables Nos. 2, 3, and 4. 


Tides.—When we speak of the tides, we mean the 
vertical rise and fall of the water; when of the currents, 
its horizontal motion; when of the didal currents, the 
_ horizontal motion caused by the changes of level of 

the tides. ; 

In reference to tidal action, the Mystic River may be 
divided into two parts; the one, from the harbor to 
some point between the Ten Hills Station and Medford 

Bridge, and near the latter, where the time and height 
of the tides are nearly the same as at the river mouth; 
and the other, from this point to the pond at which the 
duration of flood and ebb is abnormal, if considered 

with reference to tidal currents, and where the simple 
river regimen of downward currents predominates. 

The curve aa’ (see Diagram A;) represents the tides 

as observed at Charlestown Dry Dock. It is normal im 

character, and has yet undergone but little change of 

form since leaving the ocean. From other observations 
made by the Coast Survey, it has been determined that 

_ the wave travels the entire distance from Boston Lower 

Light to the Charlestown Dry Dock in twelve minutes, 

and that all parts of the wave suffer the same delay in 

this journey. The changes of depth, from hour to 
hour, in the channels of the harbor, due to rise and fall 
of the tide, are not in so great ratio to the total depths 
of water, as materially to vary the friction, and thus to 


gation. 
Beyond the Dry Dock, as our point of observation 
advances up the Mystic River, we find the shallower — 
channels causing greater delays in the progress of the — 
tide wave, and so varying their sections at different 
stages of the tide, as to make this delay irregular, — 
being least at high water, and greatest at low water, 
The currents also vary the apparent rates of the wave 
motion, as we shall show. 4 
The tide wave at Ten Hills, 40/, is very slightly dis — 
placed to the right, upon our diagram, — it has suffered — 
a delay of five minutes for high water and twenty-four 
for low water. The form of the curve cc!, representing 
the tide at Medford Bridge, is. sensibly disturbed from — 
its position at the Navy Yard,— having suffered four 
teen minutes delay in high water, and fifty-two minutes — 
in low water. ,The tide wave is propagated with some 
regularity thus far, and for a certain distance beyond, 
though not so far as Herring Weir, where the curve dd! — 
represents the law of rise and fall, and is sharply inter 
rupted three hours before, and three and a half hours 
after, high water, suddenly changing to a nearly straight 
line on both flood and ebb when the level of 11.64 feet 
is reached. There are then sixteen inches of water im 
the thread of the stream, the bed of which is here about 
41 feet above mean low water of the harbor. The curve 
ee! represents the corresponding phenomena at the dam — 
at Wood’s Mill. The form of the flood-tide curve is” 
here but little, though somewhat affected after the rise 
commences; but that of the ebb is not a true tidal fall, — 
even anes the depth remains considerable. Th 
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_ water must rise to about 12.8 feet above our datum line 
before the tide commences its rise; and on the ebb, it 
ceases to fall about the time that this plane is again 
reached. High water occurs forty-two minutes later at 
this place than at the Dry Dock, but the level reached 
is about the same. The tide of Weir Bridge is shown 
by the curve ff’. The horizontal of 14.15 feet repre- 
sents the river ebb, and the depth of water is then 32 
feet. The height reached by the tide is less than at 
Wood’s Mill, but high water occurs at nearly the same 
time. The exceedingly small rise and fall in the upper 
and lower Mystic Ponds, is represented by the curve 
gg'. The tide-water is not admitted to the ponds in 
sufficient quantity to vary their levels greatly. The 
greatest rise and fall due to tides, given in Diagrams A, 
and A,, is about ;2, feet, an inconsiderable quantity 
when compared with the rise following the freshet of 
September 13, as exhibited on Diagram Ag. 

The surface of this pond, as shown on Diagram /; 
lies below high water of the Harbor; but it must be 
remembered that these observations were made ata 
dry season. We may state, generally, then, that the tide 
rises to the same absolute height, at high water, in all parts of 
the Mystic River, from the Harbor to Wood’s Mill, although 
the delay in reaching its greatest altitude varies (increasingly ) 
as we ascend the river. It is only during the dry season that 
Mystic Pond can be in any sense classed as a tidal reservoir, 
and, even at this period, the presence of the tide m this basin 
is to be discovered only by careful observation. 

Thus far, we have spoken of the tide as a wave. It 
is propagated from sea at rates varying from fifty miles 


an hour (its velocity from the entrance of the Harbor 
2 
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to the Dry Dock) to about two miles an hour in the 


upper portion of Mystic River. So rapid is the increase 


of the permanent causes of delay (friction and the like) _ 


in the latter portion of this journey, that the rate of 
wave propagation becomes less than the possible veloe- 
ity of running water; we are not to expect, therefore, 
that the advance of the tide wave will be uniform, if 
currents, even while the depth and section remain con- 
stant, traverse its path. At Wood’s Mill, as we have 
seen, the part of the tide above a certain height main- 
tains its wave character as its rising portion advances 
in a favoring, or only feebly opposing, stream; while 
its falling portion, struggling onward against the com- 
bined opposition of river and ebb tidal current, is 
retarded in such unequal ratios that the symmetry of 
the figure is destroyed. 

From what we shall have to say hereafter of the 
currents, it will be understood that a very small in- 
crease of head in the Mystic Pond, without enlarging 
the section very considerably at Wood’s Mill, may make 
the velocity greater than the rate of travel which we 
have shown for the tide; at such times there may be 


a gradual backing up of the stream, as by a dam, but — 


nothing like a symmetrical tide. The Herring Weir 
tide shows also the peculiarities we have described as 
presented at Wood’s Mill. Under ordinary circumstances, 
Wood's Mill may be regarded as the point where the true tide 
WAVE CASES. 


Currents. — Referring to Diagram B, and the tables 
we have already mentioned, we find that at the station 
off the Dry Dock the maximum of flood is reached at 
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about two to three hours after the slack water of ebb, 
descending more gradually to the slack water of flood, 


in about three or four hours, making the duration of 
flood about five and a half hours; the mean from the 


observations is 5h. 27m. The ebb exceeds in velocity 
and duration the flood, owing to the river influence. 
At Medford Bridge (curve w/), the flood current rises 
to a maximum of 1.50 miles per hour, in two and 
three quarters hours from slack water, and declines in 
two hours to the next slack, its duration being but 
about 4h. 56m. The great excess of the ebb, as well as 
the form of the flood-current curve, shows the influence 
of the river waters, the depth and section. ‘The dura- 
tion of the prolonged ebb here is nearly seven and a 
half hours. ? 

At Wood’s Mill (curve //’, the station lies below the 
dam), the flood is small in velocity and duration, the 
force of the flood tide from the harbor being exhausted 
in checking the river current to about 1.35 miles per 
hour, which runs steadily for ten and a half hours out 
of twelve and a quarter. 

At Weir Bridge (curve mm’, Diagram £,), the fea- 
tures are similar to those at Wood’s Mill, the velocity 
of the flood being increased at a maximum to 1.40 
miles, and its duration diminished to one and three 
quarters hours. The rapid increase of ebb velocity to 
the point where the river current alone acts, uninflu-* 


_ enced by the tidal current, is well marked in the curves 
_ for both Weir Bridge and Wood’s Mill, by the horizontal 


line denoting a constant current. 
Let us now trace the hourly conditions of the river 


during an entire tide. Diagrams C, and (, are made 
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out from tables already spoken of, and as many stations” 
are used as the scale of the plotting will admit. ©, cor- 
responds to the flood, and @, to the ebb. The relative — 
levels of the surface of the river are given for every 
hour as marked, and the direction and magnitude.of 
the current at that time are shown by an arrow,—the 

direction by the head, and the velocity by the length 

_ of the shaft. Connecting the points of the arrows (by a 

broken line in sketch), we have the curves representing 

the velocities of flood and ebb. The time of slack 

water is shown ‘as that in which these curves cross the 

axis. A section of the bottom of the river, and position 

of the pond, is given on the same diagram. The arrows 
of different stations are connected by a dotted line, to 

show the inclination of the water surface. From these— 
diagrams we easily deduce the character of the river, 

as to tides and currents, at any time, corresponding 

to these observations. 

When it is low water at Charlestown Dry Dock, the 
Mystic presents the following peculiarities: The sur 
face is lower in the harbor than at Ten Hills Station, 
where it is not yet low water, and where there is little 
current. At Medford Bridge, the surface is 0.98 feet 
above the level of the water at Ten Hills, and there is 
a downward current of 1.68 miles per hour. At Her- 
ring Weir, the surface is 4.61 feet above the water- 
wlevel at Medford Bridge, and a downward current of 
1.36 miles prevails. At Wood’s Mill, at this time, the 
surface is 1.19 feet higher than at Herring Weir, and 
there is a strong downward current of 1.36 miles per 
hour,— the Mystic Pond is pouring out its waters. 

The tide rising, in about an hour the level of the 


, 


i 
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_ water at the Ten Hills Station is below that of the har- 
bor and of Medford Bridge. A flood current prevails 
off the Dry Dock of 0.38 miles; while at Medford 
Bridge it is still flowing downward at the rate of 1.54 
miles per hour. These two currents conflict in the space 
between these stations, and slack water occurs near 
Ten Hills. It is evident that whatever is brought in 
by the flood from the harbor, or down by the river, 
must be deposited at this time along the slack-water 
region. This slack current travelling up the river, as 
the point of greatest depression, does not reach Med- 
ford Bridge until above an hour after low water at the 
Dry Dock. The flood current reaches its maximum of 
0.4 miles per hour at Ten Hills Station about two and 
a half hours after low water, declining slowly to the 
high-water stand, about eight minutes before high 
water. The current at the Ten Hills Station is a nor- 
mal one, following the general law of the harbor 
currents. 

At Medford Bridge, the flood current reaches a 
maximum of 1.51 miles at three hours from low water. 

The level of Wood’s Mill Station is reached by the 
waters at Ten Hills Station four and a quarter hours 
after low water, and by the water at Medford. Bridge 
but a quarter of an hour later. Although the river is 
never actually level from its mouth to Woods Mill, yet 
there is an approach to this condition four and a quar- 
ter hours after low water off the Dry Dock. At this 
time there is a flood current of 0.50 miles off Dry 
Dock, and at Ten Hills; of 1.17 miles at Medford 
Bridge, and a downward current of 1.20 at Wood’s 


~ Mill. 


Ue ey ee ee ee 
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About one hour before slack current of flood at Ten — 
Hills, the river has reached the level of the Mystic 
Pond, and after this time flows into it. About the time 
of slack current at Ten Hills, the flood current at 
Wood’s Mill has a velocity of 0.44 miles. The dura- 
tion of flood current at Ten Hills is nearly 5h. 50m.; 
at Medford Bridge, 4h. 56m.; at Wood’s Mill, about th. 
46m.; and about the same at the entrance to the 
pond. 

The ebb current at Ten Hills increases to a maximum 
of 0.60 miles per hour, three and a half hours after 
high water, and continues at a nearly uniform velocity 
for two hours; after which it declines rapidly, reaching 
its slack after a duration of 6h. 45m. ‘The ebb current 
begins at Wood’s Mill about.three quarters of an hour 
after local high water, increasing in two hours to a 
velocity of 1.30, and in three and a half hours to a 
velocity of 1.40 miles, from which it varies but little 
through seven and a half hours. At this point the ebb 
current (downward) runs ten and a half hours. 

At Medford Bridge, the ebb current begins only 
twenty minutes after local high water. It lasts about 
seven and a half hours. | 

On Diagrams DP, and D, are given comparative views 
of the durations of the flood currents, and the durations 
of slack water from station to station. In the first of 
the diagrams, the influence of land waters can be 
traced, these having a tendency to destroy the flood 
current, or shorten its duration. The duration of this 
current Increases as we leave the Mystic Pond, and 
descend the river, reaching a maximum at Ten Hills, 
and diminishing but little at a station near the Boston 
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and Maine Railroad Bridge. Below this the Malden 
River debouches; and at the station between Chelsea 
and Malden bridges, — notwithstanding the Mystic has 
here a great section, —the duration of flood lessens 
to the same value as at Medford Bridge. In the deep 
waters off Charlestown Navy Yard, the duration of 
flood again increases, but by reason of the influx of 
several more land streams, the flood, even here, does not 
regain the duration observed at Ten Hills. The capac- 
ity of the channel at Ten Hills is to that at the Navy 
Yard as 1 to 40 for low water, and as 1 to 10 for high 
water; so that the little influence which the Mystic 
Pond, Alewive Brook, and other feeders of the river 
have, as low down as Ten Hills, can scarcely affect the 
times of the current at Charlestown Navy Yard, espe- 
cially at low water. We are safe in asserting, there- 
fore, that the outflow of Mystic Pond does not produce a 
measurable effect upon the times of the currents i Boston 
Harbor below Charlestown. 

The upper portion of the Mystic River is traversed 
by a predominating ebb stream of considerable scour- 
Ing power, which no doubt wears away its gravelly 
bed gradually, and deposits the debris at a lower point 
in the river, perhaps below Ten Hills, where the feeble 
currents are interrupted by long periods of slack 
water, which offer opportunities for deposits. On Dia- 
gram J),, the comparative durations of slack water 
are exhibited. The greatest duration occurs between 
flood and ebb, at the Boston and Maine Railroad 
Bridge. 

If we assume that one half the difference between 
the maximum velocities of ebb and flood is the velocity 
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of the outflow of land waters, (this supposition is not 


exact, but is not greatly in error,) this would give, for — 
the velocity of the outflow at Ten Hills, about one — 


tenth of a mile per hour at the season of our observa- 
tions,— a force which would be inadequate of itself to effect 
any scour; but, unted with tidal currents, ut has become an 
important element in the maitenance of the channel of the 
estuary. 


RESULTS OF THIS EXAMINATION IN THEIR RELATION TO THE 
ESTUARY ALONE. 


De La Beche, in his memorandum on estuaries and 
their tides, has justly observed that the present and 
actual state of any estuary, or tidal river, may be con- 
sidered as an adjustment, for the time, of the several

parts or materials of which it is formed. So also the 


regimen of a river is correctly defined to be a state in 
which the bed of the stream is equal to the reception 
and discharge of all the waters (whether river or tidal) 
that it can be required to pass; and further, the result 
ant of all the conflicting forces that act upon it, by 
means of which regularity and uniformity of motion 
in the stream are preserved, and the same flow is 
secured under similar circumstances. 

We have just seen what the adjustment and regi- 
men of the Mystic River and Estuary are at the 
present time. We have seen — 


1. That ut is only during the dry season that Mystic Pond 
can be classed as a tidal reservoir ; and that even then the 
presence of the tide wave in the basin is scarcely appreciable. 

2. That under ordinary circumstances Wood’s Mill may be 
regarded as the point at which the true tide ceases.

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_ 8. That at Wood's Mill the ebb (downward) current runs 
ten and a half hours, and that at Medford Bridge, it lasts 
about seven and a half hours. 

4. That the influence of land waters tends to destroy the 
flood current, or shorten us duration; that this duration 
reaches us maximum in descending the river at Ten Hills ; 
— and further, below the Railroad Bridge, where Malden River 
falls wmto the Mystic, notwithstanding the increased section of 
the latter, the duration of the flood is again diminished to the 
same period as at Medford Bridge. 

5. That even in the deep waters off Charlestown Navy 
Yard, by reason of the influx of several more land streams, 
the flood does not regain the same period of duration that v¢ 
had at Ten Fhils. 

6. It will be observed, we are speaking here of the 
effect of the influx of the lower streams upon the 
duration of the tide, and not of Mystic Pond, Alewive 
Brook, and other upper feeders of the river. 

7. In relation to the latter we have observed that 
the outflow of Mystic Pond does not produce a measurable 
effect upon the times of the currents in Boston Harbor below 
Charlestown. 

8. And finally, that the velocity of the outflow, being added 
to that of the tidal current, forms an important element in the 
maintainance of the estuary of the channel. 

This last deduction is the consummate result and 
consequence of all the preceding conclusions ; and 
points out the nature of the relation existing between 
the estuary of the Mystic, and the tide and river 
waters above that estuary. 

That relation may be embodied, in general terms, in 
the following statement : —

the rolling description, as sand and gravel, land’streams, — 
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If the materials forming the bed of a stream are of 


having velocities less than one-half mile per hour are 
quite inadequate to their removal. Again, if a channel 
is traversed by equal and opposite tidal streams, how- 
ever violent, the rolling material forming its bed is 
but borne to and fro without ultimate removal. But, 
if the channel of a river is traversed by both land 
streams and tidal currents, with conditions as above, a 
very considerable scourmg power may be the result, 
and the material may be permanently removed. If a 
flood current fails to set in motion a pebble which it 
encounters, it is because the force is exhausted m over- 
coming the inertia and friction ; but this force, if aided 
by the ebb-tidal current, may become powerful enough 
to roll this pebble a considerable distance ; while, on 
the other hand, the same force, by resisting the flood- 
tidal current, prevents the return of the pebble; and 
thus it makes a daily seaward gain. The velocity of 
the river current is but one tenth of a mile off Ten 
Hills Farm, but, united with the ebb, it becomes six 
tenths, — a force equal to the scouring away of sand 
and ordinary gravel. The same land stream resisting 
the flood, reduces the force of the latter to four tenths, 
—a power incapable of overcoming the inertia of 
gravel, and, therefore, unable to undo the work of the 
ebb. 

If we calculate the work executed in a given 
time,—a half tidal day, for instance,—by determining — 
the resultant power, on the supposition that all the 
forces act simultaneously, we shall have the following 
as the relative results : — ‘a

The greatest scouring power is exerted at Wood’s 
Mill, upon a bottom of gravel and small shingle. At 
Herring Weir, a similar bottom is found. At Medford, 
a gas-pipe forms a solid dam. At Ten Hills, mud is 
found, except in the centre of the channel, where the 
bottom is gravelly. 

Our conclusion in the special case of the Mystic, it 
will be remembered, is derived from observations made 
at the season the least favorable to the complete dis- 


play of the relation between the upper and lower 


— = 


Mystic, in all its value. 


A considerable portion of those large masses of mud 
lands, which are found in all such places, are deposited 
on the top of the flood tide, and especially at those 
periods when the agitation of the water, under the 
influence of violent winds, disturbs the bottom and 
sides of the channel. The lighter material is carried 
upon the shoal ground to the highest level attained by 
the tide, where the water becomes quiet, and the 
currents of the ebb have but little appreciable veloci- 
ty, and no determinate direction. 

The current of the ebb, therefore, carries back only 
a part of the material. very successive tide, for a 
certain time, increases in this manner (however 
Slowly), these banks of mud that are to be seen 
wherever the tide flows. Now, the freshes and the 
tides of the syzygies, and particularly at the equinoxes, 
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have great influence in remedying this evil; and this ; 
influence is especially beneficial when the freshes con- 
cur with the most powerful spring tides. 

During the lowest stage of a river, the power of the 
flood may possibly be superior to that of the ebb in- 
creased by the fresh water, and aided by the inclina- 
tion of the bed; but, on the other hand, during the 
freshes and high tides, the power of the flood is far 
inferior to that of the ebb increased by the fresh 
water. 

The ordinary ebbs would not be able to preserve the 
lower channels, if they were not assisted by freshes and 
extraordinary tides. 

And the two latter not only act with an immediately 
beneficial effect upon the lower channels, but they 
keep open the upper reservoir, and make it a more 
perfect receptacle for the tide water, which acts with a 
proportionately greater scouriig power, on its return 
to the sea. 

If the water of the rivers did not, in this manner, 
combine with the ebb tide, or in other words, if, for 
any reason whatever, the flow of the river were ar- 
rested, the ‘channel below the obstruction would be 
very soon, by the action of the sea, filled up, and the 
river bed would become a place for cultivation. 

This has been exemplified in a remarkable way, m 
the river Somme. 

A lateral canal was constructed along this river from 
Abbeville to Saint Valery. This canal being sufli- 
ciently large to carry off the waters of the river, it 
was thought advisable to build a dyke in the neighbor 
hood of Abbeville, and divert the waters from their 
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natural course. The filling up of the bed of the 
Somme was an almost immediate consequence of these 
arrangements. 

But let us consider the effect of the tides in a chan- 
nel like that of the Mystic, mdependently of the 
waters of the river. We have already said that the 
ordinary flood tide leaves behind it a portion of its 
sedimentary matter. 

But under the most unfavorable circumstances, the 
ebb current will carry back with it a great part of the 
alluvial mud. ‘This current may not be entirely effi- 
cacious in maintaining the channel in its best state, 
but it is efficacious to a certain extent. 

If we suppose the waters of the flood to be arrested, 
and become stagnant, after having attained their 
greatest height, the whole of the matter held in sus- 
pension would be deposited. This stagnation of the 
waters of the flood will be, in a measure, brought 
about by the construction of a dam at a point below 
the point of highest ascent of the tide water. The 
current of the flood will be stopped. by this barrier, — 
the water will be brought to a state of repose, the 
state most favorable to deposit. 

When retiring onthe ebb, it will acquire no appre- 
ciable velocity until it has reached some distance below 
the dam. In this space, it will not have sufficient force 
to remove the mud, and a deposition will consequently 
take place, even during the ebb; and the filling up 
will be very much more rapid than if the dam did not 
exist. 

The loss of the navigation of the channel will follow 
as an immediate consequence. ‘This 1s exemplified 
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again, in the filling up of the channel below the ob-— 
struction of the Little Vay, of which we shall say a 
word directly. , it 

In the adoption of what is called the “lower level; ‘ 
in the Report of Messrs. Baldwin and Stevenson, we 
have to consider the effect upon both the upper and 
the lower part of the river, of the proposed dam. 

Wherever a dam, bridge, or weir has been built 
across a river, it has been observed that the alluvial 
deposits, whether of sand or mud, brought up by the 
flood, accumulate very rapidly, — particularly m the 
neighborhood of the obstruction; and in this way, a 
quick and sensible diminution of water capacity takes 
place. The effect is sometimes counteracted in a meas- 
ure, by freshes, or by the action of equinoctial spring 
tides. 

It is, however, only for a time; navigation is soon 
materially injured, if not altogether destroyed. During 
the dry season of the year, the return on the ebb of 
the waters brought in by the flood — the action of the 
river itself at this season being small—is the principal 
part of the force by which the channel is kept open. 
If a bar opposes the progress of the flood tide, the 
waters, brought to a state of sluggishness, leave their 
burden in the channel. : 

We have satisfactory and conclusive evidences, on a 
larger scale, of the effects of these kinds of interrup- 
tions in the rivers Aure and Vire, in the department of 
Calvados. 

The latter, leaving the interior, enters the Bay of 
Vays, where it winds through sand and mud for a dis 
tance of about seven and a half miles. About one third 
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of the way down the bay, it receives the River Aure, 
which comes from another part of the same depart- 
ment. ‘The Aure was first barred by two bridges with 


flood-gates, constructed in the town of Isigny, and M. 


Lejeune, the engineer-in-chief employed in building a 


quay wall, proved that the existence of these obstruc- 


tions had diminished the depth of the river in front of 
the town, below the bridge, by about three feet. Sub- 
sequently to this, the River Vire was obstructed by a 
bridge with flood-gates, called the Bridge of the Little 
Vay, and after some years, the channel of the bay had 
altered to such a degree that it was found impossible 
to reach the port of Isigny, except in vessels of reduced 
tonnage. 

During the spring tide of 1840, there were only five 
feet of water at full sea at the entrance of the port, and 


vessels of small draught found it impossible to enter. 


For reasons not given, it was decided not to remove 
the obstructions built upon the Aure; but as there 
existed no objection to removing the bridge of Vay, 
for the purposy of opening the pass to the bay, and 


rendering the approaches to Isigny more convenient, 


the question was submitted to the Council of the Ponts 
et Chaussées. 

The Council adopted this course, and gave a sketch 
of the opinions which the consideration of the subject 
had called forth. 

The administration of the Ponts et Chaussées had pre- 


viously adopted this view, when in 1816 it abandoned 


the project of obstructing the River Scorff, above the 
Port of Lorient, by a bridge with flood-gates. 
M. Lamblardie, the younger, showed that this work, 
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by cutting off the receptacles above, would lead to the 
rapid filling up of the channel, and this, by depriving it 
of the flow of the waters introduced by the flood into 
the upper reaches. The work had been commenced, 
and the bridge was constructed over one half the 
breadth of the stream, when the rapid deposition of 
alluvium below brought the Council to the unanimous 
conclusion that it was necessary to arrest the evil. 

M. Cordier relates that before the establishment of 
the sluice in the rear of the port of Dunkirk, the sea 
entered twice a day, overflowed the vast plain of Wal- 
téringues, and twice retreated. In this manner, ‘the 
port was traversed twice a day by an immense current, 
which opened the channel, and maintained the passes 
of the roadstead. 

Since the construction of this sluice, the natural 
scour has ceased; the cCeposits have closed the 
entrance of the harbor; the beach, extending itself more 
and more, has become continuous, and the passes of 
the roadstead have contracted. The same results have 
taken place at Gravelines; the sea formerly ascended 
to Saint Omer (the resort of vessels), and covered 
twice a day a plain of several square leagues in extent. 

The channel of Gravelines was kept in a good condi 
tion, and the creek at the foot of the sand hills at 
Gravelines was preserved by the natural scour; the 
navigation of both ports was improved. 

The sluices of Gravelines have changed this state of 
things; the sea has been kept out, the channel has 
filled up with mud, and this port, formerly a very valu- 
able one, is almost abandoned. 

What we have already said goes to show, that the 
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loss of the port of Isigny was owing to the existence 
of the bridge, with flood-gates, of the Little Vay ; after 
| having, however, cited valuable opinions that directly 
sustain our own views, we will notice others not less 
valuable, which might seem, at the first glance, to be 
opposed to- us. 

We allude here, particularly, to the use of dykes and 

__ jetties in improving the navigation of rivers, examples 
of which are frequent in Great Britain and on the 
_ Continent. } 

| The example of the Seine is brought to our notice 
in connection with a discussion which took place at the 
time it was proposed to construct a dyke at its mouth; 
and in this same class of improvements enter several 
_ of the English rivers, such as the Clyde, the Tay, and 

the Dee. 

But M. de Prony, in his memoir, has drawn the dis- 
tinction between transversal obstructions, like the 
bridge of the Little Vay, or the proposed dam of the 
Mystic, which impede the natural flow of the waters of 
a tidal river, and those jetties, which, being designed 
to limit the capacity of a channel, add to the condition 
of being submerged, that of being so placed as to give 
a special direction to the downward flow. 

Speaking of the jetty at the mouth of the Seine, he 
describes it as being in some sort a prolongation of 
the shore of the Continent. If, on the contrar#, the 

jetty in question was placed two leagues above the 

mouth, and was similar in its character to those we 

have condemned, the part of the Seine comprised 

between the jetty and the mouth would rapidly fill 

up. M, de Prony, speaking of the plan of M. Sénéchal

says: “M. Sénéchal places his jetty at 9,000 metres 
(29,528 feet) above the position adopted by M, Pattu, 
and it would no longer fulfil the condition we haye 
previously mentioned of being a prolongation of the 


coast of Calvados,” (similar in character to Mr. Walk-— 


er’s piers at the entrance of the River Tyne.) “If 
carried into execution it would leave an indent deeper 
and more extensive than that in front of the jetty 
of M. Pattu. Im this case, the ascending tide would 
leave there its alluvial burden. M. Sénéchal was far 
from denying this effect himself, and, to avoid the 
difficulty, he furnished his jetty with flood-gates.” 

These opinions of M.de Prony are cited from the 
report on the bridge of the Vay, of the Council of the 
Ponts et Chaussées, which report concludes with the dec- 
laration that what has been said of the Seine, applies 
to the Vire, and to all other rivers. In consequence of 
this report, an order was given to the engineers of Cal- 
vados, to remove the gates of the bridge of the Vay, 
and to let the waters of the sea enter the valley of 
the Vire. 

This order was executed; and the force of the cur- 
rent not only cleared out again the passes of the Vay, 
but also opened a new bed for the Vire, over ground, 
which, though of modern formation, had already begun 
to acquire some consistence. It was observed that the 
result of the improvements was to restore to navigae 
tion the facilities it enjoyed before the construction of 
the bridge of the Vay. 

We might bring forward other examples of the 
injury done to rivers and their navigation, by means 
of bars placed within the reach of the tidal water; 
but our views are sufficiently illustrated.

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Having shown what effect the damming of the Mys- 
tic will have upon the’ beds of the river and estuary, 
we shall pass to the third head of our Report, in which 
we are to point out the connection between the estuary 


and the harbor. 


RELATION OF THE River anp Estuary, TOGETHER WITH THEIR 
AFFLUENTS, TO Boston Harpor. 


We have already, under the preceding head, made 
some incidental remarks touching upon this topic, par- 


ticularly where wwe spoke of the effect produced by the 
_ Mystic and a portion of its tributaries upon the times 


of the tidal currents off Charlestown; these remarks 


_ we need not repeat. 


The whole inquiry under our present head ought to 


be satisfactorily answered by simply stating the rela- 
tion that exists between the harbor and the Mystic; a 
relation at once of reciprocity and dependence ; ot 
reciprocity, arising from the mutual interchange, twice 
a day, of the tidal waters of the ocean, retarded or 


accelerated by the land waters; and of dependence on 
the part of the harbor, because the Mystic is one of 


the two inner receptacles, or reservoirs, without which 


_the present capacity of Boston Harbor could not be 


maintained. 

Tidal harbors, like that of Boston, owe their preser- 
vation to the basin or basins in their rear, in a degree 
varying with the size of the rivers, or streams, which 
find through them their channel to the sea. 

If there is no river, as in the case of Portland, the 


harbor is wholly dependent upon the interior basin. 
) But where there isa river, which is a receptacle for 


a 
Dis 
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tidal water, and at the same time possesses an ind 
pendent maintaining power, the relation of the interioi 
basin loses some of its importance. This is the case 
also, where there is a double opening to the sea. 
It would be easy to draw from the Atlantic and Gulf 
coasts of the United States, examples of the various” 
kinds of harbors that are peculiar to alluvial hom 
of tidal harbors that, having no interior basin or — 
reservoir, are fast hastening to decay; of such as 
depend upon interior basins, exclusively, for their pres ; 
ervation; of tidal harbors, which owe their existence — 
and Painicridnce to interior reservoirs and rivers com- ; 
bined; and of harbors, which have no regular or , 
influential tides, and are simply the outlets of rivers. 
Boston Harbor belongs to the third of the classes 
above enumerated. | 
The reservoirs and rivers inside it and above it con-_ 
stitute the original sources of its existence, and the — 
efficient means of its preservation. If they are taken — 
away or diminished, Boston Harbor 1 is taken away Or — 
diminished. bei 
In the first division of our second Report on Boston 
Harbor, we offered you a precise and definite illustra- 
tion of this view. Under the head of Zhe Confluence 
of the Charles and Mystic, we remarked that “the main 
features of this division have been preserved; am 
increase of depth has been effected in a North and 
South direction, by the removal of a large surplus D 
675,000 cubic yards. At the mouth of the Mystic 
we find the channel improved by the removal ¢ 
449,000 cubic yards, which include a bar seen in Ma 
No. 1, as well as a general deepening of the channel. 
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And under the head of Narrows, also, we noticed the 
removal of a large amount of deposit on the East 
Boston shore, which removal, while it was a natural 
consequence of the diversion of the current of that 
side, proves, at the same time, the power of the cur- 
rent. And again, under the head of Sowlh Boston Flals, 
and Main Ship Channel, we mentioned another removal 
of deposit, which had benefited the shore of East 
Boston. A simple inspection of comparative Map 
No. 4, will enable you to trace the influence of. these 


combined streams in the new channel which they 


have scooped out for themselves, down even into the 
mouth of Fort Point Channel. 

It might be said, and truly said, that the old channel 
of the inner harbor affords as satisfactory an evidence 
as the new one, of the mutual relation and dependence 
existing between itself and the estuaries above it. 
Undoubtedly it does afford the same proof; and this 
brings us back to the first observation under this head, 
that the whole inquiry ought to be satisfactorily 
answered by asimple statement of this relation and 
dependence. In fact, it carries us back to that funda- 
mental principle laid down by the first Commissioners 
on Boston Harbor, appointed in 1835, “all engineers 
of eminent scientific attainments,” in language that 
cannot be improved either in perspicuity or simplicity. 
But a novel force seems to be given to the illustration, 
a fresh elucidation of the subject seems to have taken 
place, when we see the waters of the Charles and 
Mystic compelled, by artificial means, to abandon a 
portion of their former bed, executing, In a compara- 
tively short space of time, a task corresponding to that 
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capacity and power which had been previously assigned _ 
to them. bi 

We have endeavored to give an idea of the com 
parative work, or scouring power exerted at different — 
places in the Mystic, by combining the periods and — 
velocities of the ebb tide. If we multiply the figures 
expressing the results by the sectional areas at each 
place, we shall obtain the relative momenta. Taking 
the section off Charlestown to be unity, as before, we 
have : — 


Off Charlestown” - - - - i 

Off Ten Hills - - - - - 0.08 
Under Medford Bridge - - : 0.09 
At Herring Weir - - - - 0.08 
At Wood’s Mill - - - - 0.10 


We may conclude, then, that although the action 
upon a given area of the channel-bed at Wood’s Mill is 
fourteen times as great as that for the same area at the | 
station off Charlestown, the tidal power which would 
be exerted in a given time, were every water particle 
in both cases in contact with the channel-bed, is but 
one tenth as great in the former as in the latter in- 
stance. 

The attempt might be made, perhaps has been — 
made, to underrate the value of the Mystic by a com- 
parison like the above, which is eminently partial and 
fanciful. This view of the relations of one part of the 
harbor to several parts of the interior basin taken sep- 
arately, presents a comparative estimate, accurate in its 
facts so far as they are stated, but inaccurate in its 
omission of other facts equally significant, and indis- — 
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pensable to an entire and comprehensive statement of 
the whole subject. We do not, however, admit that any 
just argument tending to depreciate the importance of 
the estuary and river, could be derived from this com- . 
parison, meagre and circumscribed as itis. The case 


_ involves a fundamental principle, into which the ques- 


| tion of more or less does not enter, except through 


that subtilty of argumentation which aims to gain its 


point by means of excessive refinement, or by the 


| assumption of an extreme quantity. But we will not 


give more time than is necessary to a course of reason- 
ing that exceeds the true limits of the inquiry. The 
following numbers, which we introduce without further 
preamble, will serve to show the importance of the 
tide waters of the Mystic Reservoir to the inner harbor 
of Boston.

It certainly is not needful to subjoin to this compar _ 
ative statement a recommendation that nothing b 
done for any*purpose, or under any pretext whatevel 
permanently to impair the usefulness of the Mystic 
Reservoir ; or, should this be thought expedient, we cel 
tainly may spare ourselves the trouble of elaboratin 
an argument, or uttering by anticipation a complain 
We have endeavored to give our views In a manner 4 
ence intelligible, and free from the liability of misa 
prehension. If we appear, by the form in which v 
have presented them, to advocate their adoption, it has 
been the natural result of strong convictions, and m¢ 
of partial motives or feelings. q 
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GENERAL REMARKS., 


‘The preceding part of this Report possesses the char- 
acter of an essay, or series of notes with conclusions, 
v Phich it has been thought advisable to arrange under 
separate heads, in order more fully to show the method 
and connection pervading them. We shall pursue a 
similar course in what remains to be said, though for a 
different reason. The topics still to be treated are 
somewhat desultary, though all having a direct bearing 
upon the main inquiry contained in your order of the 
23d of January. This bearing we are careful to define, 
| pointing out distinctly the precise place which each one | 
of our separate discussions is designed to oceupy in the 
general views or planof this Report. The subdivisions

a a— Estuary as a Reservoir. The views concerning the 
‘Yeservoir given under the third head, at the end, really 
require no corroborative testimony or support; yet, to 
elucidate the subject, and to satisfy the general judg- 
“ment, we will cite some instances and authorities in 
point, showing the disadvantages that have resulted 
from preventing the “ tidal inflow,” or the “ inflowing of 
more than ordinary tides,” into the rivers, and inner and 
; ts) 
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upper reservoirs of tidal harbors, and the conclusions — 
to which distinguished inquirers have been carried by 
the most systematic and thorough research. - 

The Commissioners on Tidal Harbors, appointed by 
Royal Commission, in April, 1844, say, in the prefatory 
remarks of their first Report: “ We find that very great” 
and increasing injury to the best interests of the coun: 
try has accrued from negligence of the several author- 
ities in permitting the improper removal of soil and 
beach, as well as by embankments, weirs, and other obstrue-— 
tions of a similar nature, which check the free flow of the tide, 
unpayw us strenyth, and thus permanently diminish the general 
depth of the river. And, on the other hand, that when — 
the aid of experience and science has been called in, ~ 
and a due vigilance has been exercised, a proportionate | 
improvement has been invariably the result.” And it — 
cites the following instances as cases in point. | 

It is given as a reason for the tardy improvement of 
the River Clyde, “that weirs have been permitted across 
the river, nay, sanctioned by Act of Parliament (49 
Geo. III, cap. 74), so as to prevent the flow of the tide 
above the city, and stop all navigation above the 
bridges,” and “that a considerable expense for dredging — 
might have been saved, if the natural flow of the tidal 
water had been properly directed.” 

Again, in speaking of the River Blyth and harbor of 
Southwold, it says: “As a general, although not univer 
sal principle, no cause has operated more extensively b: 
to injure the entrances of harbors throughout the 
United Kingdom, than excluding the tidal waters from 
lands below the level of high water, which served as 
natural reservoirs for the flood tide, and were the means — 
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| of affording a valuable scouring power during the ebb. 

| Nor does any subject more deserve the vigilant atten- 

| tion of your Majesty’s Government, or of those intrust- 
ed with the conservancy of our harbors, than such 

| encroachments, which are usually made quietly and 
gradually, and, when once completed, are difficult after- 
wards to remove. 

“We have thought it right to enter into the above 
details, since Southwold is entirely dependent upon 
tidal waters for existence as a port, and since the value 
of the daily tidal scour in all our harbors does not seem 
to be sufficiently appreciated; nor can any case more 
strongly prove the duty of jealously guarding against 
similar encroachments.” | 

And again in the case of Rye Harbor. 

_ “For several miles round the town of Rye, and 

immediately adjacent to the harbor, there are large 
_ tracts of marsh land, a greater part of which are owned 
by proprietors residing in the neighborhood. Over a 
great portion of this plain the sea was formerly 
accustomed to flow at every tide, and thus formed a 
considerable back water, which operated as a scour to 
the harbor of Rye, and kept the channel open. The 
proprietors, however, uncontrolled by any guardian of 
the port, began by degrees to exclude the tide, and 
no steps being taken to restrain their encroachments, 
they obtained an Act of Parliament, erected dams and 
sluices across the river a short distance above the town, 
and finally excluded the tidal waters. 

© By these means hundreds of acres of marsh have 
been reclaimed ; while the harbor, deprived of its back 
waters, yielded to the mass of sand and shingle which 
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rolled in with every wave, and which have now nea 
obliterated the appearance of a channel. _ 
“Three rivers drain this tract of country, and h 
there been no obstructions in their channels, 
would have afforded an ample reservoir for tide 
waters.” ( Rennie’s Rep.) 
The same Commissioners, in their second sepa mn 
tidal harbors, enumerate other instances equally in 
portant and instructive. ) 
The harbor of Cork, for example, was injured b 
the “seven weirs that crossed the River Leed withi 
one and a half miles of Cork; and again at Sligo, w 
exist which obstruct the upward flow of the tide.” _ 
And again at Belfast, “the lower lock of the Logan 


| navigation is only one and a half miles above the town, — 


and thus prevents the upward flow of the tide,” to he 
injury of the harbor. | 

And again upon the Dee, “a weir or milldam, risix 
eleven feet above the bed of the river, exists just above 
the city, dams the water up for several miles, and Dy: * 
vents the upward flow of the tide;” and this is mer 
tioned as one of the sources of the injury to the Dee. 

And again Exeter is injured by the South Deyo 
Railway, which has diminished the estuary and ex 
cluded the tidal water; and again at Newcastle, cot 
plaints are made of Newcastle Bridge, which, “ with 1 
narrow arches, heavy Biers and additional starling, ae 
almost as a milldam ;” and again at Whitby, “a millda 
which stops the see ls flow of the tide, and a railw 
dam, recently made, which excludes 30,000 cubie yat 
of water on every spring tide,” are referred to as 
means of injury to the harbor. 
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| ; And finally, at Yarmouth, “the narrowness of Yar- 
mouth Bridge, and of the adjoining part of the haven,” 
are spoken of as injurious to the harbor, because they 
act as a “ great impediment to the flow of the tide.” 
We shall cite one more distinguished authority, — that 
| of the Commissioners on the Tyne. In their summary 
report of May, 1859, they say : — 

“It would appear probable that it is the daily ebb 
and flow of the waters from the sea that principally 
maintain undiminished the width and depth of that 
part which may be termed the estuary, and which 
regularly scours the channel within its reach; it is, 
therefore, of the greatest consequence to admit and 
properly direct the largest possible quantity of tidal 
water. 

“Although this is adnutted by all whose opinion ts of 
value,” &e. 

It remains to be observed that the Commissioners on 
| tidal harbors were invested with authority to call before 
| them all persons from whom they could obtain infor- 
| mation, suited to the purposes of the Commission, and 
| to administer oaths to persons under examination ; and 


that, in purstiance of this authority, they summoned 
the most distinguished engineers, both in the civil 
and public services; and especially those men (it 
is not worth while to enumerate their names) who 
have taken the most conspicuous part in the construc- 
tion, improvement, preservation, and rescue of tidal 
harbors. : 
_ Even the least interested are aware that there have 
been some signal examples of successful engineering in 
the rivers and harbors of Great Britain during the 
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present century; and it is very desirable that the prir 
ciples by which this success was secured should be 
better understood. Persons who speak with authorit: 
sometimes cite the examples of Havre and Dieppe, or 
of the Tyne, Clyde, &c., without, perhaps, a well-digested © 
knowledge of the distinctive peculiarities of these hai 
bors, of the objects of improvement, or of the modes in — 
which those objects are accomplished. 

It is upon the opinions of the distinguished and sue- — 
cessful engineers referred to that the conclusions of the — 
Commission, which we have quoted above, are based. 


=> 


b — Reservation of the Mystie Pond Waters, and employ- 7 
ment of Stuices, or Flocd-gates. The observations contained — 
in this branch of our subject are partly called forth by — 
the following sentences in the Report for supplying the — 
City of Charlestown with pure water : — 

« Another and important advantage arising from the — 
use of these sluices will be the ability to scour and keep — 
clean the bed of the Mystic River, preventing the ‘silt 
ing up’ so common to all tidal rivers, thereby improving 
this stream for navigable purposes. Samples, on a 
large scale, of sluices, constructed expresgly for sweep- _ 
ing away at low water the accumulating deposits, are — 
found in the most important tidal harbors on the English 
and French coasts; and were it not for some effectual 
remedy of this kind, many of the most important would 
have been long since completely silted up.” (pp. 35, 36.) 

From the language here employed, taken in com 
nection with some other sources of information, W 
learn that Dieppe, Havre, and similar ports, are the ex- 
amples referred to in the Report. 

We will take from M. Elie de Beaumont his concise 
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and accurate description of the entrance of the valley 
of the Béthune at Dieppe. 

On each side of the entrance of the Béthune which 
leads to the port of Dieppe, there are two cliffs of chalk, 


‘of considerable elevation. 


The town is situated upon low ground protected by 
a natural sea-wall (/evée de galet), which extends to the 


entrance of the port. The sea disturbs the stones of 


this wall, and tends to force them in a certain direction, 
which is most frequently that from West to East, be- 
cause the prevailing winds are in this direction, and 
because the waves that break upon the shore in bad 
weather have in general a line of direction from West 
to Hast. 

Hence arose the necessity for constructing very solid 
jetties, which project beyond the sea-wall, for the pur- 
pose of preventing the stones from filling the entrance 
of the port. 

Notwithstanding this protection, the shingle some- 
times gets by the jetty, and fills up the entrance. No 
better means of freeing a channel has been discovered 
than that of keeping back, by means of a basin, the 
waters of the river swollen by the tide. The gates are 


’ opened at low water, and a very rapid current (une 


Chasse) flows out, which carries a part of the shingle 
into the sea. 

This means is employed in many ports, liable to sim- 
ilar obstructions: it is very expensive, and is a proof of 
the greatness of those natural forces with which the 
engineers have to contend in order to keep the en- 
trance of such harbors in a practicable state. 

M. Bailleul, in the beginning of his memoir on the 
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port of Havre (1838), says: The port of Havr 
assailed by two powerful enemies, the débris (shi : 
of cliffs (on the sea-coast of Normandy between Ktn 
and Havre) and the silt (alluvium) of the Seine, whi 
combine in their efforts to block up the port, and wil 
succeed in doing it if a remedy is not soon applied. 
It has been admitted, observes M. Lamblardie, im 
a remarkable memoir on the coasts of Haute-Nor 
mandie, published in Havre in 1789, that the coast 
suffers every year a loss by degradation of about one | 
foot throughout its whole extent. : 
If then we allow that the distance from Cape Anti 
to Cape de la Héve is 13.67 miles (25,000 metres), and 
that the mean height of the Cliffs exceeds one hundred 
and sixty feet, we shall find that we are below he 
truth in estimating at 523,200 cubic yards (400,000— 
cubic metres) the material of, all sorts, sand, marl, umd 
flint, which the sea carries annually into the little road 
up the entrance of the port, and to the shoals of the 
same. a 
‘These materials are placed at the disposal of the 
currents, which take them up from the feet of the cliffs 
in great quantities after thaws, heavy rains, and violent 
storms. 
It was to remedy this evil that écluses de chasse (sluices) 
were resorted to at Havre (in connection with jetties) 
in the beginning of the last century. It was for th 
same purpose, and to meet the same difficulty, that th 
great écluses de chasse were constructed about 1780 i 
the ports of Dieppe, Saint Valery, and Freport (pp. ! 
pad 12). : 
It is wholly unnecessary to enter into a detail 
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comparison in order to show that these descriptions of 
artificial ports, opening upon an external sea-coast, and 

exposed to obstruction at their entrance by coarse drift 
‘detached from neighboring’ cliffs in storms, and trans- 
ported by currents and ocean waves, bear no resem- 
blance whatever to the protected and secluded Mystic, 
pursuing its undisturbed course in its natural alluvial 
channel, and discharging its waters into a sheltered 
bay. | : 

But the above quotations from the Report contain 
what we conceive to be misconceptions upon the sub- 
ject of river improvements, which would be mischievous 
if carried into practice, and against the injurious conse- 
“quences of which, the public mind should, if possible, 
be guarded. 

A plan which includes violent and sudden changes is 

“wholly opposed to the fundamental principle which lies 

at the bottom of all improvements of tidal rivers. 

A letter addressed to one of our number by Mr. 

Charles L. Stevenson, civil engineer, and intended for 

the consultation of the Commission, furnishes us with 

the occasion for treating the reservation of the waters 
of the Mystic, and the use of sluices, in a more specific 
manner, and with special reference to the case in hand. 


e— Mr. Stevenson's view is presented in the following 
extract from his letter :— 

“If the fresh waters flowing from Mystic Pond be 
retained in the pond during such hours as recent 
investigations indicate that the tidal inflow up the 
Yiver would be thereby increased by an amount nearly 
equal to the volume of the fresh water yield, or as 

6 
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much less as may be found most advisable, a sufficient 
amount of water for Charlestown or Chelsea may be 
diverted, and the balance of retained fresh water thrown in 
in aid of the increased tidal waters at such time of the ebb as 
experience and tnwestigation show wt to be of most benefit to the 
river, this will admit of as conyplete, if not better and surer 
scouring action than at present. 

“Jn the making a tidal reservoir of that space, now 
occupied by the fresh-water flow from the pond, may 
we not so far imitate nature in the action observable in 
tidal reservoirs as to expect like results? Let us sup- 
pose Mystic Pond raised, as proposed for the ‘ High 
Level, (Vide Water Report, B. & S.) or some six feet 
higher than at present, with a dam at its outlet near 
Weir Bridge, so as to make it a fresh-water reservoir. 
The average fresh-water yield of the pond in 1859 
was estimated at 234 million gallons per day; when 
acting as a storage reservoir we may safely assume the 
available yield at all times to equal twenty million 
gallons, or ten million for each tide. The maximum 
amount of water required for Charlestown and Chelsea, 
estimating for 100,000 persons, is six million gallons 
per day, or three million for twelve hours; this 
leaves some seven million gallons with six feet head avail- 
able to increase the tidal flow down the river at every ebb. Ut 
we suppose the flow from Mystic Pond stopped, so that 
none of the water flowing therefrom remains in the 
bed of the river, above the estuary, at the commence 
ment of flood at that point, the tidal flow up the river 
will be increased by an amount equal to the retained 
fresh water; or, taking a similar tide to that of Oct. 
8, as an example, some nine million gallons more of 
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tidal water would have passed into the river at each 
tide. Having some seven million gallons of water in addition 
to thas, under control, with a head of six feet, it would seem 
that the proposed erections, so far from being detrimental, 
would enable us much more completely to conserve the channel, 
as far, at least, as the head of the estuary, as the loss now due 
to the meeling of the flood and ebb currents is avoided, while 
we have ut in our power to increase the velocity of the ebb, 
ad the quantity of water that is of value, of at any time 
deswrable.” | 

The italics in the preceding extract from Mr. Steven- 
son’s paper are our own. We have employed them to 
distinguish to the eye of the reader, the passages to 

which we desire to call his particular attention. Mr. 
Stevenson’s letter is to be found in the Appendix. 

The substitution of an artificial dam in the place of 
the natural dam, and above the latter, is in itself not 
only admissible, argues Mr. Stevenson, but even desira- 

ble for the maintenance and improvement of the river 
bed, apart from other considerations. The artificial 
dam will serve an economical purpose, and the loss of 
the water taken for daily use will be more than sup- 
plied by the increased range given to the tide of flood ; 
but this last is not the question we are discussing. 
The question we are discussing is the benefit to be 
conferred upon the bed of the Mystic River, and by 
transmission upon Boston Harbor, by the judicious 
employment of flood-gates or sluices at the outlet of 
Mystic Pond. 

~ We make this distinction, not for the purpose of 
adding anything to the clearness of Mr. Stevenson’s 
statement, but in order to define the limit of applica- 
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tion of a few of the thoughts that are suggested by 
the perusal of his paper, and presented here. 
Let us inquire into the effects likely to follow from 
a reservation of the Mystic Pond waters, during the 
period of flood-current in the harbor, and the subse- 
quent sluicing off during the ebb. 

Since the increase of head in the Mystic Ponds that 
would result from a retention of the waters during 
six hours could not greatly exceed that now caused 
by the rise of the tide, we may safely assume that the 
average flow of the water discharged during the ebb 
would be about a mean of the rates observed at those 
points in the river at which the stream now pursues its 
natural course. 


x Miles per hour. 
The mean velocity of downward current at 


Wood’s Mill Station was found to be 


about - : : : : . 1.30 
At Herring Weir - - - . - 1.00 
At Ten Hills’ - - = : 0.60 
At Station in Estuary of Mystic River (one | 
mile above Charlestown Dry Dock) - 0.44 


The average of these is 0.83 miles per hour. The 
total distance between the extreme stations of our list 
exceeds six miles. From this estimate of the rate of 
travel for the Mystic Pond waters, it appears evident 
_ that under ordinary circumstances, no portion of their 
scouring power can be transmitted to the lower part of 
the Mystic River during the entire fall of the tide; 
but that the greater portion of the water released by 
raising the gates at the time proposed, must, long” 
before it reaches the harbor, conflict with the incoming 


.. 
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flood current. Again; if by constructing a dam at the 
outlet of the ponds, the excess of rain-falls of the 
winter months could be stored up, so that a general 
increase over the present head of water could be in- 
sured for the entire year, no considerable quickening 
of the current at the Lstwary would occur during the 
period of letting off. We have shown in the first part 
of this Report that the great increase of the sectional 
area in the lower portions of the river, as contrasted 
with the contracted and shallow channel above, causes 
avery great exhaustion of the power of the waters of 
Mystic Pond before they reach the place where this 
power can be most useful. The fresh-water current 
slackens so suddenly on reaching the broader and deep- 
er waters, that even were the surface of the Mystic 
Pond six or ten feet above its present level, we doubt 
if, when suddenly discharged, it would augment the 
velocity of the ebb current in the Estuary more than 
two tenths of a mile. The Mystic Ponds are too dis- 
tant to be made very useful as sluicing reservoirs while 
the channel connecting them with the sea is so very 
tortuous and shallow. 

There is one circumstance connected with the use of 
sluices which has always been found highly unfavor- 
able ; it is this, that the greatest expenditure of power 
isin the immediate neighborhood of the sluice-way ; 
and in the case of the Mystic, the scour would be, 
mostly expended upon a bed of gravel and _ stones, 
which it would no doubt sweep down the river until 
these materials reached the deeper, and consequently 
more important portions of the stream, where the cur- 
rent, abating its force, would relinquish them. Hven 
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now this process may be seen at the periods of freshet, 
the gravel and stones are rolled along the bed of the 
stream, and at last come to rest, forming ridges, or 
bars. 

We hold that, as far as possible, a wufornuty of motion in 
a stream should be preserved ; and that, if power ws to be ar- 
lificially commuiucated, is operation should be swted to give a 
moderate velocity to a great mass of water, rather than to 
convert small streams into torrents. 

In the useful action of inland waters for the mainte- 
nance of harbors, it is not a necessary condition that 
the river stream shall flow from the interior to the sea 
during a single ebb tide, or in a single day, but simply 
that there shall be a seaward gain in the resultant 
motion given to earthy particles by the abrasion of the 
water, and that a sufficient mass of water shall be set 
in motion to prevent an abrupt exhaustion of power 
on reaching the sea. It is a remarkable fact that some 
of the most rapid rivers have the shallowest bars at 
their embouchures. The immediate loss of head, and 
enlargement of section, which a mountain stream ex-— 
periences on reaching the sea renders it powerless to 
bear forward into deep waters the gravel and sand 
which its previous strength has enabled it so easily to 
sweep down from the uplands. Jt ds not by sudden violence 
that Nature executes her best offices, but by persistence wm 
gentle efforts. , 

What we have said concerning sluices in the two last 
sections, whether general or special, may very properly 
be brought to a termination by citing the judgment of 
Mr. G. R. Runnel as to their real utility. 

“The history of such ports as Dover, Folkestone,

| 
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Newhaven, Fécamp, Brighton, Dieppe, Havre, and 
Ostend, demonstrates the inefficiency of sluices. 

“In the French ports, so strongly does the conviction 
of the inutility of sluicing prevail, that the engineers 
have almost entirely abandoned it.” (Lud. of Hydrailie 
Engineering, pp. 88, 89.) 


d— Mystic Pond, as a Reservoir. In the second Report 
on Boston Harbor, which we have recently transmitted 
to you, we pointed out some changes of vital impor- 
tance that had taken place in the reservoirs, and prom- 
ised that when all our materials were collected and 
digested, we would endeavor to designate the precau- 
tions necessary to guard against similar encroachments 
in future. It was not our intention then, neither is it 
now, to express an unavailing regret that so large a 
quantity of the tidal marshes and mud lands should 
have been filled during the present century. This 
operation was the concomitant of the growth of the 
city ; and indeed, to a certain extent, the very mode of 
its prosperity and increase. 

The political economists of the day would not have 
hesitated to sanction and encourage the schemes of 
enterprising and sagacious projectors, even if they had 
foreseen that one of their results would be the loss of 
water capacity in the harbor. Their part was to lay 
the foundations of commercial greatness; the duty 
devolved upon us is to maintain and improve the 
instruments of commerce; and with prudent measures, 
it will always be possible to secure to the port of 
Boston its present reputation of being one of the safest 
and most commodious harbors in the world. 


| 
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Of these prudent measures, one of the most obvaa , 0% 
and least difficult, is the improvement of old, or the rf 
formation of new, tidal reservoirs. Now Mystic Pon i? 4 
if opened to the free ingress of the tide, would proy 
a most valuable source of power; the currents of 
the harbor would then be quickened, their somal 
extended seaward, and Mystic River converted into a 
navigable arm of the sea. | 
In the central portions of the harbor, the tidal cur- 
rents have ‘peculiar values as positive scouring agents, 
for here the flood and ebb drifts do not traverse a com- 
mon path, as in the narrow reaches of the Mystie 
River, and therefore cannot cancel each other’s efforts. 
The islands divide the currents into different streams, 
and in such a manner that the ebbs and floods are not — 
reciprocals of each other. The forms of the islands are 
very irregular, their outer or seaward shores lie at 
different angles, and present different outlines from 
those on the inside ; so that the flood and ebb currents, — 
impinging upon these obstacles, do not suffer similar 
deflections or interferences, and are, therefore, com- 
pelled to pursue independent paths. The fine channels 
on either side of the Lower Middle, examined during 
the past season, offer excellent illustrations of the ben- 
. efits that may result from the conditions to which we 
have referred. Of these two channels, that lying to” 
the southward of the rocky shoal is maintained by the 
ebb, which predominates greatly over the flood in scOur= 
ing power; while the channel to the northward is “a : 
work of the food, the strong and steady action OL — 
which presents a marked contrast to the feeble and — 
irregular motion of the ebb. These effects are clearly — 
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traceable to the alternating influences of several islands 
upon the courses of the tidal streams. 

_ Boston Harbor owes to its numerous islands, not only 
its sheltered and secure anchorages, but many of its 
deep and spacious channels. To the destruction of 
Bird Island, and the consequent changes in the direc- 
_tions of the currents, can be traced the accumulation of 
certain shoals, as we may show in a future report, when 
_the Physical Survey of the harbor is completed. But 
let us resume our investigation. | 

The bottom of Mystic Pond lies below the bed of 

Broad Sound Channel; it would be itself a spacious 
harbor, and is admirably sheltered. Upon Diagram C, 
a profile of the natural dam which separates this fine 
basin from the harbor may be seen. The portion lying 
above the 5.5 feet line on our diagram (mean low water 
of the harbor) is about two and a quarter miles in 
extent, and six and a half feet in maximum thickness. 

Were this barrier reduced by removing about two feet 
of the earth for a short distance, there is no doubt that 
the natural scour of the powerful ebb and flood streams 

would then become sufficient to complete the destruc- 

tion of the dam. It would require, it is true, skilful 
engineering to prevent the natural forces from making 
a disadvantageous use of the matter removed; but all 
this could be controlled by proper care, and by slow 
degrees of progress. 

With regard to the ebb and flood currents which 
would be induced in the narrow portion of Mystic 
River by the proposed cut, we may remark that they 

would not be so violent as a comparison of the present 


relations of water-heads might indicate; because, by 
T 
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giving a free course to the whole range of the tide. 
wave, a portion of the difference of level occurring on | 
either the rise or fall of the tide would be restored, and 
less current called into action. 

We need not go far to illustrate this Mint The 
South Bay, a basin of double the area of the Lower 
Mystic Pond, is drained and filled by the tides without 
creating currents of sufficient strength to occasion 
serious difficulties. The rise and fall of the tides is not 
necessarily accompanied by currents, for those are only 
called into action by the delay of the wave due to fric- 
tion, &c. In channels of great depths the tide wave 
propagates itself with such rapidity, that the surface of 
the sea alters its position but slightly from the hori 
zontal; gravity scarcely suffices to overcome the in- 
ertia, friction, and viscosity among the water particles. 

Again, it may be asked, what change will take place 
in the height of Mystic Lower Pond if the river chan- 
nel is deepened. We have many instances, on our 
coast, of lagoons communicating with the ocean by nai 
row inlets, and from observations of the Coast Survey 
it appears that they preserve nearly the same mean 
level as the ocean, notwithstanding the very great 
reduction of range the tide wave undergoes in passing 
into any of them. If we leave the land waters out of 
consideration, we may presume that, in order to pre 
serve a natural equilibrium, the outflow and inflow of a 
lagoon should be equal. Now, since the velocities of 
currents vary with the square roots of the heads which 
engender them, it follows that an equality of ebb and 
flood currents, at the entrance of a lagoon, will be 
maintained when the mean water height of this basim 
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isa plane which cuts the tide wave into two such por- 
tions that the sum of the square roots of hourly heights, 
measured from this plane during a tidal day, will be 
_ zero. On the open coast, the symmetrical figure of the 
_ tide wave is everywhere exactly bisected by the plane 
_ which we denominate the mean level of the sea. 
The tide wave which passes through an inlet in a 
_ lagoon of very great extent is almost entirely lost. The 
Great South Bay, Long Island, is almost tideless ; and 
at Fire Island Inlet, which connects this lagoon with 
the ocean, the slack-water epochs are half tidal, — that 
is, the surface of the inland basin lying nearly at the 
mean level of the sea, the water does not flow in from 
the ocean till the tide outside has risen about half its 
range; and the flood drift continues till the tide has 
fallen again to about the level of the lagoon, after 
which ebb commences. The maximum ebb and flood 
drifts occur nearly at times of high and low water. 

Although, comparatively speaking, the Lower Mystic 
Pond can be transformed into but a small lagoon, there 
will be found some trace of the phenomena we have 
described. The tidal range will be less than in the 
harbor, and the current epochs will be a little later than 
those of the local tide. 

It is true that a very great disturbance of the tide 
now takes place in the Mystic River, so that even the 
upper portion of the wave is disturbed ; but itis believed 
that a sufficient deepening of the channel will restore, 
in a great degree, the normal form; or, at least, that 
different parts of the tide wave will then suffer corre- 
sponding changes, so that its positive and negative por- 
tions (considered with regard to the mean sea-level) 
may be counterparts of each other. 
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We may conclude, then, that the mean level of Mys- 
tic Lower Pond, if converted into a tidal reservoir, will 
be about the same as that of the sea, or from four to — 
‘five feet lower than at present. A considerable rise 
and fall of the tide will take place, but not so great as | 
that of the harbor. 

1.3 ™ is the expression which now seems to repre- 
sent the velocities of the current in the Upper Mystie 
River, — being the head, and the constant 1.3 being 
computed from our observations. By estimating the 
hourly rise or fall of the pond with the tide of the har 
bor, — considering this to take place with the wave prop- 
agation, as well as by jlowing water,—we cannot see 
that the average rate of the currents will exceed two 
miles per hour, or the maximum rate reach above three 
miles, in the narrower reaches of the channel. If the 
channel were to be so much enlarged as to allow the 
passage of a broad section of the tide wave, the level of 
the pond would rise and fall so nearly with that of 
the harbor as to occasion only very feeble currents. 

If the improvement here proposed be only partially 
effected by deepening the channel to the level. of the 
river bed at Herring Weir (a little more than four feet 
above mean low water of the harbor), the mean height 
at which the surface of the pond would stand would be 
about two feet below its present level. This estimate 
is made on the supposition that the bed of the channel 
will remain fixed, which, considering the increase of — 
scour, is not probable. 

The actions of tidal currents, when undisturbed by — 
waves or other variable causes, is to equalize the dep : : 
of the bays and channels over which they have free 
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range. Ji 1s, then, of the highest importance to connect any 
basin with a harbor when the depth of the former exceeds that 
of the latter. 


e — Characteristics of the Mystic and certain other Ponds. 
The following particulars comprise the leading results 
of Mr. Mitchell’s investigations. 

The two Mystic Ponds do not differ greatly in form 
and depth in the character of their shores, or other 
features which would strike the casual observer; but 
our more intimate examinations have led us to the dis- 
covery of very important points of distinction. The 

two basins are separated by a very narrow, though 
shallow bar, which so perfectly divides their waters as 
_ to allow of a marked contrast of chemical and mechan- 
| ical conditions. The Lower Pond, visited occasionally 
_by the sea, has accumulated a quantity of saline and 
_ sulphurous matter, which impregnates the whole mass 
of water lying below a fixed plane; while the Upper 
- Pond is essentially pure and homogeneous throughout. 
- We should mention here that the existence of foul 
matter in the Lower Pond is stated in Baldwin and 
_ Stevenson’s Water Report of 1857. 
In Tables 5 and 6 will be found the results of exper- 
_ iments upon the temperatures, specific gravities, etc., of 
these ponds, and upon Diagram £, the same results 
_ plotted in curves. These experiments show that in the 
Lower Pond, at a certain depth from the surface, we 
pass very suddenly from a warm to a cold stratum, and 
less suddenly from a rare to a more dense body of 
water; while, for the upper pond, we have the usual 
circular variation in the conducted heat, and no con- 
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siderable variation of spei gravity for differen 
depths. | 

By the taste and smell, it was observed that in the | 
Lower Pond the upper ten or fifteen feet stratum is s 
fresh ; below this, is a narrow belt of odorless salt wate 
and on a depth of 19% feet to bottom, is found the wl 
foul matter to which we have referred. Our hydrom- 
eters detected the passage from the fresh to the salt, 
and from the salt to the foul water; but our thermome- 
ter gave nearly uniform temperatures for the first two 

strata. 

That the experiments of September 1, given im 
Table 5, may not be understood to contradict this asser- 
tion, we must explain that for the trial made at twenty 
feet in depth, the deep-sea thermometer, being of some 
sixteen inches in length, actually rested with portions 
of its scale in different strata, so that an intermediate 
result was obtained accidentally. — 

We have drawn a broken line, connecting the results 
of this date, upon the Diagram, to indicate that the 
curve 1s doubtful. 


Still further experiments were made to ascertain the 
precise limits of the stratum impregnated with sulphur, — 
by suspending metallic bands from floats, and observing — 
the chemical action during different periods of time. 
Copper bands plated on one side with silver, if allowed 
to remain suspended twenty-four hours, were found t 
be completely blackened on the copper side below a 
point of 19,5, feet from the surface of the pond, and — 
the line or limit of tue sulphuret was sharply defined. 
When suspended for short periods, the bands showed . 5 
steady increase of the sulphuret as the distance below 
the initial plane increased. 
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For nearly all our experiments in the Lower Pond, 
the silver side of the band remained untarnished, but a 
single experiment made at the very bottom of the pond 
showed a decided effect upon both sides. Doubtless 
the galvanic action between the two metals affected our 
results, for on using thickly-plated wire, we observed 
that the silver became rapidly sulphuretted. Test 
tapes, prepared with acetate of lead, and lowered down, 
and at once drawn up, gave indication of the presence 
/of sulphur. The mud on the bottom was found to be 
sulphurous only for a limited depth. 

In the Upper Pond, all tests failed to reveal the 
presence of an undue degree of foreign matter in the 
water. On a single occasion, a piece of plated copper, 
after lying on the bottom, was found to be tarnished, 
but nothing impure was observed in the taste or smell 
_of the water or underlying mud. 

Spot, Cochituate, Spy, and Fresh Ponds, were ex- 
amined, but in the last named only could any peculiar- 
ities be detected. In Fresh Pond, a stratum of water 
affecting mostly the silver side of our plated band was 
found holding an intermediate position, the surface and 
lowest strata being apparently quite pure. The hydrom- 
eter detected no marked changes of density for dif- 
ferent depths, and the thermometer .showed a uniform- 
ity of temperatures below a point near the surface. 

In Mystic River, examinations of specific gravities 


showed a predominance of fresh water as low down as 
Medford Bridge. It was noticed at this place that the 
salt water inclined to press up along the bottom on the 
last of the flood, so that the water near the bed of the 
stream was found of greater density than that upon the 
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surface. At the Boston and Maine Railroad Bridge, the 
conditions are more nearly those of the sea than of 
river water. | 

Our tables of specific gravities are reduced to the 
unit for 60° Fahrenheit, so that the surface waters of 
the ponds may increase their weights as the tempera-_ 
ture descends. It is a fact familiarly known, that the 
maximum density of fresh water is reached at about — 
40°, and the aggregate change in the specific gravity 
of water between this and 60° is less than one thou- 
sandth; it is evident, therefore, from Table 5, that 
no interchange of water can take place between the 
different strata of Mystic Lower Pond ; for even at the 
depth of eighteen feet, the density, as observed, is much 
greater than the maximum for the fresh water of the 
surface. In the Upper Pond, a circulation may grad- 
ually go on as the seasons change. 

The winter temperatures of Mystic Ponds are given 
in Table 7, and upon Diagram /. These observations 
were made when the ponds had been frozen over 
nearly three weeks, and the covering of ice had 
become about eight inches in thickness. 

We may remark of these observations that they 
indicate the circulating process for the Upper Pond, and — 
the conduction of heat for the impure portion of the 
Lower Pond. The sudden change of temperature, as 
the point of observation passes from the pure to the 
foul water, is again exhibited by these observations, 
and at about the same depth as in summer. 3 

In order to complete these investigations, and to — 
procure, for the satisfaction of the City Government, — 
important information, the following inquiries were 
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submitted to the distinguished Rumford Professor in 
the Scientific School, of Harvard University, Mr. Hors- 
ford. . 

1. The amount of saline and mineral matter in gen- 
eral as compared with standard pure water ? 

2. If an excess of certain ingredients is found, 
| whence their source, — local, or from influx of the sea? 
3. If from the sea, do the conditions indicate fre- 
| quent or rare renewals of sca water ? 
| 4, Are the muds strongly impregnated with min- 
| eral salts, or other substances, calculated to contami- 
| nate spring water long in contact with them ? 

His full and detailed reply to these inquiries will be 
| found in the Appendix to this Report; we shall limit 
| ourselves in its text to a quotation of the summary 
_ alone. 

“The Upper Mystic Pond is throughout its depth 
_ an eminently pure and soft water. 

| “The Lower Mystic Pond water is sufficiently pure 
_ at the surface, and for a depth of some fifteen feet, to 
‘serve the purpose of domestic use. 

“Beyond the depth of eighteen feet, the amount of 
saline matter is such as to impair the taste, and below 
twenty feet the presence of sulphurous compounds, 
offensive to the taste and smell, with increasing saline 
matter, renders it wholly unfit for use. 

“The excess of saline matter is due to the inflow — 
not infiltration — of sea water, on the occasions of 
high tide,—how frequently, and in what quantity, 
hydrographic observations only can determine. 

“The foregoing observations are quite in keeping 
with occasional and rare, rather than frequent supplies 
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of sea water. The sulphurous body at depths below 
twenty feet, is not due to the decomposition of any 
mineral constituents in the earth or rock at the bottom 
or on the sides of the pond. It is not due to the mud 
at the bottom of the pond spontaneously decomposing 
in a pure fresh water. 

“Tt is conceived, in part, to be extracted from the 
muds of Mystic River banks:and flats, as the incoming | 
tide flows over them and discharges into the pond; 
and in part to the reducing action of the organic 
matter at the bottom of the pond on the sulphates of 
the sea water with which these organic matters of the 
mud are saturated. 

“The sea water flowing in at high water, by virtue 
of its superior specific gravity, flows to the lower 
depths of the pond, displacing the purer, lighter 
water. ‘The saline water, from the bottom up, dimin- 
ishes but little in density till a level of forty feet from 
the surface is attained; from this point up, the diffu. 
sion is nearly in inverse ratio to the depth. 

“If the sea water were shut out, the law of diffusion 
would obviously require that in time all the excess of 
sale matter should be removed. The action of the 
inflowing current from the Upper Pond would facilitame 
this purification.” 


J — Recapitulation. Under the first head of this Re- 
port, we entered into an examination of the Mystie 
Ponds and River, in the course of which we introduced 
a summary of the observations made by Mr. Henry 
Mitchell, an assistant in the Coast Survey of the United | 
States, upon the currents, tides, tidal currents, and tide 
wave of these waters. 


‘ 
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_ Under.the second head, we presented the results of 
this examination with reference to the estuary of the 
Mystic. 

Under the third head, we explained the relation of 
the river and estuary, together with their affluents, to 
‘Boston Harbor. 

The object of the investigation, thus far, to which 
we gave an orderly course, was to ascertain the con- 
nection existing between these several parts or places; 
and having established their interdependence, we found 
that it would be inexpedient to do anything which 
would permanently impair the usefulness of the Mystic 
Reservoir. 

Under the last head of our Report, which, in the 
‘disposition of its separate topics, was unavoidably 
desultory, we treated the general importance of interior 
reservoirs to tidal harbors like Boston; pointed out 
the manner in which the Mystic Lower Pond might be 
improved, and be made to perform a valuable office to 
the lower channels ; and combated the idea that a dam 
with flood-gates at the outlet of Mystic Pond, or across 
the Mystic River, could be beneficial, or, in fact, could 
be otherwise than detrimental to the channel below it. 
_ Throughout the whole of our Report, we have dis- 
tinguished, by putting them in italics, the conclusions 
resulting from the observations made in the field, and 
also those general views and fundamental principles 
already established by former observers, and common to 
the profession of engineering in tidal harbors. 

It must be understood that the intelligent engineer 

has already arrived at the determination of certain 

fixed principles of conduct, by means of observations

and experiments ; observations and experiments which | 
(in the progress of accumulated knowledge) haye 
ripened into comprehensive generalizations, or into | 
governing rules for further observations and experi- | 
ments suited to local circumstances. 

We have before observed, but it cannot be too often 
repeated, that among these fundamental principles, the 
one which holds the primary place consists in the 
improvement of the natural and existing state of 
things; making it the object to assist nature, and to 
use the laws of nature derived from study and obser- 
vation, either by restraining or promoting her opera- 
tions, in such a manner as will accomplish the object in 
view. | 

It has been wisely said, in another case, where man 
combines and disposes of the operation of natural 
laws, in order to modify or improve nature, that he 
employs the means which nature herself supplies; 
above that art which adds to nature is an art that 
nature makes. 

And such has been the general scope and tenor of 
this Report. Our calculations and conclusions, the rules 
we have laid down, the principles we have enunciated, 
have been derived either from observations and experi- 
ments instituted for this purpose, or from observations 
and experiments made at other times and in other 
places belonging to the common treasury of knowledge. 
And further, we have taken into view not only imme- 
diate, but also distant effects and changes; regarding 
those that affect the prosperity of a future generation, 
as not less worthy of our attention than those that 
directly concern ourselves. 
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Our general conclusions are : — 

1. That it would be imexpedient to make the 
“changes contemplated by the City of Charlestown, 
in the disposition and level of the water in Mystic 
Pond.” 

2. That Mystic Lower Pond may be converted into 
a reservoir with advantage to the channels of the river 
and harbor. | 

3. If the upper pond is cut off and converted to the 
use of the towns as proposed in the Report of the 
Engineers of the City of Charlestown, compensation 
‘should be made by such excavations as will secure free 
tidal flow into the dower pond.

Dear Sir: My absence at New York has prevented me from 
earlier complying with your request to place in writing the substance 
of my remarks, made to you a few days since, relative to Mystic Pond 
and River, explaining that the proposed constructions of the City of 
Charlestown to enable them to obtain a supply of pure water from 
this pond, in place of being detrimental to Mystic River and the Har- 
bor of Boston, would rather be made to subserve the interests of 
both; or, in other words, that, by artificial erections controlling the 
flow into and from Mystic Pond, an amount of fresh water may be 
diverted for the use of the city, while the quantity of water of value 
as a scouring agent of the river is not diminished, but such agent can 
be made of greater value than at present. 

From the facts adduced in recent careful and extended inyestiga- 
tions made under the direction of your Commision, by Mr. Henry 
Mitchell, and with whom I had the pleasure of co-operating, we 
ascertain — 

First, that Wood’s Mill is about the limit of the tidal wave of the 
ocean in Mystic River. 

Second, that Mystic Pond is not a tidal reservoir of present value 
to Boston Harbor. | 

Third, that owing to the elevation of the bed of Mystie River, 
north and west of Medford Bridge, above low-water mark of Boston 
Harbor, the fresh water from Mystic Pond continues to run ebb from 
five to six hours after the commencement of flood at the harbor; and 
the colliding of these currents, by checking the velocity of the flow, 
is detrimental to the tidal action on the bed of the river. 

Your intimate knowledge of the details of the recent investigations 
renders unnecessary, on my part, much explanation of the reasons 
which lead us to the foregoing conclusions. The peculiar condition of 
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Mystic Lower Pond proves unequivocally the occasional admixture of 
sea water, but an examination of all the data presented shows that ~ 
the limit of the wave up the river is at Wood’s Mill. The average 
volume of the flood current into Mystic Pond, as found from obser-_ 
vations, is one million cubic feet, or seven and a half million gallons, j 
at every tide. Had the observations been continued for a longer | 
period, or for a year, so as to bring into the account the neap tides, — 
and the seasons when the height of the pond is such that no current | 
can pass into it from the river, this average would doubtless be much — 
less. While the volume of the flow into the pond is possibly of some 
little value to the river, the proportion which it bears to the average” 
tidal inflow above Chelsea Bridge, less than },, is too small to allow 
of its effects being appreciable in the harbor, even were the pond not 
at so great a distance from the latter that its waters do not, in one tide j 
reach it. ‘ 

The average duration of the ebb at Mystic Pond is 20 hours a day— 
(or 10 hours for each tide), during which time the daily fresh-water 
yield, and the water flowed into the pond from the river, must pass” 
out of the pond. | . 

Now we find that of the ten hours of ebb, there are but about five — 
hours during which the ebb current is unobstructed, the flood current 
colliding therewith during the remaining five hours. The volume of 
water, then, which flows down during the first five hours of the ebb, is 
alone of value in acting as « scouring agent, and that only in the 
upper reaches of the river. | 

It should be borne in mind that the time taken in passing from 
Wood’s. Mill to head of estuary, 44 miles, is 3} hours, as calculated — 
from observations. Hence, there remains but 14 hours during which ) 
water from Mystic Pond passes below the head of the estuary. To 
reach Chelsea Bridge, 24 miles further, assuming the maximum yeloe- 
ity observed at any time of ebb tide of October ’3,—viz: six tenths of 
a mile per hour,—requires four hours ten minutes ; or, in other words, — 
- the tide would have turned to run flood at Chelsea Bridge some three 
hours before a drop of water from Mystic Pond could have reachet 
Chelsea Bridge. 

Hence the conclusion that, as a tidal reservoir, Mystic Pond is not 
of present value to Boston Harbor. 

As an exemplification of the colliding of the ebb and flood currents, 
let us take the tidal ‘observations of October 3 (vide annexed plot © 
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. same). On this day the flood current commenced at the Navy Yard 
~ at 7" 15™ a. m., while it continued to run ebb at Wood’s Mill until 
yo" PoM., a Reco of 5> 54™. 

An average of observations made on board the sohiponér Bailey, and 
at the current stations, numbered 4, 6, and 7, at other dates than 
October 3, shows the duration of stand at flood at various points, as 
follows : — 

Broad Sound — 7™. 

Tidal Station. No. 9 — Mystic River ed Chelsea Bridge, 48™; 
the day-tide stand being 58™, the night, 28™. 

T. 8. No. 8— Above B. & M. R. R., 51™; the day-tide stand 
being 1 23™; the night, 40™. : 

T. 8S. No. 7 — Head of Estuary above Ten Hills Farm, 19”. 

T. S. Nos. 6 and 4 — Medford Bridge and Wood’s Mill, 9™ each. 

If the fresh waters flowing from Mystic Pond be retained in the 
pond during such hours as recent investigations indicate that the tidal 
inflow up the river would be thereby increased by an amount nearly 
equal to the volume of the fresh-water yield, or as much less as may 
be found most advisable, a sufficient amount of water for Charlestown 
or Chelsea may be diverted, and the balance of retained fresh water 
thrown in in aid of the increased tidal waters at such time of the ebb 
as experience and investigation show it to be of most benefit to the 
river. This will admit of as complete, if not better and surer, scouring 
action than at present. 

In the making a tidal reservoir of that space now occupied by 
the fresh-water flow from the pond, may we not so far imitate nature 
in the action observable in tidal reservoirs as to expect like results / 
Let us suppose Mystic Pond raised as proposed for the “high level” 
(vide Water Report, Baldwin & Stevenson), six feet higher than 
at present, with a dam at its outlet near Weir Bridge, so as to make it 
a fresh-water reservoir. The average fresh-water yield of the pond in. 
1859 was estimated at 23} million gallons per day ; when acting as a 
storage reservoir, we may safely assume the available yield at all times: 
to equal twenty million gallons, or ten million for each tide. The 
maximum amount of water required for Charlestown and Chelsea, 
estimating for 100,000 persons, is six million gallons per day, or three 
‘million for twelve hours; this leaves some seven million gallons, with 
six feet head available to increase the tidal flow down the river at 
every cbb. If we suppose the flow from Mystic Pond stopped so that 
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none of the water flowing therefrom remains in the bed of the river 
above the estuary at the commencement of flood at that point, the 
tidal flow up the river will be increased by an amount equal to the — 
retained fresh water ; or taking a similar tide to that of October 3 as. 
an example, some nine million gallons more of tidal water would have 
passed into the river at each tide. Having some seven million gallons 
of water in addition to this, under control, with a head of six feet, it 
would seem that the proposed erections, so far from being detrimental, 
would enable us much more completely to conserve the channel, as 
Jar, at least, as the head of the estuary, as the loss now due to the 
meeting of the flood and ebb currents is avoided, while we have it in 
our power to increase the velocity of the ebb, and the quantity of 
water that is of value, if at any time desirable.

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mows TORS LORD'S REPORT. 


Gen. J. G. Torren, Pres. Boston Harbor Commission : — 


In reply to the inquiries submitted to me in Mr. Mitchell’s letter of 
9th of September last, I beg to submit the following Report :— 

The inquiries were — 

1. “The amount of saline and mineral matter in general as com- 
pared with standard pure water ?” 

2. “If an excess of certain ingredients is found, whence their 
source,—local, or from influx of the sea?” 

3. “If from the sea, do the conditions indicate frequent or rare 
renewals of sea water ?”’ 

4, “Are the muds strongly impregnated with mineral salts or 
other substances, calculated to contaminate spring water long in con- 
tact with them ?” 

The communication of Mr. Mitchell was accompanied by a number 


_ of samples of water from the surface, and from various depths of the 


upper and lower Mystic Ponds, from Mystic River, and from different 
depths of Spy and Fresh Ponds. There was also submitted a suite of 
muds from the bottoms of these ponds, and from the mud flats and 
other points of the Mystic River, to which, and also to the supply of 
waters, additions were frequently made by Mr. Mitchell and Mr. 
Stevenson. There were also supplied samples of copper wire rope, 
and strips of silver-plated copper, that had been suspended in verti- 
cal position for various lengths of time in the above waters, to ascer- 
tain their action on these metals. 

The accompanying schedules exhibit the results of the analytical 
examination of the above samples.

To enable me the more fully to comprehend the inquiries, I haye | 
twice visited the Pond, and examined the outlet on Mystic River | 
as far as Charlestown, besides making an expedition to Fresh and 4 
Spy Ponds. 


CoMPARISON OF THE Mystic Pond WatTER WITH STANDARD 
PurE WATER. 


The water which stands first in relative purity in the neighborhood 
of Boston is that of Lake Cochituate, from which Boston derives its 
supplies. Compared with this, Fresh Pond and Spy Pond waters, © 
which are eminently soft and well suited to domestic use, haye more — 
than twice the amount of foreign matter. The Upper Mystic Pond ;. 
water has nearly twice the measure of foreign matter that either Spy | 
Pond or Fresh Pond water has, — and the surface of the Lower Mys- | 
tic has nearly twice and a half times as much as the surface of the ~ 
Upper Mystic. At a point above the bar, the amount is more than ~ 
five times as great. From the surface down, the measure of mineral } 
and vegetable matters increases until the amount is nearly twelve 
times as great as that at the surface. Fi

Notwithstanding this considerable increase over the Cochituate, and 
Fresh, and Spy Pond waters, on comparison with the following 
standard waters, the result will be seen to be not unfavorable.

There is not, however, an amount of mineral matter that would 
deprive the surface water of the qualities of sweetness and softness. 
This is true of the Upper Pond, and of the surface of the Lower 
Pond. From the surface down, the total and relative amounts of 
mineral matter increase, and as two of the constituents of the water, 
the salt of lime and the salt of magnesia, decompose soluble soaps, 
forming insoluble lime and magnesia soaps, the water at moderate 
depths is unsuitable for the laundry. 

The accompanying curve F exhibits the increase in saline matters 
from the surface down ; and the curve G the total amount of residue, 
inorganic and organic. K exhibits the saline matter in the Upper 
Pond. The curve I, plotted from Mr. Mitchell’s observations, 
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given in Table 7 of the Report of the Boston Harbor Commission, 
exhibits the relations of the winter temperatures (they were made 
January 2, 1861) to the amount of saline matter at the different 
depths. The curve J, from the same source, enforces the illustra- 
tion by exhibiting the temperatures at various depths of the Upper 
Pond at the same date. 

The water of the Lower Pond, twenty feet from the surface, pos- 
Sesses, in addition to a brackish taste, a sulphurous smell and taste, 
and these peculiarities become more and more offensive at greater 
depths down to the bottom. At depths above forty feet, the water 
which is quite transparent when drawn, after standing a few days, 
parts with the offensive smell and taste, but without losing, in any 
degree, its transparency. Ata depth of seventy feet, water also clear 
when drawn, after a few days’ exposure to the air, loses its highly 
offensive sulphurous smell and taste, and at the same time becomes 
cloudy from the separation of sulphur. The upper limit of this 
sulphurous stratum in two localities especially observed, was very 
precisely nineteen feet and nine inches from the surface. At this 
point it is little more than perceptible, but increases in intensity 
of offensiveness downward, as the above statement in regard to the 
separation of sulphur shows. It was noted to be at about twenty feet 
in several other localities. At eighteen feet, the offensive smell and 
taste were not perceptible. At twenty-five feet, although the smell 
was perceptible on the day of collection, it was not recognizable two 
days after, nor could a reaction for a volatile sulphurous compound be 
obtained ; while from a depth of sixty-two feet, it was readily percept- 
ible to the senses for several days, and gave a prompt and decided 
chemical reaction. 

The sulphurous body, which, at first thought, one would conceive 
to be either hydro-sulphuric acid or a volatile sulphide, as of ammo- 
nium, failed to give any precipitate, either with acetate of lead or per- 
chloride of mercury, which, in the presence of abundant chlorides, is 
a better reagent. But on boiling the water with a mineral acid, and 
collecting the distillate, it gave a prompt black precipitate with sugar 
of lead, —a proof that there was present a complex compound which 
the mineral acid and heat decomposed, producing hydro-sulphurie 
acid. 

The curve H exhibits the relative amounts of sulphide of lead 


formed from equal volumes of water at the depths indicated, the 
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quantity becoming inappreciable at a little more than twenty feet 
from the surface. 

This sulphurous body readily acts on metals. A copper wire rope, 
vertically suspended, became, in the course of twelve hours, thickly 
coated with sulphide of copper up to within nineteen feet nine 
inches of the surface; and a strip of copper plated with silver on one 
side became coated from the same limit downward on the copper side, 
with brown sulphide, but the silver, except in two points indicated in 
the columns L and M, was left quite untarnished. 

This capacity of the Lower Mystic Pond water to act on bright 
metal surfaces, is possessed to a less extent by Fresh and Spy Pond 
waters. Silver-copper strips were lowered in both these Ponds, two 
in each. The detailed results are given in Schedule D. In Fresh 
Pond, at a depth of twenty-nine and one half feet from the surface, 
the action on copper and silver is observable in four and a half 
hours. In twelve hours, it extends through a depth of seven feet, 
where the sulphide formed is deepest, and for two feet farther, where 
the action is less marked. Beyond this point, the silver and copper 
remain bright to within one foot of the bottom. 

In Spy Pond, the action commences at a point about twenty feet 
from the surface, and in twelve hours the silver and copper were 
deeply tarnished through the next eight feet two inches, less so 
through the following two feet, and for the last two feet the metals 
remained bright in one locality. In another locality, the metals were 
bright for one foot three inches only from the bottom upward. It is 
a peculiarity not so readily explained, that both the silver and copper 
are here tarnished, while in the Lower Mystic it was the copper chiefly. 

It is quite apparent, upon an inspection of the samples of exposed 


metals, that the corroding agent is much less vigorous in Fresh and 
Spy Ponds than in the Lower Mystic. In the deeper parts of Cochit- 
uate Lake, no such stratum of sulphurous water has been observed. 
The consideration of the conditions in which these ponds differ from 
each other, leads to the second inquiry, to wit :— 
“Tf an excess of certain ingredients is found, whence their source, 
—local, or from influx of the sea?” 
A detailed analysis of the water taken from the bottom of the 
} Lower Mystic, made by Dr. Hayes and published in the recent 
Report of Messrs. Baldwin and Stevenson, gives the constituents of 
sea water in about the proportions in which they occur in the open 
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sea. The amount of saline matter is, compared with sea water, only 
about as 1 to 2.56,—that is, it is of the constitution of sea water di- — 
luted with nearly one and a half times its volume of pure water. 
The water of Cochituate Lake contains in general the same con-— 
stituents that are found in Fresh Pond, Spy Pond, and the tributaries — 
to the Upper Mystic. The waters of the last three, although contain- — 
ing each a larger percentage of mineral matter than the Cochituate, 
are, as already intimated, eminently pure. 1 
It is only in the deeper water of the Lower Mystic that the excess — 
of certain ingredients is found, to wit, of the constituents which, suf — 
ficiently concentrated, constitute sea water, and of a peculiar sul- 
phurous compound which is quite a new feature in the ponds of a 
region of primitive geology. 
Is the salt water due to springs? The fact that the water of the ~ 
Upper Mystic lying in the same primitive basin is free from all excess” 
of saline matter is against this supposition. 
Two other modes of derivation have been suggested for the salt 
water, one by percolation through the soil from the Mystic River, and 4 
the other by inflow of salt water at high tide. 9 
If the former were true, the neighboring wells in which the waters 
do not stand above the level of the tide, would be likely to be more — 
or less impregnated with salt; but of this there has been no com-— 
plaint. i 
It is moreover well known, that, on the point of Cape Cod, and ~ 
in other similar localities, the wells sunk quite near the shore, in~ 
which the water rises and falls strictly with the tide, do not par- 
take of the brackish character of sea water. 
That percolation does not take place at the greater depths, may be 
inferred from the fact that it does not take place near the surface. 
The mud near the outlet,— at a depth of eight feet,— and which, if ' 
the sea water came through the soil bearing its offensive smell and 
taste, would contain sulphurous matters, was found to be entirely free _ 
from them. 
There is against this mode of supply the well-known fact that i 
under drainage, where the tiles are but two or three feet below the sur- I 
face, however much manure may have been spread on the soil above, — 
the water that escapes is quite pure. In addition to all these con- 
siderations, there is the fact of the fully adequate agency in the 
supply of sea water at extreme high tide. On such occasions the se 
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water entering the pond through the outlet, by virtue of its greater 


specific gravity flows along the bed of the pond and takes its position 
at the bottom. 

Here, by the law of diffusion, the salt water is diluted by rising - 
into the purer water above. 

Is the sulphurous compound due to sulphur springs at the bottom 
of the Pond? ‘To answer this question, let us consider the source of 
the hydro-sulphuric acid of sulphur springs generally. 

- In the Pyrenees, where the sulphur springs have been more care- 


fully investigated than perhaps those of any other region, the opinion 


entertained by chemists is that the sulphur is present as a sulphide of 
sodium, accompanied by a small amount of free hydro-sulphuric 
acid. 

The source of this sulphide is doubtless to be found in reducing 
agencies, such as organic matter, acting on sulphates. The familiar 
case of the formation of iron pyrites in the body of a rat that fell 
into a solution of sulphate of iron, is in point. The observation 
by Bastick, that a spring water, containing gypsum in solution, on 
being agitated with a little ethereal oil, closely stoppered and set aside 
for three months, became saturated with hydro-sulphuric acid, while 


the ethereal oil disappeared, is a further illustration of the same 


point. Now in such a primitive region sulphates and organic 
matters, if not wanting in the rocks, are at least as likely to supply 
the upper as they are the lower pond with sulphurous compounds. 
And as the Upper Pond is absolutely wanting in sulphurous water at 


-any depth, it is rendered eminently improbable that the sulphurous 
matters of the deeper parts of the lower pond are derived from 


the earth and rock below. There are, however, two considera- 
tions which are quite conclusive. All strictly sulphurous spring 
water is instantaneously blackened on the addition of acetate of lead, 
while the water from the bottom of the Lower Mystic is not blackened 
by this reagent. This experiment shows, as did the test with per- 
chloride of mercury, that there is neither hydro-sulphuric acid nor 
sulphide of any alkaline base or earth present in the water. It is 
only on boiling the water with mineral acid, as already remarked, and 
testing the distillate, that proof of the presence of a sulphur com- 
pound is obtained. The second consideration is this, — that when 
the sediment at the bottom of the pond, where the offensive taste and 
smell prevail, is examined, the surface sediment is found to contain 
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the sulphurous compound, while that from a depth of a few inches } 
contains little or none of it. 
This source set aside, there remains a probable one in the agency | 
to which the excess of saline matters is ascribed, to wit, the sea | 
water. | 
Now whether the total offensive smell and taste go in with the sea 
water, or a part only, or none of it; or whether the source of the | 
offensive smell and taste is in the mud at the bottom of the Lower |) 
Pond, — it being assumed that the mud has been brought in by sea 
water, — are questions that have been severally raised and submitted 
to research. | 
The muds have been subjected to chemical and microscopic eX- 
amination. 
After leaching the mud of both the Upper and Lower Ponds with a J) 
view to washing out any and all soluble matters present, the residues | 
were examined for any and all sulphur compounds. The invariable | 
result was a negative one. There were none present. 
Now, on the theory that the mud contained bodies which by slow | 
chemical action was evolving soluble sulphurous compounds, after 
washing out any such compounds ready formed, the residue must con- § 
tain the parent source from which the soluble bodies were produced. | 
Finding no sulphur, was conclusive that all the sulphur at the bottom | 
of the pond was already in solution, and a constituent of the sea | 
water. 
‘The muds from Medford Bridge, and from the mud flats above the | 
Hastern Railroad Bridge, were found to contain the same sulphur | 
body, chemically speaking, that was found in water from the bottom | 
of the Lower Mystic Pond. That is, they yielded to water the taste | 
and smell of the offensive water from the bottom of the pond, and the 2 
substance was not precipitated with acetate of lead. 
Moreover, on distilling with sulphuric acid, the hydro-sulphuric | 
acid reaction was instantly obtained from the distillate. 
The relative amounts of organic and inorganic matter in the | 
muds of the different localities, showed that the mud at Medford ft 
Bridge, and on the flats of Mystic River above the Eastern Railroac i} 
Bridge, contained a vastly greater proportion of inorganic matter + : 
such as sand — than the muds from the bottom of the deeper parts” 
of the Lower and Upper Mystic. In the shallow parts of the pone | 
as near Niles’s Boat House, and out of the main current flowing |

through the pond, the proportion of sand is greater. Where vertical 
tubes were lowered into the mud in the deeper parts, that from the 
bottom of the tube, as might have been expected, contained uniformly 
a less proportion of organic matter. Near the outlet, where the tide 
and current of the pond met and the suspended matters naturally fell, 
the amount of organic matter was found to be greater than at any 
other point observed. 
_ The microscopic examination of the muds, for which I am indebted 
to Mr. Moore, of the Scientific School, shows the mud from the 
deeper parts of the Lower Mystic Pond to contain the various forms 
of naviculz, and other silicious shields and remains of infusorie, 
that abound in all the fresh waters in the neighborhood of Boston, 
besides what seemed to be granules from vegetable cells. Those of 
the Lower Mystic proved to be quite identical with those of the Upper 
Mystic Pond, except that the Upper contained a greater proportion of 
granules from vegetable cells. The surface and sub-sediments were 
much alike in both cases. 

In the mud near the outlet of the Lower Mystic Pond there were 
numberless vegetable cells, and occasional living animalcule. These 
had not been observed in the muds from the great depths of the 
Upper and Lower Ponds. 

The mud, from twenty feet above Medford Bridge, contained not 
more than one fifth as many organic forms as the deeper pond mud. 
They are much less perfectly preserved, and the variety is much 
less. 

The mud from the flats, above the Hastern Railroad Bridge, did not 
contain one thirtieth as many organic remains as the mud from the 
deeper parts of the Lower or Upper Pond; and the sub-sediment con- 
‘tained less than the surface mud. These organic remains were more- 
/ over very imperfectly preserved. 

Fresh and Spy Pond muds differed from that of the Mystic in that 
| the variety of forms, and the proportion of vegetable cells were 
greater. There were, besides, some distinct green plants; and all were 


very perfectly preserved. 

As the mud of the Mystic River, just above the Medford Bridge 
and that from the flats above the Eastern Railroad Bridge, contain, 
relatively, very few organic remains, and these fragmentary, while the 
mud at the bottom of the deeper parts of the Lower Mystic abounds 
in organic remains, distinguished for the perfection of their forms, it

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is quite obvious that the mud of the latter locality is not derived from : 
the two former. 4 
It is further obvious, from the circumstance that the mud of the — 
Upper Pond, which the tide water does not reach, contains the same ; 
remains in nearly the same relative proportions of ingredients that — 
the Lower Pond does, that there is an adequate source of the mud in © 
the pond itself. J 
As the mud of the neighborhood of Medford Bridge and the flats — 
below, when agitated with water, yields an odor and taste identical to — 
the senses and chemical tests with that of the offensive water of the 
Lower Mystic, it is obvious that whenever the water, that has flowed — 
over and leached these muds, is by high tide carried into Mystic Pond, 1 
the substance of offensive taste and smell must go with it, and in time ~ 
take its position in the deeper parts of the pond. The ultimate source 
of this sulphurous body in the mud is, in part, simply decaying 
organisms, — exuvie, excrementitious matters, etc., and in part, doubt-— 
less, sulphates of sea water acted upon and reduced by the organic — 
matters of the mud. . 
As the offensive body is not a sulphide of any alkali or alkaline ; 
earthy metal which sea water contains, or of ammonium, it might be ~ 
doubted whether the simple reaction of the sulphates of sea water in — 
the deeper Mystic Pond waters contributes in any considerable degree q 
to its production. i 
It is conceivable, nevertheless, that the organic matters at the — 
bottom of the pond in contact with the quiescent salt water should, as. 
hey decay, more or less reduce the sulphates, and yield sulphurous — 
products which, by some transformation with organic matters, assume ~ 
the peculiar chemical properties of the offensive body that have been” 
observed ; so that a process analogous to that which takes place in the 
mud on the flats may be regarded as going forward at the bottom of 
the Lower Pond. | 4 


in along the bed, and by virtue of its specific gravity takes its 
position at the bottom. ‘To these two sources the offensive matter — 
must be ascribed; and not to the mud at the bottom of the Lower 
Mystic, or the soil below, or rock, as a source of sulphurous matters. | 

If we ascribe to a like origin the sulphurous matter in Fresh and _ 
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Spy Ponds as evidenced by the action on copper and silver, we have 
the amount of offensive matter in these ponds bearing something like 
the same relation to that in the Lower Mystic, which the facilities for 
the approach of tide water and the measure of offensive mud over 
which it flows, in the several cases, bear to each other. 

There would seem to be spring water free from sulphurous matter 
coming up in Fresh and Spy Ponds, — keeping the lower portion of 
the metallic strips bright. But in the Lower Mystic there is no evi- 
dence of the existence of such springs. 

The offensive body in the Lower Mystic, diluting with the purer 
water above, as it approaches the surface comes in contact with the 
oxygen in solution from the air, and is oxidized and destroyed. 

Appearances indicate that the occasional supply of salt water, and 
the influx of fresh water from the Upper Pond and lateral tributaries, 
are about in equilibrio. With a chart of the pond, and sections of 
its depths, taken in connection with the chemical determinations 
already made, and a few additional determinations of the salt 
water that reaches the pond at high tide, it would not be difficult to 
ascertain the amount of salt water of a given strength now present in 
the pond. 

The determination of the time required in which to supply this 
measure of saline matter would necessarily invite some hydrographic 
observations. 

The last inquiry of the series, —‘ Are the muds strongly impreg- 
nated with mineral salts or other substances calculated to contaminate 
spring water long in contact with them?” has been answered in- 
cidentally in the discussion of the other points that have been 
raised, 


SUMMARY. 


The Upper Mystic Pond is, throughout its depth, an eminently 
pure and soft water. 

The Lower Mystic Pond water is sufficiently pure at the surface, 
and for a depth of some fifteen feet, to serve the purposes of domestic 
use. 

Beyond the depth of eighteen feet the amount of saline matter is 
such as to impair the taste, and below twenty fect the presence of sul- 
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phurous compounds, offensive to the taste and smell, with increasing 
saline matter, renders it wholly unfit for use. ; 

The excess of saline matter is due to the inflow, not infiltration, — 
of sea water on the occasions of high tide; how frequently, and in 
what quantity, hydrographic observations only can determine. The ~ 
foregoing observations are quite in keeping with occasional and rare, — 
rather than frequent, supplies of sea water. 

The sulphurous body at depths below twenty feet is not due to the 
decomposition of any mineral constituents in the earth or rock at the ~ 
bottom or on the sides of the pond. It is not due to the mud at the 4 
bottom of the pond spontaneously decomposing in a pure fresh water. — 

It is conceived, in part, to be extracted from the muds of Mystic 
River banks and flats, as the incoming tide flows over them and dis- — 
charges into the pond; and in part, to the reducing action of the — 
organic matter at the bottom of the pond on the sulphates of’ the sea — 
water, with which these organic matters of the mud are saturated. 

The sea water flowing in at high tide, by virtue of its superior spe- 
cific gravity, flows to the lower depths of the pond, displacing the purer, — 
lighter water. The saline water, from the bottom up, diminishes but — 
little in density till a level of forty feet from the surface is attained ; 
from this point up, for fifteen to twenty feet, the diffusion is nearly — 
in inverse ratio to the depth, and for the last twenty feet the density — 
lessens but little to the surface. 

If the sea water were shut out, the law of diffusion would obviously 
require that, in time, all the excess of saline matter should be re- — 
moved. ‘The action of the inflowing current from the Upper Pond 
would facilitate this purification. 

In closing this Report, I have great pleasure in referring to the 
care and accuracy with which the numerous determinations, made by — 
my assistant, Mr. Charles Merrick, have been conducted.

The Committee on Public Instruction, in pursuance 
of their duties, initiating the construction of new 
buildings for the public schools, have been called to 
observe the lack of uniformity in the plans of the 
buildings already built, as well as those projected, 
especially in respect to primary school houses. View- 
ing this defect in our system of education as one of the 
utmost importance to be corrected, the Committee have 
requested. the Superintendent of Public Schools, in con- 
junction with Mr. G. J. F. Bryant, Architect, to prepare 
a series of model plans for primary school houses. 
These plans have been submitted, with a statement of 
the advantages they present, by the Superintendent. 
The Committee have examined the plans with appro- 
bation, and now submit them, together with the 
Report of the Superintendent, to the City Council, in 
order that, if they shall meet general favor, they may 
be placed in such permanent form that future commit- 
tees and councils may have their full benefit.

GENTLEMEN: Agreeably to your request, I have, in 
conjunction with G. J. F. Bryant, Esq., prepared sey- 
eral plans of primary school buildings, and herewith 
respectfully submit the same for your consideration. I 
beg leave, also, to present the following rentarks in 
explanation of the Plans, and of some of the objects 
kept in view in preparing them. 

A building best adapted for our present system of 


‘primary school organization, where it is fully carried 
out, would be large enough to accommodate one school 


of each grade, or six schools, — a separate school-room, 
with its necessary appendages, being provided for each 


‘school. But a perfect uniformity in the arrangements 


of the schools of a city is seldom practicable or expe- 
dient, although the same priieciples of gradation should ~ 
be kept in view. Hence, it may be found desirable to 
erect buildings containing one, two, three, four, six, or 
eight rooms, the essential features and purposes of all 
being the same. In accordance with these views, 
ground plans of buildings of these different sizes are 
herewith presented. 
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The kind and grade of school to be accommodated 
being well understood, the next thing to be settled is 
the number of pupils to be provided for in a room. 
Our regulations do not fix definitely the maximum 
number of pupils for a primary school. The precise 
language is this: “The schools shall contain, as nearly 
as practicable, an equal number of pupils; it being 
desirable that the average number of daily attendants 
should be fifty to each teacher.” ** Many of our school- 
rooms contain sixty seats, but it is now generally 
understood that fifty-six is a complement. This num- 
ber is certainly large enough, and it should be dimin- 
ished rather than increased. 

Fifty-six being the number of pupils to be accommo- 
dated, the arrangement of the desks for this number is 
the next thing tobe done. The best mode of disposing 
of them seems to be to make seven rows with eight in 
arow. Arranged in this way, they will occupy a space 
in the form of a rectangle, of which the longest side 
will be parallel with the teacher’s platform. Each desk 
is one foot and a half long. The centre aisle should be 
two feet wide, and each of the others, sixteen inches. 
A chair, and desk together require a little more than 
two feet from front to back. Fifty-six desks and chairs, 
with the above dimensions and arrangements, would 
occupy a rectangle twenty-two feet by fifteen. In the 
rear, and on the sides of the space appropriated to 
seating, there should be a space not less than three feet 
wide. The teacher's platform should be dt least five 
feet wide, and the area between the scholars’ desks and 
the platform should be at least as wide. ‘These meas-

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ures will require a room twenty-eight feet square in 
the clear. The height should be twelve feet in the 
clear. This size gives one hundred sixty-eight cubic 
feet of air to each child, which would be sufficient to 
last thirty-nine minutes without a fresh supply. The 
plan entitled “Model Room,” herewith submitted, rep- 
resents the arrangements above described. 

An inspection of this plan will show that provision 
is made for blackboards in the rear and in front of the 
pupils, and for light on both sides. When practicable, 
the light should be admitted on the left side of pupils 
as they sit, in preference to the right side. If light 
can be admitted only on one side of the room, the 
pupils should be seated with their backs towards it. 
This room is planned on the supposition that architec- 
tural considerations will make it necessary to admit the 
light on two opposite sides of the room, rather than on 


two adjacent sides. If the hght is admitted on oppo- 
site sides, as in this Plan, the seating should be so 


arranged that the blank walls may be in front and rear, 
while the windows are on the right and left of the 


_ pupils as they sit. 


Whatever may be the size or number of rooms in 
the building, each school-room should have attached to 
it a clothes closet. It is desirable that this closet 
should be accessible both from the entry and school- 
room. ‘This closet should be from four to five feet in 
width, and about fifteen feet in length, and lighted by 


-awindow. The arrangement of the closet with refer- 
ence to the entry and school-room, which seems to be 


most desirable, is shown in the accompanying plans. 
I have given twenty-eight feet square as the

minimum size of a Primary School-room for fifty-six 
pupils, but I do not mean to say that the propor- 
tions may not be varied somewhat to suit the shape 
of the lot. ) 

Plan No. 6 is substantially the plan of the new 
school house about to be erected on Poplar Street. It 
was made to conform to the size and form of the lot; 
the principles stated above being applied as far as 
practicable. The closets are of sufficient size, and 
they are well lighted, though they are accessible only | 
through the school-rooms. The teacher’s room, though 
small, is a desirable element. The playground in the 
rear is reached through the basement, which is well 
lighted. 

The accompanying plans were drawn by G. J. F. 
Bryant, Hsq., whose experience in this branch of | 
architecture makes his advice very valuable. He) 
has also furnished the mechanical descriptions hereto | 
appended.

MODEL PRIMARY SCHOOL HOUSES, BY A VOTE OF THE COMMITTEE ON

OF JOHN D. PHILBRICK, SUPERINTENDENT OF THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS, 
BY GRIDLEY J. F. BRYANT, ARCHITECT. 


The designs aforesaid are illustrated by drawings 
numbered respectively, one, two, three, four, five, and 


six as follows. 


Drawings No. 1 and 2 show a building containing 


_ one room only on each story, and is designed of two 


or three stories in height, accommodating two schools in 
the one case, and three schools in the other. Its exter- 
nal dimensions are 313 by 46 feet. Each of its stories 
will contain one school-room of 28 by 28 feet square ; 
a clothes closet of 132 by 44 feet; a hall of 14 by 14 


_ feet; and a staircase 9 by 14 feet. 


Drawing No. 3 shows a building containing two 


rooms on each story, and is designed of two stories 


in height, accommodating four schools. It has a porch 


_ projection on one side of the main body, for staircases, 


hall, &c., which measures 423 by 10 feet, and the main 
body measures 604 feet by 863 outside dimensions. 


_ Each story contains two school-rooms 28 by 28 feet 


square; two clothes closets each 43 by 165 feet; a hall

15 by 144 feet; and two staircases each occupying 9 


by 12 feet. 


Drawing No. 4 shows a building containing three 
rooms on each story, and is designed of two stories in 
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height, accommodating six schools. It has a main 
part, in which four of said school-rooms are arranged ; 
and an L part, in which two school-rooms are arranged. 
The outside dimensions of the main part are 313 feet 
by 80 feet, and of the L part, 314 by 35. Each story 
contains three school-rooms, each 28 by 28 feet square ; 
three clothes closets, each 14 feet by 5; a hall 21 by 
134 feet; and staircase 143 feet by 10 feet. 


Drawing No. 5 shows a building contaiming four 


rooms on each story, and is designed of two stories in 
height, accommodating eight schools. Its external 
dimensions are 603 by 80 feet. ach of its stories will 
contain four school-rooms, each 28 by 28 feet square ; 
four clothes closets, each 43 by 15 feet; a hall 18% by 
264 feet; and two staircases, each 9 by 153 feet. 


Drawing No. 6 shows a building containing two 
rooms on each story, and is designed for two or more 
stories in height. Its external dimensions are 34 by 
603% feet. The school-rooms are 20,5, by 33 feet square; 
clothes closets, 12 by 6 feet; hall, 122 feet wide. Be- 
sides the main body, there is a projection on the front 
side, in each story, and containing in the first story an 
entrance doorway and two teacher’s rooms, each 5 by 
58, feet square, and two teacher’s rooms in each of 
the other stories of same size. Each school-room will 
accommodate 656 scholars with single desks. The 
staircases are conveniently arranged for access to the 
playrooms and furnace rooms in the basement, and to 
the yards in rear.

GentLeMEN: Although my successor in office has been 
elected, and I have already duly transferred to him the 
“books and papers, Xe.” belonging to it; I respectfully 
ask leave to transmit, with this parting note, the 
accompanying documents, as appendages to those al- 
ready on file, in order to complete the record of my 
administration of its duties. 

One of these documents is a Report of the Cholera 
Hospital of 1854, by Drs. Hodges and Buckingham, and 
the other of the Smallpox Hospital in 1859 and 1860, 
by Dr. Cheever. These reports will show for them- 
selves how ably and faithfully these gentlemen dis- 
charged the trusts severally committed to them. 

I cannot omit to avail myself of this opportunity to 
recall to remembrance the important services rendered 
to the City and to medical science by the medical gen- 
tlemen who were associated with me in the care of the 
epidemic of 1849. The services rendered at the Hos- 
pital were entirely gratuitous, and I therefore venture 
to express the hope that when the time shall arrive for 
appointments at the new City Hospital, Drs. Bucking- 
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ham, Dalton, Williams, and Hodges, all of whom now 
hold a high rank in their chosen profession, will be | 
first and honorably remembered. I say this with the 
more freedom because I have no ambition of my own 
to gratify in that quarter, and because the City and ~ 
the public could not be otherwise better served. 

Without any disparagement to any other Committees 
or members of the Government, from many of whom 
I have received many personal and official favors, I 
wish to record here my sincerest thanks to Hx-Mayor — 
Bigelow, and to Ex-Aldermen Rogers, Ober, Briggs, and 
Dunham, and other members of their Committees of — 
the epidemic years, for the readiness with which, 
prompted by their humane appreciation of the emer- 
gencies which called for them, they were ever willing 
to authorize and indorse the most summary neces- 
sary sanitary measures, the occasions for which, or 
the utility of which, would have been lost forever by 
the paralyzing processes of ordinary routine. | 

The Smallpox Hospital in Albany Street, for various” 
prudential reasons, I placed in charge of a competent 
gentleman of the neighborhood, Dr. Cheever, whose 
Report to me accompanies this. 

The current expenses of this Hospital, exclusive of 
fuel, have been about $1,900, of which sum I have 
secured to be paid to the City, by bonds taken of all 
those who were able to pay, between fifteen and six- 
teen hundred dollars. Nearly half of this amount is 
due from the United States, and of the rest a good pa | 
has been or ought to be collected. | 

In taking leave of the Government, to whose service 
I have cheerfully devoted myself during the best ten 
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or twelve years of my professional life, I should not 
forget to acknowledge the obligations I feel under for 
the great confidence which has been so long reposed in 
me, and for the considerateness with which my sugges- 
tions and acts have generally been received; nor to ask 
pardon for many sins of omission or commission of 
which I have been officially guilty, and of which no 
one can be more painfully conscious than

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REPORT OF CHOLERA HOSPITAL AT FORT 
HILL, 1854. 


The “Report” submitted to the Health Department, 
“on the Cholera in Boston in 1849,” having been so 
carefully prepared, and being so complete a document, 
the undersigned, Visiting Physicians to the Cholera 
Hospital opened during the present season, do not feel 
that there is a necessity of going over the subject again 
ina similar manner. So few facts of importance have 
been developed, so little that is new has been estab- 
lished, that a few simple statements seem all that they 
can add which would be useful to the public or valuable 
to the medical profession. 

Their official connection with the Hospital of 1849 
enables them to draw a comparison between the two 
epidemics with regard to certain features of the history, 
symptoms, and treatment of the disease, and this sug- 
gests itself as the most appropriate mode of expressing 
the result of their observations; this may be done in a 
very brief space, and the present report may be consid- 
ered rather as an appendix to that of 1849. 

But a small proportion of the whole number of fatal 
cases occurring in the city (amounting in all to 280, 
according to the Hospital records and the City Regis- 
trar’s books) have been treated at the Hospital on Fort 
Hill, or its dependencies in other parts of the city. As 
the length of time it remained open was nearly the 
same as in 1849, from June 29th to September 29th in 
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that year, and September 24th during this, it will be 
seen that a much smaller number of cases was treated 
this year than that. One hundred patients had been 
received at Fort Hill, but of these 56 only were cases of 
cholera; and in this connection the strange variety of 7 
diseases sent to the Hospital from various sources 
under the name of cholera, or as being in danger of 
becoming cholera, may be remarked upon: pneumo- 
nia, fever, cerebral diseases, delirium tremens, and con- 
stipation area few of many instances of superficial or 
erroneous diagnosis. , 

Forty-five out of the fifty-six cases terminated fatally, 
and of the forty-four cases not cholera, five died. A™ 
large number of cases of cholera morbus was treated, 
and they were generally of unusual severity, resemb- 
ling Asiatic cholera to a most remarkable degree in 
their physical characteristics, especially perspiration, 
shrivelling of fingers, huskiness of voice, the bilious 
nature of the dejections alone dividing the diagnosis. 
Not only this but other facts would seem to indica e 
that the disease is losing or diminishing in its typical 
characteristics. The disease has at no time since 1849 
disappeared from the United States. It has appeared 
here in a manner that could hardly be called epidemic, 
and sporadic as well as multiplied instances hai ve 
occurred in a greater number of localities, especially 
rural, than ever before, and the disease has not ap- 
peared to follow, either in its progress or increase, the 
same definite system as heretofore. Atmospheric im 
fluences, here at least, seem to have had but little 
effect on the increase or diminution of the numbers 
attacked. . 
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In confirmation of this idea we also notice that vari- 
ous symptoms characterizing particularly the epidemic 
of 1849 have been of very diminished severity during 
the present year. For example: vomiting and cramps 
have neither of them been prominent symptoms, and 
the discharges were oftener of a brownish color and 
more flocculent than the usual “rice-water dejections,” 
and they were not so copious or so frequent. And yet, 
in spite of this, the mortality has been even more than 
ordinarily severe. 

Calomel and sulphuric acid have been the medicines 
chiefly relied upon, but no advantage was noticed in 
the treatment by those over that by the alkaline salts, 
so much used in 1849. 

Calomel was given in grain doses without opium, 
every half hour. Salivation, though it occurred several 
times, was never very severe, though in some cases as 
many as 100 grains of submuriate were given. 

Sulphuric acid was given in half drachm doses, 
diluted with one ounce of water every 15 or 50 min- 
utes. No bad effects attributable to the medicine ever 
followed its continued and repeated administration. 

As is now generally admitted, internal stimulants had 
no effect, or, if any, a pernicious one. The oil of phos- 
phorus, used in a few instances, produced most intense 
pain, which persisted until death. Even when given in 
the dose of half a drachm, in no case having produced 
any other than this effect. 

The experience of 1849 prevented the Visiting Phy- 
sicians from prescribing opium in any cases of true 
cholera. 

The influence of intelligence and docility on the 
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issue of the disease was strikingly manifested in several - 
instances of recovery. | 
Consecutive fever, which destroyed many patients in 
1849, who had passed through the symptoms more 
properly belonging to cholera, has been of rare occur- 
rence the present season, and in almost every instance 
where it occurred it was in patients who had been 
treated by calomel. 
In the few cases which recovered the convalescence — 
was remarkably lingering. zs 
In 1849 almost every attaché of the Hospital, what 
soever his capacity, had during the season an attack of 
cramps, vomiting, or sudden and severe diarrhoea, and 
two individuals were seized with decided choleraic— : 
symptoms. This year there has been no instance even 
of diarrhoea among any of those connected with the 
Hospital. 
No autopsies have been made, but in the few 
instances where a vein was opened for injecting, the 
remarkable fluidity of the blood was very noticeable. 


The Visiting Physicians have been assisted during the _ 
season by Messrs. 8. A. Holman, C. G. Paige, and J, EH. 
Blake, resident medical students, and it gives them / 
pleasure to testify to the courteous and faithful man- 
ner in which they performed duties that were at times 


arduous and fatiguing.

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TOPOGRAPHY. 


The following table is the same that was appended 
to the Report of 1849, made more complete by the 
addition of all the localities from which fatal cases of 
cholera have occurred this year. The table is made in 
this form for the purpose of showing at one view, whether 
the same influences have acted in the same streets this 
year. At first, it would appear strange that those 
streets in which cholera made so much havoc in 1849, 
have been so perfectly free from it. At the head of 
the list, in 1849, is Allen’s Block, Arnold Street, in which 
seven fatal cases are registered. This year there are 
none. The destruction of the entire block by fire and 
the abandonment of that part of Arnold Street, is the 
explanation. Sea Street in 1849 shows 44 deaths; in 
1854, only 19. This may be easily accounted for by 
the vacating of many of the cellars, which in the former 
year were crowded with inhabitants. Batterymarch 
Street furnished, in 1849, 23 fatal cases. Its entire 
exemption from deaths this year is owing to the sub- 
stitution of stores for the filthy dwellings that formerly 
stood there. Broad Street, Burgess’s Alley, Ann Street, 
and others, owe their exemption this year to the same 
improving cause. The locality marked in the Report 
of 1849, as 136 Hanover Street, (now 204 Hanover 
Street,) suffered severely, having given origin to no 
less than thirteen fatal cases. We do not know that 
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there were any cases of cholera there this year. The 
Police were early on the lookout for that particular 
yard, and it is probably owing to their constant super- 
vision that it did not again become a centre of pesti- 
lence. 

It is proper to state that the Report may give a bad 
name to some situations where deaths took place, but 
in which the cases did not originate. We have tried | 
to avoid any error of this kind. Probably there are 
others still existing. For instance, there was one death 
in house No. 7 Fayette Street. The patient, however, 
came from New York sick the night previous, having 
all the symptoms of cholera on board the boat. It 
would be manifestly improper to enter it as a death 
from cholera originating elsewhere than in New York. 
There was one death at the Hospital, from cholera, 
of a boy, who was brought from Newport, R. L, 
vomiting and purging from the time he left that place 
till after his entrance. Another came into the Hospital 
from Bond Street, where she lived as a domestic. But 
for several days previous to her sickness she had been 
in a cholera house in Kneeland Street, waking a dead 
cholera subject, going through with the excitement, and 
subjected to the depressing inffuences of the time and 
place. Another died in the Hospital, No. 5, a resident 
of Brookline, whose history we are ignorant of There 
are not unlikely other similar cases. 

On the other hand, streets which in 1849 were 
exempt, have this year suffered. Suffolk Street is an 
instance of remarkable increase. In 1849, out of 611 
deaths, only one was in Suffolk Street. In 1854, with 
less than 500 deaths, Suffolk Street has four, and the 
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increasing filthiness of the inhabitants of that street 
and neighborhood will be likely in another epidemic to 
give it as much distinction as Batterymarch, Hamilton, 
or Broad Street enjoyed in 1849. We think a glance 
at the two columns will prove sufficiently to the city 
authorities, the benefit of the measures taken by them 
this year, and the necessity of a more thorough cleans- 
ing of the city hereafter. The destruction of a few 
buildings, and the cleaning of a few more, have un- 
doubtedly been one great means of reducing the 
fatality of the disease fifty per cent. Is it not possi- 
ble that still greater activity may prevent it in 
future ?

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REPORT OF SMALLPOX HOSPITAL IN ALBANY 
STREET, 1859-60. 


To Dr. Henry G. Criarx, City Physician : 


The City Smallpox Hospital, on Albany Street, was 
given into my charge July 2, 1859, and I remained in 
daily attendance upon it until May 22, 1860. 

During this period of ten months and twenty days 
the prevailing epidemic of smallpox consigned to its 
wards 97 cases of variolous disease. 

With one exception, these all came from, and proba- 
bly originated in, the city itself 

Of those 97 cases,47 had confluent smallpox ; 20, 
discreet smallpox, and 30, varioloid. 

Sixty-seven patients, a little over two thirds of the 
whole number, had true smallpox; and in only one 
third was the disease essentially modified by vac- 
cination. 

Death took place in 14 cases. 

In 10, it occurred either during the height of the 
disease, or as a direct sequence of the process of mat- 
uration. Hemorrhage precipitated a fatal result in 
one instance. ‘Two others were cut off by acute 
pleurisy, with effusion, when they had already rallied 
from the smallpox, and were considered convalescent. 
One old man died from diffused abscesses on the thirty- 
eighth day; and one of the deaths occurred in an 
infant but a few weeks old.

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The dates of death were as follows: 1 on the fifth — 
day; 1 on the eighth; 38 on the ninth; 1 on the ~ 
twelfth; 1 on the thirteenth; 2 on the sixteenth; | 
on the seventeenth; 1 on the eighteenth; 1 on the © 
twenty-third: 1 on the twenty-fifth; and 1 on the 
thirty-eighth day after the appearance of the eruption. 

Two who died were known to be drunkards; but so 
were several who recovered, while many more were 
addicted to moderate stimulation. ‘The charity pa- — 
tients were mainly from the poor localities of the north 
end of the city, and were very unpromising cases 
for the severe form of the disease. But the paying 
patients were of good habits, and generally better — 
vigor. The age of the patients ranged from a few 
weeks to sixty years. Ordinarily, the convalescence of 
those who recovered was good and rapid; but several 
old people left the hospital permanently broken down. ~ 
None were discharged until they were entirely free 
from the contagious property of the disease. The 
average duration of cases in the hospital was, for 
varioloid and discreet smallpox, from one to two 
weeks ; for the confluent form, about four weeks. 

The largest number at any one time in the hospital 
was 15; the average, from day to day, from 4 to 6 
Cases. 

Comparatively, few of these patients were born in 
Boston; yet a good proportion of them were native 
Americans. Many were young men who contracted 
the disease in this city, either because they had never 
been vaccinated in their native town, or because the — 
protective power of their vaccination had become worn 
out by time. 
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Many respectable citizens were received among the 
paying patients. These were, for the most part, so 
situated in boarding-houses, or lodgings, as to render it 
necessary for them to seek the hospital, or be turned 
out of doors; thus demonstrating, repeatedly, the ne- 
cessity in our city of some permanent retreat for the 
reception of contagious diseases. 

Three poor sufferers were found in the streets by the 
police, with the eruption out upon them, who had been 
ejected from low boarding-houses; and one of these 
was barely covered by a thin garment, which had been 
torn into rags in the struggle of his removal from his 
bed. Worst of all, one young man, who died in the 
hospital, was brought forty miles, by the night freight- 
train, from a neighboring city, because there was no 
receptacle for his dreaded malady there. 

It is not surprising that the landlords of hotels and 
the keepers of boarding and lodging houses should 
have so great a horror of the smallpox, for, in addition 
to the fear of contagion, pecuniary ruin threatens them 
while a case of this disease remains in their houses. 
Those who have no homes of their own, must go to a 
hospital; and even for those who have, the latter 
would often be preferable. The small size of most bed- 
rooms, the difficulty of ventilation, the still greater 
difficulty of procuring decent nurses for this disease, 
the reasonable timidity of friends, and the placing of 
a whole household under the ban of seclusion from 
society or schools by the demands of public opinion, 
are all reasons why a good hospital is better than a 
private house. Relatives sometimes shun the pesti- 
lence even in their own families; and although such 
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cases are exceptional, yet a deeply-rooted and not un- — 


reasonable fear exists, and will always exist in the 
public mind with regard to this disease. 

Such a hospital must be accessible; for we have 
reason to think locomotion, particularly if contiued 
long, and exposure to changes of temperature, pecu- 
liarly dangerous in acute, eruptive diseases. And no 
law could probably now be passed which would con- 
sign the better class of sick to the islands, or else- 
where at a distance, even if it were expedient. 

It is, perhaps, needless to say that a perfect quaran- 
tine, or the absolute insulation of any great commer- 
cial centre, is, in these days of rapid locomotion, prac. 
tically impossible. Nor would it be desirable, were it 
possible. Smallpox, it would seem, can be resisted in 
only two ways, namely, by vaccination, or by the in- 
sulation of every case which arises. Hither of these 
would be effectual, if perfectly carried out. Insulation, 
impracticable to prevent infected persons from entering 
the city, should be directed only to cases occurring 
within its walls. 

But a far better practical method is by vaccination 
and revaccination. 

Tt cannot be denied that true smallpox has lost none 
of its former malignity, and not one jot of its con- 
tagious properties. The disease is the same now as 
always; and it is no less true that we have gone 
through a very extensive epidemic of it during the 
past year. But a variolous epidemic cannot endure 
unless it finds, what we may call, the raw material 
on which to feed; such material is afforded by those 
unprotected against the disease. And the smallpox 
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has been supported, and kept among us so long, we 
think, from four causes. 

1. The large number of children born in Boston, 
whose vaccination is neglected by their parents until 
the public school certificate renders it indispensable. 

2. The coming to and residence in the city of many 
adults from the back districts of Maine, New Hamp- 
shire, Vermont, and even Massachusetts itself, who have 
never been vaccinated at all. 

3. The general neglect of revaccination, arising from 
an absence of the conviction that it is necessary, or 
even expedient. 

4. The neglect of insulation, by which in many 
densely populated neighborhoods the disease is carried 
from house to house ; and those imperfectly recovered 
from varioloid are allowed to mingle in the world, 
before the risk of conveying the disease to others is 
wholly gone. 

Sufficient illustration of the absolute protective 
power of recent vaccination could be readily adduced 
from cases in the City Hospital. I will cite only one. 

Case VIII. Mrs. Costello and an infant child were 
admitted in August, 1859. ‘The child was vaccinated 
on the 25th of August; the mother broke out with 
true smallpox on the 27th. ‘The child nursed and 
remained in bed with its mother all through her sick- 
ness. It had a very few pimples like varioloid, but was 
not sick at all. 

None of the nurses or attendants contracted the dis- 
ease. Where vaccination protects so perfectly as this, 
have we any reason to think that the purity of the 
vaccine virus has become impaired? Or have we a 
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right to suppose that vaccination conveys or gives rise 
to other eruptive diseases, when it is so universal an 
operation in all civilized countries, and authenticated 
cases of injury are so rare as to lead to much doubt 
whether they exist at all? Pure vaccine virus, direct 
from the cow, has been obtained here during the year ~ 
by the City Physician, and distributed among the med- — 
ical profession of Boston. Several attempts have been 
made to inoculate cows in this neighborhood, with 
variolous virus taken from patients in the hospital, 
but without success. 

But while recent vaccination is so perfect a protec 
tion, no doubt exists now that its protective power is 
impaired by time. The late epidemic has proved to 
us that revaccination is often as absolutely necessary 
to safety, as was the primary vaccination. And the 
cases observed in the hospital will aid in supporting 
this conclusion. 

Of course, the thirty cases of varioloid were all — 
instances of imperfect protection. So is every case of 
varioloid, everywhere. Of the sixty-seven cases of 
true smallpox, a large number sad that they had been 
vaccinated in infancy; a considerable number were 
certain of the fact, and presented more or less perfect 
cicatrices ; and in five instances, which were particularly 
noted, distinct and well-marked vaccine scars existed, — 
one of these even presented ¢wo good marks of vacci- 
nation. All were adults; four between the ages of — 
twenty and thirty, and one aged fifty-six. All had been 
vaccinated in childhood, from twenty to forty years 
before, and none had been revaccinated. All had con- 
fluent smallpox, and were severely sick. ‘Three were 
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Im bed from three to six weeks, and were left badly 
pitted. Two died of the disease. It had been supposed 
that one vaccination protected forever sufficiently to 
save life. And no doubt it wenerally does, but not 
always. It has been well said, that “a vaccine scar 
proves only that protection has once existed;” and 
not necessarily that it continues to exist. 

So, too, the statistics of the epidemic of smallpox 
at Berlin, from 1857 to 1859, show that among 499 
fatal cases, 242 had been vaccinated. 

While revaccination is thus necessary, it 1s not proof 
of protection if it be tried but once, and fail to take. 
One patient, a member of the police, feeling safe 
because revaccination had been attempted once with- 
out effect, exposed himself voluntarily, in the discharge 
of his duty, and contracted confluent smallpox. Re- 
vaccination must be repeated a reasonable number of 
times, if it fail at first. 

And although no set number of years in which the 
protective power of vaccination wears out can be fixed 
as true of every case, yet the results of the cases in 
the hospital agree with those arrived at by other very 
extensive statistics, that revaccination 1s most necessary 
between the ages of twenty and thirty years, though it 
would be prudent also to repeat it first at the age of 
fifteen years. 

Jenner entertained, we are told, a sanguine hope that 
smallpox would be wholly extirpated by vaccination. 
Nor was this hope unreasonable. For in some of the 
German States, where vaccination and revaccination 
have been most patiently followed out, the nearest 
approach to absolute exemption has been attained. 
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As the only efficient means of checking this pesti- 
lence, we are driven then to the following conclusions: 

1. That vaccination should be compulsory on all 
children born in the city, during the first year of 
life; that occasional revaccination should be strongly 
advised, and should be compulsory on the appearance 
of an epidemic; and, finally, if unsuccessful, that it 
should be repeated a reasonable number of times. 

2. That the only means of reaching those immigrat- 
ing, unprotected, from without the city, is by the rigid 
seclusion of every case of smallpox that arises under 
such circumstances; and to effect such a seclusion, as 
well as to accommodate those taken sick in hotels and 
lodging-houses, that a permanent, accessible, insulated 
hospital is required. . 

The lessons enforced by the many severe and some 
fatal cases of this preventable disease, in individuals 
who thought themselves protected against it, have 
urged me to state the facts at such length. 

The wooden building on Albany Street, which has 
been occupied as a Smallpox Hospital during the past 
year, is well adapted for this purpose during the sum- 
mer months. The rooms are large; the windows 
numerous; the floor is bare, and the walls are white- 
washed. It presents all the requisites of coolness and 
ventilation. But while no disease requires more air, or 
a cooler temperature than smallpox, additional means 
for warming the wards will be necessary, if this edifice 
should have to be used again in the winter. 

I should be unjust if I did not ascribe very much of 
the success in treatment to the excellent food and good 
nursing bestowed by those who had the more imme- 
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diate charge of the hospital. No disease is more reste 
less, none more exacting, and none more loathsome, 
than the smallpox. The long watches and unfailing 
kindness of all the nurses have contributed as much to 
the recovery as to the comfort of the sick. 

I may be permitted also to express my thanks to 
the Committee on and the Superintendent of Internal 
Health, for their prompt attention to our wants; and 
to yourself for your personal kindness and friendly 
interest.

Notr.— The undersigned, while agreeing entirely with Dr. Cheever as 
to the propriety and necessity of revaccination, and the general opinions of 
his Report, dissents from the doctrine that the protective power of vaccina- 
tion is diminished or lost by time. This has never been proved; on the 
contrary, all the facts go to show that the protection, so far as it goes, is 
perpetual, and that it is a question of degree and not of duration. 
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RULES AND REGULATIONS 


FOR THE SEVERAL INSTITUTIONS. 


The officers for the Institutions hereafter named shall be 
chosen or appointed annually, and whenever vacancies may 
occur, by the Board, unless otherwise provided by statute, 
ordinance, or these rules, and shall hold their offices subject 
to removal at any time by vote of the Board, and shall 
receive such compensation as may from time to time be 
determined upon. 


HOUSE OF INDUSTRY. 


The officers of the House of Industry shall be a Superin- 
tendent, Assistant Superintendent, Resident Physician, Clerk, 
Receiving Officer, Chaplain, Engineer, Teacher, Matron, 
Assistant Matrons, and such other subordinates and em- 
ployees as may be required. 


SUPERINTENDENT. 


The Superintendent of the House of Industry, who may 
also be the Superintendent of the House of Reformation, if 
so elected, shall be chosen annually in the month of Decem- 
ber, and whenever a vacancy may occur, and shall reside at 
the Island, in apartments assigned for his use. He shall, 
subject to the orders of the Board, have charge of the Insti- 
tution in all its departments, and of all officers and employees, 
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except as hereafter provided. He shall nominate the subor- 
dinate officers and employees, unless otherwise determined, 
subject to the approval of the Board. 

He shall have a code of rules, not inconsistent with these 
rules, the ordinances of the City, or the statutes of the 
Commonwealth, for the government of the subordinate 
officers and inmates, to be approved by the Board. 

It shall be his duty to see that all regulations and orders 
of the Board are strictly enforced, and that all the officers 
and employees are diligent in the discharge of their duties. 

In case of neglect of duty, or disobedience of orders, by 
any subordinate, or for any proper cause, the Superinten- 
dent shall have authority at once to suspend such officer from 
duty, and shall immediately make special report of the same 
to the Board, with a statement of the cause. He shall make 
requisitions for all articles needed, and receipt at once for all 
articles received, according to forms prescribed by the Board, 
and shall certify bills of articles received. 

He shall examine all persons admitted to the Institution, 
noting on the permit, or mittimus, such information as it is 
important to preserve, and in all cases where there is a 
probability of a settlement in the State by any one of them, 
he shall report to the Board a full description of such in- 
mate. He shall see that all inmates are properly cleansed 
and clothed upon their admission, and that thereafter they — 
have a bath of the whole person at least once a week, and 
as much oftener as he may deem necessary. He shall be 
especially careful that the infirm and children are treated 
with considerate care and kindness by those placed over 
them. 

He shall enforce obedience, on the part of the inmates, to 
the rules prescribed for them, and shall see that those able 
to perform labor are constantly employed. He shall have 
power to punish all wilful infractions of the rules, but shall 
communicate the facts in relation thereto on the next daily 
report. 
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He shall keep a register of all inmates admitted and dis- 
charged, and make daily and weekly reports, according to 
forms prescribed by the Board, giving the names of all per- 
sons admitted or discharged, and when sentenced, the offence 
for which committed, and the term of sentence, the births and 
deaths at the Institution, the punishments, and the causes 
thereof, and such other information as is worthy of remark. 

Upon the daily report he shall give the Physician’s report 
of the sick, and on the weekly report a statement of the 
employment of the inmates. He shall annually, on the first 
day of January, submit a report of the condition of the Insti- 
tution, giving the number of inmates therein, and in which 
department, with the number of admissions thereto, and dis- 
charges therefrom, and the births and deaths therein during 
the year, and such information and suggestions as he may 
deem important, or the Board may direct. 


ASSISTANT SUPERINTENDENT. 


The Assistant Superintendent shall be chosen by the 
Board annually in the month of December, and whenever a 
vacancy may occur, and shall reside at the Island in apart- 
ments assigned him. 

He shall, subject to the rules and orders of the Board, 
acting under the direction of the Superintendent, aid him in 
the discharge of his duties, and in case of his absence, sick- 
ness or disability, act as Superintendent. _ 

He shall have the special charge of the men’s dining halls 
at meal times, and see that order is preserved, and that no 
waste or embezzlement is allowed. He shall attend the 
services in the chapel on Sunday and see that good order 
and decorum are maintained. His absence from the Island 
at the same time as the Superintendent is expressly pro- 
hibited, without the previously obtained consent of the Board. 
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RESIDENT PHYSICIAN. 


The Resident Physician shall be elected by the Board 
annually in the month of December, and whenever a vacancy 
may occur, and shall reside at the Island in apartments 
assigned him. He may be Superintendent of the House of 
Industry and House of Reformation if so elected. He shall 
have charge of the Dispensary, and all surgical or other in- 
struments belonging to the medical department, and shall 
keep an account thereof, and be responsible therefor, and 
shall make requisitions upon the Superintendent for all 
medicines or other articles needed for the department. 

It shall be his duty to give careful attention to the sick in 
each Institution at the Island, visiting them once in each day, 
and as much oftener as shall be necessary, and shall keep a 
record of the names and diseases of each invalid, and of 
their treatment and the results, and daily to report to the 
Superintendent the name, disease, and condition of each 
patient in the hospitals. 

He shall see that the nurses faithfully discharge their 
duties, and shall report to the Superintendent any neglect or 
improper conduct on the part of any nurse or patient, and 
also give him notice of all convalescents able to perform 
labor, so that they may be employed. 

The sustenance and diet of those in the hospitals shall be 
regulated by him, through requisitions therefor upon the 
Superintendent, which must be in writing, and given daily. 

He shall be allowed, if thought necessary by the Board, 
to take students, who may have charge of the Dispensary, 
but shall not have access to other apartments than the hos- 
pitals, nor hold communication with any inmates, except in 
pursuance of his medical duty. 

He shall not perform, or allow to be performed, any 
important surgical operation, without having previously noti- 
fied the Board. Whenever he may deem it necessary or ex- 
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pedient to call a consultation of physicians, he shall give 
notice to the Board. | 


CLERK. 


The Clerk shall be elected by the Board annually in the 
month of December, and whenever a vacancy may occur, and 
Shall reside at the Island. It shall be his duty, under the 
direction of the Superintendent, to keep the registers and 
other books of the Institutions at the Island, and render such 
other services as may from time to time be required. 

He shall be the Storekeeper, and it shall be his duty, under 
the Superintendent, to have charge of all stores, and other 
movable property (except for the medical department ), 
to the receipt and distribution of which he shall personally 
attend, making deliveries only on the written order of the 
Superintendent, which he shall preserve as vouchers for the 
disposal of the property. , 

He shall keep a record of all articles furnished to the 
Sewing Department, and of the number of garments returned 
from the same. In the absence of both Superintendent and 
Assistant he shall act as Superintendent. 


RECEIVING OFFICER. 


The Receiving Officer shall, under the direction of the 
Superintendent, have special charge of the male receiving 
room and attend to cleansing the male inmates on their re- 
ception to the Institution, and at other times. He shall read 
and explain the rules of the Institution for the government 
of inmates to all paupers and prisoners upon their admission. 
He shall have special charge of the clothing worn by the 
male inmates on their entrance, and after so much of it as is 
worth saving has been thoroughly cleansed, shall keep such 
record of the same as will insure its return to the inmate 
on his discharge. 


8 HOUSE OF INDUSTRY. 


He shall at proper and stated times have the clothing and 
bed-clothes changed and replaced with clean, and see that 
the articles which have been in use are conveyed to the 
laundry to be cleansed. He shall aid in the charge and 
oversight of the male dining halls,and generally perform such 
other duties as may be required of him. 


CHAPLAIN. 


The Chaplain, who shall be Chaplain to the several Institu- 
tions at the Island, shall be elected by the Board, and shall 
hold religious services in the Chapel at least once on every 
Sabbath, and as much oftener as the Board may direct, at 
such hours as the Superintendent may appoint, and shall at 
all times visit such sick or dying inmates as may desire his 
ministration, or as the Superintendents may direct. He shall 
not be allowed to exchange or send any substitute without 
the consent of the Superintendent or the Board. 


ENGINEER. 


The Engineer shall, subject to the order of the Superin- 
tendent, have charge of the engine house, boilers, engine, and 
apparatus connected with the heating of the building and 
furnishing steam for cooking and bathing. He may examine 
the different parts of the building heated by steam, to see if 
the temperature agrees with the directions of the Superin- 
tendent, but for no other purpose unless specially so directed, 
and must not hold communication with any of the inmates, 
except in pursuance of his duty. He must not be absent 
from the Island without first giving notice to the Superin- 
tendent and obtaining his consent. 


TEACHER. 


The Teacher, and such assistants as may from time to time 
be necessary, shall be required to instruct the children in 
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such elementary branches of an English education and other- 
wise, as the Board may direct, to advance them in the knowl- 
edge best fitted to enable them to make their own way in 
life; and also to impress upon them by all proper means, the 
duties of temperance, frugality, and honesty, and the ruinous 
consequences of vice. It shall also be the duty of the 
Teacher to take charge of the children during service in 
Chapel, and give them religious instruction in the school-room 
for at least one hour of each Sunday. 7 


CHIEF MATRON. 


The Chief Matron shall, subject to the orders of the 
Superintendent, have the charge and oversight of the female 
inmates, and see that they are properly provided for, and that 
the rules requiring cleanliness of their persons, and good 
order and decorum, are at all times observed. 

She shall have direction of the operations of the kitchen 
in the preparation of food for the inmates, and see that 
strict economy is exercised, and that the meals are 
promptly served at the appointed hours. She shall direct the 
detailing of the women to the several branches of labor, assign- 
ing to each such kind as under the circumstances she is best 
fitted to perform. She shall, at proper and stated times, have 
the clothing and bedding of the female inmates changed and 
replaced with clean, and see that the portion which has been 
used is properly cleansed. She shall be vigilant over every 
part of the Institution under her charge, especially in regard 
to cleanliness, and the daily ablution and occasional bathing 
of the whole person of the female inmates, and shall also 
exercise a general oversight of the Assistant Matrons and 
female employees, and report to the Superintendent any 
neglect of their duties. 
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FIRST ASSISTANT MATRON. 


The First Assistant Matron shall, subject to the orders of 
the Superintendent, have special charge of the scwing-room 
and the direction of the women employed therein. She shall 


apply to the Superintendent for the materials necessary for 


making up clothing and other purposes connected with her 
department, and shall attend to the distribution of articles 
so‘made, or deposit them with the Storekeeper. She shall 
see that all clothing that may require it, is thoroughly re- 
paired, after having passed through the laundry, before being 
again distributed for use, and generally aid the Chief Matron 
and perform such other duties as may be required. 


SECOND ASSISTANT MATRON. 


The Second Assistant Matron shall, subject to the orders 
of the Superintendent, have special charge of the female 
pauper department, and shall see that proper order and 
cleanliness are maintained in the several wards, and that such 
inmates as are able, are constantly employed at some proper 
work. She shall have charge of the female pauper dining 
hall, and superintend the distribution of food prepared for the 
several meals, and see that no waste is permitted, and shall 
generally aid the Chief Matron, and perform such other 
duties as may be required. 


THIRD ASSISTANT MATRON. 


The Third Assistant Matron shall, subject to the order of 


the Superintendent, have special charge of the laundry and 
the operations therein. She shall have charge of the female 
receiving room and attend to the cleansing of the women and 
children upon their admission and during their stay. She 


shall have special charge of the clothing worn upon their 
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entrance, and after ‘'s0 much of it as is worth saving has been 
cleansed, shall keep such record of the same as will insure 
its return to the inmate upon discharge. She shall generally 
direct and oversee the necessary scrubbing and cleansing 


of the premises, and perform such other duties as may be 
required. 
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HOUSE OF REFORMATION. 


The officers of the House of Reformation shall be a Super- 
intendent, Teacher and Assistants, Chaplain, Physician, 
Matron, and such Watchmen and employees as the Board 
may deem necessary. 


SUPERINTENDENT. 


The Superintendent of the House of Reformation shall be 
chosen by the Board annually, in the month of December, 
and whenever a vacancy may occur, and may be the same 
person as the Superintendent of the House of Industry, who 
shall reside at the Island in apartments assigned him. 

He shall, subject to the orders of the Board, have the 
general charge of the several branches of the Institution, 
and of the inmates committed thereto, and the subordinate 
officers thereof, except as may hereafter be provided. He 
shall nominate the subordinate officers and employees, unless 
otherwise provided, subject to the approval of the Board. 

He shall have a code of rules for conducting the Institu- 
tion to be approved by the Board, and it shall be his duty to 
see that all Rules and Regulations are strictly enforced, and 
that the employees are diligent in the discharge of their 
duties. In case of neglect of duty or disobedience of orders 
by any subordinate or for any other»proper cause, he shall 
have authority to suspend such officer from duty, and shall 
immediately report the same to the Board with a statement 
of the cause. 

He shall make requisitions, through the Superintendent of 
the House of Industry, for all articles needed. He shall see 
that every inmate is thoroughly cleansed, and properly — 


clothed upon admission, and that they have a bath of the 
whole person once in each week, and as much oftener as 
he may deem necessary, and are taught generally to be 
cleanly in their persons, and attentive to their studies, and 
that such of the boys as are capable are employed at work 
on the farm or otherwise. ) 

He shall keep a register, according to plans adopted by 
the Board, of the name, age, and birthplace of every inmate 
committed to the Institution, with the date of admission, the 
court from which sent, and the term of sentence. He shall 
also keep a record of the names, birthplace, residence, occu- 
pation, and habits of the parents of the inmates, as far as 
they can be obtained, together with such other information 
connected with the history of the inmates, as may be impor- 
tant. 

He shall make daily reports to the Board, according to 
forms prescribed, giving the admissions, discharges, deaths, 
punishments, with the cause thereof, and the Physician’s 
report of the sick, together with information of all occur- 
rences at the Institution worthy of remark. 

He shall annually, on the first of January, submit a report, 
embracing the reports of the teachers, containing a state- 
ment of the number of inmates admitted and discharged 
during the year, with the number remaining, and the condition 
of the Institution at the close of the year, with such other 
information and suggestions as he may deem important, or 
the Board may require. 
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TEACHERS. 


There shall be a male teacher and a female teacher elected 
by the Board annually in the month of December, and when- 
ever a vacancy may occur, who shall reside at the Island, 
in apartments assigned them. They shall, under the direc- 
tion of the Superintendent, and subject to the orders of the 
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Board, have special charge severally of the male and female 
departments, and of the subordinates attached thereto. 

It shall be their duty to see that the inmates under their 
charge are instructed in such manner as the Board may direct, 
and that their physical, moral, and religious improvement is 
properly regarded. 

They shall attend to the enforcement of all rules and 
directions of the Superintendent, and in every way aid him in 
securing cleanliness of the premises, and the cleanliness, 
order, and obedience of the inmates. 

They shall annually, in the month of December, report to 
the Superintendent the condition of their several depart- 
ments, with such information and suggestions in relation 
thereto as they may deem important. 

There shall be such assistant teachers as the Board may 
determine, who shall aid the teachers in the discharge of their 
duties, and, in the absence of the teachers, such ones as the 
teachers shall direct, subject to the approval of the Superin- 
tendent, shall have charge of the schools. 


PHYSICIAN. 


The duties of Physician shall be performed by the Resi- 
dent Physician, under the general powers conferred on him, 
who shall daily report the condition of the sick to the Super- 
intendent. 


CHAPLAIN. 


The duties of Chaplain shall be performed by the Chaplain 
of the House of Industry. 


MATRON. 


The Matron, under the direction of the Superintendent, 
shall have charge of the dining halls, and attend to the 
serving of the meals. She shall have the care of the clothing 
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and bedding of the Institution, and see that the same are 
kept clean and in order, and changed at proper times. 

It shall be her duty to exercise general supervision of the 
cleansing of the several apartments, particularly the sleeping- 
rooms, and perform such other services as may be required. 


GENERAL RULES 


FOR THE HOUSES OF INDUSTRY AND REFORMATION. 


The whole time of the employees belongs to the Institu- 
tion, and no one of them shall be absent from the Island 
without the consent of the Superintendent, or permission of 
the Board. 

No employee shall be allowed to inflict corporal punish- 
ment, or otherwise maltreat any inmate, nor shall any pun- 
ishment be allowed, except by direction of the Superinten- 
dent. No spirituous liquors or tobacco shall be furnished to 
any sentenced inmate, except by order of the Physician, and 
smoking by the inmates is strictly prohibited. 

Paupers and prisoners about to be discharged in need of 
comfortable clothing, shall be furnished by the Institution, 
notice having been given to the Board by the Superintendent 
a week beforehand, to that effect. 

Persons visiting the Institutions must have a permit from 
some member of the Board, or the Mayor of the City, or 
have the assent of the Superintendent. Such visitors (except 
members of the City Council), unless accompanied by a 
director, shall not be allowed to go over any building, or 
around the grounds, unless accompanied by an officer, who, 
when the visit is completed, shall return them to the office on 
the wharf. Visitors shall not be allowed any communication 
with the inmates, or to furnish them any articles, except by 
permission of the Superintendent, or a Director. 
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Visitors shall be required to place their names on the reg- 
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ister kept at the office on the wharf for that purpose, and the 
Superintendent shall, on his next daily report. submit the 
names of such visitors, and by whom permitted. As far as 
practicable, visiting to sentenced inmates shall be at the 
reception room on the wharf. 

Contractors who may hire the labor of inmates, and agents 
of such contractors, shall not be permitted to have any con- 
versation with the inmates, but such as may be necessary to 
instruct them in their work, or to give directions in relation 
thereto; nor shall they be permitted to visit any other parts 
of the Institutions than those assigned them. They shall be 
subject to the rules and regulations of the Institution, and 
such agents shall be removable at the pleasure of the Super- 
intendent. 

Contractors or their agents shall not be allowed to carry 
into or use any spirituous liquors at the Institution, nor shall 
they give any perquisite, overstint money, or reward of any 
kind to convicts in their employ, or grant them any fave ‘ 
inconsistent with the rules and regulations of the Institution. 

The Watchmen shall keep watch during the night, in such 
manner and for such periods as the Superintendent shall 
direct, and during the daytime perform such duties as may 
be required. 


HOUSE OF CORRECTION. 17 


HOUSE OF CORRECTION. 


The officers of the House of Correction shall be a Master, 
Deputy Master, Receiving Officer, Clerk, Physician, Chaplain, 
and such number of male and female assistants asthe Board 
may from time to time deem necessary. 


MASTER. 


The Master of the House of Correction, subject to the 
orders of the Board, shall have the control and management 
of all who are employed at the Institution. He shall have 
the entire management and control of the convicts, subject to 
the laws defining the powers and duties of Masters of Houses 
of Correction, and such directions not inconsistent therewith 
or the ordinances of the City, as he may receive from the 
' Board. He shall reside at the Institution in apartments 
assigned him. 

It shall be his duty to see that the police and other regula- 
tions for the management of the Institution and the employ- 
ment of the inmates, and all orders of the Board, are duly 
enforced, and that the subordinate officers and others em- 
ployed faithfully discharge their duties. 

He shall examine all persons committed to the Institution, 
noting on the mittimus such facts as it is important to pre- 
serve, and cause them to be thoroughly cleansed and suitably 
located, and see that the rules for insuring cleanliness by 
daily ablution and the weekly bathing of the whole persons 
are strictly observed. 

He shall have a code of rules for conducting the Institu- 
tion, to be approved by the Board, and such parts as relate to 
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the prisoners shall be read to them in the chapel at least 
once a month. He “shall appoint all subordinate assistants, 
employees, and officers for whom he shall be responsible,” 
and at once report the same to the Board. 

He shall enforce obedience on the part of the inmates to 
the rules prescribed for them, and shall have power at his 
discretion to punish according to law all wilful infractions, 
such punishments and the cause thereof to be reported to the 
Board on the next daily report after the occurrence. 

It shall be his duty to have all prisoners while in solitary 
confinement visited by the Physician once in each day during 
such confinement. ; 

He shall see that the provisions furnished to the inmates 
are of good quality and in sufficient quantity, and that no 
waste is allowed, and also that every part of the premises is 
kept clean, and the several apartments are properly warmed 
and ventilated, and such of the inmates as are able to labor 
are constantly employed. In case any prisoner going out may 
require clothing, he shall make report thereof to the Board at 
least one week before his discharge, so that he may be suit- 
ably provided with the same; and should pecuniary aid be 


thought proper in any case, the Master may grant it to an 


amount not exceeding five dollars. 
He shall cause regular books to be kept, showing the 
quality and amount of articles received at the Institution for 


the supply of the same, and also of the money received for 


the sales of produce or otherwise, which books shall at all 
times be open to the examination of the Board. 

He shall make requisitions on the Board for all articles 
needed, and receipt at once for all articles received, according 


to forms prescribed, and also certify the bills of such articles. — 


He shall keep a Register of all inmates admitted or dis- 


charged, embracing the term of sentence and the offence for — 
which committed, and make daily and weekly reports, accord- — 
ing to forms prescribed, giving the names of all persons 
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admitted or discharged, the offence for which committed and 
the term of sentence—the births and deaths—the Physician’s 
report of the sick —the punishments and the causes thereof, 
and such other information as is worthy of remark. Upon 
the weekly report he shall also give a statement of the em- 
ployment of the inmates. 

He shall annually, on the first of January, submit a report 
of the condition of the Institution, and number of inmates, 
giving the number of admissions thereto and discharges 
therefrom,—the births, deaths and number of inmates therein 
during the year, with such information and suggestions as he 
may deem important, or the Board may require. 


DEPUTY MASTER. 


During the absence of the Master, or his sickness or other 
disability, the charge of the Institution shall devolve upon the 
Deputy, and he shall be responsible for its good order and the 
preservation of its discipline, and shall not absent himself 
from the prison during the time the convicts are out of their 
cells, without permission of the Master. 

He shall, subject to the directions of the Master, have a 
general and superintending care of the prison, especially its 
police and discipline, and see that all the rules and regula- 
tions, and orders of the Master are strictly observed. He 
shall be constantly about the establishment, visiting fre- 
quently the workshops, kitchen, hospitals, and all departments 
of the prison, and must, if possible, always be present at the 
Opening and closing of the prison, and also attend in the 
Chapel during the performance of religious services. 

On receiving convicts he shall cause to be read and ex- 
plained to them such extracts from the rules of the prison as 
may be necessary to enable them to understand their duty 
and the discipline to which they are to be subjected. He 
shall assign them their cells, and shall station them in the 
department of labor directed by the Master. 
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He shall enforce obedience to the officers on the part of the © 
convicts, and report to the Master all violations of discipline, 
or rectify them in a prompt and decisive manner. When he 
feels the least doubt as to the proper course to be pursued, 
he shall, if possible, not act without consultation with the 
Master. 

In deciding on the propriety and extent of punishment 
necessary to be inflicted during the absence of the Master, he 
shall be governed by previous examples, always keeping 
within the limits of a sound discretion, and the laws of the 
Commonwealth, making due allowance for possible ignorance 
of duty, or of mental imbecility, on the part of the convict, 
and ever exercising a just degree of lenity, without shrinking 
from the discharge of a highly responsible and very unpleasant 
duty. 

He shall present to the Master, on the morning of every 
day, a report, closed at T o’clock of the previous day, stating 
therein all cases of punishment, and the occasion of them, and 
the number in solitary confinement — the names, duty, and — 
stations of the officers composing the prior night guard, — 
together with any important occurrences that may have taken — 
place within the Institution during the preceding twenty-four 
hours. 

He shall give notice ‘on the Bulletin board, every Saturday ; 
afternoon, of the time for ringing the first bell in the morning, — 
of the ensuing week, as directed by the Master. He shall not — 
grant leave of absence to any officer without consulting the 
Master, nor himself be absent at the same time as the Master, | 
except in cases of great emergency. | 


RECEIVING OFFICER. 


The Receiving Officer shall take charge of all convicts on 
their admission, conducting the females to the proper Matron 
of the female department, and examining all males at the re- 
ceiving room, where he shall cause them to be stripped and 
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thoroughly cleansed, and have their beard and whiskers shaven 
off, and their hair cut, if necessary. 

He shall make an entry, in a book kept for the purpose, of 
the clothing and all articles belonging to the inmates, and shall 
have such part of the clothing as is worth preserving, cleansed 
and placed away, to be restored to them upon their discharge. 

He shall aid the Deputy Master in a superintending care of 
the prison, hospital, and yard, and be careful that they are 
kept in proper order, and shall discharge male convicts on 
the expiration of their sentence according to a list that will 
be furnished to him monthly. 

He shall distribute rations to those in solitary confinement, 
and shall regularly attend upon the Physician during his visits 
to the sick, and attend to the delivery of the medicines, and 
the treatment he may prescribe for the patients. 

He shall, if desired, be present in the yard when the female 
prisoners are passing to or from the prison or chapel, and 
perform such other duties as may be required of him. 

In the absence of the Master and Deputy Master, or their 
sickness or disability to act, he shall have charge of the 
Institution. 


CLERK. 


The Olerk shall keep the Books of the Institution conforma- 
bly to the laws and such plans as may be adopted by the Board. 
He shall keep a distinct account with each department of the 
prison, so as readily to know the result of their operations, 
and attend to the subsidiary books of the different depart- 
ments, and make up the daily and weekly reports, and per- 
form all necessary writing for the prison. 

He shall be present during the hours of labor, unless 
excused by the Master, and receive the reports of the officers 
of divisions on locking up at night. He shall give constant 
attention to the interests of the Institution and the duties of 
his office, and perform such other duties as may be required. 
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PHYSICIAN. 


The Physician shall be elected by the Board annually, in 
the month of December, and whenever a vacancy may occur. © 
It shall be his duty to visit the Institution once each day, and 
as much oftener as may be necessary, and to examine care- 
fully into every case of sickness or inability to labor, and ~ 
prescribe such medicines and course of diet or treatment as 
he may deem proper, and notify the Master of all convalescents 
able to perform labor. He shall from time to time furnish the 
Master a list of such medicines as may be needed for the Dis- 
pensary, and report to him any neglect or improper conduct 
on the part of the nurses or those in attendance that may 
come to his knowledge. 

The sustenance and diet of those in the Hospitals shall be 
regulated by him through requisitions therefor upon the 
Master, which must be in writing, and given daily. 

He shall keep a record of patients in the Hospitals, desig- 
nating the time of admission thereto, with the nature of the 
disease and the treatment, and the date of discharge or 
death, and shall make a daily report, in writing, to the Master, 
of each person in the Hospital, and their condition. No 
critical surgical operation shall be performed, except in cases 
of urgent necessity, without the sanction of the Board. 


CHAPLAIN. 


The Chaplain shall be elected by the Board, annually, in the 
month of December, and whenever a vacancy may oceur. It 
shall be his duty to perform divine service on the Sabbath, 
and such other times as may be set apart by the Board for 
religious exercises, and shall visit the sick, instruct the 
Inmates in their moral and religious duties, and counsel am if 
advise them prior to their discharge, and perform such other 
duty in his capacity as the Board or the Master may 
require. He shall not be allowed to exchange or send any 
substitute without the consent of the Superintendent or the 
Board. 
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GENERAL INSTRUCTIONS 


FOR THE OFFICERS AND MATRONS. 


The Officers and Matrons shall strictly observe all orders 
that they may receive from the Master or Deputy Master. 

As the reputation of the officers is more or less affected 
by the good order and discipline of the prison, it is incum- 
bent upon all to conduct themselves with correctness of 
deportment as well without as within the Institution. 

In the presence of convicts, it is important and necessary 
to show due respect for the opinions and orders of each other, 
and observe the utmost propriety of demeanor and language. 
Tn all intercourse with convicts, the most uniform evenness of 
temper and deep interest in the prosecution of the labors or 
duties of which they may have charge should be exhibited, 
evincing those examples which are more salutary than precept, 
and at the same time manifesting firmness and forbearance, 
to look down the lazy and vicious, and kindly regard those 
who conduct with propriety. 

All orders to the convicts should be given with the utmost 
possible distinctness, so as to be clearly understood. Every 
officer immediately engaged in the government of the inmates 
must notice and report to the Master or Deputy all cases of 
violation of the Rules that may fall under his observation. 
Should a convict refuse or hesitate to obey the orders of an 
officer, he shall be admonished and informed of the con- 
sequences of disobedience; if he still persists, the officer 
shall send for the Master or Deputy, or, if they are absent, 
the Receiving Officer, or shall take such measures as the 
emergency may require to enforce obedience for the time 
being, and report the same to the Master or Deputy as soon 
as may be. 

No officer shall be allowed to inflict corporal punishment, 
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or otherwise maltreat any convict, nor shall any punishment 

be allowed except by authority of the Master or Deputy; but 
in case of a rebellion, or insubordination, the officer in charge © 
shall use his own discretion, with such means as he may haye 
at command to quell it. 

No officer or matron, in any case, shall use insulting or 
irritating language towards the convicts. If there is any 
talking or noise in the shops or prison, the officers must 
ascertain where the same is made, and see who the person is, 
speaking in a low tone, in such manner, if possible, that the 
convict next will not hear. At night, the outside doors of the — 
prison shall be locked as soon as the convicts are in their 
cells and particular care shall be taken of the keys until they 
are delivered to the Master or Deputy. The male prison cells 
must not be unlocked during the night time, unless ordered 
by the Master or his Deputy, nor in the morning without 
three officers being present, nor the female prison cells with- 
out two Matrons being present. The officers are reminded 
that they must not talk with each other, with visitors, or with 
agents and contractors, or superintendents, in the hearing of 
the convicts. On all occasions, as little conversation shall be 
permitted in the prison while the convicts are there, as the 
duty required will admit of, and that in a low tone of voice}; 
common conversation with the convicts is inconsistent with 
the dignity of an officer, and is not allowed. ) 

The officers and matrons are required to see that the 
public property is not wasted or misapplied, and that all com- 
plaints by the convicts to the officers, respecting food, 
clothing, or ill treatment, are communicated to the Master or 
Deputy without delay. , 

The Watchmen shall keep watch during the night time in 
such manner, and for such periods, as the Master or Deputy 
shall determine; and during the daytime, perform such ott 
duties as may ie required. 
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GENERAL REGULATIONS. 


The convicts, during the whole time when they are not 
taken out for work or other purposes, by order of the Master, 
shall be kept locked in their several cells, in no case more 
than one being allowed to each cell, except in cages of 
special emergency, and while so shut up, shall preserve per- 
fect silence, except in cases of illness, when they shall be 
allowed to speak to the officer then in charge of the 
cells. They shall be taken out for work on all days but Sun- 
days and holidays, at sunrise, and shall labor at the work 
assigned them through the day, with the exception of a half 
hour’s respite for each meal, when they shall be reconducted 
to their cells, receiving their rations at some convenient 
place as they go. 

On Sundays the prisoners shall be conducted to the Chapel, 
at the times of public worship, and seated in such manner as 
the Master may direct. During the times when they are 
moving to and from the Chapel, or to and from the workshops, 
entire silence and the most perfect order and decorum shall 
be maintained. Their food shall be such as the Board may 
from time to time determine. ‘ 

The convicts shall have clean clothes as often as once a 
week, and as much oftener as the Master shall direct. No 
spirituous liquors or tobacco shall be furnished to any pris- 
oner except by order of the Physician. No trafficking shall 
be allowed between the officers and convicts, nor shall any 
officer be allowed to receive any perquisite, in any shape, in 
addition to the compensation allowed him by the Board. 
Trafficking among the convicts is prohibited, and they shall 
not be allowed to receive anything from without the premises, 
or hold any intercourse with persons outside, without express 
permission of the Master or the Board. 

4. 
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When visitors are present, no convict shall be allowed to 
address them, without permission, except in answer to such 
questions as may be asked by a Director, the Inspectors of 
Prisons for the County of Suffolk, or members of the City 
Government authorized to examine into the state of the In-— 
stitution. | 

For every failure to comply with the foregoing require- 
ments, or for any insolent or insubordinate behavior, or 
neglect or refusal to obey the orders of the Master, or those 
having’ charge by his direction, or for gross or profane lan- — 
euage towards the officers, or each other; or defacing the 
cells, or any of the furniture thereof, or any part of the 
premises, and for any want of decent and proper deportment 
in the Chapel, or in the presence of the Chaplain, the convicts 
so offending shall be punished by being kept on bread and 
water in solitary confinement, for a term not exceeding ten 
days; and it shall be the duty of the Master to have every 
such convict visited by the Physician once a day during such 
confinement. 


CONTRACTORS. 


Contractors, who hire convicts, may have agents, remoy- 
able at the pleasure of the Master, to oversee their busi- 
ness, or direct the convicts in their labor, but neither the 
contractors nor the agents shall be allowed to hold any con- 
versation with the convicts, but such as is necessary t0 
instruct them in their work, or give them directions in rela- 
tion thereto. 

The Contractors, their agents, and all persons who may 
visit the prison on their account, shall be subject to the rules 
and regulations of the Institution. 'Teamsters, or other 
persons in the employ of Contractors, who may occasionally 
visit the prison, shall not be allowed to speak to a convict, 
without permission of the Master, nor shall they be allowed 
the privileges granted to the Contractors and their agents. 
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Contractors or their agents shall not allow any perquisite, 
overstint money, or reward of any kind, to the convicts, 
while in their employ; nor be permitted to give them any- 
thing, or grant them any favor inconsistent with the rules 
and regulations of the Institution, or be allowed to have any 
conversation with an officer while on duty, but such as may 
be in relation to convicts employed by them. 

The Contractors, their agents, or persons employed by 
them, if spoken to by a convict on subjects other than those 
relating to the work or business in which they may be 
engaged, shall report such convict to the officer in charge, or 
to.the Master, or Deputy Master, without delay. 


VISITORS. 


No persons, except the City Council, and the Inspectors of 
Prisons for the County of Suffolk, shall enter the premises, 
without a permit from a member of the Board, or the Mayor 
of the City, or have permission of the Superintendent. 

Visitors other than the Inspectors of Prisons for Suffolk 
County cannot be admitted, except in extraordinary cases, 
or on business, before 8 o’clock in the morning, nor at the 
dinner hour, between 11# o’clock and 1 o’clock, nor after one 
hour previous to sunset, and are prohibited from conversing 
with the convicts without permission of the Master, or some 
member of the Board first obtained. Visitors shall be 
required to place their names on the Register kept at the 
office for that purpose, and the Master shall, in his next daily 
report, submit the names of all such visitors and by whom 
permitted. Female visitors can only be admitted to the 
- premises assigned to female convicts. The time for visiting 
convicts shall be on the fourth Wednesday of each month. 
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LUNATIC HOSPITAL. 


The officers of the Lunatic Hospital shall be a Superin- 
tendent, Assistant Superintendent, Chaplain, Male Supervisor, 
Female Supervisor, Housekeeper, Seamstress, Laundress, 
and Watchman, and such male and female attendants and 
employees as the Board may from time to time deem neces- 
sary. 


SUPERINTENDENT. 


The Superintendent of the Lunatic Hospital, who must be 
a Physician, shall be elected in the month of February, or 
whenever a vacancy may occur, and shall reside at the Insti- 
tution. He shall, subject to the rules and orders of the 
Board, have charge and control over all the departments of 
the Institution, and all persons employed at the same, and 
shall have authority, unless otherwise provided, to appoint all 
subordinate officers and employees, subject to approval of the 
Board, and to remove the same, and shall also perform thé 
duties of physician to such other institutions under the charge 
of the Board as they shall require. 

He shall visit all the patients at least once on each day, 
and as much oftener as may be necessary, giving his personal 
attention to their mental and physical condition, and calling 
consultations whenever ‘it may be necessary and expedient. 
He shall see that the food furnished is of good quality, and 
sufficient in quantity; that the premises are kept clean and 
in order, and that the halls and apartments are properly 
warmed and ventilated, and generally sce that the affairs 
the Institution are conducted in accordance with these rules. 

He shall make requisitions for all articles needed for the 
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Institution, and receipt at once for all articles received, 
according to forms prescribed by the Board, and certify the 
bills of such articles. He shall keep a register of the names, 
age, and, as far as can be ascertained, the birthplace, and 
nature and cause of their insanity, with the date of admission 
and discharge of all patients, and how or by whom admitted. 

He shall make daily reports to the Board, according to 
forms prescribed, showing the admissions, and discharges, and 
condition of the sick, and, in case of death, the probable 
immediate cause, and the disposition made or to be made of 
the body, with such other information as may be necessary to 

eep them fully advised of the condition of the Institution. 
He shall annually, on the first of January, submit a report of 
the condition of the Institution, embracing a statement of 
the number of inmates, with the number admitted thereto 
and discharged therefrom, and births and deaths therein dur- 
ing the year, with such other information and suggestions as 
he may think proper, or the Board may require. 

When a patient is in condition to be discharged, he shall 
notify the Board thereof, that they may act upon the same at 
their next meeting. In case he desires to be absent from the 
Institution for more than twenty-four hours at any one time, 
due notice shall be given to the Board, so that they may act 
upon the same as the welfare of the Institution may require. 

He shall not perform, or allow to be performed, any impor- 
tant surgical operation without having previously notified the 


Board. 


ASSISTANT SUPERINTENDENT. 


The Assistant Superintendent, who must be a Physician, 
shall be elected by the Board annually in the month of 


- December, and whenever a vacancy may occur, and shall 


reside at the Institution, and, in the absence of the Superin- 
tendent, shall have charge. It shall be his duty, acting under 
orders of the Superintendent, to aid him in the discharge of 
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his duties; have charge of the Dispensary, and perform the 
writing for the Institution, if required, and generally see that 
the rules and regulations and orders of the Superintendent 
are strictly complied with, and also perform such other duties 
in his said capacity as may be required. His absence from 
the Institution at the same time as the Supernteoca is 
strictly prohibited. 


é 


CHAPLAIN. 


The Chaplain shall be elected by the Board annually in the 
month of December, and whenever a vacancy may occur, and — 
shall conduct divine service in the Chapel on each Sunday, at 
such hour as the Superintendent may arrange, and shall per- 
form such other official services during the week as may be 
required of him. 


MALE SUPERVISOR. 


The Male Supervisor shall devote his whole time and — 
attention to the interests of the Institution, and perform such 
duty as the Superintendent may require. It shall be his duty — 
to see that persoval cleanliness is maintained among the male 
patients; that all the premises are kept clean and in order, — 


and the apartments properly warmed and ventilated; that — 


the clothes and bedding of the patients are suitable and clean, 
and that the inmates are faithfully cared for and kindly 
treated by the attendants and persons placed over them. 

He shall attend in the dining-hall of the male patients at 
meal hours, to see that the food is in proper condition when 
received from the kitchen, and that it is equitably served and — 
properly distributed. He shall note, in a memorandum book ~ 
kept for that purpose, any remissness on the part of the 
attendants or other persons employed, or occurrences coming 
to his notice, that may in any degree affect the general 
welfare of the Institution, and report the same immediately 
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or daily to the Superintendent. In case of the absence of the 
Superintendent and Assistant Superintendent, he shall have 
charge of the Institution. 


FEMALE SUPERVISOR. 


The Female Supervisor shall, as far as practicable, be the 
counterpart of the Male Supervisor, and shall exercise special 
oversight of the female attendants, and the patients, and their 
apartments, and perform such other duties as the Superin- 
tendent may require. 


HOUSEKEEPER. 


The Housekeeper shall see that the internal arrangements © 
of the household, other than the patients’ apartments, are 
properly conducted; that all parts of the house are kept 
clean and in good order; and to report to the Superintend- 
ent any remissness of duty on the part of persons employed 
therein. She shall superintend the cooking for the patients, 
and for the household, and attend to its regular distribu- 
tion from the kitchen at such hours as may be designated by 
the Superintendent, and perform such other duties as may be 
required. 


SEAMSTRESS. 


The Seamstress shall have charge of the sewing-room, and 
of making and repairing the clothing and bedding of the 
patients; and shall furnish employment therein for as many 
of the female patients as can be profitably and safely em- 
ployed. She shall keep the Superintendent apprised of all 
wants as they may occur in the clothing department, and also 
of any negligence in the use or custody of garments or bed- 
ding, and perform such other services as may be required. 
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LAUNDRESS. 


The Laundress shall have charge of the washing and iron- 
ing department, and see that the clothing of the patients and — 
of the household is duly received, attended to, and returned; 
that order and neatness prevail among those under her direc- 
tion, and that as many of the patients as can be made service- 
able in her department are at all times employed. - She shall, — 
from time to time, confer with the Seamstress, Supervisors, — 
and Housekeeper, respecting the condition of the clothing — 
and bedding, as they come to and go from her department, 
and shall generally perform such other duties as the Superin- 
tendent may require. 


GENERAL ATTENDANT. 


The General Attendant shall, subject to the orders of the 
Superintendent, have charge of all duties outside of the Hos- 
pital, including the stable, grounds, and buildings thereon, — 
and shall have oversight of patients employed upon the 
erounds, and generally make himself useful in performing 
such other duties as may be required. 


WATCHMAN. 


The Watchman shall faithfully watch and guard the build- ~ 
ings and grounds during the night, beginning, going, and leay- 
ing his rounds as the Superintendent may direct, and during 
the day perform such other services as may be required. 


DUTIES OF ATTENDANTS, AND GENERAL REMARKS. 


The whole time of the attendants belongs to the Institu- 
tion, and it is required that every one shall promptly and 
cheerfully obey all the directions given, and perform all the 
duties required by the Superintendent, Assistant Superin- 
tendent, or either Supervisor; and that each of these officers 
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. shall, on all occasions, be treated with courtesy and respect. 
The subordinate officers are to eat at one table, and punc- 
tuality at meals is enjoined upon all. ; 

Conversations between officers or attendants, in relation to 
the discipline or management of the Institution, must not be 
made in the hearing of anypatient. 

No one employed in the Hospital shall convey any letters 
or messages from the patients to any one out of the Asylum, 
without leave of the Superintendent. 

No subordinate officer or stranger shall enter the female 
halls, without permission from the Superintendent. 

Hach one will be held responsible for the duties of his or 
her department, and should be ambitious to discharge those 
duties in a satisfactory manner. 

The attendants are not allowed to take any article of 
property from the house. <A book shall be kept by the Super- 
intendent, in which it shall be the duty of the Supervisors to 
enter all articles wanted in their respective apartments, with 
the date of each entry. 

Self-respect is especially enjoined upon all, and as the 
patients will naturally imitate the manners and habits of the 
attendants, it is of the greatest importance in these respects, 
as in all others, that a good example should be set before 
them. 

The dress of the attendants should always be neat and 
clean; and their intercourse with each other, and with the 
patients, must be marked with kindness and courtesy. When- 
ever it becomes necessary for an attendant to speak to an 

- Officer or visitor concerning a patient who is present, it should 
be done in such a manner as not to excite suspicion on the 
part of the patient that he is the subject of conversation. 

Under all circumstances, the patients are to be treated 
with kindness and forbearance; they must be spoken to ina 
mild and gentle tone of voice, soothed and calmed when irri- 
tated, encouraged and cheered when melancholy and de- 
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pressed. They must never be ridiculed or mocked, nor . 


their extravagances or delusions be made the subject of jest 
or sport. 

The patients are never to be considered or treated as ser- 
vants; @nethe contrary, whenever they are employed by the 
attendants, they are to be regarded as assistants. 

Every patient, within twenty-four hours after admission, is 
to be washed, and observations made of any swelling on the 
body, or sores, spots, or vermin on the skin, and the fact 
immediately reported to the Superintendent. To this the 
Supervisors will give their particular attention. 

Whenever the patients eagage in any controversy, or in any 
improper or exciting subject of conversation, the attendant 
must interfere and check them; and must shut them up in 
their respective rooms, if the quiet and good order of the 
halls can in no other way be preserved, and promptly report 
the same to the Superintendent. No other restraint shall be 
applied or, when applied, be remitted, unless by order of the 
Superintendent. 


When the attendants receive insult and abuse, they must . 


forbear to recriminate, scold, threaten, or to dictate in the 
language of authority. 

Violent hands are never to be laid on the patients, except 
in self-defence, or to prevent injury to themselves or others. 
They must not be rudely handled, to induce them to obey; it 
will rarely happen that gentle and persuasive measures will 
not prevail; whenever these fail, the Superintendent is to be 
informed. 

Every patient must be in the charge of some responsible 
person at all times (unless permitted to be at large by the 
Superintendent), and such person shall be held responsible for 
the safe-keeping of such patient, till returned to the hall, or 
intrusted to the care of another. 

The attendants shall not retire to their rooms and close 
their doors while the patients are in the halls,but shall pass 
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as much of their time in the halls with the patients as possi- 
ble during the day, endeavoring to encourage and amuse them, 
and, so far as practicable, incite them to habits of industry. 

No patient shall be permitted to go out of the halls with- 
out the consent of the Superintendent. | | 

All persons who have duties to perform in the Hospital, 
will rise at the ringing of the bell. At 10 o’clock in the 
evening, the labor of the house shall cease, the lights in the 
dining-room, kitchen, entries, and galleries shall be extin- 
guished, and all persons shall retire to their respective rooms. 

Every attendant shall keep a lamp burning, in a small lan- 
tern, through the night. 

The attendants shall see that the patients rise at the same 
hour with themselves, that they are properly washed, their 
hair combed, and their dresses suitably arranged in season 
for breakfast. 

The dress of the patients should at all times be neat and 
whole. The beds must be made, the halls, entries, and stairs 
swept, and the water-closets cleansed as early as possible. 
Hivery apartment in the wings, must be thoroughly ventilated 
every morning, and as often through the day as may be neces- 
sary, by opening the windows, &c. 

One or more attendants, as may be directed by the Super- 
intendent, shall remain in the wing and move through the gal- 
leries, while the others are occupied in providing the meals of 
the patients, or in taking their own. 

The attendants (with the exception of those on guard in 
the wings) shall be present at the meals, to distribute the food 
in a proper and equitable manner; particular care must be 
taken that the patients return to their respective galleries 
after meals; their having left the dining-rooms is not suff- 
cient evidence of this; they are to be immediately followed, 
seen to be in their proper places, and the gallery doors 
locked. 

The attendants must be watchful lest any knives or forks 
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or articles of food be carried to the rooms of the patients, no 
one of whom may be absent from the regular meals (except- 
ing in,cases of sickness or high excitement), without permis- 
sion from the Superintendent. 

Patients shall never be allowed to have a razor, penknife, 
or a dangerous weapon of any kind, without permission from 
the Superintendent. Hspecial care shall be taken that no 
such weapons get into their possession, and the beds, clothes, 
&c., of any suspicious patient must be frequently searched, if 
it is known or suspected that any such instrument is in the 
possession of a patient; and if it cannot be found, immediate 
information must be given to the Superintendent. 

No person connected with the Hospital shall be allowed to 
use ardent spirit or tobacco, in any form, unless prescribed or 
permitted by the Superintendent. 

The attendants shall not leave their halls, nor visit the gal- 
leries, the kitchen, or other rooms in the house, without par- 
ticular business; nor shall they give up their keys, or admit 
visitors to the halls, without permission from the Superin- 
tendent. 

The attendants must not leave the Hospital without per- 
mission from the Superintendent, and must always return by 
10 o'clock, Pp. M., unless leave be expressly given to remain 
out later; and when abroad, they must not report the conduct 
or conversations of the patients. 

The patients must retire at the usual hour, and their bed- 
room doors be locked, care being taken to hear the slipping 
of the bolt. 

The gallery doors, and especially the dining-room and outer 
doors, must be kept locked at all times. If these precautions 
are observed, escapes can rarely happen. 

All persons employed in the Hospital, who are well 
and can be spared from the duties in the house and _ halls, 
shall attend the religious services on the Sabbath, in the 
Chapel of the Hospital, unless leave of absence be granted. 
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Each person employed in the Hospital shall give notice, 
thirty days before leaving, of his or her intention to leave; 
and it is understood, in all contracts for services with attend- 
ants and other officers, that they may be discharged upon one 
week’s notice, or upon shorter notice if occasion so requires, 
and that their salaries will be computed accordingly. 

In case of the sickness of any of the sub-officers, no wages 
will be allowed them after a fortnight’s absence from their 
duty. 

No subordinate officer shall be absent from the Hospital 
for the purpose of visiting or recreation, during more than 
two consecutive days, between the first day of May and the 
first day of November in any year, the services of all em- 
ployees being required in warm weather. 


GENERAL RULES. 


Persons visiting the Institution must have a permit from a 
Director, or the Mayor of the City, or have the assent of the 
Superintendent, it being always understood that the Superin- 
tendent may refuse admission to any one having a permit 
whenever, in his judgment, the welfare of the Institution 
requires, he reporting at once to the Board such refusal, 
and the reason therefor. Visiting as a matter of curiosity is 
denounced. 

Hither of these Rules may be suspended in individual cases 
by vote of the Board, or they may make such other Rules and 
Regulations as circumstances may require, provided the same 
are not inconsistent with these Rules, or the City Ordinances, 
or the laws of the Commonwealth.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF MOUNT HOPE 
CEMETERY. 


The Trustees of Mount Hope Cemetery have the honor of 
presenting to the City Council their Third Annual Report 
under auspices of continued encouragement and confidence in 
the success of this investment of the City. 

The labor of the Cemetery has been progressing satisfac- 
torily during the year. One hundred and eighty-one full- 
size lots, and fourteen half lots have been graded, besides the 
large lot, equal to eight more full lots, for the Order of 
Odd Fellows. One hundred rods of Avenues and eighty-five 
rods of Walks have been laid out and graded. Of the former, 
thirty rods of Central Avenue near the gate had to be exca- 
vated for the entire width, and five feet in depth, and the space 
filled with stones and rocks, which had to be blasted for the 
purpose. This has been a source of great expense, but one 
of necessity, from the fact that a low portion of land existed 
near the entrance of the Cemetery, which became the basin or 
reservoir of all the water-shed or drainage of a considerable 
tract of land both inside and outside of the Cemetery. At 
certain seasons of the year it was therefore very annoying to 
be obliged to drive through the mud and water which over- 
flowed the principal avenues at the entrance. 

The extensive blind-drain of rock made in Central Avenue, 
and the building of fifty-seven rods of open drain, leading 
therefrom to the brooks, have successfully obviated the 
trouble, and the Trustees believe the expenditure, although 
large, to have been judicious and necessary. 
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Cypress VaLEe has been enlarged by the grading and 
addition of three fourths of an acre, which was rendered ex- 
pedient from the demand for grave-lots, eighty-eight having 
been sold during the year. 


The painted wood signs designating the avenues and walks 
having become dilapidated, the Trustees have had them 
replaced with the neat and durable signs and posts of cast- 
iron, manufactured by Messrs. Chase, Brothers & Co., of this 
city. 

The number of monuments and tablets erected in the Cem- 
etery during the year, is thirty-four, andseveral are of marked 
beauty and elaborate finish. Of this class, may be mentioned 
that erected by the Boston Printers’ Union and Franklin 
Typographical Society, in their lot on Mount Hope Avenue. 

As the number of lots now prepared and for sale need not 
be greatly increased during the coming year, the Trustees 
consider the present a favorable opportunity to ask of the 
City Council an appropriation of eight thousand dollars, which 
will not only meet the excess of expenditures over the prob- 
able income for the year, but allow the erection, on a 
portion of the grounds, of a residence for the Superintendent, 
which has become necessary from the owner of the estate 
now occupied by him desiring it for his own use, and no other 
house being attainable within a reasonable distance of the 
Cemetery. The importance of having the Superintendent at 
all times near the Cemetery, has caused the Trustees of the 
Cemeteries of Mount Auburn and Forest Hills to erect 
dwelling-houses for their several Superintendents, and the 
Trustees of Mount Hope believe that the same course will 


prove equally advantageous to this Cemetery of the City of 


Boston. In this connection they desire to impress upon the 
City Council what they have intimated in previous Reports, that 
all these expenditures are in the nature of investments, which 
are necessary to the success and prosperity of the Cemetery. 
The investments which have already been made are perma- 


; 
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nent in their character, and will require no renewal for many 
years; while the increase of the sale of lots will ere long 
meet all expenses, and may, in time, become a source of 
income to the City. 

A large number of changes and additions having been made 
since the last catalogue was published, in 1859, the Trustees 
have annexed a full and correct list of the present owners of 
the lots in the Cemetery. 

The detailed statement of the receipts and expenditures by 
the Trustees is appended to this Report, and they trust that 
this evidence of the manner in which they have discharged 
the duties intrusted to them, will meet the approval of the 
City Council.

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ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


BOSTON FIRE DEPARTMENT 


1860. 
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Eneinrrr’s Orrice, Fire Deparrment, 
Boston, January 1, 1861. 


To the Honorable Mayor and City Council : — 


GuNTLEMEN : In accordance with the 8th section of the Fire Ordinance 
passed on the 8th day of June, 1860, I herewith submit to your Honor- 
able Board the first Annual Report of the Steam Fire Department, in 
which is contained a list of the Officers and Members of the Department, 
complete, together with their ages and residence ; also an account of all 
the apparatus under my charge; the number of alarms of fire since the 
presentation of the last Report, with an account of the losses and insurance 
on the same, so far as could be ascertained; list of the reservoirs, 
number of hydrants, &c. from which water can be obtained in ease of 
fire ; also the Fire Ordinance as passed by the last City Council. 

It will be observed that the statement of fires occupies a period of six- 
teen months from September 1, 1859, to January 1, 1860; and itisa 
matter of congratulation to the citizens, that with the large increase in the 
number of buildings and the increased size of our warehouses we have no 
increase in loss above the average of the past few years. Since the date 
first mentioned seven Steam Fire Engines have been placed in the 
Department, but only since the 17th day of September, 1860, have we 
had an entire Steam Department. For the dates of the organizations, see 
the return of each Company. 

During the past year there have been introduced into the Department 
nine Horse Hose Companies in place of the six Hand Companies formerly 
in service ; there have been 26 horses purchased, with all the harnesses, 
blankets, and equipments complete ; the several houses have been altered 
to accommodate the new order of things, and it isa pleasure to state that, 
including all these improvements and alterations, no material increase of 
appropriation has been or will be required over that formerly applied to 
carry on the Hand Department without the purchase of any new apparatus. 
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A new Hose House for Hose Company No. 9 has been constructed on 
B Street, South Boston, and a new House has been built for Steam 
Fire Engine Company No. 5, on Marion Street, East Boston. 

During the past year six thousand feet of 24-inch Hose (Boyd’s Patent) 
has been placed in the Department. This increase in the size from that 
formerly in the Department has been rendered necessary by the introduc- 
tion of the steamers, and only the engines are now supplied with it. 

It is a matter of great importance, and one which should be immediately 
taken into the consideration of the present Government, that Hose of the 
same dimensions should be furnished for the Hose Companies, for they 
are at present supplied only with the 2-inch hose formerly used by Hand 
Engines and it has become so old and poor as to be almost useless when 
a powerful stream is needed, or when it is desirable to force the water for 
any considerable distance. It will be necessary to purchase from twelve 
to fifteen thousand feet to make up a complement adequate to the emer- 
gences of the case. 

In the purchase of apparatus during the ensuing year, I would 
recommend to the Government the propriety of obtaining two additional 
light Steam Fire Engines, one of which it would be desirable to locate 
in River Street, at the foot of Mt. Vernon Street, in the House now 
occupied by Hose Company No. 7, which has been so altered as to per- 
mit it of its being so used without additional expense; and the other to be 
kept as a Relief Engine, to be used in case of accident: and further I 
would recommend the purchase of one Hose Carriage, to be used for a 
like purpose. 

I would respectfully call the attention of the Government to the desir- 
ableness of having all the reservoirs so far reconstructed as to admit of 
the insertion of a gate connecting with the water pipes in such a manner 
that a full supply of clear water may in case of fire be opened into them, 
as this would often enable the Department to apply their water more 
directly upon the fire and through shorter lines of hose than is now 
required. I would also call the attention of the Government to the 
necessity of supplying water to a portion of the Fourth Section, so called, 
of Hast Boston, as there are some hundred houses in that locality entirely 
unprotected in case of fire. 

During the past year, the Fire Ordinance has been revised, but even 
since this revision, the changes which have been made make it desirable 
that some amendments or alterations should be made, in order that it may 
conform to the new order of things. 


There has been provided during the past year for each Police Station 
House a suitable quantity of ropes and stakes with which to close the 
streets in case of large fires. These are under care of the Police De- 
partment, who are required to send a certain number of officers to each 
fire. Altogether, our Department is in a very flourishing condition, and 
the members are orderly and well-behaved. 

It is with pleasure that I refer to the general desire on the part of the 
Committee on Fire Department to provide for all the necessities of this 
branch of the Government, and it is but justice to say that a wise econ- 
omy has marked every movement and act of the Committee during the 
past year.

AN ORDINANCE 


ESTABLISHING A 


FIRE DEPARTMENT, 


AND PROVIDING FOR 


PREVENTING AND EXTINGUISHING FIRES. 


Be it ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen, and Common Council of the 
City of Boston in City Council assembled : — 


SEcTion 1. The fire department shall consist of a chief engineer, 
nine other engineers, and of as many enginemen, hosemen, and hook 
and ladder men, to be divided into companies, as the number of 
engines and the number and quantity of other fire apparatus, belong- 
ing to the city, shall from time to time require. 


BOARD OF ENGINEERS. 


Seor. 2. There shall be chosen annually, by the city council, in 
the month of January or February, a chief engineer, nine other 
engineers, one at least from each fire district, and a secretary to the 
board of engineers, who shall receive certificates of appointment, of 
the form heretofore used; shall hold their offices for one year and 
until others are chosen in their places; and who shall receive such 
salaries as the city council shall from time to time determine. The 
engineers, other than the chief engineer, shall rank according to 
seniority of service ; and all questions relative to the respective rank 
of such engineers shall be determined by the board of aldermen. 

Sror. 3. The city council may, by a concurrent vote, at any time, 
remove from office the chief engineer, any of the other engineers, or 
the secretary to the board of engineers. 

Secr. 4. The secretary to the board of engineers shall perform the 
ordinary duty of clerk to the board, and such other duties as the 
chief engineer may from time to time direct; and also such other 
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duties as the board of engineers, by their rules and orders, to be 
approved by the board of aldermen, may from time to time determine. 
He shall keep an account of the appropriations made by the city 
council for the use of the fire department, and of the expendi- 
tures on account of the same, and shall compare his account monthly 
with the auditor’s books and see that the expenditures of the fire 
department do not at any time exceed the amount of the appropria- 
tions at their disposal. He shall also keep a separate account of the 
expenses of each steam-engine, hand-engine, hose-carriage, and hook 
and ladder carriage, and shall present to the city council, in the 
annual report of the chief engineer, full and detailed statements 
thereof. 

Szor. 5. The engineers so chosen shall, immediately after their 
election, meet and organize themselves into a board of engineers. 
They shall, at such times as they may by their by-laws determine, 
hold such meetings as may be necessary for the prompt transaction of 
all business coming before them, at which the chief engineer, or, in 
his absence, the senior engineer present, shall preside. A majority 
of the whole board of engineers shall be necessary to constitute a 
quorum ; they may make such rules and orders for their government 
as a board of engineers as they may see fit, subject to the approval of 
the board of aldermen. They shall be responsible for the discipline, 
good order, and proper conduct of the whole department, both officers 
and men, and for the care of all houses, engines, hose-carriages, and 
other furniture and apparatus thereto belonging. They shall have 
the superintendence and control of all the engine and other houses 
used for the purposes of the fire department, and of all furniture and 
apparatus thereto belonging, and of the engines and all other fire | 
apparatus belonging to the city, and over the officers and members of | 

. 
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the several companies attached to the fire department, and over all 
persons present at fires; and they may make such rules and regula- 
tions for the better government, discipline, and good order of the 
department, and for the extinguishment of fires, as they may from 
time to time think expedient, the same not being repugnant to the 
Jaws of this commonwealth, or to any ordinance of the city, and 
being subject to the approbation of the board of aldermen. The 
assistant engineers shall report their absences from fires to the chief 
engineer, with the reasons therefor, who shall keep a record of the 
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same, and, once every three months, and oftener if required, make a 
report thereof, stating all the facts to the city council. In the absence 
of the chief engineer, the secretary shall make said record and report. 

Secr. 6. It shall be the duty of said engineers, whenever a fire 
shall break out in the city, immediately to repair to the place of such 
fire, and to carry with them a suitable staff or badge of their office ; to 
take proper measures that the several engines and other apparatus be 
arranged in the most advantageous situations, and duly worked for the 
speedy and effectual extinguishment of the fire; to require and com- 
pel assistance from all persons, as well members of the fire depart- 
ment as others, in extinguishing the fire, removing furniture, goods, 
or other merchandise from any building on fire, or in danger thereof, 
and to appoint guards to secure the same; and also in pulling down 
or demolishing any house or building if occasion require, and further 
to suppress all tumults and disorders. It shall also be their duty to 
cause order to be preserved in going to, working at, or returning from 
fires, and at all other times when companies attached to the depart- 
ment are on duty. 

Sect. 7. Whenever any fire occurs in either of the adjoining 
towns, it shall be the duty of only such and so many of said engineers 
to repair to such towns, as shall have been previously designated for 
such purpose by the chief engineer. 

SreoT. 8. The chief engineer shall have the sole command at fires, 
over all the other engineers, all members of the fire department, and 
all other persons who may be present at fires, and shall direct all 
proper measures for the extinguishment of fires, protection of prop- 
erty, preservation of order, and observance of the laws, ordinances, 
and regulations respecting fires ; and it shall be the duty of said chief 
engineer to examine into the condition of the engines and all other 
fire apparatus, and of the engine and other houses belonging to the 
city and used for the purposes of the fire department, and of the com- 
panies attached to the said department, as often as circumstances may 
render it expedient, or whenever directed so to do by the board of 
aldermen, or by the committee of the board of aldermen on the fire 
department. Whenever the engines or other fire apparatus, engine or 
other houses used by the fire department, require alterations, addi- 
tions, or repairs, the chief engineer, under the direction of the board 
of aldermen or of the committee on the fire department, shall cause 
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the same to be made. It shall also be the duty of the chief engineer 
to receive and transmit to the board of aldermen all returns of offi- 
cers, members, and fire apparatus, made by the respective companies, 
as hereinafter prescribed, and all other communications relating to the 
affairs of the fire department; to keep fair and exact rolls of the 
respective companies, specifying the time of admission and discharge, 
and the age of each member. He shall also critically examine all 
the bills and accounts against the fire department, and certify, in 
writing, to the correctness of each item thereof before sending them 
to the auditor’s office for payment. He shall annually, in the month 
of January, and oftener if thereto requested, report to the city council 
an account, to be prepared by the secretary to the board of engineers 
as hereinbefore provided, of the condition of the engine-houses, 
engines, fire apparatus, and other property under his charge; of the 
income and expenditures of the fire department for the whole of the 
previous year, specifying particularly the expenditure on each steam- 
engine, hand-engine, hose-carriage, and hook and ladder carriage, as 
required in section 4, together with the names of the officers and 
members of the various companies; the number and location of the 
fire-alarm stations; the number of fires, and causes thereof, as near as 
can be ascertained; the number and description of the buildings de- 
stroyed or injured, together with the names of the owners or occu- 
pants; the amount of insurance, if any; all accidents by fire which 
may happen within the city, with such other information or sugges- 
tions as may in his opinion be of general use; the same to be pub- 
lished as the city council may direct. 

Sxcr. 9. In case of the absence of the chief engineer, the engi- 
neer next in rank who may be present, shall execute the duties of his 
office, with full powers. 

Secr. 10. It shall be the duty of the chief engineer, and of the 
other engineers, to report to the board of aldermen the name of every 
person, not a member of either of said companies, who shall, contrary 
to law, refuse or neglect to obey any orders of any engineer, given at 
any fire. 

Sect. 11. Whenever it shall be adjudged at any fire, by any three 
or more of the engineers, of whom the chief engineer, if present, 
shall be one, to be necessary, in order to prevent the further spreading 
of the fire, to pull down or otherwise demolish any building, the same 
may be done by their joint order. 
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Srcr. 12. It shall be the duty of the chief and other engineers 
to inquire for and examine into all shops and other places where 
shavings or other such combustible materials may be collected and 
deposited, and at all times to be vigilant in taking care of the removal 
of the same, whenever, in the opinion of any two of them, the same 
may endanger the security of the city from fires, and to direct the 
tenant or occupant of said shops or other places to remove the same ; 
and, in case of such tenant’s or occupant’s neglect or refusal so to do, 
to cause the same to be removed at the expense of such tenant or 
occupant, who shall, in addition, be liable to a penalty not exceeding 
twenty dollars, for such neglect or refusal ; and any person who shall 
obstruct the engineers or any of them in carrying out the provisions 
of this section, shall also be liable to a penalty not exceeding twenty 
dollars. It shall also be the duty of said engineers to take cognizance 
of, and to cause prosecution to be instituted in all cases of infraction 
of the laws relative to the erection of wooden buildings, or of any 
other laws or ordinances for the prevention of fire within the limits of 
the city. 

Sect. 13. The power of making and establishing rules and regu- 
lations for the transportation and keeping of gunpowder within the 
city of Boston, and of granting licenses for the keeping and sale 
thereof in the city, according to the provisions of an act entitled “ An 
act further regulating the storage, safe-keeping, and transportation of 
gunpowder in the city of Boston,” and of any other act or acts on the 
same subject, shall be exercised and performed by the chief and other 
engineers, and the power and duty of seizing any gunpowder kept or 
being within the city or harbor thereof, contrary to the provisions of 
the said act or acts, shall be exercised and performed by the said 
engineers or any of them; and in any case of any seizure being made 
by any engineer other than the chief, he shall forthwith report to the 
chief engineer, who shall cause said gunpowder to be libelled and 
prosecuted in the manner prescribed in the said acts; and all the 
other powers and duties granted and enjoined in and by the said act 
or acts, shall be performed by the said chief or one of the other 
engineers. 

Secor. 14. All moneys received for fines, forfeitures, and penalties 
arising under this ordinance and the laws of this Commonwealth, reg- 
ulating the storage and transportation of gunpowder, the erection of 


buildings within the city of Boston, and the prevention and extin- 
guishment of fire, unless by such laws otherwise specially provided, 
shall be paid into the treasury of the city, to be applied in such way 
as is provided in the acts of this Commonwealth. 


OFFICERS AND MEMBERS OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


Secor. 15. No person under twenty-one years of age shall be a 
member of the fire department; nor shall any person be a member 
who is not a citizen of the United States, and a legal voter in the city 
of Boston. 

Secor. 16. Every member and every officer of the fire department 
shall sign the following statement, to be deposited with the board of 
engineers: “I, A, B, having been appointed a member of the Boston 
fire department, hereby signify my agreement to abide by all the ordi- 
nuances of the city council, and the rules and regulations of the board 
of aldermen and the board of engineers relating thereto.” And any 
officer or member who shall neglect or refuse to sign the same, shall 
not be entitled to any compensation whatsoever. 

Sror. 17. <Any officer or other member may be removed or dis- 
missed from the fire department by a vote of the chief engineer and 
two thirds of the assistant engineers, and said vote shall be final, 
unless, in the case of officers, the same shall be reversed by the board 
of aldermen within fourteen days after it shall have passed; and the 
board of aldermen may at any time discharge any or all of the officers 
or members of any steam-engine, hand-engine, hose, or hook and 
ladder company. 

Secr. 18. In all cases of removal from office by the engineers, the 
name of the party removed, with a statement of the reasons therefor, 
shall be entered on their records, and a copy of the same shall be 
transmitted to the board of aldermen before their next regular 
meeting. 

Sect. 19. No officer who may have been dismissed or removed 
from the fire department, shall be reinstated therein, unless by a vote 
of the chief engineer and two thirds of the assistant engineers, and, 
in such case, said vote shall not take effect until confirmed by the 
board of aldermen. 

Sect. 20. There shall be paid to each member of the department 
such sum as the city council may, from time to time, determine ; and 
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in case of the temporary absence of any member from the city, or 
inability to perform his duties, in consequence of sickness, he shall 
provide a substitute, whose name he shall return to the foreman of 
the company for approval, failing in which he shall be subject to all 
deductions which may accrue for his absence. 

- Secor. 21. The members of the several companies shall not assem- 
ble in the houses intrusted to their care, except as herein pre- 
scribed, and for taking the engine or other apparatus on an alarm of 
fire, and of returning the same to the house, and taking the necessary 
care of said apparatus after its return. 

Sxect. 22. Any officer or member of the fire department who shall 
wilfully neglect or refuse to perform his duty, or shall be guilty of 
disorderly conduct or disobedience to his superiors in office, shall for 
such offence be dismissed from the department; and any officer or 
member who shall offend against any ordinance of the city relating to 
the fire department, shall, in addition to the liability of dismission, be 
liable to a penalty of not less than two, nor more than twenty dollars, 
for each offence. 

Secr. 23. Every person who shall have served according to law in 
the fire department for seven successive years, shall be entitled to 
receive a certificate thereof, signed by the mayor of said city; and all 
persons who shall receive said certificate as aforesaid, shall be entitled 
to wear the badge of the department, and to do duty therein, when 
desired so to do by the board of aldermen, under such organization 
and management as they may determine. 


HAND-ENGINE, HOSE, AND HOOK AND LADDER COMPANIES. 


Secr. 24. As many engine, hose, and hook and ladder companies 
shall from time to time be formed by the board of aldermen as they 
shall deem expedient, and each hand-engine, hose, and hook and lad- 
der company shall consist of as many men as shall be appointed by the 
mayor with the advice and consent of the board of aldermen. 

Sect. 25. The term of service for the members of hand-engine, 
hose, and hook and ladder companies, shall continue for periods of’ six 
months each. And every officer .or member who shall not serve the 
whole of said period of six months, except in cases of sickness, death, 
or removal from the city, or who shall be removed therefrom for cause, 
shall forfeit any and all compensation that would otherwise have been 
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due to him at the time when such service ceased, or such removal 
took place. 

Szor. 26. Every hand-engine, hose, and hook and ladder company 
shall have a foreman, an assistant foreman, and clerk, who shall be 
nominated annually in the month of January, or whenever a vacancy 
occurs, by the members of the several companies, and a return of the 
same made to the board of engineers; and in case of rejection by them 
their names shall be returned to the company, who shall select another 
person for approval; but if approved by the board of engineers, their 
names shall be sent to the board of aldermen for approval or rejection, 
and in case of rejection another person shall be nominated as aforesaid 
before the next regular meeting of the board of aldermen; and these 


officers, when approved, shall receive certificates of appointment, signed 


by the mayor, and shall hold their places until removed, or others are 
appointed in their stead. If upon the rejection by the board of 
engineers of any person nominated and returned as aforesaid, a suita- 
ble person is not nominated and returned, the board of engineers shall 
themselves send to the board of aldermen for their approval or rejec- 
tion, the name of a fit person for the place. 

Sreor. 27. It shall be the duty of the foreman to see that the sev- 
eral hand-engines and apparatus committed to their care, and the sey- 
eral buildings in which the same are deposited, and all things in or 
belonging to the same, are kept neat, clean, and in order for immediate 
use; it shall also be their duty to preserve order and discipline at all 
times in their respective companies, and require and enforce a strict 
compliance with the city ordinances, the rules and regulations of the 
department, and the orders of the engineers. They shall also keep or 
cause to be kept by the clerks of their respective companies, fair and 
exact rolls, specifying the time of admission, discharge, and age of 
each member, and accounts of all city property intrusted to the care 
of the several members, and of all absences and tardiness among the 
same, in a book provided for that purpose by the city, which rolls or 
record books are always to be subject to the order of the board of 
engineers and the board of aldermen. They shall also make or cause 
to be made to the chief engineer, true and accurate returns of all the 
members, with their ages, and the apparatus intrusted to their care, 
whenever called upon so to do. 

Sect. 28. It shall be the duty of the officers and members of the 
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several hand-engine, hose, and hook and ladder companies, whenever 
a fire shall break out in the city, to repair forthwith to their respective 
engines, hose, hook and ladder carriages, and other apparatus, and to 
convey them in as orderly a manner as may be, according to the direc- 
tions of the board of engineers, and exert themselves in the most 
orderly manner possible, in working and managing the said engines, 
hose, hooks and ladders, and other apparatus ; and in performing any 
duty that they may be called upon to do, by any engineer; and upon 
permission of the chief or other engineer, shall in an orderly and quiet 
manner return said engines, hose, hook and ladder carriages, and other 
apparatus, to their respective places of deposit. Provided, that in the 
absence of all the engineers such direction and permission may be 
given by their respective foremen. 

Sect. 29. Every hand-engine company shall have two or more 
suction hosemen ; every hand-engine and hose company shall have 
three or more leading hosemen ; and every hook and ladder company 
shall have three or more each of axemen and rakemen, to be appointed 
by the foreman of such company, subject to the approval of the board 
of engineers, and they shall hold their places for six months, unless 
sooner removed by the said board. For the purpose of discharge and 
removal, suction and leading hosemen shall be regarded as members, 
and not as officers. 

Secor. 30. Hvery hand-engine, hose, and hook and ladder company 
shall have a steward, who shall be nominated by a vote of the com- 
pany to the board of engineers, and if approved by them, shall hold 
his office until removed, either by resignation or by the board of 
engineers, for causes specified. It shall be his duty to keep clean the 
house, the engine, hose, or other apparatus which may belong to the 
company, to clear the snow in winter from the sidewalk connected 
with the house, and generally to see that the engine and apparatus 
are ready for immediate use. 


STEAM FIRE ENGINES. 


Sect. 31. Every steam fire engine company shall have an engineer, 
fireman, and driver, who shall be permanently employed, and who 
shall at all times be in or about-the house; and six hosemen whose 
term of service shall continue for periods of six months each; all of 
whom shall be appointed by the mayor, with the advice and consent 
of the board of aldermen. The number of hosemen may be increased 
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from time to time as the board of aldermen may determine. One of 
the hosemen, to be so designated by the board of engineers, shall he 
known as foreman. 

Sect. 32. The engineer shall have the sole care of the engine 
house, under the direction of the board of engineers, and all the prop- 
erty therein belonging to the city. He shall be held personally re- 
sponsible for the care and good order of the engine, and see that it is 
at all times in condition for immediate use. He shall be accountable 
for the proper performance of all duties required of the fireman, and 
driver, and in case of any neglect on their part shall report the same 
to the chief engineer. The fireman shall be under the immediate 
direction of the engineer, and shall perform all duties that may be re- 
quired of him on the engine and in the house, including cleaning the 
hose, and such other duties as are required of the stewards of hand- 
engine and hose companies, as provided in section 30. The driver 
shall be under the immediate direction of the engineer, and shall take 
care of and properly groom the horses belonging to the engine, shall 
keep the stable at all times neat and tidy, shall assist the fireman in 
the performance of his duties, as steward, and perform such other 
duties as may be required of him by the engineer. 

Sect. 33. The foreman shall at fires direct the placing of the 
engine at a suitable place to obtain a supply of water, have charge of 
the suction and leading hose, and perform the duties required of the 
clerk of a hose company, and receive the same pay as the foreman of 
a hose company. ‘The hosemen shall, under direction of the foreman, 
perform such duties as are required of suction and leading hosemen 
of hand-engine companies. 


GENERAL PROVISIONS. 


Sect. 384. Whenever any person shall have received his certificate 
of appointment to any office under this ordinance, he shall thereby be 
immediately invested with all the authority conferred, and subject to 
all the duties imposed by the laws, the city ordinances, and the rules 
and regulations of the fire department, until discharged therefrom, 
either by death or resignation, or by order of the board of aldermen, 
or the board of engineers, as hereinafter provided for; and the vacancy 
occasioned by his discharge shall be filled as soon as may be, in the 
manner herein prescribed. 
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Sect. 35. The engineers and members of the several companies 
regularly appointed shall, when on duty, wear such badges or insignia, 
as the board of aldermen shall from time to time direct, to be fur- 
nished at the expense of the city, and no other person or persons 
shall be permitted to wear the same, except under such restrictions 
and regulations as the board of aldermen may direct. 

Secr. 86. No uniform, except such badges and insignia ag are 
prescribed from time to time by the board of aldermen, shall be worn 
upon any occasion, as firemen, by either officers or men belonging to 
the department. 

Sor. 37. No company shall have power to appoint or discharge 
any officer or member. 

SEcr. 38. No company shall leave the city, in case of fire in the 
neighboring cities and towns, except by the express order of the chief 
engineer or one of the assistant engineers; and no company shall 
leave the city on an excursion. 

Secr. 39. No associations, or organized societies or clubs of fire- 
men, as such, shall be allowed in the department, except by the 
express permission of the city council. 

Secor. 40. No company shall be allowed to impose fines upon its 
members; but it shall be the duty of the clerk of each company to 
enter in the roll-book provided by the city, all absence and tardiness 
of each officer and member of said company ; and to make a monthly 
return of the same to the board of engineers. And for every absence 
or tardiness, except in case of sickness, there shall be deducted from 
the pay of such officer or member the sum of twenty-five cents, which 
amount so deducted shall be paid over at the end of each quarter to 
the treasurer of the company to which such member shall belong, to 
meet the incidental expenses of the company. And if any officer or 
member shall have been absent or tardy at more than one third of the 
fires, or alarms of fires, if more than five, execpt in case of sickness, 
during the month, such absence or tardiness shall be considered good 
cause for his discharge from the department. 


DUTIES OF POLICE IN REGARD TO FIRES. 


Sect. 41. Immediately upon an alarm or discovery of fire, it shall 
be the duty of the members of the police department to communicate 
the fact to the central station by means of the signal boxes in the dis- 
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trict in which the fire may be, in accordance with the rules and regu- 
lations in regard to fire alarms. And it shall be the duty of the 
policemen in the night-time, immediately upon an alarm of fire being 
given or sounded upon the bells connected with the fire-alarm appar- 
atus, to give further notice thereof within their respective districts by 
springing their rattles, crying “ fire,’ [and in Kast Boston by ringing 
a bell,] and mentioning the district and box of the district in which 
the fire exists. And if any policeman shall neglect so to do, he shall 
forfeit and pay a fine of two dollars for every offence. 

Sror. 42. It shall be the duty of such of the police officers of the 
city as may be selected for that service, to repair with their staves, or 
such other badges of office as the board of aldermen shall direct, on 
the alarm of fire, immediately to the place where the fire may be, and 
there to use their best skill and power, under the direction of the 
engineers, for the preservation of the public peace, and the prevention 
of theft and destruction of property, and the removal of all suspected 
persons. 


FIRE ALARMS. 


Seor. 43. In the month of January in each year, there shall be 
appointed a joint committee of the city council, to be called the Com- 
mittee on Fire Alarms, to consist of two aldermen and three members 
of the common council. 

Sect. 44. The said committee shall have the care and manage- 
ment of the rooms, apparatus, and machinery connected with the sys- 
tem of telegraphic fire alarms, and shall also have the power to 
appoint, upon the nomination of the superintendent of fire alarms, 
Suitable persons to assist in the management of said system of fire 
alarms, and to establish the compensation of the same, unless the same 
shall be specially provided by the city council; and the said commit- 
tee shall have power to determine the persons to whom shall be 
intrusted keys of the signal-boxes connected with said system of fire 
alarms, and, generally, shall have charge of said apparatus, and con- 
trol over the management of the same, subject to any special order of 
the city council. 

Srcr. 45. There shall be annually appointed by the city council, 
in the month of January or February, a suitable person to be super- 
intendent of fire alarms, who shall have charge of the system of tele- 
graphic fire alarms, under the direction of the committee on fire 
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alarms, and see that the same is kept in good repair and in working 
condition, and be considered responsible for the same, The said 
superintendent shall hold his office until a successor is elected, shall 
be at all times removable by the city council, and shall receive such 
compensation as the city council shall determine. 

Sreor. 46. Alarms of fire shall be given by means of the system 
of telegraphic fire alarms, in accordance with the rules and directions 
established by the joint special committee on fire alarms, in the year 
1853, and amended May 12, 1855, which are hereby declared to be 
the rules for giving alarms of fire within the city of Boston. 

Secor. 47. The joint committee on fire alarms shall have power 
from time to time to alter or change said rules and directions, and 
the same shall be binding upon all persons after said rules and direc- 
tions, as altered, shall be placed on file in the office of the engineers 
of the fire department, and with the city clerk. And the same shall 
then be published in the same manner as ordinances of the city are 
published ; but the city council shall at all times have power to alter, 
amend, or annul the same. 

Sror. 48. No person shall open any of the signal-boxes connected 
with the telegraphic fire alarms, for the purpose of giving a false 
alarm, or interfere in any way with said boxes, by breaking, cutting, 
injuring, or defacing the same, or turn the cranks therein, except in 
case of fire, or tamper or meddle with said boxes or any part thereof. 

Sect. 49. Any person who shall be guilty of a breach of any of 
the provisions of this ordinance, shall forfeit and pay a fine of not 
less than two dollars nor more than fifty dollars, for each offence. 

Srcr. 50. The chief engineer and other engineers now in office 
shall continue to hold their offices respectively according to the pro- 
visions of this ordinance. ‘The first election of a secretary to the 
board of engineers shall be had in the month of May or June of the 
present year, and afterwards he shall be chosen as provided in section 
two of this ordinance. The person so elected secretary shall hold his 
office subject to the provisions of this ordinance. 


REPEALING CLAUSE, ETC. 


Secr. 51. All the provisions of the “ordinance of the city” 
relating to the fire department, as published in the Laws and Ordi- 
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nances of 1856, pages 175 to 178, contained in sections 1 to 48, in- 
clusive: ‘An ordinance in addition to ‘an ordinance in relation to 
the fire department, passed Dec. 26, 1856,’ passed Aug. 25, 1856 ;” 
“an ordinance in relation to the fire department, passed Feb. 12, 
1850,” and all parts of ordinances inconsistent herewith are hereby 


repealed. 
Secor. 52. This ordinance shall take effect from and after its 


passage.

REPORT. 


To THE HonorasLe City Councit: 


The Board of Directors for Public Institutions, in accord- 
ance with the ordinance established for their government, 
herewith submit their Annual Report of the condition of the - 
several institutions under their direction, with a statement of 
the expenditures for each, and also the Reports of the Super- 
intendents of the House of Industry, and Lunatic Hospital, 
the Teacher of the House of Reformation, and Master of the 
House of Correction, containing a detailed statement of the 
admissions, discharges, births and deaths during the year, 
with other important information having reference to the 
condition of the institutions and the inmates thereof. 

Since the last Annual Report some changes have taken place 
at the House of Correction. The contract with Townsend, 
Mallard, & Cowing, for the labor of prisoners in the manufac- 
ture of boots and shoes, has been terminated by their election 
so to do in accordance with a provision contained therein. 

A contract has since been entered into with Messrs. Harvey, 
Burton, & Co. for the employment of one hundred prisoners 
in the manufacture of brushes, a business which is considered 
well adapted for the employment of prison labor. 

The Board feel it their duty to again call the attention of 
the City Council to the inadequacy of prison accommodations, 
agreeably to the requirements of the statutes, for the number 
committed to the institution. They also ask attention to the 
suggestions of the Master in reference to building a store- 
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house on the site of the old building, now used for that pur- 
pose, at the easterly side of the yard near the water, and 
which forms part of the fence. 

The fence on the street front of the House of Correction 
and of the Lunatic Hospital is in a dilapidated condition and 
will soon have to be rebuilt. It is a question with the Board 
whether it would not be advisable and expedient to replace 
it with a new one constructed in a substantial manner and at 
the same time somewhat ornamental. 

A new bakery has been fitted up ina part of the building 
adjoining the shoe shop and heretofore used as a foundry. 
The oven in the old bakchouse needed to be rebuilt, and, as 
the bread for the Lunatic Hospital is baked there in addition 
to that for the House of Correction, more room was consid- 
ered necessary, and the Board deemed it a favorable time to 
make the change. 

. The room heretofore occupied as the bakery has been fitted 
up for laundry purposes. 

The Gas works constructed last year are now in successful 
operation, as will be seen by reference to the report of the 
Master. The cost of lighting the House of Correction and 
Lunatic Hospital has been $489 50 less than the cost of last 
year, although the quantity of gas consumed has been much 
oreater. 

The Rev. John T. Burrill, who held the office of chaplain 
for several years, and performed the duties appertaining 
thereto in a very acceptable manner, resigned his position in 
February last, and the Rev. Joseph H. Clinch has since been 
appointed to the place. 

At the Institutions on Deer Island no material changes 
have taken place. 

It will be seen by the report of the Teacher of the House 
of Reformation that the system of classification of the 
inmates, which was adopted last year, has so far proved bene- 
ficial to the institution. 
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A contract has been made with Messrs. Cole, Wood, & Co. 
for the employment of a number of the boys, not exceeding 
one hundred and fifty, in the manufacture of children’s shoes, 
a business considered peculiarly well adapted for their em- 
ployment, and which it is hoped will be a source of income. 

On the 19th of May last an ordinance in addition to an 
ordinance concerning the Public Institutions passed the City 
Council, which authorized and empowered the Board to 
establish in connection with the House of Industry, “a Girls’ 
Reformatory School,” and the sum of three thousand dollars 
was appropriated for repairs and alterations of the building 
proposed to be used for that purpose. Upon a thorough 
examination, however, of the building (the old pauper house), 
and a careful consideration of the whole subject, it was not 
deemed prudent or advisable to expend upon it such a sum 
of money as would be required to fit it for the purpose 
designed. The Board, therefore, propose to obtain informa- 
tion relative to the mode and cost of construction of a suit- 
able building for the purpose, having regard to safety from 
fire, and general convenience for the purposes of the Institu- 
tion, and in due time to report the same to the City Council. 

In this connection the Board wish to call the attention of 
the City Council to a defect in the ordinance which author- 
izes the establishment of a “ Girls’ Reformatory School.” 
The only statute providing for a girls’ department is, that a 
“separate branch or branches of said House of Reformation 
and employment for females, or for the separate classification 
of such females,” (see City Ordinance, page 314.) The sen- 
tences of girls by the Court have been to the House of Ref- 
ormation for juvenile offenders. 

The subject of the erection of gas works to manufacture 
gas for lighting the Institutions on the Island has received 
the consideration of the Board for the past three years, but 
other and more important expenditures being deemed neces- 
sary, they have not considered it advisable to recommend 
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their construction, until the economy, usefulness, and manage- 
ment of the works at the House of Correction have been 
more fully demonstrated. By a law of the State (see Gen- 
eral Statutes, chapter 76, section 291), when a boy is sent to 
the State Reform School, or the Nautical Branch, the city or 
town where he resided at the time of his arrest is charged 
fifty cents per week for his support HaAe the time he 
remains therein. 

The City of Boston maintains a house of Reformation, 
and supports therein, on an average, more than two hundred 
boys, the larger proportion being of foreign parentage, and 
justly chargeable to the State, and, in addition thereto, is by 
this law made to pay, besides their proportion of the State 
tax, fifty cents per week for all boys who at the time of their 
arrest resided in this city. 

With these facts before them, the Board entertain serious 
doubts as to the propricty of admitting any more boys, other 
than truants, into the House of Reformation. The whole sub- 
ject is, however, at present under consideration by the Board, 
and such action will be taken as may be considered necessary 
to protect the rights of the city. 

A new steam boiler has been constructed for the Henry 
Morrison, and is in readiness to be placed on board when the 
boat is hauled off, in the spring, for necessary repairs. 

In June last, the Board was authorized to build a new 
barn on the premises of the Lunatic Hospital, in place of the 
one destroyed by fire last year, and the sum of eighteen hun- 
dred dollars was appropriated for that purpose. It has 
been erected the present season, at an expense not exceed- 
ing the sum appropriated. 

Authority was also given the Board to have a pile fence 
erected on the water front, and western boundary of the In- 
stitution grounds, and the sum of fifteen hundred dollars was 
appropriated for that purpose. After giving the subject a 
careful consideration, and obtaining plans and estimates, it 
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was found that the sum appropriated was not sufficient to 
defray the expense of the construction of such a fence as 
would answer the purpose required. They therefore deemed 
it advisable not to use the appropriation, but to postpone the 
work until the next season, when they will ask for an appro- 
priation sufficient to have the work done in such a manner as 
will be durable and answer the purpose required by its con- 
struction. 

The whole number of patients in the Lunatic Hospital at 
this time, is one hundred and sixty-seven, fifty-three of whom 
are boarders, or what are termed paying patients. 

Since the removal of the State patients, and the passage of 
the ordinance authorizing the admission of paying patients, 
one hundred and fifty-seven boarders have been admitted, and 
the applications for the admission of this class of patients are 
steadily increasing. This arrangement appears to be fully 
appreciated by the friends of those who need an asylum in 
such an institution. 

The Board have discontinued the practice of granting 
permits to parties or individuals to visit the Institution, 
unless for some special purpose, as they believe the result 
of such visits to be injurious to the patients, most of whom it 
is desirable to keep as free from excitement as possible. 
They are confident that this arrangement will meet the 
approval of the City Council, and the citizens generally who 
take an interest in the welfare of this unfortunate class of 
individuals. 

The Hospital was thoroughly repaired and painted during 
the last year, and the grounds improved, so that the Institu- 
tion will compare favorably with others of more modern con- 
struction. 

All the Institutions under the direction of the Board are 
believed to be in such a condition as will compare favorably 
with any other like institutions in the country. It has been 
the desire of the Board, so far as the power has been vested 
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in them by the statutes of the Commonwealth and ordinances 
of the City, to have them so managed as to secure the appro- 
bation of the City Government, and their fellow-citizens gen- 
erally.

At the House of Reformation for Boys, there have been 
300 cases under treatment from Jan. 1, 1860, to Dec. 31, 
1860. Of these, 220 were Ophthalmia; 3, Smallpox; 20, 
Febrile Attack; 10, Indigestion; 2, Phthisis; 4, Scrofula; 
17, Diarrhoea; 1, Disease of Heart; and the remainder were 
various slight affections. There were no deaths during this 
year. 

At the Quarantine Station there have been 60 cases under 
treatment, from Jan. 1, 1860, to Dec. 31, 1860. Forty-two of 
these were Smallpox; 11 Varioloid, and 7 Remittent Typhus 
Fever. Of the Smallpox cases, 12 died, and one of Remittent 
Typhus Fever.

Places have 
been found for a few, the past year, and from nearly all I 
have received favorable accounts, particularly from the two 
Whittemore boys, whom most of you will remember.

During the thirteen years I have been connected with this 
Institution, no year has witnessed a better state of health 
among every class of its inmates. The improvements in dis- 
cipline, and in the methods of administration generally, have 
been gradually progressive, cleanliness and good order con- 
tinue to prevail, our agricultural interests have been better 
looked after than heretofore, and in no department, I may 
safely say, has a step been taken backward. 

A review of the whole, either cursory or critical, is adapted, 
it seems to me, to encourage the hope of successful advance- 
ment, and of reaching a far higher standard of attainment 
than has yet been realized. 

It is gratifying to me to state that the general condition of 
this Institution, in regard to the points just referred to, have 
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called forth expressions of approbation from the Grand 
Jury at the time of their visits, as well as from the Board of 
Prison Inspectors, and distinguished visitors from abEpans 
who have been allowed to visit us. 


Work performed by the girls in the Reform School for the 
year ending December 31, 1860, as furnished by Mrs. Hart, 
is as follows: — 


300 sheets, 208 pillow cases. 
150 handkerchiefs hemmed. 
94 dresses, cut and made, 93 towels. 
78 tires, 64 pairs stockings, 64 sontags.

The girls have mended all their own clothes; and for the 
most part of the year there have been two sessions of school 
each day.

To the eye of a friendly and retrospective observer of the 
institutions that are located here, the School for Girls con- 
nected with the House of Reformation, under the skilful and 
humane direction of Mrs. Hart, becomes more and more an 
object of profound interest. Its commencement was appar- 
ently almost accidental, and a degree of uncertainty in 
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regard to its continuance, and as to the exact sphere it should 
occupy, has been unfavorable to its growth or efficiency. - It 
is necessary for us, however, to regard it as an existing fact, 
and as it is actually established here, as it has here a “local 
habitation” and a home, it would surely be a wise economy to 
develop all the elements of moral power that are still latent 
in it, so as to make it an effective Reformatory Agency. To 
this end I consider it necessary that all who are connected 
with it should be removed as soon as practicable from the 
subtle and noxious influences that now surround them in their 
association with others, and be placed in a separate building. 

Girls of this class, we all know, are keenly sensitive to the 
evils of bad companionship, and receive with amazing alac- 
rity the lessons which are addressed to their curiosity and 
sympathies. All the good teachings they receive, and the 
efforts of every kind that are bestowed upon them, may be 
thus effectually balked, and a great amount of money and 
labor may be spent upon them in vain. 

The great object to be aimed at in their behalf is to furnish 
them with such an education as will qualify them to take care 
of themselves. After leaving such an institution as this, where 
all their routine of daily duties induces a habit of depend- 
ence upon the direction of others, it is likely they would 
soon fall the victims of temptation unless they shall have 
acquired some means of self-support, and some power of 
self-direction. It is only an education of this kind that 
will render their services desirable in well-ordered families, 
and thus open the way for their leaving the home provided 
for them here, with a reasonable hope of their doing well 
hereafter. With this view of their condition, it is impos- 
sible to estimate too highly the importance of their receiy- 
ing instruction, not in reading, writing, and arithmetic, but 
also in common housework in all its varied branches. They 
should be taught to wash, to iron, to make and mend their 
own garments, as well as to do all that is embraced in the 

5 
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art of plain cookery, so far as these things could be taught 
in such an institution. Their success in knitting encourages 
new attempts to extend their education so far as to increase 
the demand for their labor throughout the wide range of 
household service, and to render them self-reliant wheu they 
must be left to their own guidance in gaining an honest liveli- 
hood. . 

In this connection, too, I would venture to suggest the 
inquiry whether instruction in music at proper intervals 
might not be introduced into this school with good effect. 
We can most of us remember when the introduction of music 
into the Common Schools of the city was regarded as a great 
step of progress. Its beneficial influence is generally ac- 
knowledged, and there is good reason to believe that in this 
school it would well repay the cost. 

In laying out any plan of education whatsoever embracing 
within its scope a series of years, it is evident that the main 
benefit is prospective. The chief design of all mental and 
moral culture is not merely an immediate restraint on vicious 
tendencies, but the formation of that character which is 
essential to success in life. In order to attain this end the 
educated boy or girl, in leaving a Reform School, must have 
“a fair start,” for, if placed at the outset in new homes where 
new temptations to vice await them, all their acquisitions may 
be perverted into ministries of evil. It is obvious, therefore, 
that the most rigid and careful inquiries should be instituted 
as to the character of the families to whose care these chil- 
dren are committed when they shall have finished the course 
of education which this school provides for them. It is diffi- 
cult to see, however, in what way this idea could be practically 
realized without the appointment of a competent and well- 
paid officer, who should be charged with the duty of securing 
good homes for them, of writing to them as he may have 
opportunity, of corresponding with their employers and guar- 
dians, and of reporting their condition to the Board of 
Directors. 
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In carrying out such a plan of operation it might be well 
to establish the general rule that no two of these children 
should be permitted to reside in the same immediate neigh- 
borhood; certainly not in the same family. When separated, 
they are far more likely to become contented with their lot 
and attached to their new homes; for observation has proved 
that no good comes of their occasional meetings to compare 
the advantages or disadvantages of the places to which they 
may be assigned. 

Another matter of practical importance, it seems to me, 
deserves your consideration relating to the welfare of dis- 
charged paupers and convicts. It has been customary at the 
expiration of their confinement to send them to the city by 
the steamboat at a very late hour of the afternoon, so that they 
arrive in the city at the close of the day, homeless, houseless, 
friendless, and utterly destitute, and liable, of course, as the 
shades of night close around them, to be tempted into the com- 
mission of some crime or misdemeanor. In times past, the 
speedy return of many to the Island may be traced to the 
hazards of this condition. If such arrangements should be 
made as would insure their arrival at any early hour of the 
day, so as to furnish them opportunities to find homes before 
midnight, the chances of their escape from temptations that 
they are too weak to resist, would be greatly increased. 

Allow me to add, moreover, the suggestion that a Library, 
selected with reference to the wants of adult prisoners, would 
exert, in every respect, a healthy and beneficial influence. I 
do not suppose that it would be appreciated by all of them. 
A considerable portion of them, however, would enjoy the use 
of it, and thus their vacant hours would be turned to good 
account. 

The appointment during the past year of the Rev. Mr. 
Degen as Chaplain, has given universal satisfaction, and his 
Sabbath services have been highly acceptable. Besides his 
regular visitations, the Rev. Mr. Fitton, of Hast Boston, of 


{ ie 
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the Roman Catholic Church, has also been prompt to respond 
to the calls made upon him by the sick and dying of his per- 
suasion. 

A fire which occurred here on the night of the 28th of 
December, destroying our soap house and piggery, with sev- 
eral large hogs, induces me to repeat the suggestion made in 
my Report of last year, viz: the employment of two com- 
petent and responsible watchmen during the night. From 
nine o’clock in the evening until half past five in the morning, 
we are in the hands of two zrresponsible paupers ! 

Your earnest attention is solicited to an improvement 
which might be made in the mode of lighting the entire | 
establishment by the introduction of gas, which can, at very 
little expense, be manufactured here. At the present time, 
we are very dimly lighted, — consuming six and a half gallons 
of oil every night in one hundred and thirty-six lanterns 
which are very liable to be broken, or getting out of repair. 

It is witha cherished feeling of encouragement from the 
retrospect of the past, of hope in relation to the future, and 
with full confidence in your discriminating and appreciative 
judgment, that these suggestions are submitted. |

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By the above tables it will be seen that thirty more 
patients have been admitted this year than last, and fifty-eight 
more than during the year before. 

Thirteen more have recovered, and but eight more died 
than in the year 1859. 

The success of the Hospital in its recoveries alone, has been 
marked and gratifying, but in the care and comfort of those 
for whom no recovery could be hoped, it is believed we have 
never done more. Sad indeed has been the condition of 
many of those who have here sought the only earthly relief 
they could hope for, and we have great satisfaction in the 
knowledge that they have here found that relief. 

Our annual Water Excursion and Christmas Celebration 
were both witnessed by members of your Board, and their 
good effects and lasting influences observed. 

Through the thoughtful kindness of Directors Brewster and 
Bonney, a large number of our inmates were permitted to 
attend the Mechanics Fair. Nothing in my experience has 
given the same degree of pleasure to the same number of 
patients. 

By the generous consideration of Director Moses Kimball, 
numbers of our patients have, now and then, had access to 
the Boston Museum. They have enjoyed it, — none but them- 
selves can tell how much. 

All these things have told upon the general good order, 
quiet, and happiness of this household, and upon the individual 
improvement of the inmates. 

In addition, our Bowling Alley, our Billiard Room, our 
dances, our concerts, our excursions, and other means of 
amusement and improvement, have been steadily exerting 
their silent but powerful influences. 

Early this year, our stable and barn were burned to the 
ground. This occurred, without doubt, through accident, and 
not by design, as was at first feared. 
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Recently, a snug brick stable has been erected, which, with - 
the proposed changes in the rear, will make our grounds as 
pleasant, convenient, and secure, as we can desire. 

All other desirable improvements here are so well known 
and so thoroughly appreciated by your Board, that they need 
no special mention. 

In the death of Director Kendall, and in the continued 
sickness of Directors Adams and Bonney, neither of the Insti- 
tutions suffers more than this by loss of their active sympathy 
and service. ; 

For your faithful attention to the wants of this exacting 
household, for your personal attention to the individual con- 
dition of our patients, and for your kindness and support in 
the duties of the office, I tender you my hearty acknowledg- 
ments.

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The year just closed has been one of prosperity and suc- 
cess to the House of Reformation. We have no remarkable 
event to chronicle, or disaster to relate. To the 345 boys 
confided to its fostering care, we believe much good has been 
done towards reclaiming them from habits of idleness, 
vagrancy, and crime. The responsibility of this charge we 
have endeavored to appreciate. To save these buds, who 
have become law-breakers through the neglect or incapacity 
of parents, whose example was educating them only for men- 
dacity or crime, is a work which has elicited all our sym- 
pathies, and inspired us to labor earnestly to find out and 
apply the best means to accomplish their reformation. 

You will see by the accompanying tables that we com- 
menced the year with 218 boys, and have 217 at its close, 
the average number being about the same for the year. We 
have received 14 less, and discharged 15 more, than in the 
preceding year. 

In March, the school was removed to the new building, 
just then completed, whose interior construction had been 
arranged with a view to the classification of the boys, accord- 
ing to conduct and behavior, into three classes, each division 
having its own school-room, dormitory, dining-room, and play- 
grounds. 

At this time we separated the boys into three divisions, 
assigning to each one of the departments of the house as 
designed. We commenced operations under this new system 
with 40 boys in the third, 85 in the second, and 95 in the 
first division; the hardest class occupying the third. 

The school has been conducted upon this plan about ten 
months, and its superiority over the old method is plainly 
evident. It affords a more thorough and complete super- 
vision over the boys, fosters a kindly emulation, and ma- 
terially lessens the dangers of contamination. Some of the 
boys placed in the third division are now among the most 
exemplary in the first; an entire change having been pro- 
duced in their conduct and habits. 
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The health of the boys has been good. Ophthalmia, which 
prevailed so generally last year, has ceased as an epidemic, 
and the boys’ eyes are now in good condition. During the 
winter we had three cases of varioloid. The infected boys 
were promptly removed to the Quarantine Hospital, and the 
disease prevented from spreading in the school. We have 
had but a single death; cause, congestion of the brain. 
Apart from these cases no serious illness has occurred. 

A reorganization of the schools was made necessary by 
the classification of the boys. Previous to this, they were 
divided into two schools according to attainments; now, each 
division constitutes one school, and is under the instruction of 
one male teacher. They are in good condition, and have done 
well during the year, the boys making good progress. Most 
of them are animated with a desire to improve, and are much 
interested in their studies. Nearly all admitted the past 
year were very ignorant. At first they are disinclined to 
study; but get awakened in a little time and learn as other 
children. From May until October, about 100 of the oldest 
and most advanced were employed upon the farm and did 
not attend school. This reduced the school nearly one half, 
and afforded greater advantages to the more backward, while 
it gave those on the farm some practical knowledge in agri- 
cultural pursuits. In my last annual Report, I suggested the 
employment of a female teacher for the younger class, and I 
am still of the opinion that it would be highly beneficial to 
the school. 

In some of the Reformatories of the country, vocal music 
is introduced as an efficient instrument for calling forth 
tender feelings. In some, bands of music have been organized 
from among the boys with good success. There can be no 
doubt of the utility of the former of these for our school. 

I am happy to report that the discipline of the school was 
never better than at the present time. A good public senti- 
ment prevails among the boys, and a general disposition is 
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manifested to obey and improve. They are not all good 
boys, it is true, but most of them are doing nobly under a 
kind and parental restraint, and are gradually becoming 
established in good habits. We have carefully carried out 
the system adopted in previous years of keeping a daily 
record of each boy’s conduct from which his grade or stand- 
ing in the school is made. We have four grades and a class 
of honor. A boy enters the school in the third grade of the 
second division. For good behavior he is promoted to a 
higher grade, and after obtaining the highest is admitted to 
the class of honor for loug-continued good conduct. Promo- 
tions from one division to another are made once in two 
months, while the grades are weekly reorganized. A position 
in the class of honor, in the first division, is the highest 
attainable standing in the school, and makes the holder 
eligible to a discharge. This arrangement operates to 
encourage a boy to labor for his own elevation, as it places 
before him an object to be obtained by good behavior, while 
it is an aid to discipline. 

A few of those pardoned the past year were members of 
the third division. I think it would be well to reject all 
applications for release to boys in this division, and let them 
understand that they must first obtain a higher standing 
before a discharge. 

Moral training has been the object of much care and atten- 
tion. These boys need food for the sonl as well as for the 
body, and we have designed to change their habits, correct 
their vices, and teach them their duties, to relieve them from 
their almost hereditary degradation, and elevate them in 
their own estimation as well as that of society. They were 
idle, profane, and untruthful, while their dialect accorded in a 
great measure with that of the most abandoned. By teaching 
them the exceeding sinfulness of sin, and showing them the 
doom which awaits the ignorant, depraved, and wicked boy, 
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when age shall have bound these habits upon him, we have 
awakened a strong desire in them to reform. 

As in previous years, we have employed the boys a portion 
of the day in some manual labor. Besides farming, already 
referred to, they have been engaged in knitting, shoemaking, 
and domestic work. The contract, in October, with Messrs. 
Wood, Cole, & Co. shoe manufacturers, for the labor of 150 
of the boys, I consider fortunate for the Institution, as it will 
furnish for a large number, work of a kind well suited to 
their capacity, and be a source of profit. Eighty are now 
engaged in the business. So far the prospects of success are 
encouraging. 

In conclusion, I desire to express my hopes for the future 
of these boys. Their physical, intellectual, and moral training 
here must have an important bearing upon their after-life. 
That most of them will go forth from this Institution, and, 
eventually become honest men and useful citizens, assisting 
in bearing the burdens and enjoying the blessings of society, I 
humbly believe. God grant this result. 

To my assistants I am much indebted for their faithfulness 
to duty, and hearty co-operation with me in the general man- 
agement of the Institution, and to you, gentlemen, I tender 
my thanks for your kindness and generous aid in promoting 
the welfare of the school.

GENTLEMEN: In submitting my third annual Report, I am 
happy to state that the discipline of the prison has been well 
sustained during the year. 

The present deplorable condition of our country has 
affected the mechanical employment of the inmates of this 
institution, as it has mechanical business elsewhere. The boot 
and shoe making contract, which has heretofore employed a 
large number of the male prisoners, closed on the 7th of 
November, and in consequence some 125 men have been out 
of employment up to the present time. These, however, I am 
happy to say, will soon be fully employed again in the 
business of making brushes, a contract for which has already 
been made by the Board of Directors. This business will, I 
think, furnish a very appropriate kind of labor for the class 
of prisoners scent to this Institution. 

The rate of compensation is the same as that made under 
the boot and shoe contract; while the nature of the work 
will make quite a saving in the wear and tear of clothing. 

The general health of the Institution has been good. 


8 
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Kleven have died during the year, viz: consumption two, 
lung fever three, scrofula one, dropsy one, delirium tremens 
two, masturbation one, miscarriage, syphilis, and delirium 
tremens one. Among these, seven have fallen soon after 
being committed, from the effect of diseases brought with 
them. For six days during the past autumn both hospitals 
have been without a patient. The practice of masturbation, 
to which I have heretofore referred, has greatly diminished. 
And here I would acknowledge the able and skilful manner 
in which the physician has conducted the medical department 
of this institution, to whom much is due for the promotion of 
the health of its inmates. 

By authority of the Board of Directors a new fence has been 
erected on the easterly side of the prison yard three hundred 
and forty feet in length, and thirteen feet high, with cedar 
posts and boarded on both sides. The work was done by 
prison labor, and well done. I doubt not it will last many 
years. 

I would again recommend that the old shed on the east 
side of the yard be taken down and a new one erected, for 
we have not room to store our year’s supply of coal, and 
more room is required for storage purposes. I deem it 
necessary for the safety of the prison, as it makes a part of 
the fence on that side of the wharf, and is in such a dilapi- 
dated state that it is past all repairs. 

The fence in front of the prison on the line of First Street 
is in a very dilapidated condition and requires constant 
attention to prevent its being blown down by the wind. : This 
fence does not need to be so high as it now is, nor is there 
any good reason why it should not be so constructed as to be 
ornamental as well as useful. 

The prison would be equally safe with an open fence 
inclosure on that side as with one perfectly close, and the 
result would be far more agreeable than now, as well from 
without as within. In the month of August, the old barn 
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(which was of itself a nuisance) was struck by lightning and 
was burned down, with most of its contents of rubbish, and 
about one ton of ratan shavings, used for bedding for the 
prison, notwithstanding every exertion was made to save it. 
The gas works have been in full operation during the year, 
except at intervals when we have been obliged to stop for 
repairs, and these intervals have occurred more frequently 
than would have been the case had the works been properly 
constructed at the outset. The furnaces were so made that 
only about three fourths of the surface of the retorts could 
be heated; and consequently we could not obtain the full 
quantity of gas from the coal, and while the retorts did not 
last as long as they should have done otherwise by several 
months. In addition to these defects the washer and purifier 
were of insufficient capacity. These facts having been made 
known to the standing committee, I was instructed to have 
the works repaired in the most approved manner. 
Accordingly, I called on William W. Greenough, Esq,, 
Agent of the Boston Gas Company, for information and 
advice, which he freely gave. At his recommendation, and by 
direction of the Committee, I procured one of Giles’s Patent 
Retorts, such as are used by the Boston Gas Company, and 
others, and had the furnace newly built, and the retort put in. 
IT also procured a new cooler, washer, and purifier, five times 
the capacity of the old one. Since that I have the pleasure 
to-say, the gas works have given satisfaction, making a 
saving in coal, and giving as pure gas as can be made. The 
following is a statement of amount of gas used, and the cost 
of same : —

Again, I would respectfully call your attention to the rec- 
ommendation in my previous Reports regarding the great 
need of more room in the male prison. A number of the pris- 
oners now sleep in the attic. 

Iam pleased to state that the services in the chapel have 
enlisted the attention and interest of the prisoners, while the 
musical portion of our Sunday worship has been all I could 
desire. 

The improvements which have been made by authority of 
the Board of Directors are, —a new bakehouse; a portion 
of the shop formerly used as a foundry has been partitioned 
off, and converted into a bakehouse, and the old bakehouse 
has been fitted up and made into a drying room and laundry 
for the house. Both of these improvements were very much 
needed. 

The space formerly occupied by the old barn, and the pas- 
sage-way, | have added to that previously cultivated. We 
have raised a sufficient quantity of garden vegetables for the 
consumption of the family and prisoners; and pork raised 
and fattened sufficient to supply the wants of the family and 
the prisoners. The fruit sold amounted to $111.21. Pigs 
and pork sold to the amount of $190.11, and the amount 
received for old iron, rags, barrels, and boxes, is $315.07. 

The amount received for fines and costs from January 1, 
to Dec. 31, 1860, is $286.35, which has been paid into the

The Committee on Ordinances, who were directed by an 
order of the City Council, dated the fourteenth instant, to 
report an ordinance defining the duties and prerogatives of 
the Committee on Public Instruction, would respectfully 


REPORT. 


That it has never been the practice of municipal or other 
deliberative bodies, either by stated law or by their joint 
rules and orders, to define the duties of their several com- 
' mittees, and we know of no principles or established prece- 
dents which would enable us to frame an ordinance to meet 
the requirements of the order. All power vested in the City 
Council, or either of its branches, must be exercised by them 
in their aggregate capacity, in conformity with the charter or 
- statutes by which it is conferred; all duties performed in 
accordance with the law which imposes them by the vote of 
their constituted majorities, of which the evidence is the 
record of their clerks. 

As it would be obviously inconvenient and in most in- 
stances absolutely impracticable for large constituent bodies 
to procure information, hear interested parties, or determine 
the legal rules which should govern their deliberations, it has 
been their invariable usage to employ for these purposes 
certain of their members, who consider the expediency of 
contemplated measures, prepare business for final action, and, 
where the power is expressly delegated, enter into contracts 
and take such other steps in the premises as will best pro- 
mote the interests of the public. 
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These committees, whether permanent or for special 
objects, derive their authority from the orders which create 
or are from time to time referred to them, and, within the 
letter or even the spirit of their instructions, may safely do 
whatever in their judgment is essential to the effectual 
accomplishment of the object. They cannot of course commit, 
or in any way bind their constituents, unless they are regu- 
larly empowered so to do. 

As the titles by which standing committees are designated 
sufficiently indicate the range and character of their appro- 
priate duties, doubt as to what committee shall be selected 
for any particular inquiry can seldom occur. It is perfectly 
competent to require of any one of them, whatever its name 
or nature, the performance of all duties it may be thought 
advisable to impose, however foreign to the purposes for 
which it was constituted. But it is customary, where orders 
find their way to committees not having charge of the subject 
matter, to report back a recommendation to refer them where 
they more properly belong. This is upon the supposition of 
mistake. Any intentional deviation from the general rule is 
open to grave objection. Good sense and public policy, as 
well as that courtesy which should mark the intercourse of 
representative bodies, require that where a standing com- 
mittee has been selected from their number for the consider- 
ation of particular subjects, it is there that they should be 
referred. Any other disposition would betray a want of 
confidence, and reasonably give just ground for offence. 

We all feel sensible of the wisdom that framed our muni- 
cipal government. It is admirably organized in all its parts 
for the care of the important interests confided to its keeping. 
Yet we cannot but dwell with peculiar satisfaction on that 
intricate but harmonious network of committees by which it 
is enabled, without confusion or delay, to transact such a 
multiplicity of business. Throughout are impressed such 
numerous marks of sagacity and foresight that we reluctantly 
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entertain the belief that any portion of a system so complete 
has been framed without intention, or could have been 
omitted without serious prejudice to the rest. 

For the different branches of the public service which 
devolves on boards, such as those in charge of the Library 
and Water Works, the Fire Department or Assessors’, the 
Land Commission and Public Institutions, all of which are 
more or less dependent upon the City Council, appropriate 
committees form connecting links with the central govern- 
ment, and have a general supervision of their proceedings. 
Where action is called for on the part of the City Council, 
to carry out the purposes of any of these boards, their 
respective committees originate the orders, and do whatever 
else is requisite. It is their further duty to furnish informa- 
tion concerning them to the two branches, when requested ; to 
vindicate the wisdom or propriety of their course when sub- 
jected to censure, or requiring explanation; and to sound the 
alarm when in their opinion the character of their transac- 
tions is obnoxious to criticism or reproach. 

The School Committee, elected by popular vote, and form- 
ing part of a system coextensive with the whole Common- 
wealth, is governed by general laws, and, for the most part, 
independent of the City Council. The supreme control of 
all things appertaining to the management of the schools, 
their general organization, the extent and variety of instruc- 
tion, and the selection of teachers and text-books, if in some 
particulars going beyond what is warranted by statute, have 
always been considered within their exclusive prerogative. 
Although depending for supplies upon annual appropriations 
made by the City Council, there has never been manifested, 
we believe, in either branch, the slightest disposition to limit 
their responsibility. Selected by their fellow-citizens for 
their qualifications for this particular duty, upon the broadest 
popular basis, and exceeding in numbers both branches of the 
City Government, with His Honor the Mayor, and the Presi- 
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dent of the Common Council for their presiding officers, we 
cannot but feel the utmost confidence that what they deter- 
mine to be needed for the schools has reason for its base. 

The supply of school-room accommodation devolves upon 
us. When, after careful investigation of the circumstances, 
the School Committee have concluded that new edifices, 
repairs or enlargements of those existing, additional areas 
for play, light, or air are needed in particular districts, reso- 
lutions to that effect are sent to the City Council. It is of 
course the duty of the Committee on Public Instruction, to 
whom these resolves are usually referred, to conscientiously 
examine and verify the grounds upon which they rest, by 
ascertaining the number and domiciles of the children to be 
provided for, and to procure from the district committees 
all necessary information for the Council to act upon. In 
order to facilitate these inquiries, the President of the Coun- 
cil, who is ex officio a member of the School Board, is also 
placed upon the Committee on Public Instruction. It has 
been usual to invite the district committee to conference 
upon the orders, as also Mr. Phibrick, the Superintendent of 
the Public Schools. Thus, all the facts necessary to judge 
wisely of the expediency of the proposed expenditure are 
brought to the knowiedge of the Committee, and though we 
pay nearly nine thousand dollars in extravagant rents for 
school-rooms hired, and many of the school houses are 
oppressively crowded, and in all of them together there is 
not space enough for the natural annual average of scholars 
added to the schools, there has ever been a scrupulous 
regard to economy in recommending expenditures, and we 
need accommodation, which but for that consideration, would 
be unhesitatingly supplied. 

It is obvious that the question of probable cost enters 
largely into that of expediency, and the report of the Com- 
mittee on Public Instruction depends in a great measure 
upon the amount required. This cannot, of course, be deter- 
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mined except by ascertaining what suitable lots are in the 
market, and it would be enough that only one such lot was 
to be found, to place it— if so generally understood — in 
price, out of the reach of the City for the purpose. Land is 
not sold, like fuel or bread, at fixed prices, but for the largest 
Sum any one can be induced to give for it. In order, there- 
fore, to buy within the limits of reason, just discretion must 
be exercised in approaching the owners; and where the most 
suitable lots are held at exorbitant prices, it is only by com- 
petition and procuring offers of several estates that there is 
any likelihood of effecting a purchase. It must be remem- 
bered that in all the central parts of the city, where, from the 
crowded population, there are most children to be educated, 
land is of great value, covered with expensive buildings, and 
generally so divided into small estates that a sufficient 
area of twelve thousand feet in a lot for a grammar school, 
or six thousand for a primary school, is not easily found. 
The selection is consequently limited to a very few estates. 
Should the Committee on Public Instruction report that any 
particular lot was the most eligible, without first securing 
bonds to sell, the adoption of an order to purchase, by the 
Council, would place the City at the mercy or generosity 
of the owner. Or should the Committee express the opin- 
jon that a lot in a particular locality ought to be purchased, 
it would fever the prices of all the lots for sale within 
the limits of the district. The custom, therefore, of the 
Committee of Public Instruction of first procuring an offer 
of particular estates, at such moderate prices as_ will 
justify the purchase, before recommending action to the City 
Council, seems the only judicious mode of accomplishing the 
object, unless that Committee be abolished, and its duties 
transferred to that on Public Buildings. 

As there seems some reason to suppose that the order 
referred originated in a difference of opinion as to the 
respective province of these two committees, we do not hesi- 
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tate to recognize that fact, and to endeavor, without partiality 
for either, to state the argument in favor of the course which 
has been usually taken. If unsound, or savoring of bias, this 
is for the City Council to decide. 

The Ordinances, page 400, provide “that when the City 
Council shall order the purchase of any land for the purpose 
of erecting any buildings thereon, such purchase shall be made 
under the direction of the said Committee on Public Build- 
’ For reasons already stated, this seems rather a 
proper subject for the joint rules and orders, than for an 
ordinance, as it has no operation but on the City Council 
itself. It can be rendered of no avail by the passage of a 
simple order, since it cannot be pretended that a purchase of 
land under an order passed by the majority of both branches, 
and approved by the Mayor, would be invalid. It is, no 
doubt, however, a good rule, and we have no disposition to 
recommend that it should be repealed, modified, or disre- 
garded. 

But it is not the Committee on Public Buildings that ever 
makes a purchase. They are merely agents. It is the City 
Council in whom this power vests by law, and what they 
provide by ordinance is that purchases shall be made under 
the direction of that Committee. The only question there- 
fore that remains for present consideration is what consti- 
tutes a purchase. The Committee on Public Instruction, 
who, having determined that a certain lot is desirable for a 
school if it can be had at a certain price, or the Committee 
on the Fire Department, who, when they had concluded 
that another is precisely what is wanted for an engine- 
house, obtain agreements from the owners to sell, do 
not bind the City or in any sense make the purchase. 
If the City Council approve and authorize the OCom- 
mittee on Public Buildings to procure a conveyance, then 
the important duty of making the purchase begins. The 
title is to be examined, rights and easements to be ascer- 
tained, deeds to be drawn, payments to be made, and

possession to be taken; and, whether directed or requested 
in the order, if in their judgment just objection presents itself, 
it is their duty to report it and ask for further instructions. 
It will be remembered that this course was pursued by them 
the past year when the owners of the Rowe Street pasture 
declined to give such guaranties against certain partial de- 
fects in the title as in their judgment would render the 
purchase for a grammar school-house lot safe for the City, 
and no one questioned its propriety. It would be quite 
within the power of any member of either branch, at any time 
before the City became actually bound, to offer an order 
which, adopted, would revoke any that had previously passed, 
and stay all further proceedings. The question as to the 
expediency is always open till the Committee intimates to the 
proprietor their intention to hold him to his bond. It would 
hardly seem courteous, however, after a report by the Com- 
mittee on Public Instruction that the purchase was expedient, 
for the City Council to expressly employ another committee 
to take that matter again into consideration. Such a usage 
would work a serious disadvantage in discouraging parties 
from offering their lots to the city. 

Another argument in favor of the customary course here- 
tofore pursued is that it places the responsibility of pur- 
chasing, where it belongs, in the whole City Council. They 
thus obtain the information needed to determi e for themselves 
the question of expediency, and it is pronounced upon not 
only by the two committees who have their attention particu- 
larly directed to the subject, but has the benefit, besides, of 
the wisdom and knowledge of both branches. If we can 
boast without reserve or fear of contradiction of the purity 
and integrity of our own City Government, it is still worth 
while to secure for every transaction that publicity which 
will prevent the malevolent from the usual vulgar aspersions. 
The selection of large amounts of property made in this 
cautious way is at every stage open to scrutiny. The pro- 
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ceedings of the Committee on Public Instruction are sub- 
jected to revision by the City Council, and then by the Com- 
mittee on Public Buildings. The door is closed, not to 
corruption, for we have no fear of interested motives in 
Boston finding their way into the discharge of public duty, 
but to the possibility of a suspicion. 

The present system, so far as can be reached by ordinance, 
being then precisely what it should be, we can see no 
advantage in relieving the Committee on Public Instruction 
of a charge which seems especially their province, and with- 
out which they would virtually cease to exist. It would 
throw an additional burthen upon the Committee on Public 
Buildings, who are already the most busily and constantly 
engaged of any committee in the government. Besides 
having the charge of all the public buildings of the city to 
keep in repair, and of the city property under lease, their 
more important duty of erecting every year numerous edifices 
in all parts of the city throws upon them more work, greater 
anxiety, and heavier responsibility than devolve upon any of 
their associates in the government. It would needlessly 
occupy important moments to enumerate the great variety of 
their duties. They are sufficiently familiar to convince us 
that the present distribution between the two committees, of 
the care of providing school-house lots, particularly if they 
confer in the selection, is judicious; and in their harmonious 
and intelligent co-operation for that purpose the City has 
every assurance that it needs that this important duty will be 
satisfactorily performed. 

For the reasons assigned, your Committee are of opinion 
that no ordinance such as that required by the order is 
desirable; and unless it is the pleasure of the Council to 
recommit with more positive instructions, we beg leave to 
report that it is inexpedient to legislate.

AN ORDINANCE 


In RELATION TO THE FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


Be it ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen, and Common Council of the 
City of Boston in City Council assembled : — 


SecTIon 1. The fire department shall consist of a chief engineer, 
nine assistant engineers, and of as many enginemen, hosemen, and 
hook and ladder men, and other persons, to be divided into com- 
panies, as the number of engines and the number and quantity of 
other fire apparatus, belonging to the city, shall from time to time 
require. 


BOARD OF ENGINEERS. 


Sect. 2. There shall be chosen annually, by the city council, on 
the first Monday of January, or within sixty days thereafter, a chief 
engineer, nine assistant engineers, one at least from each fire district, 
and a secretary to the board of engineers, who shall receive certifi- 
cates of appointment, of the form heretofore used; shall hold their 
offices for one year and until others are chosen in their places; and 
who shall receive such salaries as the city council shall from time to 
time determine. The assistant engineers shall rank according to 
seniority of service, and all questions relative to such seniority shall 
be determined by the board of aldermen. 
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Sect. 3. The city council may, by a concurrent vote, at any time, 
remove from office the chief engineer, any of the other engineers, or 
the secretary to the board of engineers. 

Sect. 4. The engineers so chosen shall, immediately after their 
election, meet and organize themselves into a board of engineers. 
They shall, at such times as they may by their by-laws determine, 
hold such meetings as may be necessary for the prompt transaction of 
all business coming before them, at which the chief engineer, or, in 
his absence, the senior engineer in service present, shall preside. A 
majority of the whole board of engineers shall be necessary to consti- 
tute a quorum ; they may make such rules and orders for their goy- 
ernment as a board of enginers as they may see fit, subject to the 
approval of the board of aldermen. They shall be responsible for the 
discipline, good order, and proper conduct of the whole department, 
both officers and men, and for the care of all houses, engines, hose- 
carriages, hook and ladder carriages, horses, furniture, and appa- 
ratus thereto belonging. They shall have the superintendence and 
control of all the engine and other houses used for the purposes of the 
fire department, and of all the horses, furniture, and apparatus thereto 
belonging, and of the engines and all other fire apparatus belonging 
to the city, and over the officers and members of the several com- 
panies attached to the fire department, and over all persons present at 
fires; and they may make such rules and regulations for the better 
government, discipline, and good order of the department, and for the 
extinguishment of fires, as they may from time to time think expe- 
dient ;— such rules and regulations not being repugnant to the laws 
of this commonwealth, nor to any ordinance of the city, and being 
subject to the approbation of the board of aldermen, and to alteration 
or rescission by them at any time. The assistant engineers shall 
report their absences from fires to the chief engineer, with the reasons 
therefor, who shall keep a record of the same, and, once every three 
months, and oftener, if required, make a report thereof, stating all 
the facts to the city council. In the absence of the chief engineer the 
secretary shall make said record and report. 

Secr. 5. The secretary to the board of engineers shall perform the 
ordinary duty of clerk to the board, and such other duties as the 
board of aldermen or the chief engineer may from time to time 
direct; and also such other duties as the board of engineers, by 
their rules and orders, to be approved by the board of aldermen, may 
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eatin to time determine. He shall keep an account of the appro- 
priations made by the city council for the use of the fire department, 
and of the expenditures on account of the same, and shall compare 
his account monthly with the auditor’s books and see that the expen- 
ditures of the fire department do not at any time exceed the amount 
of the appropriations at their disposal. He shall also keep a separate 
account of the expenses of each engine, hose-carriage, and hook and 
ladder carriage, and of the horses, furniture, and apparatus thereto 
belonging, and all other incidental expenses, and shall present to the 
city council, in the annual report of the chief engineer, full and 
detailed statements thereof. 

Sxor. 6. It shall be the duty of said engineers, whenever a fire 
shall break out in the city, immediately to repair to the place of such 
fire, and to carry with them a suitable staff or badge of their office ; to 
take proper measures that the several engines and other apparatus be 
arranged in the most advantageous situations, and duly worked for the 
speedy and effectual extinguishment of the fire; to require and com- 
pel assistance from all persons, as well members of the fire department 
as others, in extinguishing the fire, removing furniture, goods, or 
other merchandise from any building on fire, or in danger thereof, 
and to appoint guards to secure the same; and also in pulling down 
or demolishing any house or building if occasion require, and further 
to suppress all tumults and disorders. It shall also be their duty to 
cause order to be preserved in going to, working at, or returning from 
fires, and at all other times when companies attached to the depart- 
ment are on duty. 

Sror. 7. Whenever any fire occurs in either of the adjoining 
cities or towns, it shall be the duty of only such and so many of said 
engineers to repair thither, as shall have been previously designated 
for such purpose by the chief engineer. 

Srcr. 8. The chief engineer shall have the sole command at fires, 
over all the other engineers, and all officers and members of the fire de- 
partment, and all other persons who may be present at fires, and shall 
direct all proper measures for the extinguishment of fires, protection 
of property, preservation of order, and observance of the laws, ordi- 
nances, and regulations respecting fires; and it shall be the duty of 
said chief engineer to examine into the condition of the engines and 
all other fire apparatus, and the horses connected therewith, and of the 
engine and other houses belonging to the city, and used for the pur- 
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poses of the fire department, and of the companies attached to the 
said department, as often as circumstances may render it expedient, 
or whenever directed so to do by the board of aldermen, or by 
the committee of the board of aldermen, on the fire department. 
Whenever the engines or other fire apparatus, engine or other 
houses used by the fire department, require alterations, additions, 
or repairs, the chief engineer, under the direction of the board 
of aldermen or of the committee on the fire department, shall cause 
the same tobe made. It shall also be the duty of the chief engineer 
to receive and transmit to the board of aldermen all returns of officers, 
members, and fire apparatus, made by the respective companies, as 
hereinafter prescribed, and all other communications relating to the 
affairs of the fire department; to keep fair and exact rolls of the 
respective companies, specifying the time of admission and discharge, 
and the age of each member. He shall also critically examine all the 
bills and accounts against the fire department, and certify, in writing, 
to the correctness of each item thereof before sending them to the 
auditor’s office for payment. He shall annually, in the month of 
January, and oftener if thereto requested, report to the city council 
* an account, to be prepared by the secretary to the board of engineers 
as hereinbefore provided, of the condition of the engine-houses, 
engines, fire apparatus, and other property under his charge; of the 
income and expenditures of the fire department for the whole of the 
previous year, specifying particularly the expenditure on each engine, 
hose-carriage, and hook and ladder carriage, and of the horses, furni- 
ture, and apparatus connected therewith, as required in section 5, 
together with the names of the officers and members of the various 
companies ; the number and location of the fire-alarm stations; the 
number of fires since his last report, and the causes thereof, and the 
extent of damage as near as can be ascertained ; the general description 
of the buildings and property destroyed or injured since his last 
report, together with the names of the owners or occupants; the 
amount of insurance, if any; all accidents by fire which may happen 
within the city, with such other information or suggestions as may in 
his opinion be of general use ; the same to be published as the city 
council may direct. 

Sect. 9. In case of the absence of the chief engineer, the engi_ 
neer next in rank who may be present shall execute the duties of his 
office, with full powers. 
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Sror. 10. It shall be the duty of the chief engineer, and of the 
other engineers, to report to the board of aldermen the name of every 
person, not a member of either of said companies, who shall, contrary 
to law, refuse or neglect to obey any orders of any engineer, given at 
any fire. 

Secor. 11. Whenever it shall be adjudged at any fire, by any three 
or more of the engineers present, of whom the chief engineer, if 
present, shall be one, to be necessary, in order to prevent the further 
spreading of the fire, to pull down or otherwise demolish any building, 
the same may be done by their joint order. 

Sect. 12. It shall be the duty of the chief and other engineers 
to inquire for and examine into all shops and other places where 
shavings or other such combustible materials may be collected or 
deposited, and at all times to be vigilant in taking care of the removal 
of the same, whenever, in the opinion of any two of them, the same 
may endanger the security of the city from fires, and to direct the 
tenant or occupant of said shops or other places to remove the same ; 
and, in case of such tenant’s or occupant’s neglect or refusal so to do, 
to cause the same to be removed at the expense of such tenant or 
occupant, who shall, in addition, be liable to a penalty of not less 
than two nor more than twenty dollars for such neglect or refusal ; 
and any person who shall obstruct the engineers or any of them in 
carrying-out the provisions of this section, shall also be liable to a 
penalty of not less than two nor more than twenty dollars. It shall 
also be the duty of said engineers to take cognizance of all buildings 
in the city in which any steam-engine shall be used, and of all build- 
ings in the city in process of erection or alteration, and to make a 
record of such thereof as in their judgment may, from any cause, be 
dangerous, and report the same to the board of aldermen forthwith. 
It shall also be the duty of said engineers to cause prosecution to be 
instituted in all cases of infraction of the laws relative to the erec- 
tion of wooden buildings, or of any other laws or ordinances in 
relation to the fire department, or for the prevention of fire within the 
limits of the city. 

Sror. 13. The power of making and establishing rules and regu- 
lations for the transportation and keeping of gunpowder within the 
city of Boston, and of granting licenses for the keeping and sale 
thereof in the city, according to the provisions of an act entitled “An 
act further regulating the storage, safe-keeping, and transportation of 
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gunpowder in the city of Boston,” and of any other act or acts on the 
same subject, shall be exercised and performed by the chief and assist- 
ant engineers, and the power and duty of seizing any gunpowder kept 
or being within the city or harbor thereof, contrary to the provisions of 
the said act or acts, shall be exercised and performed by the said 
engineers or any of them; and in any case of any seizure being made 
by any engineer other than the chief, he shall forthwith report to the 
chief engineer, and the chief engineer shall cause all gunpowder 
which may have been seized as aforesaid to be libelled and prose- 
cuted in the manner prescribed in the said acts; and all the 
other powers and duties granted and enjoined in and by the said act 
or acts, shall be performed by the said chief or one of the assist- 
ant engineers. 

Sxcr. 14. All moneys received for fines, forfeitures, and penalties 
arising under this ordinance or the laws of this commonwealth, reg- 
ulating the storage and transportation of gunpowder, or the erection of 
buildings within the city of Boston, or the prevention and extin- 
guishment of fire, unless by such laws otherwise specially provided, 
shall be paid into the treasury of the city, to be applied in such way 
as is provided in the acts of this commonwealth. 


GENERAL PROVISIONS CONCERNING OFFICERS AND MEMBERS OF 
THE FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


Sect. 15. No person under twenty-one years of age shall be 
an officer or member of the fire department; nor shall any person be 
an officer or member who is not a citizen of the United States, and a 
legal voter in the city of Boston. 

Sxor. 16. Every officer and every member of the fire department 
shall sign the following statement, to be deposited with the board of 
engineers: “I, A, B, having been appointed a member of the Boston 
fire department, hereby signify my agreement to abide by all the ordi- 
nances of the city council, and the rules and regulations of the board 
of aldermen and the board of engineers relating thereto.” And any 
officer or member who shall neglect or refuse to sign the same, shall 
not be entitled to any compensation whatsoever. 

Sect. 17. It shall be the duty of the board of engineers to report 
from time to time to the mayor the names of such officers or members 
of the department, if any, as in their judgment should be removed or 
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discharged, with their reasons therefor; and whenever, from any 
cause, a vacancy shall occur in the department which is to be filled 
by the mayor and aldermen, the board of engineers shall recommend 
to them for their consideration the name of some proper person to 
fill the same. . 

Sect. 18. Any officer or member of the fire department, except 
the chief and assistant engineers, and the superintendent of fire 
alarms and his assistants, may at any time by the mayor be removed 
or dismissed from the department, or deposed from any office that he 
may hold therein. 

Secr. 19. In all cases of removal from the department, the name 
of the party removed, with a statement of the reasons therefor, shall 
be entered on the records of the engineers, and a copy of the same 
shall be transmitted to the board of aldermen before their next 
regular meeting. 

Sect. 20. There shall be paid to each officer and member of the 
department such sum as the city council may, from time to time, 
determine; and in case of the temporary absence of any member from 
the city, or inability to perform his duties, in consequence of sick- 
ness, he shall provide a substitute, whose name he shall return to the 
foreman of the company for approval, failing in which he shall be 
subject to all deductions which may accrue for his absence. 

Sect. 21. Neither the members nor the officers of any of the 
companies shall assemble in any of the engine or other houses belong- 
ing to the department, except as herein prescribed, and for taking 
the engine or other apparatus on an alarm of fire, and of returning 
the same to the house, and taking the necessary care of said appara- 
tus after its return. 

Sxor. 22, Any officer or member of the fire department who shall 
wilfully neglect or refuse to perform his duty, or shall be guilty of 
disorderly conduct or disobedience to his superiors in office, shall for 
such offence, besides being subject to the penalty hereinafter pro- 
vided, be dismissed from the department. 

Sect. 23. Every person who shall have served according to law in 
the fire department for seven successive years, shall be entitled to 
receive a certificate thereof, signed by the mayor of said city; and all 
persons who shall receive said certificate as aforesaid, shall be entitled 
to wear the badge of the department, and to do duty therein, when 
desired so to do by the mayor, with the advice and consent of the 
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board of aldermen, under such organization and management as they 
may determine. 


ENGINE, HOSE, AND HOOK AND LADDER COMPANTES, AND DUTIES 
OF OFFICERS AND MEN. 


Sror. 24. As many engine, hose, and hook and ladder companies 
shall from time to time be formed by the board of aldermen as they 
shall deem expedient, and each engine, hose, and hook and ladder 
company shall consist of as many men as shall be appointed from 
time to time by the mayor with the advice and consent of the board 
of aldermen. 

Sxcr. 25. The officers and members of the fire department shall 
be paid quarterly; and every officer or member thereof who shall not 
serve the whole of the quarter, except in cases of sickness, death, or 
removal from the city, or who shall be removed from the department 
or deposed from his office for cause, shall forfeit any and all compen- 
sation that would otherwise have been due to him at the time when 
such service ceased, or such deposing or removal took place. 

Sxcr. 26. Every engine company shall have an engineman, fire- 
man, and driver, who shall be permanently employed, and who shall, 
at all times, be in or about the engine-house, except when unavoid- 
ably absent, or when going to, or remaining at, or returning from 
fires, and, until otherwise ordered, including the foreman, eight hose- 
men ; and the engineman, fireman, driver, and hosemen shall be 
appointed by the mayor, with the advice and consent of the board of 
aldermen. 

Sect. 27. Each hose company shall have a driver, who shall at 
all times, except when unavoidably absent, or when going to, or 
remaining at, or returning from fires, be in or about the house, and 
shall, until otherwise ordered, also have, including the foreman, eight 
hosemen. The driver and hosemen to be appointed by the mayor, 
with the advice and consent of the board of aldermen. 

Sect. 28. Hach hook and ladder company shall have three or 
more each of axlemen and rakemen ; the axlemen and rakemen to be 
appointed by the mayor, with the advice and consent of the board of 
aldermen. 

Secr. 29. The board of engineers shall make rules and regula- 
tions in respect to a driver and steward, either permanent or tempo- 
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rary, of hook and ladder carriages, and define their duties ; such 
rules and regulations, however, being subject to approval, alteration, 
or rescission, as provided in the fourth section of this ordinance. 

Szcr. 30. Every engine, hose, and hook and ladder company shall 
have a foreman and clerk, and every hook and ladder company an 
assistant foreman in addition; the foreman and assistant foreman to be 
nominated, whenever a vacancy occurs, by the members of the respec- 
tive companies, from among their own number, and a return of the 
same made to the board of engineers; and in case of rejection by 
them, the name of the person so rejected shall be returned to the 
company, who shall select another person for approval; and when- 
ever any person so nominated shall be approved by the board of 
engineers, his name shall be sent to the board of aldermen for 
approval or rejection, and in case of rejection, another person shall 
be nominated, as aforesaid, before the next regular meeting of the 
board of aldermen, and the like proceedings had as before; and 
these officers, when approved, shall receive certificates of appoint- 
ment, signed by the mayor, and shall hold their places until removed, 
or others shall be appointed in their stead. If, upon rejection by the 
board of engineers or board of aldermen of any person nominated 
and returned as aforesaid, a suitable person is not nominated and 
returned, the board of engineers shall themselves send to the board 
of aldermen, for their approval or rejection, the name of some suit- 
able person for the place, to be selected from the same company. 
And if any hook and ladder company shall not have a driver, a clerk 
of such company shall be nominated and selected in the same manner 
as the foreman. 

Secr. 31. The engineman shall, under the direction of the 
Doard of engineers, have the sole care of the engine house entrusted 
‘to him, and of all the property therein belonging to the city. He 
‘shall be held personally responsible for the care and good order 
of the engine, and shall work and manage the same, and see that it 
is at all times in condition for immediate use. He shall be account- 
able for the proper performance of all duties required of the fireman 
and driver, and in case of any neglect or delinquency on their part, 
shall report the same to the chief engineer. 

Sror. 32. The foreman of each engine shall, at fires, direct the 
placing of the engine at a suitable place to obtain a supply of water, 
and have the charge and direction of the hose and hosemen ; and the 
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foreman of each hose company or hook and ladder company shall 
have charge of the apparatus belonging to his company, and the 
direction thereof, and of the driver and men belonging to his company. 
And the foreman of every company shall preserve order and disci- 
pline, at all times, among the members of the company under him, 
and require of them and enforce a strict compliance with the city 
ordinances, the rules and regulations of the department, and the 
orders of the engineers. 

Sect. 83. In the absence of the foreman of any company, the 
assistant foreman, if there shall be one, otherwise the senior hoseman, 
or hook and ladder man in service present, as the case may be, con- 
nected with the same company, shall perform the duties of the fore- 
man. 

Sect. 34. The fireman shall be under the immediate direction of 
the engineman, and shall perform all the duties that may be required 
of him by the engineman, on the engine and in the house, including 
cleaning the house, the engine, and other apparatus belonging to the 
company, and the snow from the sidewalk. 

Secr. 35. The drivers belonging to the respective companies 
shall take care of, and properly groom the horses belonging to their 
respective companies, see that the same are at all times ready for 
immediate use, convey the apparatus to the place of the fire on an alarm 
being sounded, and perform the duties of and be clerks of their respec- 
tive companies. And it shall, in addition, be the duty of such of the 
drivers as shall be connected with hose or hook and ladder companies 
to see that the hose or other apparatus is ready at all times for imme- 
diate use, and to keep such hose and apparatus, and the house and 
stable neat, clean, and tidy, and clear the snow from the sidewalks of 
the respective houses, and they shall be under the immediate direc- 
tion of the foremen of their respective companies. The driver of 
each engine shall be under the immediate direction of the engine- 
man, and shall, besides the duties herein prescribed to be performed 
by him, assist the fireman in the performance of his duties, and per- 
form such other duties as may be required of him by the engineman. 

Secr. 36. The clerks of the respective companies shall keep fair 
and exact rolls, specifying the time of admission, discharge, and age 
of the respective members of their companies, and shall also keep, 
in books provided by the city for that purpose, correct and faithful 
accounts of all city property entrusted to or connected with their 
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respective companies, and of all absences and tardiness of the officers 
or members thereof, which rolls and record books shall always be sub- 
ject to the order of the board of engineers, or of the board of alder- 
men. Said clerks shall also make, or cause to be made to the chief 
engineer, true and accurate returns, whenever called upon so to do, of 
all the members, with their ages, and of the apparatus belonging 
to or connected with their respective companies, and shall also report 
monthly, at least, to the chief engineer, all absences and tardiness 
aforesaid. 

SEecT. 37. The hosemen of each engine company and of each hose 
company, and the axlemen and rakemen and other members of each 
hook and ladder company, shall perform such duties as shall be 
required of them by their respective foremen. 

Sect. 88. The board of engineers, whenever in their judgment it 
may be expedient, may employ or permit to stay or sleep in the house, 
wherein a hose carriage or hook and ladder carriage is kept, one mem- 
ber from the same company in addition to the driver. 

Secr. 89. It shall be the duty of the officers and members of the 
several engine, hose, and hook and ladder companies, whenever a fire 
shall break out in the city, to repair to the place of the fire with their 
respective engines, hose, hook and ladder carriages, and other appa- 
ratus, in as orderly a manner as may be according to the directions, if 
any given, of the board of engineers, and exert themselves in the 
most orderly and efficient manner possible, in working and managing 
the said engines, hose, hooks, and ladders, and other apparatus, and 
in performing any duty that they may be called upon to do by any 
engineer; and, upon permission of the chief or other engineer, in an 
orderly and quiet manner to return said engines, hose, hook, and 
ladder carriages, and other apparatus, to their respective places of 
deposit. Provided that, in the absence of all the engineers, such 
direction or permission may be given by the respective foremen. 


GENERAL PROVISIONS. 


Srot. 40. Whenever any person shall have received his certificate 
of appointment to any office under this ordinance, he shall thereby be 
immediately invested with all the authority conferred, and subject to 
all the duties imposed by the laws, the city ordinances, and the rules 
and regulations of the fire department; and whenever a vacancy 
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shall occur in the department, the same shall be filled as soon as con- 
veniently may be. 

Sror. 41. The engineers, officers, and members of the several com- 
panies regularly appointed shall, when on duty, wear such badges or 
insignia, as the board of aldermen shall from time to time direct, to 
be furnished at the expense of the city, and no other person or per- 
sons shall be permitted to wear the same, except under such restric- 
tions and regulations as the mayor and board of aldermen may direct. 

Secor. 42. No uniform, except such badges and insignia as are 
prescribed from time to time by the board of aldermen, shall be worn 
upon any occasion, as firemen, by either officers or men belonging to 
the department. 

Sect. 43. No company shall have power to appoint or discharge 
any officer or member. 

Secor. 44. No company shall leave the city, in case of fire in the 
neighboring cities and towns, except by the express order of the chief 
engineer or one of the assistant engineers; and no company shall 
leave the city on an excursion. 

Secor. 45. No associations, or organized societies or clubs of fire- 
men, as such, shall be allowed in the department, except by the 
express permission of the city council. 

Sect. 46. No company shall be allowed to impose fines upon its 
members. Tor every absence or tardiness, except in case of sickness, 
there shall be deducted from the pay of the absent or tardy officer 
or member the sum of fifty cents, which amount so deducted shall 
be paid over at the end of each quarter to the treasurer of the 
company to which such officer or member shall belong, to meet the 
incidental expenses of the company. And if any officer or member 
shall have been absent or tardy at more than one third of the fires, 
or alarms of fires occurring during the month, if more than five, 
except in case of sickness, such absence or tardiness shall be con- 
sidered good cause for his discharge from the department. 


DUTIES OF POLICE IN REGARD TO FIRES. 


Secor. 47. Immediately upon an alarm or discovery of fire, it shall 
be the duty of the members of the police department to communicate 
the fact to the central station by means of the signal-boxes in the dis- 
trict in which the fire may be, in accordance with the rules and regu- 
lations in regard to fire alarms. And it shall be the duty of: the 
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policemen in the night-time, immediately upon an alarm of fire being 
given or sounded upon the bells connected with the fire-alarm appara- 
tus, to give further notice thereof within their respective districts by 
springing their rattles, crying “ fire,’ [and in Hast Boston by ringing 
a bell,] and mentioning the district and box of the district in which 
the fire exists. And if any policeman shall neglect so to do, he shall 
forfeit and pay a fine of not less than two nor more than twenty dol- 
lars for every offence. 

Sect. 48. It shall be the duty of such of the police officers of the 
city as may be selected for that service, to repair with their staves, or 
such other badges of office as the board of aldermen shall direct, on 
the alarm of fire, immediately to the place where the fire may be, and 
there to use their best skill and power, under the direction of the 
engineers, for the preservation of the public peace, and the prevention 
of theft and destruction of property, and the removal of all suspected 
persons. 

FIRE ALARMS. 


Sect. 49. In the month of January in each year, there shall be 
appointed a joint committee of the city council, to be called the com- 
mittee on fire alarms, to consist of two aldermen and three members 
of the common council. 

Sect. 50. The said committee shall have the care and manage- 
ment of the rooms, apparatus, and machinery connected with the sys- 
tem of telegraphic fire alarms, and shall also have the power to 
appoint, upon the nomination of the superintendent of fire alarms, 
suitable persons to assist in the management of said system of fire 
alarms, and to establish the compensation of the same, unless the same 
shall be specially provided by the city council; and the said commit- 
tee shall have power to determine the persons to whom shall be 
entrusted keys of the signal-boxes connected with said system of fire 
alarms, and, generally, shall have charge of said apparatus, and con- 
trol over the management of the same, subject to any special order of 
the city council. 

Sucr. 51. There shall be annually appointed by the city council, 
on the first Monday of January, or within sixty days thereafter, a suit- 
able person to be superintendent of fire alarms, who shall have charge 
of the system of telegraphic fire alarms, under the direction of the 
committee on fire alarms, and see that the same is kept in good repair 
and in working condition, and be considered responsible for the same. 
The said superintendent shall hold his office for one year and until a

successor is elected, and he and his assistants shall be at all times 
removable by the city council, and he shall receive such compensa- 
tion as the city council shall determine. 

Sect. 52. Alarms of fire shall be given by means of the system 
of telegraphic fire alarms, in accordance with the rules and directions 
established by the joint special committee on fire alarms, in the year 
1853, and amended May 12, 1855, which are hereby declared to be 
the rules for giving alarms of fire within the city of Boston. 

Sror. 58. The joint committee on fire alarms shall have power 
from time to time to alter or change said rules and directions, and 
the same shall be binding upon all persons after said rules and direc- 
tions, as altered, shall be placed on file in the office of the engineers 
of the fire department, and with the city clerk. And the same shall 
then be published in the same manner as ordinances of the city are 
published ; but the city council shall at all times have power to alter, 
amend, or annul the same. 

Sxor. 54. No person shall open any of the signal-boxes connected 
with the telegraphic fire alarms, for the purpose of giving a false 
alarm, or interfere in any way with said boxes, by breaking, cutting, 
injuring, or defacing the same, or turn the cranks therein, except in 
case of fire, or tamper or meddle with said boxes or any part thereof. 

Sror. 55. Any person who shall be guilty of a breach of any of 
the provisions of this ordinance, shall forfeit and pay a fine of not 
less than two dollars nor more than twenty dollars for each offence. 

Secor. 56. The chief engineer and other engineers, and officers 
and members of the fire department, shall continue in the depart- 
ment and to hold their respective offices therein; subject, however, 
to the provisions of this ordinance. 


REPEALING CLAUSE, ETC. 


Snort. 57. The ordinance entitled ‘An ordinance establishing a fire 
department, and providing for preventing and extinguishing fires,” 
passed on the eighth day of June, A.D. eighteen hundred and sixty, 
and all ordinances and parts of ordinances inconsistent with the 
provisions of this ordinance, are hereby repealed; but this repeal 
shall not revive any ordinance or any part of any ordinance pre- 
viously repealed. 


Sect. 58. This ordinance shall take affagk: from and atten mes 
passage. 
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Board of Aldermen, April, 1861. 


The Special Committee to whom was referred the subject 
of the Back Bay drainage and the directions of the streets 
therein, respectfully submit the following Report and Order. 

Upon a subject of so much importance, it may be expected 
that the Committee will give a brief history of the process by 
which this part of the Harbor of Boston and Roxbury has 
been detached therefrom, and has become the property of 
Corporations and individuals. They have therefore append- 
ed to this Report a review of the whole subject of the Back 
Bay, collated from the various documents of the State and 
City Governments relating thereto, in chronological order. 
By referring to this appendix, it appears that the City was 
fully invested with the right to use this basin for a receiving 
reservoir to drain into and overto the channel. It will also be 
seen that the City could prevent any buildings from being 
erected between the Public Garden and Channel forever. 
Holding this position, and having complete control over, 
although it did not own the fee of the land, it was very desirable 
for the State, Water Power Company, and all others inter- 
ested, that the City’s interest should be divested and quiet- 
ed; and the City Government was constantly approached for 
that purpose. Finally, in December, 1856, an Indenture was 
made between the State, the City, and Water Power Co., 
with a view of an equitable adjustment between the parties. 
In this settlement, the Water Power Co. received for its por- 
tion the receiving basin, 


acres, with a full release from 
the City of Boston. About one hundred acres were released to 
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the State by the Cityand Water Power Co. The City, which 
had a free use of this territory forever, for drainage purposes 
and for air and prospect from the Public Garden, received for 
its portion one acre and 1,240 square feet, below Clarendon 
Street, and the release to it, in fee, of a strip of land at the 
bottom of the Public Garden, containing about 2% acres, 
which neither of the other parties ever had aright to use 
without the consent of the City. This small strip of land is of 
as much, and probably of more value to the State Lands than 
to the City in its present position. The City has expended 
large sums of money to beautify and adorn the Public Garden 
immediately in front of the State property, without calling 
upon it for any portion of the expenditure. 

In this tripartite agreement — if an agreement can be so 
called wherein only two parties are benefited at the cost of 
the other party —the City has been deprived of the inval- 
uable right of a free circulation of air and open prospect 
from the country to the Common forever; it has been 
obliged to provide other drainage in place of the receiving 
basin it had a right to use, and also to raise streets and build- 
‘ings to conform to the new order of things. The raising of 
Dover Street alone has cost more than $90,000; and that is 
but one of a series of expenditures to be anticipated. Wheth- 
er the City is hable or not, is a question which isnot before 
us at the present time, but it is one that is to be met 
and to be decided upon. There was one other consid- 
eration held out to the City, in this Indenture, on page 6 (City 
Doc. No. 59, 1857). It is stated that “it is important for the 
interest of all parties hereto, that the system of draining the 
land in the Back Bay and that part of the City of Boston con- 
tiguous thereto, and also a part of the City of Roxbury, should 
be the best that can be devised,’ &c.; and it further states 
that two large main sewers are to be constructed, one from 
Tremont Street, and one from Camden Street to the Milldam, 
said sewers not to be less than three feet in diameter at T're- 
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mont and Camden streets, and not less than nine feet at 
Charles River, “and are to be constructed as fast as the 
Board of Health of the City of Boston may deem necessary to 
prevent nuisances being created by the drains which may open 
into the basin; said two main sewers to be for the use and bene- 
fit ofall the parties hereto.” The cost of these main sewers was 
to be borne in separate proportions, as defined in Article 1, 
page 11, of City Doc. No. 59. The sewers herein provided 
for are to be in lieu of the rights of building and main- 
taining drains in said basin, agreed to in the indentures of 
Dec. 26,1826, and of Feb. 1, 1827, and of any other rights 
which the City may have to lay and maintain drains in said 
basin. 

To make the matter clear, it may be necessary to state 
that in all plans made for the City, in reference to the sub- 
ject of grading streets, drainage, water works, &c., relative 
heights are expressed by figures, low water being at 0. The 
drains leading into the Back Bay, in the vicinity of Dover and 
Church streets are from 6 inches below to 4 feet above 0. 
The Boston & Worcester and Providence Railroad crossings 
are 6 feet above; from near high water to extreme is 10 to 
16 feet above; Tremont Street is 16 feet above; Dry Dock 
Coping is 15 feet above; grade of South Bay lands, 16 feet 
above; grade of Water Power and State lands 18 feet 
above; so that a sewer emptying at 0 (low water), with 
a grade of 2 inches to the 100 feet, that being the mean 
between 14 and 25 inches which is generally adopted in 
Huropean cities, would bring the bottom of the sewer 4 
inches above the rails of the railroad tracks, at their cross- 
ings, and be from 5 to 8 feet above the outfalls of the sewers 
it proposes to relieve in the vicinity of Dover Street. Of 
course, this consideration in the agreement is of no practical 
value, and cannot be carried out. The bottom of the new 
sewer, built in Tremont and Dover streets, is at grade ;°, of 
a foot below 0, at the junction of these streets. 
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It may be asked what interest the City has in this large 
tract of land, and what their duty is in the premises. ‘The 
first is a pecuniary one, as it isof the utmost importance that 
the streets and drainage of this section of the City should 
be so arranged that there should not be a constant draft upon 
the City Treasury for laying out new streets, widening and 
straightening others, and relaying sewers, &c.; the sewers 
should be of a permanent character, and built with suitable 
grades; there should be spaces of ample dimensions for full 
basins or lakes of clear sea water, and arranged with suitable 
inlets from Charles River, and outfalls into the sewers, to 
scour them perfectly; there should be sufficient spaces re- 
served for parks, squares, and other open spaces, equal at least 
to those appropriated by the City upon its own lands in Ward 
11; and, finally, the City has a duty to perform towards those 
who may hereafter reside in this portion of the City, and 
should insist upon its being made a healthful district. It 
may be said all this would be desirable if this property 
belonged to the City; but your Committee ask, has not 
the City the right to require that sewers shall be so 
laid that they shall not become a nuisance, and to refuse to 
accept any streets, or to light them, or to lay water-pipes 
therein, if, in the opinion of the City Government, the streets 
are not in a suitable condition to be accepted ? — and would 
‘it not add to the value of this property for residences, were 
it understood that the streets were to be under the charge 
of the City? It is also due to the several proprietors of 
these lands, that arrangements should be made for the 
benefit of all; and that can only be done by one party, as it 
would be impossible for any corporation owning the largest 
amount of property to act alone, much more those owning 
small tracts of land; and as the City will eventually become 
the owner of all the streets and drains upon this territory, 
it seems proper that the City should take the initiatory steps, 
and form grades and profiles of the whole territory in such a 
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manner as shall be a mutual benefit to all parties interested, 
and materially add to the value of the property; and your 
Committee have the pleasure to inform the Government that 
all the parties with whom conferences have been held, have 
expressed their entire approbation of the course taken, or in- 
tended to be taken by the City, and have expressed a willing- 
ness to bear such reasonable proportion of the expenses as 
the Committee shall think just and proper. 

The Legislature has also passed a Resolve, dated ee 9, 
1861, authorizing their commissioners to confer with other 
firtios concerning a modification of the plan of building 
upon the Back Bay. (See Appendix.) Your Committee, : 
upon a full examination of the subject, umanimously recom- 
mend the appointment of five commissioners, who, acting in 
concert with your Committee, will confer with the proprie- 
tors, and endeavor to establish ranges and grades of streets, 
and a complete system of sewerage; also to reserve such 
open spaces for sanitary purposes and school-house lots as are 
indicated in this report. The expense of said commission, and 
all other incidental expenses, such as making surveys, plans, 
lithographs, and all clerical duties approved of by the 
Committee, are to be paid in the usual form by drafts upon 
the Treasury. It is further recommended that the Commit- 
tee be authorized to make an equitable arrangement with all 
parties as to their just proportion of the expenses, all of 
which shall be refunded to the City Treasury. The Commit- 
tee therefore advise the passage of the accompanying order.

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ORDERED: That five competent persons be appointed by 
the Board of Aldermen, subject to the approval of His 
Honor the Mayor, who shall be invested with full power, in 
consultation with the Special Committee on this subject, to 
confer with the Boston Water Power Company, the City of 
Roxbury, the State Commissioners, and any and all other 
owners of territory on the Back Bay, so called, and ar- 
range some general and satisfactory plan for the permanent 
direction, grade, and sewerage of the various streets which 
will be contiguous to said Back Bay territory. 

And that said Commissioners and Committee be required, 
if any plan of direction, grade, and sewerage of said streets 
shall be mutually agreed upon by the several parties in in- 
terest, to report the same to this Board, for its sanction and 
approval, and that the expenses of said Commission, when 
approved by said Special Committee and His Honor the 
Mayor, be paid from the appropriation for sewerage on the 
Back Bay.

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The “Colonial Ordinance,” so called, of this date, was an 
ancient law of Massachusetts, probably actually passed in 
1647. It is in the following words: “That in all creeks, 
coves, and other places about and upon salt water, where the 
sea ebbs and flows, the proprietor of the land adjoining shall 
have propriety to the low-water mark, where the sea does not 
ebb above a hundred rods, and not more wheresover it ebbs 
further.” 

This law has never been changed, and all the riparian pro- 
prietors rely upon this law for their boundaries at low-water 
mark, 

May 15. At town meeting this day the marsh lands at the 
bottom of the Common were ordered to be leased. 

July 80. Seven ropewalks, at the great fire in Pearl and 
Purchase streets, were burnt and destroyed, and great interest 
was made to remove the ropewalks from the middle of the 
town, and the town, in sympathy for the sufferers, on Sept. 1, 
voted to Isaac Davis and others the right of using the land at 
the bottom of the Common, on certain conditions, and six 
ropewalks were at that time erected there. They were all 
destroyed by fire (five being rebuilt again), Feb. 18, 1806. 

Aug.31. The selectmen of Boston executed a deed to Wil- 
liam and A. McNeil, two of the first grantees for ropewalks. 
One of the conditions of said deed is, “ that the inhabitants 
reserve the liberty and privilege, at any time hereafter, to 
carry sluice-ways or drains through the said land, in any direc- 
tion towards the salt water. 
or thereabouts, Charles Street was laid out. 

June ll. A_ project of erecting a western avenue or mill- 
dam was brought before the town, and the inhabitants gave 
their assent to its execution.

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June 14. <A charter was granted to the Boston and Rox- 
bury Mill Corporation, giving them authority to build a dam 
from Charles Street, in Boston, to the ep and at Sewell Point 
(so called), in Brookline. 

Jan. 9. Uriah Cotting, Esq. issued an address on the 
advantages of a western avenue and mill power to the City. 
Subscription papers were opened, and all the shares were taken 
in one day, and the next day were on sale at an advanced 
price. Mr. Cotting did not live to see its completion. Col. 
Loammi Baldwin took his place. (Afterwards these shares 
greatly depreciated.) 

Four of the ropewalks were again destroyed by cit at 
the bottom of the Common. 

July 2. The Western Avenue or Milldam was opened for 
passengers, and a cavaleade of citizens, under the direction 
of Gen. Wm. H. Sumner, entered the town over the Dam, and 
were received on this side by the inhabitants of Boston. 

This year the City of Boston was incorporated. 

By a partition deed, Gravelly Point and the land and flats 
in the Receiving Basin were conveyed to David Sears and 
others. 

Jan. 17. An act entitled “An Act to authorize the Boston 
and Roxbury Mill Corporation to widen their dam” was 
passed by the Legislature. 

April 28. An agreement was made between Roxbury and 
Boston, establishing the line between them confirmed by the 
act of 1836, ch. 37. 

Feb. 11. An act was passed, authorizing the Boston and 
Roxbury Mill Corporation to fill their flats and tide waters to 
the extent of 200 feet more. 

The respective boundaries between the City of Boston and 
land of David Sears and others, were established by indenture. 

Feb. 25. The City purchased all the rights of the proprie- 
tors of the ropewalks, in the land now known as the Public 
Garden. 

This year the Boston Water Power Company were incorpor-

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Dec. 26. An indenture in three parts was entered into 
between the City of Boston and Boston and Roxbury Mill Cor- 
poration, and other proprietors of the flats, and a line was 
agreed upon and established as the line of flowage, which is 
marked on several well-known plans as “ the line between the 
Boston & Roxbury Mill Corporation and the City of Boston 
and others.” | 

Feb. 1. An indenture was made between the City of 
Boston and the Boston and Roxbury Mill Corporation, confirm- 
ing the indenture of Dec. 26, 1826, each party releasing cer- 
tain rights to each other. 

This deed not only confirms the previous deed of 1826, but 
also gives to the City of Boston the entire control of erect- 
ing buildings on the Back Bay, the digging and laying of 
drains, &e. 

May 9. The Boston and Roxbury Mill Corporation, by an 
indenture, transferred to the Water Power Company a large 
part of their property, with certain exceptions and covenants. 

This year the respective boundaries between the City of 
Roxbury and David Sears were established by indenture. 

This year the respective boundaries of the City of Boston 
and Town of Roxbury in the empty basin or Back Bay were 
confirmed and established by an act of Legislature. 

All the original surveys from 1822 to 1836, as per plans of 
S. P. Fuller, show that the full basin contains 193 acres 2 qrs. 
26 rods to high water, and the receiving basin 549 acres 1 qr. 
5 rods to high water. . 

(By lines delineated by the Town of Boston in 1813, 4763 
acres ; by line of flowage in 1826, in March, 4933 acres; by 
line established December, 1826, 4124 acres.) 

January. The City of Boston assigned to Horace Gray and 
Associates 203 acres of Back Bay land fora Public Garden on 
certain terms and conditions. 

This year the B. & R. M. Corporation transferred another par- 
cel of their flats to the Boston Water Power Company. 

February 1. By an Act of Legislature, Horace Gray and 
Associates were made a Corporation under the name of “ Pro- 
prietors of the Botanic Garden in Boston.” 
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An Act of the General Court gave the right to the B. & R. 
Mill Corporation to fill up and use 100 feet of the flats north 
of the Milldam, to Sewell’s Point in Brookline. 

The Commonwealth passed an Act, granting permission for 
the B. & R. M. Corporation to extend a wharf at the foot of 
Beacon Street. 

August 11. The Boston W. P. Company “ released in fee” 
to the B. & Worcester R. R. Company a tract of land within 
the basin. 

October 26. Anorder was passed by the City Council, grant- 
ing the residue of the land between the Public Garden and the 
continuation of Boylston Street to Horace Gray and Associates, 
on the same terms, Xc. as the previous grant in-1858. 

May 10. The General Court passed a Resolve appointing five 
Commissioners to consider and report respecting the rights and 
duties of the Commonwealth in the Harbor and Back Bay and 
respecting the filling up of the flats, &. (The Commissioners 
reported in January, 1850.) 

September 4. _The Commissioners met, and again met on 
25th September, and held also eight subsequent meetings ; be- 
fore them appeared all the interested parties. 

July 2. The Board of Mayor and Aldermen order a special 
committee to report the "best mode of drainage for that part 
of the City which. drains into the Back Bay. 

October 1. The Board order the report and plans to be ac- 
cepted and adopted (according to plan of drainage presented 
by KE. Lincoln, Jr.), and appointed a Committee with full pow- 
ers to advertise and contract, limiting the amount to $50,000, 
the work not to be commenced before Ist May, 1850. 

The Board of Mayor and Aldermen order the Report and 
plan of E. Lincoln, Jr. to be recommitted and submitted to H. 
S. Chesbrough and W. P. Parrott for their examination and 
opinion, and the Committee reported to adopt the plans of 
Messrs. Chesbrough and Parrott. 

March. The State Commissioners in their Report give a 
description of the Back Bay as cut off by the Milldam, and a 
statement of the rights and titles claimed by the various 
parties. 
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H. A.8. Dearborn, Mayor of Roxbury, sent a Remonstrance 
to the General Court against the action of the Water Power 
Company in filling up the flats, &c., &e. 

May. Three Commissioners were appointed by the Legisla- 
ture, under the Resolves of this date respecting the Back Bay 
Lands ; and the Cities of Boston and Roxbury, B. & R. M. Cor- 
poration, the B. W. Power Company, and other parties, by 
their counsel, appeared before them November 13, 1850. 

December 16. A letter was addressed by David Sears, Esq. 
to the Chairman of the Commission on the Back Bay, relating 
to an extension of the Public Garden, with a lake, Xe. 

March 11. The State Commissioners in their Report make 
a full statement of the rights of all parties, with the titles 
claimed by Municipal and other Corporations, &c. in the Back 
Bay and flats. 

June. The Legislature granted the Boston W. P. Company 
an increase of capital of $275,000, to fill up and make avenues 
and improvements. 

The Commissioners divided with the Boston W. P. Company. 

Tt is a part of the stipulations with the State that the tolls 
upon the Milldam shall cease from and after May 1, 1863. 

December. The Mayor was authorized to petition the Legis- 
lature for a grant in fee of a portion of the Back Bay, with 
certain privileges and conditions. 

May. The State Commissioners addressed a communication 
to the Mayor of Boston, calling his attention to the drains 
which they propose to have constructed through the lands on 
the Back Bay. This was laid before the City Council and 
sent to a Committee. 

February 20. A Joint Committee of the Legislature report- 
ed several Resolves relating to the filling up the Back Bay, 
grading streets, &c. &e. 

February 25. David Sears, Esq. and the Riparian Pro- 
prietors sent a memorial to General Court, complaining of the 
nuisance caused by the B. Water Power Company in cut- 
ting off the ebb and flow of the sea, and asking protection, Xe. 

March. A Committee report “ Resolves concerning the Back 
Bay,” which had been committed to them. 
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March. John §S. Sleeper, Mayor of Roxbury, remonstrated 
against the passage of the ‘ Resolves concerning the Back 
Bay.” 

March. The heirs of Ephraim Harrington, Eben Francis, 
and the City of Boston, also remonstrated against passing the 
*“‘ Resolves concerning the Back Bay.” 

April 21. <A Joint Committee reported four Resolves, as 
amended, entitled ‘‘ Resolves in relation to lands in Back Bay, 
&c.”’ giving power to a Committee to release the Common- 
wealth’s title in the Back Bay lands to Boston W. Power Com- 
pany and others. 

December. An Indenture was executed between the State, 
City, and Water Power Company, each party releasing cer- 
tain rights and privileges to each other. 

In April, the first announcement was made that a scheme of 
building on the Back Bay was to be carried into execution, 
and George H. Snelling, Esq. published an article deprecating 
this measure, on sanitary and economical grounds. 

April 25. The citizens of Boston voted to accept the Act 
of Legislature in relation to the Back Bay and Public Garden. 

This year G. H. Snelling, Esq. presented a Memorial to the’ 
Legislature in favor of a modification of the plans proposed. 

This Memorial was, on the motion of Hon. Mr. Luce, of 
the Island District, ordered by the Senate to be printed, and 
referred to the next Legislature, the House concurring. 

The above Memorial was taken from the files of the 
Senate, and referred to the Committee on Public Lands, before 
whom Mr. S. had several hearings. The Committee reported 
a Resolve instructing the Commissioners to receive this Mem- 
orial, with accompanying documents, and to give hearings. 
This resolve passed the Senate, but was indefinitely post- 
poned in the House. 

The same Memorial, made general, and signed by Hon. 
Josiah Quincy, Sen. and other leading citizens, was thereupon 
presented to the House, and it was ordered to be printed and 
referred to the next Legislature. 
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The Memorial, signed by Mr Quincy, and others, was 
taken from the files and referred to the Joint Standing 
Committee on Public Lands, before whom hearings were again 
had by Mr. 8. 

April. An Act was passed incorporating the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology, and appropriating about 130,000 feet 
of land for the purposes of the Institute and the Boston 
Society of Natural History. 

April 9. The following resolve, reported by the Committee 
on Public Lands, to whom was referred the Memorial of Mr. 
Quincy and others, was passed to be enacted ; and your Com- 
mittee have great satisfaction in concluding this recapitulation 
of the various Legislative and Municipal measures which 
have been taken in regard to the territory in question, by 
announcing the passage, on the 9th April, of the following 
Resolve by the Legislature : — | 

““ Resolved, That the Commissioners on Public Lands are 
hereby authorized and instructed to forthwith negotiate with 
the Boston Water Power Company and with the Riparian 
owners of territory lying west of the land of the Common-_ 
wealth and east of the cross dam adjoining the full basin, so 
called, for an improvement of the lands of the said section, and 
of the lands of the Commonwealth contiguous thereto, by ares- 
ervation of a water space therein. And for the purposes of 
this Resolve the said Commissioners may alter and amend any 
Indenture or contract, with the consent of all parties to the 
same. Provided, however, that no such alteration and no In- 
denture or contract executed under this Resolve shall be bind- 
ing upon this Commonwealth until all the provisions thereof 
shall be reported to and ratified by the next Legislature of the 
Commonwealth.” 

In conclusion, the Committee feel it to be their duty 
to express their grateful acknowledgments to our esteemed 
fellow-citizen, George H. Snelling, Esq. by whose persevering 
exertions, for the past three years, this result has been accom- 
plished ; also, for the vigilant endeavors of Thomas Hills, Esq., 
one of the Representatives from the Ninth Ward, who 
reported the Resolve and forwarded its passage through the 
House. 
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
